The Association met on the 11th of June, in the Lecture-Room of 
Kawaiahao Church. There was a general attendance of the members, 
larger than that of the previous year. Some, however, were detained 
by circumstances. And some have departed, no more to meet with 
this Association—Rev. J. F. Pogue and Rev. D. Makuakane. ‘Thus 
does God call his servants each year to their eternal state. 

The Association has been favored with much unanimity and good 
feeling in its discussions, and the members separate with enkindled 
purpose to labor vigorously in their respective fields. 

The number of Churches remains the same as last year. Some, 
however, are destitute of Pastors, and some are suffering from decline 
in the Lord’s work. 

There is special cause of rejoicing in the continued prosperity of the 
Lord’s work in the foreign field, while voices of lamentation abound 
for the decline in our home field.

Our Boarding Schools are in a prosperous condition. Itis in prospect 
that the instruction will hereafter be wholly in the English language, 
as will be the case in the Hilo Boarding School.

The Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association, elected by; 
and responsible to that Association, offer to it the following Report of 
their proceedings during the past year: 


HOME DEPARTMENT. 


NECROLOGY. 


On the 4th of December, 1877, Rev. J. F. Pogue, for several years 
Corresponding Secretary of this Board, was called to his eternal rest 
while on his return to these Islands from the land of his birth, where 
he had been with the hope of recruiting bodily powers, exhausted in 
indefatigable labors for the benefit of the Hawaiian Nation. The fol- 
lowing minute was adopted by our Board : 

“ Whereas, Our beloved brother, Rev. John F. Pogue, long our fel- 
low-laborer in the service of the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ, was 
lately summoned away by the hand of death, while at Laramie City, 
on his journey homeward ; 

« We, therefore, his late associates in the Board of the Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association, of which for several years our departed 
brother held the responsible and laborious office of Corresponding Sec- 
retary, desire to place upon record in our minutes something of our 
estimate of his character and labors. 

« Our: Brother Pogue entered upon his missionary work in these 
Islands in the year 1844, and labored here thirty-three years, with un- 
varying fidelity and zeal. During fourteen years he was Instructor 
and Principal at Lahainaluna Seminary, and for seven years Corre- 
sponding Secretary of this Board. 

«He left his stamp upon his pupils as a thorough and enthusiastic 
teacher both in science and in godliness. He will long be remembered 
in the churches of the land as a preacher of fervor and convincing 
force. The thoroughness of his consecration, the sincerity and single- 
ness of his piety, and the strength of his desire to save souls, and to 
advance the churches of Christ in holiness, were manifest to all, while 
his purity, conscientiousness, and cordial friendliness commended gen- 
eral esteem. 

«« We especially hold in affectionate recollection our brother’s diligent 
labors for the Hawaiian Board and the Missions which it cares for, as 
well as his constant solicitude and efforts for the growth and quicken- 
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ing of the Hawaiian Churches. Ceasing from these labors only after 
long-continued debility, he has now left us to a regret deepened by the 
previous hope that he would be soon again able to engage in fresh and 
important work. We bow to the will of the Lord, who has called him 
home. 

“We would also testify our earnest sympathy with our widowed 
sister, who has so long shared his labors, praying the Lord to abound 
towards her in consolation and grace; and also with his children 
among us, who are greatly blessed in the worthy record of their 
father’s consecrated and efficient life.” 

Our brethren, Revs. P. J. Gulick and J. S. Green, once connected 
with the American Mission to these Islands, and Rev. Makuakane (a 
most faithful man), have also rested from their labors, and sleep in 
Jesus. 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Of the fifty-eight Hawaiian Churches connected with the Associa- 
tion, and numbering about 8,000 members, forty have made contribu- 
tions to our treasury.

AID TO NEEDY PASTORS AND CHURCHES. 


Some assistance has been rendered the pastors of feeble churches. 
A liberal donation of $150 from a single individual has been equally 
divided among ten pastors, each of whom had received less than $100 
salary, during the preceding year, from his people. 

A request from the Maui Presbytery for aid for Rev. P. Keaupuni, 
of Olowalu, has been in part granted. 

The average amount of salary paid by Hawaiian Churches for the 
support of their pastors during the year has been $157. 

A grant of $25 has been promised the lepers residing at Kalaupapa, 
Molokai, to aid in building a church, on consideration that they raise 
from other sources the balance necessary to complete their chapel. 

One hundred dollars have been given by our Board towards the sup- 
port of Sit Moon, the Chinese Colporteur in the employ of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 


*It should be remembered that the price of cocoanut oil this year is yery low. 
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NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE. 


The prosperity of this school of the prophets during the year is a 
source of encouragement for all who look for the enlargement of Zion 
in our midst. Fourteen students—thirteen Hawaiians and one Chi- 
nese-—have been connected with it, who have been receiving faithful 
instruction from the President, Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., assisted by 
Rey. Messrs. H. H. Parker, S. E. Bishop and M. Kuaea. Rev. L. 
Smith, D. D., was for a time one of the instructors. 

Mrs. Hyde has labored faithfully and earnestly for the improvement 
and refinement of the wives of the married students, of whom there 
are six. In this work she has received some aid from Mrs. Kuaea ; 
also from Mrs. Bingham on Thursdays. 

During the year our Board have made grants in aid of the Institute 
from our own treasury to the amount of $379 75, and have disbursed 
for the same purpose liberal grants from the American Board. 

Much more pecuniary help is yet needed to give the fullest efficiency 
to the Institute. We commend it to the cordial sympathy of our 
churches. 


BOARDING SCHOOLS. 


The Trustees of the Hilo Boarding School for Boys, for so many 
years under the care of Rev. D. B. Lyman, have been making vigorous 
efforts, assisted by Rev. N. G. Clark, D.D., Foreign Secretary of the Am- 
erican Board, to secure for that Institution a Principal from the United 
States. It is with regret that we have recently learned that Rev. C. 
M. Palmer is compelled by ill health to withdraw from his acceptance 
of the trust. Dr. Clark is, however, “sparing no pains to secure the 
man needed for the place.” We are earnestly hoping that many from 
this School will desire to enter the Missionary Institute to fit them- 
selves more fully for Christian work. 

The four Boarding Schools for Girls, especially ia sympathy with 
our branch of Christian Missions, have been blessed with a good de- 
gree of prosperity. 

The one at Kohala, Hawaii, has been crowded with pupils, number- 
ing fifty-seven for most of the year, under the faithful instruction of 
Miss Lizzie Lyons, and trusteeship of Rev. E. Bond. 

Miss Carpenter and Mrs. Smith have stood at their posts in the East 
Maui Female Seminary. Their pupils have numbered about thirty- 
seven. Five or six of them are hopefully Christian. They have con- 
tributed some thirty dollars at their monthly concert, which they have 
been wont to observe. Miss Carpenter, the Principal, leaves her work 
for a much-needed season of rest in the United States, glad to have 
seen the interior of the large building finished off. The expense has 
been met in part by the earnings of the girls, in part by avails of former 
grant of land in Hana from the American Board, and in part by aid 
from the Government. 

Miss Green has been struggling on very much alone, with rare cour- 
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age, at Waialua, Oahu, with the care of thirty-seven pupils, many of 
them being quite young. 

The Kawaiahao Seminary, in Honolulu, has been more favored with 
teachers. A Board of Trustees for the School has been chosen during . 
the year by the Hawaiian Board. It consists of five members, viz.: 
Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., Rev. S. E. Bishop, Hon. A. F. Judd, Rev. M. 
Kuaea, and W. R. Castle, Esq. The present teachers are Miss Lizzie 
Bingham (Principal), Miss Margaret Flaxman, Miss Emma Napoleon. 
Mrs. M. E. Atwater and Miss E. Thompson have rendered assistance 
a part of the year. Miss Aswan acts as assistant pupil. The average 
attendance has been thirty-six. 

For these Schools no appropriation has been made by the American 
Board during the year, and it is to be hoped that means for their liberal 
support will be forthcoming from these Islands, which are well able to 
maintain them. We thankfully make mention of the pecuniary aid 
which has been rendered them by the Hawaiian Mission Children’s 
Society, the Government, and others, 


PUBLICATIONS, 


The weekly newspaper Aa Lahui Hawaii (The Hawaiian 
Nation), for nearly three years assisted by this Board, published its 
final issue at the close of 1877. This year’s grant was $400. Its 
late editor, the Rev. H. H. Parker, is now proprietor and editor of the 
Nupepa Kuokoa ¢The Independent.) 

During the year there have been sold and circulated from the Book 
Depository 143 Bibles; 113 Testaments; 893 Testaments and Psalms; 
416 Hymn Books; 22S Hae Hoonani; 55 Primers; 141 Leo Hoomana; 
99 Lira Hawaii; 33 Lira Kamalii; 33 Bible Dictionaries; 14 Commen- 
taries (on Matthew); 13 Church Histories; 41 Kumu Leo Mele; 281 
other books; making a total of 1,703. There has been received at the 
salesroom since June 1, 1877, to June 1, 1878, for Scriptures and 
other books, a total of $1,003 95. 

The supply of Hawaiian and English Testaments has been ex- 
hausted, but additional copies have been ordered from the American 
Bible Society, which we shall hope to receive ere long. 

The expenses for clerk-hire in our salesroom have been also less this 
year than some years, owing in part, to the arrangement with the pub- 
lishers of the Lahui Hawaii, and of late the AKwokoa, whereby the 
clerk has been able to serve both parties. There has been little call for 
tracts for gratuitous distribution. 

In April last the printing of the second and revised edition of the 
Gilbert Islands New Testament of 2,000 copies was completed. The 
proof-reading has occupied much of the time of the Corresponding 
Secretary of the Board during the year. In this work he has been 
greatly assisted by Mrs. Bingham. The volume is 12mo., of 568 pages. 
The cost of the edition is $2,240 25. Toward thisthe American Bible 
Society have already made a grant of $2,175; for which our sincere 
thanks are due. A portion ¢f the edition constitute a part of the 
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freight of the Morning Sitar, now gone forth again on her 
errands of love and mercy. 

She also carries an edition of 300 copies of forty-six Ponape 
Hymns, as a supplement to the Ponape Hymns; also a part of the third 
edition of 1,000 copies, printed this year, of the Gilbert Islands Hymn 
Book—sixty-four pages, 16mo. . 

We have furnished at the usual rates Scriptures and books to the 
Woman’s Board of Missions for the Pacific Islands, who have this year 
begun a good work in the employment of two women as Colporteurs in 
this city, under the superintendence of Miss M. A. Chamberlain. We 
trust they will continue their efforts in this direction. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


THE “MORNING STAR.” 


Morning Star No. 8 sailed on her seventh voyage for Micronesia 
on the 14th of June, 1877, in command of Captain A. D. Colcord, tak- 
ing as passengers Rev. E, M. Pease and wife, of Springfield, Mass., 
going out for the first time; Mrs. Robert Logan, returning to her hus- 
band after a visit to California for her health; Rev. 8. Kaaia and wife, 
returning to their field from these Islands, whither they had come in 
1876 for her health; Mr. S. P. K. Nawaa and wife, the latter having 
been the wife of the late Kahelemauna, Missionary on Mille. All 
these were bound to the Marshall Islands except Mrs. Logan, of 
Ponape. 

The vessel was greatly hindered by adverse winds and currents, and 
so failed to visit all our stations. Arrangements were, however, made 
whereby Kekuewa’s supplies were taken to him from Jaluij to 
Mejuro, and Kaaia to Arno, and Nawaa to Mille. 

The Morning Star returned in safety to this port on the Sth of 
February, bringing cheering intelligence from some portions of the 
field. Mr. G. Haina and family came up on her from Tarawa in re- 
sponse to an invitation of the Hawaiian Board. He is returning to his 
field on the present trip of the vessel, which sailed on the 10th of June 
in command of Captain Isaiah Bray, an experienced navigator and an 
earnest Christian, from Boston. He arrived here on the 22d of April 

with his wife and child. 

- Weare very hopeful that he will prove to be the right man in the 
right place. We wish him God-speed.

TAPITEUEA. 


The Missionary work on Tapiteuea during the past year has been 
under the care of Mr. H. B. Nalimu, a Hawaiian Catechist. Of him 
Dr. Pease writes: “He is doing all he can, but he must have help.” 
Nalimu reports that none have been received into the church during 
the year, as there has been with them no one qualified to admit church 
members. Ina letter of February 25 Mr. Nalimu states the work is 
advancing. ‘Their church is completed and provided with cocoanut 
wood seats. The people are very grateful for the church bell, a gift 
from Hilo. They have contributed, as an expression of thanks, 240 
pounds of cocoanut twine. He makes an earnest plea for help. He 
says that the people of South Tapiteuea are asking most earnestly for 
a teacher for themselves. He feels that three or four teachers are needed 
for that Island, and so indeed they are. The people of Nonouti and 
Apemama, he writes, are also calling loudly for. teachers. Of church 
members there are seventy-nine. Sales of books amount to one. 


APEMAMA,. 


The report from our Gilbert Islands Missionary on Apemama is very 
brief, but he writes of the progress of the people in education as being 
great. ‘Two have embraced Christianity, and are earnest in their 
obedience to God’s word. Kanoaro thinks the people are near to turn- 
ing to the Lord. A few books have been purchased by them—eighteen 
in number. A request is sent for slates, This is certainly a hopeful 
indication, as the King of Apemama has for some time endeavored to 
monopolize the art of writing, objecting to his people being instructed 
in it. Captain Colcord speaks encouragingly of the progress of the 
work there. He says the King is erecting a stone house under the 
superintendence of a German trader residing there. He has also pur- 
chased a sewing machine. Thus civilization is gaining a foothold. 
We trust it may be a Christian civilization. 


MAIANA. 


This Island has been distressed by long-continued civil war and con- 
sequent famine; yet the Gospel is taking root, and the outlook is on the 
whole encouraging. Rev. W. N. Lono has been called upon to act as 
peacemaker between the Christian and heathen parties. The residence 
of the Missionary and his family has been midway between the forti- 
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fications of the contending parties, and balls have been flying about 
them on every side; but our brother and sister have possessed their 
souls in patience, and to use his words, “ They did not run away, but 
continued to beseech them to put an end to the war.” This war was 
ended February 7, 1877, but broke out again some four or five months 
after. By a letter from Mr. Lono as late as April 1 we learn that a 
heavy battle had been fought in January, in which many were slain, 
but the Christian party, under the head of Abraham Peru, had come 
off victorious; that the missionary work is now going forward, and the 
people are desiring the Gospel’s righteousness. 

There are three church buildings on the Island, called Jerusalem, 
Mount Olivet, and Sinai. There are eleven members now in regular 
standing, all of whom have been received during the year, There 
were twenty-two candidates for baptism. 

At one time forty-seven pupils were attending Mr. Lono’s school, and 
books have been in some demand. He had sold eighty-seven books, of 
which eighteen were Testaments. 

The contributions to our Board from Maiana amount to $3 in cash, 
fifteen gallons of cocoanut oil, and 120 sugar bags. 


TARAWA. 


The progress of the Gospel on this Island during the year has been 
very hopeful, more so than ever before. For many years our brother 
Haina and his wife have been longing for the conversion of the people. 
But heretofore there has been much indifference. Now he is able to 
tell of fifty-one who have, during the year, united with the church, and 
reports many inguirers. He has been assisted by two of his children, 
a son and a daughter, and by four Gilbert Jsland teachers. Two of 
these are Catechists of our Board from the Training School on 
Apaiang, now, with sorrow we say, without a Principal. 

David Kourapi, the High Chief, is spoken of as still continuing in 
the Christian life. His brother-in-law and nephew, who were killed in 
a late battle, were candidates for baptism. 

The people on Tarawa have contributed $9 in cash and thirty pounds 
of cocoanut fibre twine. 

Neyer before have they purchased so many books, These number 
148. Number of church members, sixty-five. 


APAIANG. 


The young King, Isaac Katea II, is now recorded among the church 
members.. He and his people have adopted a written code of laws. 
Great peace and quiet have prevailed on the Island. From the 1st of 
January, 1877, to September 18, 1877, fifty persons had been added to 
the church on profession of their faith. Whole number of church 
members, 108. Many candidates were waiting to be received. Three 
former pupils of the Training School have been assisting Mr. Leleo at 
different stations on the Island. 

The people have contributed $7 80 in cash, fifty pounds of cocoanut 
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fibre twine and twenty-five gallons of oil, and purchased eighty-four 
books. 

It may be profitably remembered that there has boen no American 
Missionary resident on Apaiang during the year. Nevertheless we 
greatly desire that two American Missionaries may be found without 
delay to revive the Gilbert Islands Training School, so necessary to the 
permanent prosperity of the work in that group. 


MARAKEI. 


We have very cheering news from Marakei, Rev. D, Kanoho has 
received to the church fifty-eight persons during the year. The whole 
number of members is now ninety. He and his wife have been re- 
joicing in the manifest presence of the Holy Spirit in their midst, and 
in the hearty co-operation of many of their church members in Christian 
work, and it is to this that he ascribes much of the mterest which the 
people have been taking in the salvation of their souls. 

Contributions to our Board from this Island amount to ninety gallons 
of cocoanut oil. 

The people have bought quite a number of books, viz.: 246, and 
that, too, when there has been no supply of the entire Testament and 
only a partial supply of Hymn Books, these being the books most in 
demand. ‘This applies also to the sales on Tarawa and Apaiang. 


BUTARITARI, 


The southern half of this Island, under the care of Rev. J. W. 
Kanoa, has not borne much fruit of late. The Christians, ten in num- 
ber, have been, however, quite recently engaged in erecting a new 
church. It was dedicated February 8, 1878. Much of the lumber for 
it was purchased here in Honolulu with money from Butaritari, largely 
contributed by Nanteitei, a deacon of the church and only brother of 
the King. 

Contributions amount to $10; sales of books, none, although Kanoa 
had traveled as a Colporteur as far as Makin. 

Rey. R. Maka, in charge of Kuma (North Butaritari) and Makin, 
had permission from our Board to visit his native land with his wife, 
they having been now absent nearly thirteen years. But as one of his 
church buildings had been unroofed in a gale, he has postponed his 
visit, wishing to superintend repairs. We commend his spirit. 

None have been received to the church during the year. Present 
number of church members, fifty-five. Contributions sent up to Hono- 
lulu, $20 cash, besides two casks of oil which were not taken on board 
the Morning Star. Books sold, seventy-eight. ‘The church bell pur- 
chased by the church for $128 affords them much satisfaction. 

Total of church members in the Gilbert Islands, 418, Additions 
this year, 182. Total number of books sold, 662, Total avails of 
books, $276 97; of contributions, $130 10,

Contributions to Hawaiian Board, $69 63 in cash and fifty gallons 
of cocoanut oil. Number of books sold not reported. Received this 
past year, nine members. Whole number in regular standing, 164. 

Mr. Whitney says: “There has been much bluster and prepara- 
tion for fighting here, and also at Jaluij; as yet, no open outbreak or 
opening of hostilities. One of the young Chiefs of this Island * * 
is very much, incensed at a recent movement on the part of the Church 
and people at Jaluij, who declined to follow their Chiefs in a proposed 
expedition to this Island. * * The people of this Island received a 
message from Jaluij, and the Church expressed their decision to take 
the same stand and not follow their Chiefs away from the Island. 
Many of the people have been following their Chiefs in regard to 
drunkenness. * * * * * * While drunkenness was on the in- 
crease for the first part of the year, 1 think there has been less of it 
lately.” 

JALUIS. 


Rev. D. Kapali reports defections among his people, owing mainly to 
the adverse influence of some of the Chiefs. 
He has been maintaining a family school numbering ten and up- 
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wards. Considerable time of the pupils was necessarily spent in see k- 
ing food for themselves, as there was much scarcity. No report of 
number of books sold. Number of church members, eighty-six, of 
whom five have been received the past year. Contributions to our 
Board, $30 in cash, 

MEJURO. 


War continues, as heretofore, to be the great obstacle to the progress 
of Christ’s kingdom upon this Island. No report of sales of books ; 
contributions, $5. 

ARNO. 


On the 23d of January, Rev. Mr. Kapali, taking passage on a 
steamer, had visited this Island. A church has been organized with 
five members. Some of the people were attending school, among 
whom were the children of some of the foreigners resident there. 


MILLE. 


Mr. Nawaa and wife have been located upon Mille. He was study- 
ing the language with Jeremiah, and expecting, after having acquired 
it, to be removed to another part of the Island. The work on that 
Island is spoken of as advancing. Rev. Mr. Kapali had visited Mille 
January 25, and received from the High Chief this report: ‘ Our affairs 
are only good, not like those of the Chiefs on Mejuro and Ralik. They 
are engaged in war, while we are giving attention to instruction,” 

Total of church members in the Marshall Islands, as far as reported, 
255; of whom nineteen have been added the past year. Total avails 
of books, $121 84; of contributions, $1387 17.

PONAPE, 

Of this Island Mr. Sturges writes: “Our work on Ponape has its 
bright shades mingling with the dark ones. We have never seen so 
much interest in education before. If we only had strength and help 
to follow up the openings and advances, we should be too happy.” 
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Mr. Sturges is at work upon a translation of the New Testament. 
He wrote on March 9: “We have just been witnessing some of the 
rage of old Satan in persecuting the saints. The new Nanakin and 
King of my old tribe, the Kiti, undertook to crush out the churches 
and the schools, so prosperously going. ‘They burnt some nine of the 
houses in our nice village and Kiti, and some eight or six at Uana, the 
capital of the tribe, and killed a great many pigs; and gave notice that 
‘in two days they were to burn my house, and the meeting-houses, and 
kill some of the people; but our people gathered in force at my old 
home, and were quite ready for any force, and five times any force the 
heathen party could bring against them. ‘This rage of the remnant of 
the heathen has served to make our Christians more united; also to 
bring to them some who, until now, were on the fence.” 

Mr. Logan‘says: ‘The outlook on Ponape is hopeful. During 
the vacation of our Kenan school, four district schools have been in 
progress in as many parts of the field, taught by native teachers, and 
quite successfully. I have taught two native boys printing during the 
year, and they can now do a large part of the work of running our 
press. We have printed a small edition of a book of Bible Stories in 
Mortlock, besides considerable transient matter, and are now at work 
on a book of Bible Stories in Ponape.” 

Mr. Logan wrote April 12: ‘We are being sorely tried by defec- 
tions from our ranks—grievous lapses into sin, It seems ag if the ad- 
versary was unusually active for a season. Our senior deacon at 
Kenan has returned to heathen practices, and we have been compelled 
to excommunicate him. ; 

« Our school has not been so well attended as usual. We have just 
closed a term of twelve weeks. ‘[he attendance was about seventy. 
- Qur Sabbath congregations are slightly diminished. Some of the 
heathen Chiefs are unusually active in opposition just now. Probably 
it will do us little or no harm.” 

Mr. Logan reports forty baptisms the past year, and these added to 
the 180 previously received, makes a total membership of 220 at 
Kenan. At his out-station, Auak, there are fifty-eight members, of 
whom ten were baptized during the year. 

“Work here” [at U], writes Mr. Rand, “ during the past year was 
encouraging both in the church and school. The Sabbath services were 
well attended. Eight united with the church, and now we have 
twenty-six members. We had three terms of school before going to 
Ebon. ‘The average attendance of the third term was seventy-two.” 

Mr. Rand writes April 16: «There has not been so much interest 
in the meetings and schools as there was last year. Our effort to do 
more for the little villages in our field is meeting with some success.” 

Twenty gallons of cocoanut oil have been contributed to the A. B. 
C. F. M. at U. 

Of the work in the Mortlock Islands Mr. Sturges writes: «Our 
work is a very simple one, carried on by such little ones, and so noise- 
lessly, that it seems hardly worth mention alongside your big Boards; 
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but drops make up the ocean, and we are glad to find that our poor, 
lazy Ponapeans are not altogether useless in the great vineyard. 

“ One fact of some more than incidental interest was the discovery of 
new islands beyond Hogolu, peopled by the Mortlock family. We met 
a Chief from that distant region, and he asked for teachers. We 
shall hope to take them there some time.” 

Respecting the cruise of the Morning Star, Mr. Logan writes: 
« The work of the vessel in our field has been well and expeditious! 
done. Captain’ Colcord has labored to please us by doing the work 
effectively, and the winds favored. The'work we found everywhere in 
a favorable state.” 

“Tam designated by the Mission to take up the study of the Mort- 
lock language. We have good evidence that that dialect is spoken by 
the people of Ruk (Hogolu Islands) and of other Islands quite far be- 
yond even. I[ begin this work at once, having brought a couple from 
Mortlock as assistants.” 

Mr. Logan writes April 12: “From the west we hear of new fields 
opening out for the sowers of God’s truth. The people on Nukuor 
have cast aside their idols. The people of Nama have built a church 
in anticipation of some day having a teacher. 

«We hope to have some reinforcements for our force in the field the 
coming year. We trust the Morning Star will come prepared to go 
as far as Ruk this year.” 

Mr. Logan gives the following statistics :

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC MIS- 
SIONARY INSTITUTE, June 11, 1878. 





It is one of the blessed promises of God to His people, ‘‘I will give you 
pastors according to mine heart, which shall feed you with knowledge and un- 
derstanding.”’ But though this is God’s purpose, we may frustrate it, so far 
as our power extends, if we neglect or reject the means through which the 
purpose is to be accomplished. ‘+ The ministers of Christ’’ are not elected at 
the ballot-box, but called of God in personal consecration. How many young 
men are there making the same inquiry as Saul, ‘‘ Lord what wilt thou have 
me to do?’’ Is there no danger lest of this Hawaiian Zion, it may be said as 
of Zion of old, ‘‘ There is none to guide her among all the sons she hath 
brought forth ?” 

The Training School for Hawaiian pastors and missionaries was reorganized 
under the present Principal and opened October 2, 1877, under the name of the 
North Pacific Missionary Institute. ‘There were five students in attendance, 
who had entered the school in October, 1876, but whose studies had been dis- 
continued after a few months in consequence of the death of Rev. B. W. Par- 
ker, the fermer Principal. The number of students gradually increased till it 
reached fifteen, a larger number than has ever before been under instruction at 
any one time. One of these was a Chinese, who was converted in China under 
the preaching of the Bask Miesion, and had been employed as a teacher and 

reacher in China. The studies pursued for the year have been such as could 

e taught to the best advantage under the circumstances. The whole time of 
the Principal has been given to instruction in the Institute and such other 
labor as seemed providentially presented for the advancement of its interests. 
Systematic Theology has not been taught, but will occupy a prominent part in 
the studies oi the following years. The interpretation of Scripture has been a 
daily study, supplemented once a week by the study of Eastern manners and 
customs. Reading and translating English, with grammatical studies in the 
English’ and Hawaiian languages, have been daily exercises. Rev. H. H. 
Parker, as heretofore, has been the instructor in the departments of Sacred 
Rhetoric and Pastoral Theology. Rev. Dr. Lowell Smith, Rev. S. E. Bishop, 
and Rev. M. Kuaea have kindly and freely given their services, without any 
compensation, for teaching respectively Natural Theology, Old Testament In- 
terpretation,and Church History. The expository lectures on Genesis given by 
Rev. S. E. Bishop have interested and profited also some of the pastors who 
have come long distances week after week to be present at the hour for this 
exercise. 

The mornings of every five days in each week have been devoted to study and 
ecitation. Such work as the students have been able to find has occupied 
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their afternoons, and given them, with one or two exceptions, enough to sup- 
port themselves without calling on the Board for aid. One hour each week 
has been spent in putting in order the grounds about the buildings. The storm 
in December did much damage in breaking down the trees, but all the fuel the 
students have needed has been furnished in this way. It is very desirable that 
candidates for the ministry should not consider themselves recipients of charity, 
but as doing work which ought to bring them adequate support. ‘ He that 
desireth the office of a bishop desireth a good werk,”’ not an easy way of getting 
a living. 

In Pi out a teacher to take charge of this vitally important work of 
training an educated ministry for the North Pacific in connection with these 
Hawaiian Churches, the Prudential Committee at Boston, while guaranteeing 
his support, hoped that the incidental expenses of the Institute would be de- 
frayed by the Churches here. Grants from the Hawaiian Board, and donations 
from friends and from Churches, have met such expenses as have been incurred. 
The buildings and fences were very much out of repair. The grant of $300 
from the Hawaiian Board has not sufficed to put them in thorough order, but 
the premises are habitable and in a comparatively respectable condition. Four 
of the nine dormitories have been furnished by gifts from the Churches. A 
new building for a dining hall and other purposes has been erected through the 
liberality of one generous donor. Special donations (not in money) have 
shown how marked is the new interest awakened in the prosperity of the insti- 
tution. Most valuable of these is the gift from Mrs. Pogue of the library 
which belonged to her husband, the late honored Secretary of the Hawaiian 
Board. Nambering about 300 volumes of commentaries, histories, and theo- 
logical treatises, it will prove of permanent and increasing value to instructors 
and students. From the old Seminary library at Lahainalnna there have been 
received many books formerly the property of the Mission or printed on the 
Mission press. Rev. Dr. Dole has also generously contributed a full set of the 
American Biblical Repository, and nearly twenty other volumes in Latin, of 
valuable theological works. There is still great need of something like a 
Jibrary of Hawaiian books. Any one interested in this undertaking, who has 
any Hawaiian books or newspapers, will confer a great favor by sending them 
to the Institute for preparation or for use. Even if duplicate copies should be 
sent, they will be valuable for exchange and other purposes. 

It must be remembered that this year has but witnessed the beginning of 
good things in connection with the Institute. We have great encouragement 
to hope that a richer future is before us. But to secure this, there will be 
needed the continued interest and co-operation of all the friends of Hawaii nei. 
Money will be needed, and doubtless be given, as the Master sees we have need 
and opportunity to use it. Men will Le wanted, and He who gave His son 
calls upon us not to give much, as we may callit, but to give as He gave, freely, 
fully and forever—ourselves first, and then whatever we haye or can do, that 
He can use.

_ The Committees on the Home and Foreign Departments of the 
Annual Report of the Hawaiian Board, each reported, approving the 
same; and their reports were accepted and adopted. The following 
are extracts from the report on the Home Department : 

‘Your Committee approves of the choice of four persons as a Com- 
mittee of Visitation on their respective islands; one each for Hawaii, 
Maui, Oahu and Kauai. This plan of the Board has been wisely 
adopted, and will tend to awaken our weak churches by means of the 
personal intercourse of these Committees with the church-members 
throughout our churches; and we look for great invigoration of the 
Lord’s Kingdom through these means. 

‘““Among the most important facts reported, are the activity among 
the Chinese in the support of the Gospel; also, the like activity 
among the English-speaking foreigners, and the special attention of 
our Board to the voice of the Lord, calling them to aid in these de- 

partments of work.’’ 
~~ Rev T Coan read the Annual Report of the Association, which was 
accepted and adopted. 

Rev W P Alexander reported on Overtures No. 10, 11 and 12. The 
pepere was-accepted, and after a protracted discussion, laid on the 
table. 

Rev W P Alexander reported from the Committee on the Examin- 
ation of the North Pacific Mission Institute. Accepted and approved 

“as follows: 

‘¢The exhibition of this school was held on the 6th inst., and re- 
ceived the special attention of yourCommittee. We render thanks to 
God for this institution, the work in which shows great progress, In 
the subjects presented for examination were evinced the energy and 
diligence of the instructors. Nor had their exertions been fruitless ; 
for the scholars had appropriated their instructions as zealous recipi- 
ents of what the teachers had to impart. 

‘‘ There is not space to particularize, but in all the topics examined, 
our expectation is confirmed that this institute is to become a light in 
Hawaii nei. 

“Dr Hyde has made remarkable progress in the acquisition of the 
Hawaiian tongue. He has also shown remarkable power in impress- 
ing his own characteristics upon his students. 

“ We deeply regret the small number of scholars—only ten; a fact 
which calls for every member of the Evangelical Association to make 
diligent search for new pupils, and to supplicate the Lord in behalf of 
this school, praying that He would send forth laborers into His 
harvest.’?

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION, 
June, 1879. 





The Association met in Honolulu June 3rd, 1879, and organized for 
business. The number of members present, including clergymen and 
delegates, was 48. Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., was elected Moderator, 
and Rev. A. O. Forbes and Rev. S. W. Papaula were chosen Scribes. 

From the annual reports of pastors and delegates, we gather most of 
the following facts: 


I.—CHURCHES AND PASTORS. 


The whole number of Hawaiian churches is 57; of these 34 are 
supplied with pastors, 4 have licensed preachers, and 20 are without 
pastors and preachers ; but the sacraments however have been adminis- 
tered to most of them by the pastors of neighboring churches appointed 
therefor by the various island associations, 

The average amount of salary paid by Hawaiian churches for the 
support of their pastors during the year, is about $187; the previous 
year it was about $157. 

From a few of these churches we have comforting reports of stead- 
fastness, fidelity and activity in the work of God; but from many others 
we are distressed with negatives. The cry of leanness, of ‘“ dry-bones,” 
of barrenness, worldliness, stupidity and unbelief, comes up like a wail 
of woe into our souls. Some of these churches are very small, num- 
bering only 20, 25, and 30 members, being weak and poor withal; and 
your committee take the liberty to ask why the opinions and recom- 
mendations of this Association heretofore expressed, have not been car- 
ried out in the uniting of two or more small churches located in close 
proximity, and thus enabling them to support a pastor. 

* The causes of declension in many of our Hawaiian churches are ob- 
vious, viz., the spread of skeptical sentiments, the rush after the things 
that are seen and temporal, the physical fatigue of increased labor, and 
the increasing indulgences in habits which weaken and demoralize the 
higher powers of man. But: we rejoice in the increase of industry and 
of the comforts and luxuries of physical life, and we still hope that this 
transition state of trial will, through the all-sufficient grace of God, 
issue in a better and brighter state of Christianity in these islands. 

Death still moves on with his sickle, annually gathering many 
sheaves into his garner, while the Angel of Mercy gathers a smaller 
number into the garners of the Lord.

The whole number of reported deaths in our churches during the 
past year is 431, while the number gathered in is but 147, 

The contributions to Christian and benevolent objects have been 
well sustained, though some of the churches report nothing or next to 
nothing, and others can hardly claim the commendation of the poor 

widow with her “two mites.” The total amount for religious and 
benevolent objects raised on these islands during the year is $24,939.83. 


II,—NON-PROFESSORS. 


We are pained to report that this class is still on the increase, 
while the roll of the church decreases. For this state of things we 
and the churches under our care are doubtless accountable, in the lack 
of our faith, our fidelity and our love for souls. 


Til.—OUR BOARDING SCHOOLS 


Are objects of hope and of unabated interest, and we recommend them 
to the special care and the earnest prayers of all the lovers of Zion in 
the land. ee: 

IV.—THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE 


Calls for more faith and zeal, and for earnest prayer on the part of the 
churches. It has been well conducted during the past year, and the 
- pupils show the impress of president and professors who have labored 
earnestly and with success in leading their minds and hearts in the 
ways of truth and holiness, The examination on the 6th of June was 
very satisfactory in all points but one, viz., the small number of pupils, 
only ten having been in attendance. Surely we are called upon, not 
only to “pray the Lord of the harvest for laborers,” but also to awake 
to the work of searching out materials for his spiritual temple. 


V—SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


In some places these schools seem to flourish, and in other places 
they decline. / 

Where wise and energetic superintendents and teachers are found, 
and where parents appreciate their duties and privileges these schools 
- flourish, but in many places these necessary elements are not found, 
and there the sabbath school languishes or dies. 

On the 7th of June a grand exhibition of sabbath schools took place 
in Honolulu. This assembly consisted of all the Hawaiian Sabbath 
Schools of Oahu, either in full force or by large representation, attended 
by superintendents, teachers and parents. A large and brilliant proces- _.. 
sion, with appropriate banners and fluttering flags of gay colors, and 
attended by music, marched through several of the streets of Honolul~ 
to the large stone church, where they were received by His Majest, 
King Kalakaua, and a large number of spectators. The exercises; 
under the active superintendence of Dr. Hyde, consisted of an Opening * _ 
Grand Jubilee by the Band, Prayer, Singing, Bible Recitations, an” ~ 
address by the King and others. At 12 M. the schools left the chure! 
the procession was re-formed and marched to the grounds*of the N~ a 
M. Institute, where a bountiful collation had been prepared fo ve to 
occasion, mnt 
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VI—OUR MISSIONS IN THE MARQUESAS AND MICRONESIAN ISLANDS. 


From the former group we have heard nothing for more than a year, 
and your committee deem it a duty to make more efficient efforts to 
learn the state of things on those islands. 

From our Secretary we have heard full reports of the state of things 
in the Micronesian Archipelagoes, and we are called upon to bless the 
Lord for all that He has done for those dark realms, and to continue 
our prayers and increase our efforts in that direction until every isle of 
Micronesia shall have received the gospel. It would seem that nearly 
2000 converts to Christianity are now enrolled in these churches, and 
their efforts in building churches, sustainiug their pastors and teachers, 
and in contributing to the monthly concert funds are remarkable. 


VII—CHARACTER AND CLOSE OF OUR MEETING. 


Our sessions have been full, wakeful and harmonious. Much impor- 
tant business has been done, and many prayers offered to ‘‘ Him who is 
head over all things to the Church”; that He would smile upon the vine 
which his own right hand planted in these Isles more than fifty-nine 
years ago; that He will not suffer it to be burned with fire, nor trodden 
down and devoured by wild beasts, but that it may ever flourish and 
bear more and more fruit as the years and ages roll on. 

Association adjourned with prayers and thanksgiving to meet again, 
if the Lord will, in Honolulu, on the 2d of June, 1880. ;

SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION, 
June, 1879. 





The Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association beg leave to 
submit to this Association the following Report of their proceedings 
during the past year. 


HOME DEPARTMENT. 


All the members of the Third Class, elected by the Association last 
June, accepted the position assigned them; and on the 14th of June the 
Board reorganized by the election of Rev 'T Coan as President, Hon S 
N Castle, Vice President; Rev C M Hyde, DD, Recording Secretary; and 
P C Jones, Esq., Auditor, and the usual standing committees, During 
the year fifteen meetings have been held. The average attendance has 
been between ten and eleven. 


NECROLOGY. 


No member of the Hawaiian Board has been removed by death; but 
several intimately connected with the missionary work in these North 
Pacific Islands have been called to their rest: Rev E W Clark on the 
16th of July, 1878; Kev D Dole on the 26th of August, 1878; Mrs 
Lorrin Andrews on the 10th of March of the present year; Rev G Puu- 
loa of Kauai; Mrs Kapali of Jaluij; the wife of Moses of Ta, and 
Alexandrinia of Mor. Mr Clark came to these islands in 1828. For 
several years he gave “a portion of his time to labors among 
seamen and foreign residents of Honolulu. From 1880 to 
1843 he was associated with others in the care of tne high school at 
Lahainaluna, and then, for three years, he was engaged in preaching, 
and directly missionary work at Wailuku on Maui. In 1848 he re- 
turned to Honolulu to have pastoral care of the First Church at that 
place. That church soon assumed his full support, and he became a 
‘corresponding member’ of the mission., In 1862, as secretary of th 
Hawaiian Missionary Society, Mr Clark went with the first compan} 
of American and Hawaiian laborers to Micronesia, to advise and assist 
in commencing the mission there.” He acted for a season as Corres- 
ponding Secretary pro tem. of the Hawaiian Board, in the first months 
of its existence in 1863. That same year (to quote again from the 
Missionary Herald) “having been for fifteen years pastor of the verv 
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large First Church at Honolulu, he resigned his pastorate, partly be- 
cause of insufficient strength, but largely that he might engage more 
fully in Bible revision. Having spent a year on that work at the is- 
lands, he was sent to New York in 1864, to superintend the printing of 
the Scriptures in Hawaiian by the American Bible Society—reading 
the proof. Then followed the translating and printing, in Hawaiian, 
of the Tract Society’s Bible Dictionary, and several other books and 
tracts. The last work [of the kind] completed this year, was a hymn 
and tune book for Sabbath Schools. Thus he labored to the end for 
the Hawaiian people.” 

Mr Dole was for several years principal of the mission school at 
Punahou, and afterwards became pastor of the Kauai Foreign Church. 
His last years have been those of feebleness, but of trust. 

The sweetness of Mrs Andrews’ life was apparent to all who knew 
her. 

Of Alexandrinia Mr Sturges writes: “The faithful teacher ‘Alekan- 
trinia’ went up to her home the very day I left Ponope to come to see 
her. They have made her a pretty grave under the ‘cocoa tree,’ just 
under the eaves of the very neat parsonage the loving people have 
built their teachers during the year. Dear child, she -was very timid, 
and almost shrank from coming on board the Star last year, so little 
did she trust in herself, but from what she has done here, and from 
letters she wrote us, she was a brave teacher: till the last moment she 
rejoiced she had come to teach these dear Mortolokers who loved her, 
as she wrote they would never allow her to work or do any thing they 
could do for her.” 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Of the 56 Hawaiian Churches connected with the Association and 
numbering about 7,750 members, 42 have made contributions to our 
Treasury. All the twenty churches on Hawaii have contributed.

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HOME EVANGELIZATION. 


AID TO NEEDY PASTORS AND CHURCHES, ETC, 


During the past year no application has been made to our Board 
from any feeble church in these Islands for aid in supporting its pastor. 
A special donation of $50 has been divided among three of the more 
needy Hawaiian pastors. 

A grant of one hundred dollars has been made to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association in aid of the support of a Chinese Evangelist in 
a city; and another of thirty dollars in aid of that of Mr. Sat Fan on 

auai, 

The previous year’s conditional grant of twenty-five dollars to the 
Leper Church to aid in erecting a chapel at Kalaupapa has been paid. 
They still ask for more, they proposing to refund the amount (if grant- 
ed) when able. Our Board have accordingly voted them an additional 
grant of $100. 

TheeBoard stands ready to defray the traveling expenses of such of 
the students in the Institute as may be called by churches destitute of 
pastors to labor among them during the coming long vacation. 

The expenses of the Secretary in his official tours among churches 
on Hawaii, Maui, Oahu and Kauai have been met as usual. In his 
efforts for the spiritual welfare of the Gilbert islanders in these Hawai- 
ian Islands, numbering more than 200, he has been assisted by Rev. R. 
Maka (now on a visit to his native land) and by Mrs. Bingham. Mr. 
Maka has also visited Kauai with the Secretary. Our Board have 
voted to provide him with a missionary horse, whereby he may syste- 
matically visit the Gilbert islanders laboring on various plantations of 
Oahu during the coming year. 

In view of the need of an increase of Christian literature for the 
Gilbert islanders we request of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association 
their endorsement of our late action in recommending the American 
Board to invite Mr. and Mrs. Bingham to resume their literary labors 
for the spiritual good of that people as soon as the way may be open, 
they to continue their residence here in Honolulu. 

We have, in view of the increasing need for Home Work, appointed 
four committees, of one each, who are invited to make one or two tours 
during the coming year of the respective islands of Hawaii, Maui and, 
its dependencies, and Kauai, for the purpose of visiting such churches 
as may desire the counsel and encouragement which they would natu- 
rally expect from the personal visits of the Secretary; the traveling ex: 
penses of such committees, incurred in their visits, to be met from ov 
Treasury. Rev. A. O. Forbes is invited to undertake this work on 
Hawaii, Rev. J. M. Alexander on Maui and Molokai, Rev. C. M- 
Hyde, D. D., on Oahu, and Rev. J. W. Smith, M.D., on Kauai. 

Two important reports of the Committee on Home Missions respect- 
ing the general policy of aiding Chinese Evangelists and English- 
speaking communities on these Islands too feeble to maintain for them- 
selves the preaching of the gospel have been recently adopted by 
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Board, and will be given here in full, as worthy in our judgment of the 
careful notice of the Association. 

The first is as follows: “In view of the increasing numbers of the 
Chinese, and of the close relations that they are sustaining to the Ha- 
waiians ; it is the opinion of the Committee that this Board, in its home 
work should hold itself ready to encourage and aid, according to its best 
judgment, such efforts for their evangelization, as may meet its approval. 
The Committee consider that the Board should recognize this as a part 
of its Home Missionary work; and that it should be prepared to act, 
and assume responsibility in reference to this part of our population, 
the same as in reference to any other.” 

The second is: “Resolved, In view of the rapidly increasing number 
of the English-speaking population of this Kingdom, that it is the duty of 
this Board to pay special attention to the providential call to take part 
in work especially for this class; and that the Secretary be requested 
to watch carefully the various openings for securing decidedly evangel- 
ical influences through preachers and pastors in sympathy with the 
principles and methods of our churches; while this Board holds itself 
in readiness to aid such English-speaking communities as in its judg- 
ment are needy, and should be supplied with the means of grace; the 
total amount of appropriations for this purpose not to exceed the re- 
sources of the Board from English-speaking churches and individuals.” 


EVANGELICAL EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 


NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE. 


_ As the report of this Institute will be presented to the Association 
by the President we need not anticipate the same. Suffice it to say 
that it has continued, as during the previous year, under the special 
and assiduous care of Rev. C. M. Hyde, D.D., who has brought all his 
energies to further its prosperity and usefulness. 

The present faculty are Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., Rev. H. H. Parker, 
Rev. S. E. Bishop and Rev. M. Kuaea. Mrs. Hyde has continued her 
labors in behalf of the wives of the students during the year. Our 
Board have made a grant for repairs and current expenses to the 
Institute. [See Treasurer’s Report.] 

. We earnestly desire that more young men from our Hawaiian 

-hurches would avail themselves of the advantages of such an Institu- 
on to prepare themselves for the work of the Lord in the various 
soups of the North Pacific. 


BOARDING SCHOOLS. 


The cause of Christian education in these schools has received an im- 
petus during the year by the arrival of new teachers: Rev. Wm. B. 
Oleson and wife for the Hilo Boarding School, Mr. and Mrs. Dyer for 
Kohala, Miss Royce for the Waialua School, Miss Kent and Miss 
Perry for Makawao. The Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society have 
-  ibuted more than a thousand dollars toward the support of these 


Vy 
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HILO BOARDING SCHOOL. 


From Mr Oleson the principal of this school we have the following 
report. ’ : 

‘The school is an English school, not a syllable of Hawaiian being 
taught by Principal or Assistant. This radical change makes the 
school of lower grade than it ought to be another year, inasmuch as 
the majority knew nothing of English when the year began, and the 
few who knew anything knew but little. Both Principal and Assis- 
tant (Miss Kate Wetmore) have done their work with but the slightest 
knowledge of the Hawaiian language, and so have had one great ob- 
stacle in the way of their teaching, though the result seems to teach 
that our hardship has been a benefit to the boys, inasmuch as they 
have been obliged to learn English and to hold fast what they learned. 

The school now numbers 47, and none will be graduated, the pre- 
sent advanced class. being numbered the second now, to be numbered 
first next year should it seem best. 

The religious training of the boys has been under my direction, and 
1 have done the most that’s been done, though some of the time I have 
been obliged to call in the aid of Mr Lyman, Mr Coan and others. 
My teaching here, as in school, has been in English, | have employed 
the blackboard largely, but pow am able to discard it, and talk off hand 
with the feeling that the boys understood much that I said. 

We try to utilize every opportunity for the teaching of religious 
truth or the grounding of the boys in right views of duty. Sometimes 
the larger part of a recitation, is thus occupied, it seeming best to let 
routine-work go rather than miss a good opportunity for the deepening 
of religious impressions.” 


KAWAIAHAO FEMALE SEMINARY. 


From the report of the Principal we quote the following: «“ Never 
has the school been as full as during the past six months. Of the 46 
pupils more than half are under 13 years of age, and over 38 are pure 
Hawaiians. One is a German and one a pure Chinese. Seven have 
left the school since last June, one of whom married soon after, and 
sixteen have entered.” She speaks of sickness in the forms of whoop- 
ing-cough and fever, which added much to the care and duties of the 
school. The attendant physician had rendered much gratuitous aid. 
Only two pupils have died. 

«On the whole the school has during the year maintained an order- 
ly and studious character, and we hope that some knowledge has been 
acquired by minds that work slowly in gaining it in a foreign tongue. 
Hands have been busily and skillfully employed in needle work, while 
no less attention has been given than heretofore to acquiring knowledge 
in domestic work. Some instruction in instrumental music is weekly 
imparted by Miss Haina Aswan whose long continuance with ' the 
school, for 13 years, terminated in January. Mrs Clara L Cooke has 
kindly lent us some aid in vocal music. Our faithful helpers, Misses 
Flaxman and Napoleon still continue with us, It seems fitting to 

® 
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make grateful mention of help rendered gratuitously, by Mrs Kinney, 
in the school room, during the principal’s illness. ie 

Of the large number in school only five are professors of religion, 
three of these from among the seven missionary daughters in school. 
Two others express a hope in Christ, and desire to unite with God’s 

eople.” 

; Phis school has received aid to the amount of $1,500 from the Gov- 
ernment, $350 from the Hawaiian Mission Children’s Society and 
$92.42 from the Hawaiian Churches on Oahu, the same being one half 
of the $184.85 contributed at their monthy concert collection in Febru- 
ary for the two Boarding Schools for girls at Kawaiahao and Waialua, 
the items being as follows : 

From Kawaiahao Church $69.15, Kaumakapili $50.65, Kalihi and 
Moanalua $10, Ewa $10 Waikane $10, Waimanalo $10, Kahuku 
$8, Waialua 7.05, Kaneohe $5, Hauula $5. Total $184.85. 


WAIALUA FEMALE SEMINARY. 


The vacancies occasioned in the Board of Trustees of this school by 
the removal to the United States of Pres. Church. and by the death of 
His Ex. Gov. W. L. Moehonua have been filled by the election of Hon. 
Simon Kaai and J. O. Carter, Esq., by the Trustees, the nomination 
having received the necessary endorsement of the Hawaiian Board. 
The government has recently made a much needed grant to the school 
of $1000 and the churches on Oahu have contributed $92.43, being 
the half of the sum already noticed. 

Miss A. Royce from the United States has rendered the Principal, 
Miss Mary E. Green great assistance during the past year in the school 
room department. Miss Anna Nalimu, adopted daughter of one of our 
missionaries in the Gilbert Islands has been employed as a teacher. 
The boarders number 54 and day scholars 7. The Principal favors us 
with the following report: ‘The Waialua Female Seminary is able to 
report during the past year a good degree of health and prosperity. 
Death has entered the fold but once. ‘The children evince an increas- 
ing love for the study of the Bible. One pleasing feature is an access- 
ion to the number of little ones; among them six bright little boys. 
This imparts a sense of completeness we never knew before, to our 
‘home-circle,’ ” 

MAKAWAO FEMALE SEMINARY. 


Miss H. E. Carpenter, the efficient Principal of this Seminary, re- 
turned to her post in March, after several months’ rest in the United 
States. Of the school she says: “I left in May last thirty-five 
boarders. The number kept up until the end of the year, when sickness 
which has been so prevalent at the Islands came, and we were broken 
up. The girls have come back slowly, and we now number 27. I 
have made all the efforts in my power to get back old scholars, and to 
get in new ones, but there seems to be a great indifference on Maui to 
the education of the children. What can be done that more may en- 
joy the benefits of this school is my constant thought, and my great 
desire is that it may be the meangof spiritual good to the Hawaiian 
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peop'e. We are not without reasons for thankfulness. While there 
has been sickness, there has been no death. There have been good 
order, harmony and obedience. Mrs. Smith stood bravely at her post. 
We still keep up our Monthly Concerts, having contributed over $20 
the past year.” 

Miss Kent, a young lady from Nova Scotia, has been assisting in 
the school all the year. Miss Perry from Massachusetts came with 
Miss Carpenter, to engage in labor in this school. 


KOHALA FEMALE SEMINARY. 


Mr. Bond reports for Miss Lyons, Principal of the Girls’ Seminary 
for the Island of Hawaii, as follows : 

«The school opened very hopefully on the 20th of July, 1878, with 
57 pupils, (17 of these were newly received,) having dismissed ten of 
those who were with us during the previous year. Everything looked 
promising for a profitable year. 

“In about two months, however, fever of the typhoid type made its 
appearance among us. It had been gradually working its way in the 
district, for some time. Once in the school it easily seized upon its 
victims, on every side, till, within a few brief weeks, upwards of 30 of 
_ the pupils were prostrated with the disease. ; 

“It was a time of great distress sent for wise reasons by the Lord 
and Master, reasons of which we know not now, but we shall know 
hereafter. 

“It was our purpose to retain the sick pupils and nurse them in the 
school house.‘ This was the wish of our physician. But this was 
very soon found to be an impossibility. There were not well ones 
enough to care for the sick, inasmuch as many of them were very 
small, and hence the decision to dismiss all the sick, whose friends 
could take them away. This we did. Of the number taken away two 
died. The parents of two others also died, and several were very slow 
in getting up, so that in taking an account of the pupils at the close of 
the year 1878 or soon after, we found 47 of our pupils remaining, and 
school, which had necessarily been suspended in September, was 
once more opened, and has gone on as usual since that time. : 

“Our building was found too strait for us ; and the entrance of dis- 
ease to the school, led us more keenly to realize that we could not carry 
on such a school in quarters so restricted. It was therefore decided to 
build a school house, and leave the original building for domestic use. 

“ Such a building was accordingly put up early in the current year, 
and is found a very great convenience. [To aid in its erection the 
government have contributed $500. | 

“In September, 1878, Mrs. Dyer from Massachusetts arrived, to aid 
in the care of the school. Mr. Dyer assists, in his leisure hours, in 
out-door work.” 

PUBLICATIONS. 


The Samoan District Committee have united with our Board in re- 


questing the American Bible Society to print on their press a third 
edition of 4000 copies of the Gilbert Islands New ‘lestament, one half 
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for the portion of the field under the care of the London Missionary 
Society, the other half for our portion. 

An edition of Genesis, translated by Mr. Whitney into the Mar- 
shall Islands language has been printed on the mission press at Ebon. 

The Lei Alii, (Royal Diadem,) a Sabbath-school song-book of 160 
pages, edited by Rev. L. Lyons, has recently been published by Hon. 

H. M. Whitney. 

During the year there have been sold or circulated from the Book 
Depository in these islands 259 Bibles ; 253 Testaments; 104 Testa- 
ments and Psalms; 369 Hymn Books; 136 Hae Hoonani; 111 Leo 
Hoomana; 35 Lira Hawaii; 23 Lira Kamalii; 25 Primers; 33 Bible 
Dictionaries ; 26 Commentaries (on Matthew); 5 Church Histories ; 
56 Kumu Leo Mele; 177 other books ; making a total of 1612. There 
has been received at the sales room since June 1, 1878 to June 1, 1879, 
for Scriptures and other books, a total of $1516.22. 

The journal of Mr. Sturges’ voyage to the Mortlock Islands was re- 
carded of sufficient interest to warrant its publication. 300 Hawaiian. 
Bibles have been ordered from the American Bible Society. 

A copy of the Kuokoa for 1879 has been ordered for each one of the 
Hawaiian Foreign Missionaries. Ten Bibles and ten ‘Testaments 
have been donated to the Lepers; 746 Gilbert Islands Testaments 
have been furnished to the Samoan Missionaries for the use of Gilbert 
Islanders in their portion of the field, at cost price. Much effort had 
been made to settle long standing accounts with certain parties in the 
Hawaiian Islands who have at times acted as sub-agents of the Board 
in the circulation of the Scriptures and religious books. 

Not so much is being done by ail the pastors of the churches in this 
‘direction as could be desired, but some of them have truly labored to 
do good in this way. We trust the members of the Association will 
each one feel inclined to ask what more can be done to induce families 
destitute of God’s Word and Hymn Books for His praise to secure 
them. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


“MORNING STAR.” NO. o. 


This most valuable aid in the prosecution of our foreign missionary 
work has had its usefulness greatly promoted during the past year by 
being in command of Capt Isaiah Bray. She sailed on her eighth 
voyage for Micronesia on the 10th of June 1878, taking as passengers 
Mr G Haina, wife and two children to his field on 'l'arawa. The vessel 
was absent eight months and a half, returning to this port on the 26th 
of-February, having visited twenty-six different islands, some of them 
more than once, and five of them new islands, two in the Marshall 
Group and three in the Caroline, Of these visits additional mention 
will he made further on. 

Rev R Maka and wife and Mrs Sturges came up as passengers, 
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OUR FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The work in three of our four Foreign Missions is carried on in 
co-operation with the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. This Board has five married American Missionaries in 
Micronesia, one in America, one on his way to Micronesia and one 
resident in Honolulu, now acting as Secretary of the Hawaiian Board. 
This latter Board has, of commissioned missionaries, fifteen Hawaiians 
and four Gilbert Islanders. The Marshall Islands Mission has com- 
missioned two; and the Caroline Islands Mission ten, making a sum 
total of 39 missionaries, most of whom are married men.

TRAINING SCHOOL. 


No American missionary has resided in the group during the past 
year, and no training school has been maintained, though we doubt not 
that some of the young people who have been in the schools of our 
Hawaiian missionaries on the various islands will yet be found fitted 
for service in the vineyard of the Lord. The question as to where 
Gilbert Islands teachers can be to the best advantage still further quali- 
fied for usefulness has received much consideration from the Board 
during the past months. The plan to offer them the advantages of the 
North Pacific Missionary Institute has not met with general acceptance, 
and our Board have expressed the wish to the American Board that 
they would entertain favorably Mr. Taylor’s plan to reopen the Train- 
ing School at Butaritari, in connection with such an American associ- 
ate as might be secured. We earnestly hope the plan may be carried 
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out. In connection with this, the Board has most carefully considered 
how to increase the amount of Christian and educational literature for 
that people; and it is hoped that in some way Mr. and Mrs, Bingham 
may yet be enabled to do still more in this direction. 


TAPITEUEA. 


Mr. Nalimu reports having made four tours of the island during the 
year, being greatly helped in this work by the new boat furnished him 
by the Hawaiian Board. Very few books had been purchased by the 
people, but they had contributed 451 lbs. of twine to our Board. Only 
one school had been maintained. One of the three church buildings 
on the island and one of the two school houses had been blown down. 

An interesting document has been received from Tapiteuea by the 
“Morning Star.” It is a petition addressed to President Hayes and 
King Kalakaua, and drawn up by Mr. Nalimu as a Committee in be- 
half of 169 elderly or influential men of '‘Tapiteuea, a list of whose 
names accompanies the document. It sets forth reasons why they need 
a judge or governor sent them by President Hayes and King Kalakaua, 
with full authority from the governments of the United States and the 
Hawaiian Islands, to secure the maintenance of peace on the island. 
So they would seem to welcome the blessings of a Christian civilization. 

By this last trip of the “Morning Star” the Rev W B Kapu re- 
turned, still a widower, to his station on the northern part of the isl- 
and of Tapiteuea, and has entered earnestly on his work, having 
reached there June 27th. A census taken by him in July 1878 shows 
the population to be 4,538. The decrease 1s attributed largely to the 
emigration of laborers. Mr Kapu says, in a letter of unusual interest, 
_ written in November, “My work at the present time is making good 
progress, The growth of this good work began in the month of Octo- 
ber of this year. It is like to that of the earlier years of my residence 
here, from 1870 to 1873. Thirty-six persons were received to the 
church October 5th. During these past months two hundred and fifty 
have repented. There are three hundred pupils in the Sabbath School. 
Our congregations at present number from 800 to 900. The elderly 
men say that it is a new thing for them to stand up and confess their 
sins before the congregation with heaviness of their hearts for their 
sins. As regards the meetings of the women, it is something new to 
me to see in what large numbers they come together to observe them. 
They are their own teachers. My_admiration for their carrying on 
this glorious work with no hesitation and with no fear is very great. 
It was a mistaken thought of mine that because of the death of Mrs, 
Maria Kapu they could not carry it on. But indeed they are doing it.” 

News was received in May of the admission of 64 to the church, in 
January. The late supply of Testaments and Hymn Books had been 
exhausted, and there is‘a call for more. 


APEMAMA, 


The Gilbert Islands preacher, Moses Kanoaro, still continues at his 
post on this island. He reports his touring over all the island to 
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preach the word of God to the people; that the king Binoka and his 
people are keeping the Sabbath. A fine is imposed for work on that 
day, viz. the stripping of a papai patch. This he says is the king’s 
idea. The people, he adds, have cast aside their old ways, and he is 
engaged in “enlightening them with the words of Jesus.” He kas 
sold forty-two books. : 

The “Morning Star,” on her way through the Gilbert Group, 
spent a Sabbath with the people here. Mr. Haina speaks of attending 
a meeting on shore where sixty were present. Among these were 
five men who expressed the desire to become the servants of the Lord 
Jesus. Capt. Bray, in his journal of the voyage, says: “As soon as 
we anchored, the teacher Kanoaro came on board, and the king sent his 
boat at midnight with compliments, and a request for soap and towel 
i have a wash, in order to visit us the next day.” A hopeful sign 
this. 

MAIANA. 


* Rev. W. N. Lono, in reporting his field, speaks of the work of the 
Lord as making as making a little progress. Nine persons have been 
added to the church during the year. Whole number in regular stand- 
ing 18. They have been rebuilding one of their churches, which they 
~ call “Mount Sinai.” ‘They have provided it with a steeple, and are 
very desirous that the friends of missions should aid them in getting a 
bell. Mr. Lono and family are willing to subcribe $25 toward the 
purchase of one. 
_” Mr. Lono had been unsuccessful in his efforts to induce the people 
to support school teachers. A foreigner on the island was assisting in 
erecting a school house for the people about him. 

The reception of a supply of the second and revised edition of the 
New Testament and of the Hymn Books by the “Morning Star’ was a 
source of great joy to the Lonos and their pupils. During the year he 
had sold 52 books, and the people had contributed to the Hawaiian 
Board 800 lbs. of cocoanut fibre twine. 


TARAWA. 


Mr. Haina, the Hawaiian missionary for many years resident on this 
island, after a year’s absence was returned to his station by the 
«Morning Star.” During a part of his absence, two Gilbert Islands catech- 
ists had been carrying on the work until war troubles had led Rev. Mr. 
Leleo of Apaiang to remove them to his island for safety. Some of the 
Christians had backslidden, but five new members have been added to 
the church. $3.00 have been contributed to our Board. 

Mr. Haina aided by the presence of the “ Morning Star,” in July, 
had succeeded in bringing about a peace; but this proved to be, alas, 
of short duration. A battle was fought Aug. 31st, 1878. Among the 
34 who fell were the Christian chief David Kourapi, and several mem- 
bers of his family. One of the four church members who was slain 
was eaten by the savages. ‘The bodies of the others were either 
burned or cut to pieces. ‘The head of King David was cut off and car- 
ried away for the sake of the teeth, to be used as neck ornaments. 
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Very touching is the lamentation of Mr. Haina over the contiuance of the 
majority of the people in ignorance and darkness after he has labored 
for nearly twenty years to proclaim among them “the good words of 
God.” 
APAIANG. 

Apaiang, distant only six miles from Tarawa, has become involved 
in these political disturbances. Previous to this outbreak, Mr. Leleo 
was able to report that the work of the Lord was making constant 
though moderate progress. The church had been constantly filled 
with Sabbath worshippers, the Sabbath*had at times been well ob- 
served, while at other times it have been disregarded. The king had 
urged the Christians to notice who the Sabbath breakers were, and 
some had been fined. 

The Wednesday prayer meetings had been regularly maintained at 
Koinawa, Aonobuaka and Awainano; and so had the women’s prayer 
meetings on Fridays at these places, also at Tautau and Tanimaiaki. 
Thirty persons, including those of riper and younger years, had been 
added to the church. ° The admission of some had been deferred. The 
present number of church members in regular standing is 138. 

Our Gilbert Island catechist, Andrew Tekea, had maintained a 
school of about 40 pupils at Aonobuaka, three miles from the mission 
station, where the people had taken good care of him. At Awainano, 
Paul Namoko had kept a small day school of about twenty pupils. 
Here they are building a church. At these two out stations and at 
Koinawa the monthly concert had been regularly observed, collections 
being taken up for our Board, amounting to $8.40 in cash, 90 gallons 
of cocoanut oil, and 29 lbs. of cocoanut fibre twine. The sale of books 

‘had been very small. Mr. Leleo had maintained a Sabbath school of 
about thirty scholars, assisted by.three Gilbert Islands Sabbath school 
teachers. 

The law prohibiting the use of intoxicating drinks had been enforced, 
and several had been fined for transgressing, having drank foreign 
liquor. Heathen dancing had again been taken up by some of the peo- 
ple, and several of the church members had been ensnared. 

The latest news by the “Storm Bird,” March 34, tells of great defec- 
tions. ‘The king and queen had backslidden, and his code of laws he 
was not maintaining. A battle between Apaiang and Tarawa was 
imminent, and in consequence, some fifty of the Tarawans, and twenty 
from Apaiang shipped as laborers for the Hawaiian Islands. 


MARAKEI, 


The intelligence from this island continues to be of a very cheering 
character. A few political disturbances have occurred, in one of which 
the life of Mrs. Kanoho was imperilled by the rush of fugitives to the 
house of the missionary and the consequent jam. 

The church has more than doubled its membership during the year, | 
136 having been added upon profession of faith. The present number of 
members in regular standing is 211, 517 couples have been married 
duting the year, 
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Mr. Kanoho had a supply of reading books only, of which but 23 
were bought. The people were ready to bring their oil in advance for 
- Testaments and Hymn Books, hoping that a supply would be received 
by the Morning Star. 

The monthly concerts for prayer have been regularly observed, and - 
many of the people have cheerfully contributed cocoanut oil, of which 
they have given to our Board 84 gallons, besides $5.00 in cash. 

A day school of about twenty pupils has been maintained, but Mr. 
penck does not say much in praise of the children’s desire for knowl- 
edge. 

The Christian people are spoken of as earnest in Christian work, 
faithful in their attendance upon public worship, and upon the prayer- 
meetings in the various districts, faithful in maintaining family worship, 
in giving thanks at their meals, and in secret prayer. If the view of 
the missionary respecting the church of Marakei is not too highly 
colored, surely there is a beautiful garden of the Lord on the loveliest 
of the Gilbert Islands, where the fruits of holiness abound. Let us 
praise the Lord. 


SOUTH BUTARIT4RI. 


Very little of a cheering nature can be said of the work here. There 
have been no additions to a membership of ten. Drunkenness is fear- 
fully prevalent among the people, who patronize largely imported 
spirits. We will rejoice that there has been an improvement in the 
sale of books, Forty-six have been purchased, there having been no 
sale during the previous year. About fifteen dollars have been contrib- 
uted to our Board. 


MAKIN AND NORTH BUTARITARI, 


A good report is given of the church members in this field. Those 
who had ceased to attend church have again returned. The Sabbath 
congregations have been full, and the weekly prayer-meetings in the 
various districts have not been neglected. 60 gallons of oil have been 
contributed, and $20 in cash. 

The people have been engaged in building a stone church, to take 
the place of the one blown down in the previous year. They had 
hired two Samoans, skilled in masonry, to help them, until their lime 
gave out. The church members are working hard to make more lime. 

Only two schools have been kept up, and these have not been regu- 
larly attended. The people are especially interested in Arithmetic, 
that they may learn how to measure articles of trade. 

Sabbath Schools have been continued as usual. : 

Mr. Maka has made his quarterly tours among the people, except 
that his rotten boat has not permitted him to visit Makin. He desires 
a new boat. He is now on a visit with his wife to their native land, 
having been absent nearly fourteen years. Since he left the king of 
these two islands has died, and his younger brother, a deacon of the 
Butaritari Church, succeeds him. He needs our prayers.

EBON. 


Of the work on this island Mr Whitney reports, under date of Dec. 
17, 1878, as follows: “Our Sabbath services have been well at- 
tended.” I1think I should estimate the average attendance of the 
whole island about four hundred. We have a congregation at Rube 
[the mission station] varying from 160 to 300 and more, our usual 
congregation ranging from 200 to 250. About one-half are in Sabbath 
School, held immediately after preaching, At Toka and Eneluk 
[islets on the Ebon reef], the services have been conducted mainly by 
natives. Ihave been able to visit them but a few times. When I 
have been to Toka, I have hada congregation of 120 to 150, and at 
Eneluk from 60 to 80. We now have another preaching station, Mej, 
where the chiefs make their headquarters. The congregation there 
will be from 50 up, according to the number of workmen employed by 
the chiefs making canoes, 

In the church we cannot report advance in numbers. Our numbers 
are still decreasing. For every one received we have been obliged to 
dismiss several.” our persons have been received upon profession of 
-faith, and three restored. Present number in regular standing about 
140. 

“Until quite lately there has been no marked religious interest, and 
now it is confined to our school so far as I know.” — 

Of the Zraining-School he states that they had kept in session 118 
days. Whole number of scholars in attendance was 65. Largest at- 
tendance 46, smallest 13, average 33, ‘ Many of the preparatory class 
were received about the middle of the year, thus reducing the average.” 
Two only graduated. 

The Hawaiian Board have recommended to the consideration of 
Messrs Whitney and Pease the removal of the Training School to the 
more populous and central island of Mejuro. “The outlook of our 
field,” says Mr Whitney, “is more encouraging than for two or three 
years past. The people have begun to take hold of the idea of sup- 
porting their own schools, and have proposed a plan of setting apart a 
certain number of cocoanuts from each house for their teacher, or of 
setting apart a teacher’s tree, the proceeds of which are to be given to 
the teacher, and he to have the right to get the green or dried nuts at 
any time.” 

Dr. Pease, under a later date, (Feb. 24th,) writes, “In regard to our 
work, the Holy Spirit is evidently moving upon the hearts of some of 
the young people, and inclining them towards Christianity. In regard

to several we venture to hope that a work of grace is really begun in 
them. And three or four of the church members are also considerably 
aroused, and willing to help in the Lord’s work. Inasmuch as this 
slight moving of the waters has come without any apparent human 
cause or agency, we are constrained to believe it the direct answer to 
prayer, especially the prayers of Christian friends far distant from us. 
And for this reason we hope the work will continue and greatly in- 
crease ; for we are certain that prayer for us will not cease. You can 
‘help us in this way. We desire most of all that the church may be 
awakened, and led into the full liberty and power of Christ’s salvation. 
Ask God to do this for us for His own glory. 

In regard to temperance, the chiefs to a man, as well as their person- 
al hangers on, get drunk whenever they can get a chance. The large 
majority of the people however are strictly abstinent, hate and despise 
all sorts of liquor. On the whole, practically, there is less intemper- 
ance here tnan in any other place I have ever known.” 


THE PRESS. 


The following number of pages have been printed on the mission 
press during the year: 
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NAMERIK,. 


Mr. Whitney, in reporting his tour of supervision says: “ We took 
with us to Namerik one of the graduates of our High School [Nierik.] 

His work is to teach, and the people gladly received him. The 
chief there said he would help him. Ihave since learmed that they 
have a school of 140 scholars. As to schools, it is our purpose to have 
natives support native teachers. I have tried this way from the first, 
and although the schools have been almost a failure here since the at- 
tempt, 1 am not disposed to give in, and hire native teachers from 
mission funds, when the work is distinctively teaching. ‘The people 
expressed themselves willing to help Nierik and Matthew too. Ido 
not know how earnestly they will take hold, but a school of 140 
scholars, when there are less than 400 inhabitants is a good start.” 

The conttibutions for the Hawaiian Board amount to 90 gallons of 
oil. 

JALUIJ. 


The station on this island has sustained a severe loss in the death of 
Mrs. Tamara Kapali, which occurred on the 19th of Sept., 1878. Rev. 
Mr. Kapali still remains at his post. Of his field he wrote July 10, 
1878, “Our work is making progress, not however without meeting 
with hindrances. Some of those called Christians have backslidden, 
but it has been through carnal sins that they have been overcome. 
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And as to works of benevolence they are carried on by those who 
are able.” 

Mr, Whitney says: ‘There is still a sad state of affairs among the 
natives at Jaluij. There is much drunkenness, and intoxicating 
liquors are sold in considerable quantities to the natives, if reports are 
to be believed.” 

A German man-of:war, the “ Ariadne” had visited the island and 
had made a treaty with Kabua and saluted his flag. “If I have been 
rightly informed, the whole treaty is in the interest of law and order, 
and the most hopeful part to me is that the captain of the man-of-war 
is determined to use his influence and power to suppress the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor to the natives. * * There is a goodly number of 
church members at Jaluij and the work is making some advance.” 
Number in regular standing 83, of whom 10 were admitted the past 
year. Contributions for Hawaiian Board $21.75 in cash and 12 galls. 
oil. Avails of books 12 gallons oil. ; 


MAJURO. 


Says Mr. Whitney, “This island is in a very unsettled state, and 
they are likely to have an outbreak. It seemed to all of us who visited 
the island that there was a call for another man to locate at the other 
end of the island. * * I have heard from Majuro of a more hopeful 
state of things since the visit of the “Morning Star” this year. * * 
I have had a feeling sometimes that God was calling on us to go there 
and make our head station.” 

Rev. S. W. Kekuewa the Hawaiian missionary resident at the west 
end since 1878, was ordained at the late meeting of the Marshall Isl- 
ands mission. He reports the people as not wishing to be instructed 
or to attend worship. They say, “Instruction cannot be attended to 
now because of the political disturbance of the land.” They therefore 
neither purchase books, or contribute to the missionary cause. 


: MILLE. 


In writing of this island Mr. Whitney remarks, “ Our visit at Mille 
was very opportune, as it eccurred at the beginning of the month, when 
the people were all gathered together to have their monthly concert 
meetings. We were thus able to confer with the church and people, 
in regard to Jeremiah’s support. I proposed to them to pay a salary to 
Jeremiah of $8 per month. This was agreed to. * * In making 
these advances it has been hard for the people to come to the idea of 
payivg a missionary teacher a salary. It is no trouble for our teachers 
to receive compensation and aid from us, but they cannot yet see how 
it is the same thing as to receive from the people, and are greatly 
averse to doing so, except they give something in return, and it must 
be equal in value to satisfy the teacher. * * Everything we saw 
indicated progress at Mille. It was a gladdening sight to see five 
chiefs side by side at the table of our Lord. * * *” 

Capt. Bray says, “The most interesting of the Marshall Islands is 
Mille. The king and six chiefs are Christians, The natives are in- 
dustrious and civilized, and nearly all are clothed, * * Best of all 
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the kings and chiefs encourage Godliness in their people.” Contribu- 
tions for Hawaian Board $5.00 cash and 61 gallons oil.

ARNO. 


The Hawaiian missionary Rev S P Kaaia, in charge of this station, 
sends the following report of his field. ‘The work at this station has 
made some progress, but not as much as could be desired. Neverthe- 
less by the grace of the Lord a little something has been attained, 
whereby the heart is made glad. 

“| have received to the church during the months gone by ten per- 
sons, and these are the first fruits of this field, and others are turning 
at this time. For what [ have done see the statistical table. The 
monthly concert contributions amount to $23.20. 

“ The department of day schools has not made much progress in this 
field during the past months. The little children, and those who 
should attend school have been remiss; nevertheless the heart is not 
discouraged because of their remissness. 

«Pray much to the Lord for this field, that He would send His 
Holy Spirit, and convert the dark-hearted people.” 

- Admissions since the publication of the last annual report five ; 
present number of church members’ 10. Contributions to Hawaiian 
Board $23.20 in cash. Avails of books 158% gallons of oil. 


MOLWONLAP. 


Mr. Whitney “took from Namerik a deacon of the church, and 
[who was] one of the most reliable of the church members [Lankalan] 
to Molwonlap. He goes at his own charges, or rather in reply to an 
invitation from the chief there to teach the people.” They were well 
received by Jurtake and his brother.

KUSAIE. 
This island was visited by Dr. Pease in October. The church is 
still under the care of the native pastor, Rev. Li Kiaksa. The popula- 
4 
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tion continues to diminish, there being at present only about two hun- 
‘dred inhabitants. The king is quite ready to offer a site fora Mar- 
shall Islands Training School, in case it should be the decision to trans- 
fer it there from Ebon, as Dr. Pease suggests. 
Contributions for the American Board 312 gallons oil. Avails of 
books 16 gallons oil. 
OUA-ON-PONAPE. 


Of the work of this central station, on this island, under the care of 
Mr. Sturges, he gives the following report: “The year in part has 
been more than usually a busy one. The school at Oua has been 
pretty heavy upon me, as nearly all the best scholars were absent, 
teaching district schools, all of which [ had to visit several times during 
the year, and the care-of all the churches. ‘There have been admis- 
sions to most of them, but more deaths and dismissals and suspensions, 
so that the numbers do not aggregate as large as years ago. 1 am not 
able now to give exact figures, J give facts out of which statistics 
may be gathered,.’* 

295 gallons of oil have been contributed for the American Board, 
and 40 gallons have been received in payment for books. 

Mr. Sturges writes, under date of Feb. 7, 1879. “Since the Star 
left us we have settled down to work in earnest. I prepared myself 
for entering anew upon my work at Oua by visits to all our schools and 
stations. On these tours I was much pleased at the progress of the 
schools, and the good work our teachers have done. Examination and 
public exercises were held in all the schools, and everybody seemed 
pleased. According to my plans for this year the teachers all closed 
schools to come here to work up more ammunition, and get ready for 

.a higher work. Some of them, many I hope, are to go to the front at 
some near future trips of the Star. Their schools will do the best the 
can to help themselves. The Rands made a great sacrifice willingly 
in leaving their very good home at U, and in coming around here to 
take charge of the school. * * I take the more promising ones of 
the school in the afternoon for special training, soon as they can come 
again to study. which we hope will be in a few days. I am also doing 
something to get the New ‘Testament ready for printing.” 


KENAN-ON-PONAPE, 


In speaking of his own station Mr. Logan remarks, ‘The year has 
been marked by many clouds, but we get glimpses of sunshine. In- 
temperance has been very prevalent all about us, and the love of many 
has waxed cold. Yet there are signs of some spiritual life, 

“Our schools have not been so well attended as last year. 

“Ourchurch this year has sent out a couple to Mortlock as teachers. 
Caleb and Julie had lived in our family three years, and approved 
themselves excellently in all respects, and we expect they will do good 
and faithful work for the Master. Another couple have offered them- 
selves for the foreign work, and we hope more will be willing to take 
up the cross, * * 





* The italics are the Editors’. 
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Mr. Kubary the naturalist who went to Ruk [Hogolu] last May 
writes me that that group is open to missionary effort. He estimates 
the population at 10,000 or 12,000. They have the same language as 
the Mortlock people as also the people of Hall’s Island. 

““ We are hoping that an opportunity may offer, so that we can spend 
a few months of the coming year at Mortlock in the study of the lan- 

guage among the people. We have a young couple from Mortlock liv- 
ing with us. lam hoping to be able to begin translating into Mortlock 
during the year. The language is similar to Ponape in its idioms, and 
many words aro the same, many more similar, in the two dialects. 

“The book of Bible Stories in Mortlock [mentioned in last year’s 
report] was translated by Obadinia from the Ponape of a book prepared 
by Dr. Gulick. We last year printed a small edition of Mortlock 
hymns. There were 28 of them, making the whole number printed 43. 

“The visit of Dr. and Mrs. Pease has done us all good, both by his 
medical skill, and their social and spiritual quatities. 

« Mrs, Logan’s health is pretty good, and Dr. Pease encourages us 
with the hope that she may have health to spend years in the work here. 

«We part with sadness with Mrs. Sturges, who has been doing, 

_ even in her weakness, so noble a work here ; yet we feel that the state 

of her health renders this imperative. 

« We are highly pleased with Capt. Bray, as a man and a command- 
er of the Morning Star. He seems plainly to be the right man in the 
right place.” 

Three persons have been received to the church at Kenan; present 
number 145; five to the Auak church; present number 47; and four 
to the Parom church; present number 20. Pupils in the Sunday 
school at Kenan 75; at Parom 25. Contributions for the American 
Board from the Kenan church 86 gallons cocoanut oil. 


U-ON-PONAPE. 


The average attendance of scholars at the U school during the past 
year has been about 39. Mr. Rand writes, “I was in the school all 
the year excepting two weeks of the first. quarter, part of the time only 
one and a half or two hours a day. 

«© Mrs. Rand was in two hours or more each day the first half of the 
year. The last half she had singing daily, and a sewing school twice 
a week. Eight of the more advanced scholars have helped in teaching.” 
School at Auak two months; school at Takaou three months, These 
schools in our field were taught by native teachers. Average of each 
twenty-five. ; ; 

Eight persons have been received to the church on profession of faith, 
Whole number in regular standing 39. They have contributed 35 
gallons of oil to the American Board, and the church at Auak 42 

allons. : 
3 Mr. and Mrs. Rand have removed temporarily from U to Oua to 
assist in Mr. Stnrges’ Training School. Mr. Rand, writing from Oua 
Feb. 22, says, ‘« We came here the 16th of January and commenced 
school the next Monday with about 60 scholars. At the end of the 


- 
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week we had 105, ‘The next week they commenced to have the influ- 
enza, and by the last of the week there were not more than 30 and 
most of them were about half sick. This week there were about 75.” 
Mr. Rand has visited U twice each week since his removal. 


THE MorTLOcKS. (300 miles W. by S. from Ponape.) 


The veteran missionary Sturges was able to make in the past year 
his sixth trip of supervision to this group. He visited the two stations 
Lukunor and Uoniop on the atoll of Lukunor, the four stations, Satoan, 
Ta, Mor, and Kutu on the atoll of Satoan, and the station of Etal. 
He was everywhere cordially welcomed and cheered in his work and 
greatly assisted by Capt. Bray. He removed Solomon from Uoniop, 
and Moses from Etal, to locate them in the regions beyond. 


ETAL. 


Of his visit at this island, and of the grief of the people in parting 
with their teacher he gives the followimg very interesting account : 

“On the 14th we went to Etal across the channel, (from the atoll of 
Satoan,) where we placed Moses of Ponape two years ago, where we 
spent the night, and most of two days. ‘The outlook there was just 
delightful. The parsonage there is a model of architecture and skill. 
The church and school seem in splendid running order; 15 were bap- 
tized, making the present number 86, which I organized two years ago, 
in the old feast house, spending the night myself sleeping very soundly 
at the roots of some cocoanut trees, branches of which made my bed. 
Oh, the power of the Gospel to change people and places. The king’s 
son, a very promising youth [who] went up with me to Ponape last 
_year, I returned, looking quite like a student from college, in his calico, 

and his father seemed much at a loss to recognize him, or thank me 
for the change in his son, 

‘In the morning, at the close of one of the most interesting commu- 
nion seasons of all my life, commenced ere it was daylight, there was 
one of the most affecting scenes [ have ever witnessed. ‘To carry out 
my plans for placing forward teachers to the front, I wanted to take up 
this couple as one of the best we have, especially that he had experi- 
ence and the language. When | saw how they were nicely fixed in 
their home, with so many civilized fixtures about them I had hardly 
the courage to ask them to move. But I found how they were quite 
ready, and I had spoken to the deacons the day before, that I might feel 
of them. The announcement to the church was not wholly a surprise, 
but it was more than they could well bear. Old and young, chiefs, 
people and all wept, and I could hardly finish my say to them, so deep- 
ly was | moved by this wonderful manifestation of love to their teach- 
ers. Thought I, if Ponape teachers can make themselves so a part of a 
heathen people in so short a time, surely there is hope of the whole 
world’s conversion. 

‘‘ After some remarks from the natives, and a short prayer by one of 
the deacons, I put the question to the assembly if they would give up 
their teachers to go on to carry the news of Life to their neighbors be- 
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yond, and most of them got their hands up, but it was the renewal of 
- most heartfelt weeping. Thank God, grace triumphed ; and I was to 
have the desire of my heart, in taking two of the dearest and best of 
these Ponape couples to the front! I left them to have a last Sabbath 
with their loving people in their pretty home, and came back to the 
ship, feeling very happy and thankful. And here they are now on 
board. ‘Their people brought them and their things over in four large 
proas, and are about taking their leave to go home to do the best they 
can, in feeding themselves, telling me to be very mindful of my promise 
to bring them another couple next year. 

« What but the changing power of our Gospel could work such 
changes in a people.” 

This Moses is of Gilbert Island parentage, but brought up and edu- 
cated on Ponape. Of him Mr. Sturges writes, ‘ Moses is a first rate 
man. He was ordained this trip of the Star. Capt. Bray gave the 
right hand of fellowship, and did it with so much heart and grace that 
{ doubt not the Lord was in it, and will bless the ordination. There 
are two of our teachers who have been ordained, David and Obadiah, 
so there were three of us to lay on hands. These two dear brethren to 
assist at the communion services have greatly lightened my labors and 
~ I have completed this round, feeling much less wearied than on the 
last trip. Additions have been madé to all the churches on the Mort- 
locks, 184 in all.” 


coNFINES oF RUK. (Hogolu, 400 Eng. miles west of Ponape.) 


«“ Having visited all our seven churches on the Mortlocks, and assist- 
ed them as usual in their infant work, the Star came on to the front, 
where we placed teachers [Moses and Solomon] on two new islands, 
Losap and Nama. Nama is about thirty miles from Ruk, from which 
we have requests for teachers. The new islands taken are very pretty 
fields, and especially important as giving us close neighborhood to the 
high islands. We find the slightest change in dialect, mainly in accent, - 
very little in word. Our teachers have no trouble in communicating 
with them.” 

After leaving Etal the Morning Star.touched first at Nama, and Mr. 
Sturges arranged for the landing of his teacher Moses there, after the 
visit of the Morning Star at Losap. He says, “I met the chiefs and 
people assembled, to offer them teachers, and was surprised at the show 
of hands at every question [ asked them about their teacher. 

«[t was probably the first democratic meeting ever held on the isl- 
and, though voting could hardly have been more to the point, men, wo- 
men and children all participated, and with both hands up, and most 
kept them up, seeming to think that the longer they kept them up, the 
surer they were of getting their teachers. 

“They promised to build a dwelling house and church, feed and 
take care of the teachers, all for the good they were bringing. A piece 
of land was dedicated, and kneeling on the spot, the king and some of 
his people asked the true Jehovah to accept the offering, and there set 
up his reign,” 
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LOSAP. 

Upon the arrival of the Morning Star at Losap, the king soon came 
on board. Mr. Sturges says, “I was glad to meet the same one we 
met five years ago, on the exploring trip when Brothers Snow and 
Doane and myself most frightened him to death by asking him to 
kneel down, with our big hands upon his shoulders, and there prayed 
God to put into the heart of this king desires for his people. The king 
then and there promised to be “good,” and wait for teachers. Nor had 
he forgotten that little incident on his white beach. Oh, how the 
scene repeated itself, as lagain looked into that good, plain, honest 
face; and the dear good brothers, where are they now? and how they 
would have rejoiced to revisit these sunny shores. * * The next 
morning a most hearty welcome the people gave us, not in song yet, 
for that is to come next year, but they did show how glad they were to 
see us, by surrounding the boat, and picking it up with us all in, and 
carrying it to the white beach. We then went into their council-house, 
where the people were all assembled, and most heartily did they agree 
to take teachers and care for them. A piece of land was selected for a 
dwelling, also for the meeting house. * * I named the king Abra- 
ham. * * He is the finest specimen of a king I have seen in all 
these islands, especially after he was dressed up in pants the captain 
gave him, and one of my shirts. He looked like what we call down 
here a “calico Christian.” 

NAMA, 


We took up anchor and in two hours were close into shore at Nama 
much to the surprise and joy of the good people there. The large boat 
‘was lowered, the teachers’ things, rather bulky and many for a native, 
put into it, and we went ashore, where hundreds of natives rushed to 
meet us, the men taking hold and literally carrying the boat to dry 
land, while the crowds of women with shouts rushed to the house, 
lifted Jepora their teacher's wife, and good Obadinia carefully down, 
the whole crowd pressing about them, hardly allowing their feet to 
touch the ground till they landed them on clean mats spread for them 
in the big council-house. ‘Then the goods were brought up by the 
loving people, every article deposited by the teacher, seeming to wish 
to show that nothing was missing. * * JI was more than glad to find 
that they had already begun to get timbers ready for the house they 
promised to put up for their teachers. It is of the Lord that these peo- 
ple take these teachers right home to their hearts, feed and house them 
and believe them. Thus favored, we have placed a ‘ battery * under 
dark Ruk. Only thirty miles over to those high islands, and fleets of 
canoes passing over very frequently. I met a chief there, just over 
from Ruk, who says the people are already for teachers, and much 
wanted me to go over. [ told him to take over my ‘ kapong,’ good day, 
and promised them a visit, likely next year. Oh, how gladly would [ 
Stop in such a place, and with such a people.” 
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NAMALUK. 


‘These two new stations having been taken, the Morning Star on her 
return from the west, touched at Namaluk, one of the Mortlocks yet 
unoccupied, to confer with the high chief and his people respecting 
bringing them a teacher next year. Of this visit Mr. Sturges writes, 
“ Among the most lasting and vivid scenes of my life will be that of 
landing on Namaluk. After having passed them twice on the Star, 
unable to land on account of the near night, and the currents, I was at 
length permitted to make my way on shore through the breakers at 
near sunset, and hurrying up on the run from the beach to meet the 
big town house crowded about their king, seated on his throne, a plat- 
form covered with nice mats, and almost out of breath myself from the 
long run I had made haste to make, and hurry back lest we should be 
caught in the night, and the dark squall threatening. The king reply- 
ing to my question if they ‘wanted our teachers and could support 
them, &c., that they wanted much as he had often asked for them, but 
I had passed him by, and he was feeling that he was not to be favored, 
&c. I gently laid my hand on his shoulder, and told him not to be 
discouraged; that the Lord had kept him waiting so long that they 
might get already, and that the very next year I could bring him a 
~ very good couple, and likely two, as he had waited so long. All 
seemed pleased, and hopes revived. The king led me out into the 
house he had built for teachers, then on to the piece of land he had se- 
lected for a meeting house, on which we kneeled and prayed to the 
_ Jehovah to take, and with a hasty and hearty shake of hands, I hurried 

back to the the boat, nearly all the town following me some two miles, 
near the whole length of the island, and so ere it was dark, the boat 
was got through the breakers, and we were on board the ship in good 
time, and time for a rest. 

« And now that my word is out there as on the other islands it seems 
very pleasant to have the teachers gathered here the coming year to be 
preparing themselves for these beautiful openings. * * [ can’t help 
wishing that river I used to read about in my college days hadn’t 
dried up, where old folks could bathe and grow young again. It would 
be so nice to be strong again, to go to these dear, interesting islanders 
with the Bread of Life. But as | can’t find that river now, | must call 
in the many youth on the other side to hurry up and on to the front, 
where the most interesting openings are every where awaiting them.” 

The Morning Star, before returning to Ponape, passed on by, to the 
Islands of Pingelap and Mokil, lying between Ponape and Kusaie. 

PINGELAP. 

Mr. Sturges says of this station, “ The Pingelap church is in a very 
good condition, Contributions to the American Board are large, in oil 
and twine. [ am pleased to find them so industrious. They have 
made themselves many mats, also some for sale, and want only clothes. 
There is not a native in the island that smokes, and not one that does 


not help in the missionary work. * * 
Thomas, one of the two Pingelap apostles who went back there to start 
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the work in 1873, after having spent a year in our schools years ago, 
~ now goes back with much increased knowledge, and will be able to do 
much for his native island. 
' A church of more than 250 members and a parish of a thousand peo- 
ple, all so ready to be moulded into a civilized community, who would 
not covet such a parish-?” 

Donations in oil to the American Board amount to 285 gallons ; and 
for books 66 gallons have been paid. 


MOKIL, 


“Everything there seems prosperous. Six were baptized, also some 
infants. They have much the most of a civilized vilage, and people 
there of any place I have seen. We left them Moses, a natire of the 
island who has been two years a teacher on Mortlocks. He is a 
licensed preacher. His wife died, and he now stays to care for the 
Mokil church, while his younger brother Paul came to spend a year on 
Ponape, in study, to go with his lady-like wife to work upon the Mort- 
locks next year. Also several bright boys came along to be in our 
school.” 

The people of Mokil have dontributed 110 gallons of oil to the 
American Board, and paid 44 gallons for books. 

In summing up the work of this trip of supervision Mr. Sturges says, 
“Tt has been my privilege to baptize into eight of these nine foreign 
churches 140 new converts. Only one has been finally excommuni- 
cated from the first organization in 1873. These all have good, sub- 
stantial meeting houses, and as many parsonages; good schools at all 
the stations, the teachers well fed, and assisted in getting about from 
‘island to island. I found all our teachers happy and the people more 
than glad to continue to support their teachers.” The seven [Mortlock] 
churches at the west give liberally to the Hawaiian Mission Children’s 
Society this year. The churches east give also to the American 
Board oil and twine.”

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CONCLUSION. 


Such then is the review of our work which we have been permitted 
under God to carry on in connection with the A. B.C. F. M., and its 
agents, and those of our own Board. Praying that the Great Head of 
the church will overrule all errors of judgment, and bless all such 
efforts as have been in accordance with His holy will we submit our 
proceedings to the review of this Association, trusting they will feel 
disposed to endorse them.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSION IN- 
STITUTE, PRESENTED JUNE 5, 1879. 





In the good providence of God the work of the Institute has gone 
on without interruption and without much change from last year. 
One has been dismissed, much to the regret of the teachers, but no 
other course seemed advisable. Ten students have been in attend- 
ance the whole of the past year. These were all connected with the 
Institute last year. One other was pronounced a leper and did not 
return. No new students have entered this year. These students 
have not by any means devoted themselves to study, in such a way 
as is expected of young men in the United States in their position. 
But as a general thing they have labored with fidelity and diligence 
in the work assigned them. 

The studies pursued have been after the same general programme 

as last year. Beginning at 8.30 A mM the whole morning of each day 
except Saturday has been devoted to study and recitation. Rev S E 
Bishop and Rev M Kuaea have given their services, this year as last, 
instructing respectively in O T Interpretation and in Church History. 
Rev H H Parker has had charge of the Department of Pastoral Work 
and Homiletics, The other studies pursued have been the Harmony 
of the Gospels, the Book of Acts, Manners and Customs of the Jews, 
Systematic Theology. Every Monday morning there have been 
Rhetorical Exercises, consisting of an extemporaneous exhortation 
and a brief written homily on some scripture assigned, and a debate 
on some question of practical importance in religious life or chureh 
work. Exercises have been given in translating English into Haw- 
aiian; and a large amount of material suitable for illustrations in ser- 
mons has thus been proposed. Books in Hawaiian on Biblical Chro- 
nology and on Moral Science have been read but not recited; and the 
students have passed a written examination on each. Written exa- 
Iinations have also been passed each month on studies of the year, 
and the Committee of Examination appointed last year, has prepared 
a series of questions which the students have answered in writing. 
Much of the work done this year as last, has been largely tentative 
with the hope of determining the method and course of study best 
adapted to the capabilities and needs of the students. All the 
students with two exceptions have enjoyed uninterrupted health. 
One studefit was for four weeks under medical treatment at the Hos. 
pital for an inflamed ankle, but without interruption to his studies. 
Another for two weeks needed rest aud medicine, Generally there 
has been no difficulty in securing remunerative employment. When 
for a few days this has not been the case, there has been work for 
them to do on the premises in repairs and improvements. One hour 
every Friday morning has been devoted to care of the grounds, and 
the improvement in appearance of the buildings and grounds is very 
gratifying. Two Chinese students have been in attendance part of 
the year, Sat Fan who has recently visited Kauai, and Yun Pen, 
who may probably become a teacher in connection with the Chinese 
Church soon to be organized. 

Through the kindness of ladies connected with the Womans’ Board 
of Missions, the two kitchens and dining rooms have been furnished 
with needful articles, and progress made toward a better style of pre- 
paring and serving food. All but one of the resident students are 
married, and the wives have been instructed in English by Mrs Hyde, 
and in their housekeeper’s duties. The cost of food has increased so 
much that it needs close calculation and habits of prudent economy 
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to provide what is needful on the mere pittance received for labor 
done. A work room is very much needed, but the plans for a new 
building for this purpose have not yet been received. 

Donations of books and other useful articles have been received 
from Miss Judd and others of her family. Rev Dr Boyd and Rev Dr 
Sessions have also shown their interest in the work by books pre- 
sented to the Institute. Mrs Pogue has given several additional 
volumes from her husband’s library. Among these are several valu- 
able manuscripts, one a Commentary on Acts, begun by Mr Pogue, 
which partially has been filled out in connection with studies and 
recitations on that book. 

Judge McCully has given a chandelier for the Recitation Room, 
and Her Highness Ruth Keelikolani has given a piano, formerly 
owned by His late Majesty Kamehameha V. 

During the coming vacation arrangements have been made for the 
students to supply vacant churches. It is hoped that their labors 
will be blessed both to themselves and to the churches. Where are 
the young men to take the places of the class that will graduate next 
year? The Government needs intelligent and ambitious young men 
for its service. Various industrial interests call loudly for active and 
enterprising young men. Teachers are needed in the schools. Never 
was there a time when a young man had so many attractive opportu- 
nities offered him as herein Hawaii nei to-day. But higher than 
all other claims is the call of Christ on his disciples to enter into His 
service. A register has been prepared of all Hawaiians who have 
“been preachers and pastors. The record is a most honorable one. 
May God in His mercy call many young men, like Saul of Tarsus or 
Timothy of Derbe, to be the spiritual leaders of this nation, turning 
many to righteousness and in heavenly glory shining like stars in 
the firmament for ever and ever. C. M. HYDE.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSO- 
CIATION. 


ARTICLE I. This body shall be called THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELI- 
CAL ASSOCIATION. : 

In addition to those who shall become members under the Consti- 
tution as revised in the year 1854, it shall consist of all the ordained 
clergymen, both native and foreign, of the Congregational and Pres- 
byterian orders on the various Islands of Hawaii, and of Micronesia 
and the Marquesas Islands; together with such laymen as may be 

elected from time to time by a two-thirds vote, together, also, with 
_ lay delegates appointed annually by the local ecclesiastical bodies, as 
follows, viz: five from Hawaii; three from Maui and Molokai; four 
- from Oahu; and three from Kauai and Niihau. 

' ARTICLEII. The Officers of this Association shall be a Moderator 
and Scribe, chosen by ballot at its annual meetings, and they shall 
continue in office until removed by the election of others. 

ARTICLE III. The duties of the Moderator shall be such as ordina- 
rily devolve on the Moderator or President of deliberative bodies. 

It shall be the duty of the Scribe to record and preserve faithful 
minutes of all the proceedings of the Association, both in the Hawai- 
ian and English languages; and to preserve all the records, papers, 
documents, &c., that may be entrusted to his care. 

ARTICLETV. The object of this Association is mutual counsel and 
assistance in the great work of propagating the gospel; and to enter 
into common measures for promoting knowledge and religion, and 
for preventing infidelity, error and immorality. 

ARTICLE V. This Association shall meet annually, at such time 
and place as it shall appoint. 

ARTICLE VI. This Association will entertain references from the 
loeal ecclesiastical bodies; and labor to promote the purity and unity 
of the churches. 

ARTICLE VII. This Association shall appoint an Executive Board, 
to be denominated, The Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Associa- 
tion, which shall consist of a Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, - 
to be chosen annually by the Association, together with not less than 
eighteen members, one-third of whom shall go out of office annually 
‘ eligible to re-election; they shall be divided into three classes, not 

less than six in each class; to be numbered first, second and third 
class. Those of the first class to go out of office at the end of one 
year; those of the second class at the end of two years; and those of 
the third class at the end of three years. 

It shall be the duty of the Board to perform any agency requested of 
it by the Prudential Committee, in respect to former Missionaries of 
the American Board of Missions at these Islands, and the education 
of their children at the Islands; and to take charge of Home Missions 
on these Hawaiian Islands; the education of a native Ministry and of 
females, who may become teachers and pastors’ wives; the prepara- 
tion, publication and circulation of useful books and tracts; and also 
of Foreign Missions, so far as the conduct of them from these Islands 
shall be found practicable and expedient; and shall take the charge 
of, and the disbursal of funds contributed for these objects, from what- 
ever source. 7 

It will be expected to make a full report of its proceedings in all 
these departments, except the first named, to the Evangelical Asso- 
ciation at its annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII. The Board shall organize during the annual meet-

ing of this Association. It may, at its discretion, employ the aid of 
others, not members of the Board, on any of its committee. 

ARTICLE IX. This Constitution may be amended only at an annu- 
al meeting of the Association, by a vote of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers presented. 


ARTICLE X. All meetings and sessions of this Association shall be 
opened and closed with prayer.

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVAN- 
GELICAL ASSOCIATION. 





I. Tuts Board, constituted and elected by the Hawaiian Evange- 
lical Association, and responsible to it, shall be known as the Board 
of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association. 

II. Im addition to the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, 
elected by the Hawaiian Evangelical Association, the Officers of the 
Board shall be a President, Vice President, Recording Secretary and 
Auditor, elected annually by ballot, at the first meeting of the Board 
subsequent to the time when the Evangelical Association shall have 
seein the new members of the Board to fill the place of the retiring 
class. 

III. It shall be the duty of the President, or in his absence, of the 
Vice President, to preside at each meeting of the Board. In the ab- 
sence of both the President and the Vice President, the meeting shall 
be called to order by the Recording Secretary, after which a presiding 
officer shall be chosen for the occasion. 

IV.. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence, 
retaining a copy of all important letters; and shall write the Annual 
Report of the Board in duplicate; one copy for the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Mission in English; and the other for the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association in Hawaiian; said Report to be 
first submitted to the Board for amendment and adoption at its annual 
meeting. 

He shall.also sustain an official relation to the various permanent 
Committees, and,-under the direction of the Board, shall visit the 
several Islands of this group in prosecuting the various objects of the 
Board. 

V. The Recording Secretary shall keep an accurate record of the 
proceedings of the Board. He shall certify the correctness of all 
accounts and demands against the Treasury; and in no case shall he 
give such certificates without a vote of the Board, authorizing the 
expenditure. 

He shall also give due notice of all special meetings to the members 
residing in Honolulu, and, except in extreme cases, to all the mem- 
bers residing on Oahu. 

VI. The Treasurer shall take charge of all moneys paid into the 
Treasury, and give receipts for the same; shall have the custody of 
all funds and notes, and other evidences of property belonging to the 
Board; shall keep an accurate account of all moneys received; the 
source from which derived, and, if specified, the objects for which 
they were given;‘ also, an account of all moneys paid out, stating to 
whom, and for what purpose. Nor shall any payment be made 
except upon the certificate of the Recording Secretary, in accordance 
with a recorded vote of the Board. y 

He shall prepare and present an annual statement of the receipts, 
and payments, and: of the condition of all the financial interests of the 
Board: and he shall exhibit his books, accounts, vouchers, and evi- 
dences of property, whenever required. 

VII. The Auditor shall carefully examine the books of the Treas- 
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urer at least once a year; and if he shall find the accounts correctly 
kept, the payments well vouched, and the evidences of property duly 
exhibited, he shall give his certificate accordingly, which he shall 
enter upon the books and reports of the Treasurer. 

VIII. The Board shall hold an annual meeting of two sessions 
during the annual meeting of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association; 
one to close up the labors of the year, hear and adopt the reports, and 
transact such other business as may be important to be done, previous 
to the time when the Evangelical Association shall hold an election 
to fill the place of the outgoing class. 

The other session to be held after said election, at which time the 
Board shall re-organize, and discuss and arrange the general plans for 
the coming year. : 

Ordinarily, the following order of exercises shall be observed at this 
meeting: 

The reading and approving of minutes. 

The election by ballot of President, Vice President, Recording Sec- 
retary and Auditor. 

The appointment of preachers for the coming year on Foreign Mis- 
sions, both in English and Hawaiian; also a preacher on Home 
Evangelization, both in English and Hawaiian. 

The choosing of permanent Committees for the year: 

ist—On Foreign Missions. 

2d—On Home Missions. 

3d—On Publications. 

4th—On Edueation of native Ministers, and of native Females. 

5th—On Apropriations from the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions. 

Miscellaneous business.” 

IX. Each Committee shall, in conjunetion with the Correspond- 
ing Secretary, prepare all business in its department, and report to 
the Board. Butin no case shall a Committee put in execution any 
plans until they have first been proposed to, and approved by the 
Board, and by them re-committed to the said Committee, with power 
to act. 

Any subject, not initiated by the appropriate Committee, may at 

. any time be proposed, discussed and acted upon, ina meeting of the 
Board. 

X. Regular meetings of the Board shall be held on the Tuesday 
evening nearest preceding the full of the moon of each month, The 
presiding officer to take the chair, and call the meeting to order 
promptly at 7 o’clock, and if but five members are present, they may 
proceed with the business. All members of the Board present in 
Honolulu at the time of the holding of any regular or special meeting, 
shall be expected to attend. 

XI. The Recording Secretary, at the request of any three members, 
may, at any convenient time, call a Special meeting, stating the 
object of the meeting. But no such meeting shall be valid without 
the giving of due notice by the Recording Secretary, and without the 
attendance of at least five members. 

XII. If at any time during the year a va saney shall oceur in the 
Officers or working quorum of the Board, the Board may fill said 
vacancy by ballot at any regular meeting, 

XIII. All meetings of the Board shall be opened with prayer, and 
closed with prayer or singing. 

XIV. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the Board present at any regular meeting; 
notice of the proposed alteration having been previously given at a 
regular meeting; which changes shall be subject to revision and ap- 
proval by the Hawaiian Evangelical Association.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that the Hawaiian 
Board endeavor to obtain an English-speaking missionary, acquaint- 
ed with the Chinese language to supervise the work of Chinese Evan- 
gelization in these islands. ; 

The Report of the Committee to prepare a memorial to the King 
against the bill to allow light liquors to be sold to Hawaiians was 
adopted, and Messrs T Coan, W P Alexander, M Kuaea and J N Pai- 
a were appointed a Committee to prepare the memorial to the 
King. 
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The report of the Committee on memorial to the Legislature was 
one adopted and ordered to be engrossed and presented to the Legisla- 
ure.

Rev W P Alexander read report of Committee on the Foreign De- 
partment of the Corresponding Secretary’s Annual Report. Approv- 
ed. A translation of extracts is as follows : 

Your Committee have examined the report on the Foreign Depart- 
ment with zest and much satisfaction. We are all aware of the phy- 
sical infirmities of our Secretary. He has nevertheless been persis- 
tent in his labors, and has accomplished an’ amount of work befitting 
astrong man. He has not been willing that our work should at all 
suffer in consequence of his ill health. 

It is evident from this report that the work of the Lord has made 
progress. 

In years gone by we had will nigh despaired in reference to the 
Marquesans, but the hopeful words of Kauwealoha tell us that the 
day is dawning, and that the time is near when shall be fulfilled the 
saying, ‘‘ He that goeth forth and weepeth bearing precious seed shall 
doubtless come again with rejoicing bringing his sheaves With him.”

As regards the Marshall Islands, it would seem that the Hawaiian 
Missionaries there are somewhat discouraged. Perhaps Hawaiians 
would labor to bettor advantage in the Gilbert Group : and the Mar- 
shall Islands, with the fields further West might be cultivated by 
other laborers. 

Let us praise the Lord for the great glory of His work on Pingalap. 


Darkness has become light in the Mortlock Islands. Wonderful is 
the power of the Gospel. Nota doubt have we but that the King- 
doms of this world shall become the Kingdoms of our Lord and of 
His Christ. 

Rev C M Hyde, D D, read Report of Committee on Resolution con- 
cerning Rev H Bingham’s resignation of the office of Corresponding 
Secretary of the Hawaiian Board. Approved. The report is as fol- 
lows : 

In accepting Rev Hiram Bingham’s resignation of the office of Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Board, this Association ‘desires to put on 
record their high appreciation of the diligence, promptness, and accu- 
racy, which Mr Bingham has shown during the three years in which 
he has held the office. They sympathize with him in the physical 
weakness, which prevents him from continuing on in the office, while 
they hope and pray that such measure of health may be granted him 
as shall enable him to give to the Gilbert Islands people for whom he 
has already done so much, the additional literature which they so 
much need. In any sphere of labor for the Master they know they 
can rely on his cooperation to the utmost of his ability, and in the 
work to which under the direction of the American Board he is now 
to devote his energies, they assure him of their hearty interest and 
proffer any assistance this Association can render. ; 

Rev JS Kalana read from Committee on Necrologic Resolutions. 

Approved with amendment. The translation is as follows: 

We have no abiding city here. The voice of warning that has so 
often spoken in our ears is heard again this year, saying “The end of 
all things is at hand; be ye therefore sober and watch unto prayer.”’ 

Tlie servants of the Lord Jesus are decreasing in number year by 

ear. 
y During this last year, five have finished their pilgrimage; and they 
rest in the home which the Lord prepared forthem. Mrs. Johnstone, 
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one of the workers sent out by the American Board to Hawaii nei 
has gone. The widow of Mr. Chamberlain who passed the days of 
her widowhood among us, ready for every good work in the Lord, 
has gone, beloved, and is now with her husband in Paradise. Mrs. 
Luhiau is another, and one who was greatly loved by her husband 
and her fellow workers in the Lord’s vineyard, in which she was one 
in earnest work with them, and Rev. N. Pali, a fellow worker with 
us in this Association. He was pastor at Lanai several years, and 
more lately of one of the Molokai churches, with only a good report 
of his pastorates. 

Mrs. Hanaike was the fifth—a good and pleasant woman taking up 
with us the work of our Lord. 

They are they who rest from their labors, and their works do follow 
them. .And we who are left, let us gird our loins and work with earn- 
estness while the day lasts, for the time is short. 

Statistical reports of three Churches were read. The reports of the 
Committees on the Treasurer’s Report and Statistics of the Churches 
were read and approved. The following is from the first of these 
reports: 

We have examined -the Annual Report of the Treasurer, and in 
our opinion it is correct and satisfactory throughout. 

Voted that the Hawaiian Board be requested to give due notice of 
ue week of prayer in January, 1881, and also of the day of prayer for 
schools. 

Rev R Maka, Chairman, read report of the Committee on the 
Home Department of the Corresponding Secretary’s Annual Report. 
Approved. The following is a translation of extracts of report: 

We notice that the contributions to the Treasury of our Board have 

fallen off more than $800. Especially do we note the falling off in 
gifts for our Home Missionary work, nevertheless this is not an occa- 
sion for us to cease altogether frem works of love for ourselves. It is 
the opinion of your Committee that the moving power in taking up 
this work with alacrity and promptness during the coming year rests 
with the members of this Association. 
. We notice that pecuniary aid has been rendered to several feeble 
churches in accordance with the requests which have come from the 
island associations, We hope however that the Committees appoint- 
ed by these associations will make friendly visitations among our 
weak churches, and pour out upon them showers of good cheer where- 
by they may grow and bring forth rich fruit, namely, the adequate 
support of the laborers who break to them the bread of life. We ex- 
hort also the pastors of these same churches to go and do likewise. 

With reference to the work among the Chinese, your Committee 
think that it would be well for.the Island Associations to appoint 
Standing Committees to confer with the Sugar and Rice planters as 
to the promotion of the spiritual interests of the Chinese dwelling 
among us. We note that our Board is still hopeful of securing suit- 
able laborers for this branch of our work. 

The Visiting Committees appear to have carried on their work 
among our churches with earnestness and watchfulness, thus supply- 
ing a dack of service devolving upon the Secretary, but from which he 
has been prevented by weakness of body and voice. Your Committee 
testify however to the faithfulness and excellence which have been 
exhibited by our Secretary in the midst of bodily infirmity in the ad- 
ministration of all the work of this Board. We also rejoice in the 
hein of a new Secretary, a man of good constitution, and withal 
alert. 

Of the Boarding Schools we will not speak further than to express 
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our joy and satisfaction in the progress of the pupils, and in the dili- 
gence of the teachers in imparting instruction to them. This isa 
most important branch of our work, and one in which the good of our 
children will be promoted if they truly become accustomed to ways of 
moral improvement from childhood. 

As regards the Publication Department your Committee will only 
say that they fully approve of the clearness, excellence and correctness 
of oF transactions carried on by the Secretary in this portion of his 
work. 

Rev A O Forhes read the report of the examining Committee of the 
North Pacific Mission Institute. Report approved. The translation 
is as follows: 

We have been much gratified with what we have seen of the prog- 
ress of the students in their studies. There is evidence of great zeal, 
patience and skill on the part of the instructors. The time of doubts 
respecting the success of this school has passed and its firm establish- 
ment is apparent. We rejoice in the manifest presence of the Holy 
Spirit of God in the hearts of the teachers and pupils, and in the 
. supply which is being provided for the wants of destitute churches of 
Hawaii nei, and for.the sending forth of suitable laborers into the 
dark islands of Micronesia. 

‘Let us all pray the Lord that this School may be filled with worthy 
students, truly pious, that its progress may be constant in the pre- 
paration of such persons as may hold up the lamp of eternal life 
among this people, and also among the groups of the North Pacific. 

Rev R Maka read a report of his labors among the Gilbert Islanders 
on these islands. It was voted to request the publication of the same 
in the Kuokoa. 

Rev H Bingham announced the sorrowful tidings just received of 
the decease of Rev B G Snow, the veteran missionary, at Brewer, 
Maine, May 1. 

Adjourned to 10 A. M. of the 1st Tuesday in June, 1881.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


HAWAIIAN EVAN QELICAL ASSOCIATION ; 
JUNE, 1880. 


The religious history of this Kingdom during the past year is a min- 
gled tale of joy and sadness. Yet the few rays of light that illuminate 
the prevailing darkness may indicate that the darkness is soon to end, 
The Sun of Righteousness may soon break forth with new glory to 
gladden the hearts of God’s faithful people. Two of the missionary 
mothers have “fallen asleep,” to awake in that glory in which they 
will meet the husbands long ago entered into rest. Two of our Pastors, - 
Rey. S. Luhiau and Rev. J. B. Hanaike have been sorely afflicted in 
the death of their beloved wives. While in the good Providence of 
God, death has not greatly thinned the ranks of the sacramental host, 
new recruits are about to enter the field; seven of the graduating class 
of eight from the N. P. M. Institute expecting soon to enter the Lord’s 
service in charge of home churches now without pastors, 

One church. (Lahainaluna) has been dropped from the lists, one 
(Kahana) united with a neighboring church, (Hauula) and one new 
church (Kapaa) has been organized during the past year. Of the 56 
churches now on the list, 6 have stated supplies, 10 only temporary 
supplies, 7 neither pastors nor supplies. Of the 33 pastors whose sala- 
ry has been reported, the average salary paid the past year was $182.78 
as compared with the average of $157 for 1878 and $187 for 1879. 
The lowest was $65, the highest $1,000. Three pastors have been 
installed, Rev. J. W. Kaapu, Rev, J. K. Iosepa, Rev. J. Kauhane. 

These 56 churches are grouped in 5 Island Associations, of which 2 
are on Hawaii, 1 on Maui embracing also Molokai and Lanai, 1 on 
Oahu, 1 on Kauai. These Associations hold semi-annual meetings, 
and from their Reports the following general report has been compiled, 

Of the 20 churches on Hawaii, 6 are connected with the Eastern 
Association, the other with the Western. In the Eastern, 3 churches 
have parsonages, and all have their various houses of worship in good 
repair. ‘The Keaiwa Church has been removed to Pahala, and rebuilt 
there near the Sugar Mill. The United Church of Opihikao and Ka- 
lapana have given a call to Rev. S. W. Papaula, of Kealakekua, which 
he has accepted. In the large field of the Puula Church, the pastor 
laments the prevalence of worldliness, but still stands at his post, watch- 
_ ful not despairing. At Hilo, Rev. T. Coan has had the assistance as in 
the previous year of Rev. J. S. Kalana, and this mother church con-

tinues to maintain its position as one of the leading churches in all 
good works. At Onomea, as in all places where the production of 
sugar has built up new centres of population, drunkenness and other 
vices are great obstacles to the progress of the Kiogdom of Heaven. 
The. united church, Hakalau and Laupahoehoe, hope soon to have one 
of the graduates of the Institute installed as their pastor. From almost 
all the churches of Western Hawaii Association, there is repeated the 
same story of indifference on the part of church members, and prevail- 
ing drunkenness in every district. In some communities special men- 
tion is made of this drunkenness as prevailing among the Papists. At 
Kohala the religious part of the community have been roused to indig- 
nation at the open violation of law by government officials. Partly in 
consequence of a renewed aggressive movement against this one form 
of sin, there has been a marked increase of interest in religious things. 
There have been larger numbers than usual in attendance on Sunday 
services and the Sunday School. At Waiohinu a new church has 
taken the place of one destroyed by fire three years ago. At Waimea 
the most noticeable event of the year has been the S. S. Jubilee, Jan. 1. 
The Seven Years’ Course of International 8. S. Lessons, which have 
been so ably prepared by Father Lyons, have been used by almost all the 
Sunday Schools, In testimonial of their gratitude, they collected over 
$1,200, and sent it by a Special Committee to Waimea. It was pre- 
sented, in connection with the exercises of the S.S. Jubilee. Only 
three years more and Father Lyons will have completed 50 years of 
continuous missionary work at that one station, a record of faithful 
labor, seldom if ever paralleled in the history of missions. 

The Foreign Church at Hilo has continued the career of usefulness 
under Rev. A. O. Forbes. No one has yet been found to minister to 
the foreign population at Hamakua and Kau. Rev. J. W. Atherton 
expects to leave Kohala Sept. 1. 

On Maui, the church, so long maintained at Lahainaluna in connec- 
tion with the High School there, has been discontinued. The change 
of teachers in. 1867, involving a change in the methods of manage- 
ment of the school, has involved also the discontinuance of the church 
organization. Of the various communities on this island the same 
general account is given as on Hawaii, much drunkenness among the 
people, and toa general indifference to religious things. At Paia, one 
of the new Sugar Plantations, under the influence of Rev. J. M. 
Alexander and his associates, a new house of worship has been built. 
The large population now gathered at Hamakuapoko, is still without 
a comfortable place for religious worship. It is expected that one of 
the graduates of the Institute will begin at once gathering a new church 
in that district. From Keanae and Nahiku we learn that Lono is the 
god worshipped there by many on the Lord’s Day. At Hana a new 
pastor has been installed and the work of the Lord has ceased to go 
backward.. One of the minor evils complained of, that ought to be 
abated, is the landing of cattle for the Crown Lands on the Sabbath 
day. Many of the Gilbert Islanders located there unite with the 
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Hawaiian Church in their Sabbath worship. Kipahulu and Kaupo 
Churches are very weak. Deep sleep seems to have fallen on officers 
and members. A like slothful slumber affects the church at Honuaula. 
The people failed to pay the pastor’s salary as agreed, but recent re- 
ports give the information of new life and activity, the debt paid, and 
the pastor stays on. The church at Olowalu calls a graduate of the 
Institute and pays the expense of his removal, The church at Kaa- 
napali has also called one of the graduates, and pays for his removal. 
Waikapu, Wailuku, Waihee, and Lahaina are strong churches, and 
maintain their efficiency as in former years. The church buildings 
and grounds at Wailuku have been put in order at great expense, and 
similar costly improvements have been made at Lahaina. The church 
members at Lahaina have not been unmindful of the duty of kindness 
to strangers. They have provided clothing, food, and teachers for the 
Gilbert Island laborers brought to the field there. The Foreign 
Church at Wailuku has cordially welcomed its new minister Rev. T. 
H. Robinson; and that at Makawao has prospered under its beloved 
pastor Rev. T. H. Rouse. 

On Motoxat, the mother Church at Kaluaaha has been another year 
without a pastor, yet public services have been maintained regularly, 
and over $600 raised for church purposes. One of the graduates of 
the Institute will probably soon be installed as pastor. Halawa reports 
much sickness, which however has now happily abated. Unsteady 
Christians diminish the influence of the praying ones who stand firm, 
Peiekunu and Wailau report great activity on the part of some persons, 
tempting God’s people their to abandon evangelical faith, but as yet 
there is no defection, only. commendable steadfastness, Lanai would 
seem to be in a deplorable condition, ‘The church there is described in 
the report as “ wallowing in the mire.” 

Of the 11 churches on Oaunu, four have had no pastor, but have been 
able to secure preaching most of the time. The church at Kahana has 
been united with the church at Hauula, and the pastor of the 
United Church has only good tidings to report, fulle attendance at 
Church and Sunday School, many additions, large contributions, 
Would that all our pastors could speak so favorably. What is needed 
in every parish is entire devotedness to pastoral work. At Waimanalo 
the attendance has been full; “ no black spot of debt is on the forehead 
of this Church.” 65 Gilbert Islanders have united with this church, 
The church at Kaneohe has not yet secured a pastor. The student 
who died from the effects of an accidental injury a few weeks before 
the time for graduation, supplied this church most of the last year. 
Notwithstanding the efforts of Papists, Mormons, and Anglicans there, 
there has been no defection from the Evangelical faith. At Waikane 
the pastor grieves over small attendance, but still holds on to his work 
though sorely tempted to abandon a seemingly hopeless task. 5 Gil- 
bert Islanders have united with this church, Kahuku is one of the 
feeble churches. Its pastor has been called to Waianae, and installed 
over that church. ~It would be well for this church to unite with some 
stronger one. The church at Waialua has hada quietly prosperous 
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year under the care of E. S. Timoteo, a student, who will soon be in- 
stalled as pastor. Waianae has done well under its new pastor. At 
Ewa, part of the church are cold and careless, a part alive and 
energetic. The stated supply closed his labors in January, and no one 
has been found to take his place. Kalihi and Moanalua have hada 
prosperous year. A new house of worship has been built at Kalihi, 
Of the two churches in Honolulu, Kaumakapili reports a varying 
record, some times large meetings, and much interest, sometimes small 
congregation and apparent coldness. It was hoped that the new house 
of worship, for which $14,000 have been raised, would have been begun 
before this time, but the plans have not yet been perfected. Kawaia- 
hao has also raised money for repairs and begun the work, though 
more needs to be done which the ability and liberality of the people 
will soon urge on to.completion. The two foreign churches Fort St. 
and the Bethel, have altered and renovated their houses of worship, 
and with them the year has been one of religious life similar in un- 
eventful smoothness to the record of many recent years. 

On Kavai there are 6 churches, 2 without any pastor. Waimea 
church has been under the care of one of the lunas as heretofore; and 
Anahola has been without any resident minister since G. M. 
Keone discontinued his labors, The ‘church at Hanalei mourns the 
loss of so large a part of the native population, The Chinese who 
have eccupied the lands, do not make good the loss of membership in 
that church. ‘There are about 1000 Chinese on Kauai. The Chinese 
colporteur Ho Ah Pui, partly supported by the planters, partly by the 
Hawaiian Board, has been a faithful worker among his countrymen. 
The new church at Kapaa has not yet built a house of worship. Only 
$400 have as yet been secured, not enough to warrant the church in 
beginning to build. The church at Lihue has had a year of usual 
prosperity. Its house of worship has been refitted. Rev. Mr. Allardyce 
ministers to the foreigners resident there and at Koloa. They have 
built for him a very comfortable parsonage at Lihue. At Koloa, the 
young people seem to have been specially inclined to attend church and 
SS. There are now so many Gilbert Islanders on Kauai, over 300, 
that it seems a special providence Rev. J. H. Mahoe, the pastor at 
Koloa, formerly a missionary in the Gilbert Islands, should be there to 
care for them. Many of them are on the plantation of E. P. Adams, 
Esq., at Kilauea. He has built for them a church, and offers to con- 
tribute to the support of Rev. Mr. Mahoe, and to furnish him a house 
if he will reside at Kilauea, and care for the Gilbert Islanders on his 
plantation and elsewhere. 

Such is the detailed statement of the religious condition of the 
churches connected with this Association. The facts are the strongest 
appeal that can be made to all God’s people to pray and labor earnestly 
in behalf of the progress of His Kingdom in these islands. Circum- 
stances are not unfavorable. God’s spirit is not at an infinite distance. 
May that Spirit come with mighty power, counteract the many tempta- 
tions to worldliness, and revive a spirit of Christian consecration and

devoted piety in all our churches, throughout our whole island commu- 
nity, foreign and native. 

The meetings of the Association have been fully attended. Some 
pastors expected to be present, failed to come; but the number in 
attendance of pastors and delegates was 55 against 56 last year. There 
was a larger delegation in than usual to the S. S. Association, and the 
average at the noon lunch was about 40. One pleasant occasion was 
the dinner given by the students of the N. P. M. Institute on Monday 
noon, ‘The exhortations and addresses on that occasion will not soon 
be forgotten. May the record of the coming year be one full of God’s 
mercy in the conversion of many, now wandering in sinful ways, and 
the upbuilding of the members of all these churches in every grace of 
Christian Character after the likeness of our one only Redeemer from 
sin; and Example in righteousness, the Lord Jesus Christ the Saviour 


of the world.

SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION, 
J UNE, 1880. 





Although the past year has been one of unusual sickness in our midst, 
yet no member of our Board has been removed by death, nor have any 
of our missionaries been called away. [Only four days after the pre- 
sentation of this Report, and before the final adjournment of the Asso- 
ciation, tidings reached us that our beloved fellow laborer in the Lord, 
the Rev. B. G. Snow, in his 63rd year, had been called to his rest on 
the Ist of May. And so, suddenly, ended the long cherished hope of 
our faithful brother that he might yet be permitted to return to that 
work in Micronesia in which he had engaged for a quarter of a century. 
One of the pioneers to this field his whole heart was ever enlisted in 
the spread of the Gospel among the benighted islanders, and it was his 
privilege to translate large portions of the New Testament into the lan- 
guage of the Strong’s-Islanders and also into that of the Marshall-Island- 

-ers. Many of the sweet hymns in both these languages were also from 
his pen. Nota few of the dark skinned inhabitants of the Pacific shall 
rise up and call him blessed. Mr. Snow took the deepest interest also 
in the labors of his brethren. ‘The closing words of his last letter to us 
are, “ Do let us help Bro. Logan with our prayers. For the enthusi- 
asm in that whole movement of Bro. Sturges [in the Mortlock and 
Ruk| is wonderful all over the land, if not the world! I know of no 
success in modern missions that has any parallel. May the Lord 
make it a perpetual prosperity.”] Rev. N oa Pali, a member of the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association, went to his rest on the 20th of last 

March. From Rev. S. C. Luhiau, another member of this Association 
was taken, on the 19th of April, his companion for more than 29 years. 
Mrs. H. Hanaike, wife of the pastor of Lihue was called away on the 
20th of June, 1879. 

Two mothers in Israel, Mrs. Johnstone and Mrs. M. P. Chamberlain, 
of the late mission of the American Board, have fallen asleep in Jesus, 
the first on the 5th of October, 1879, at an advanced age, after years of 
great feebleness, and the latter on the 19th of January of the present 

ear, 

‘ Mrs. Chamberlain arrived at these islands as Miss Patten, March 3], 
1828, and was married to Mr. Levi Chamberlain, secular agent-of the 
American Board in these islands, September 1, 1828. Her home has 

ever since been in Honolulu, she having been a widow since 1849. 
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For many years her home was the hospitable abode of mission families 
during the “General Meeting” in June; and the missionaries to Mi- 
cronesia will long remember her many kindnesses to them when on their 
way to or from their fields, and her deep interest in their work. 


CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Of the fifty-six Hawaiian Churches connected with the Association 
and numbering between seven and eight thousand members, forty-eight 
have made contributions to our Treasury. 

Fort Street Church has also rendered us great assistance.

HOME EVANGELIZATION. 


Pecuniary aid has been rendered by our Board to the church of the 
lepers on Molokai, the new church of Kapaa, on Kauai, the church of 
Honuaula and the church of Kipahulu and Kaupo, in support of their 
pastors, also to Rev. J. H. Mahoe, (former missionary of our Board 
and now pastor of the Koloa church,) in consideration of special labors 
among the Gilbert Islanders on Kauai. (For amount of grants see 
Treasurer’s. Report.) 

Mr. Maka has labored regularly among the Gilbert Islanders in 
Koolau, Oahu. He has also visited those on Maui and Kauai. Ad- 
dresses before Hawaiian audiences have been made by him, also by our 
returned missionaries Kekela and Kanoho. 

Sabbath afternoon services in the Gilbert Islands language have been 
regularly maintained in this city. The present attendance is about 
fifty. Several of those in attendance have expressed a desire to unite 
themselves with the people of God. 

Thanks are due to the Kawaiahao Church for the use of their audi- 
ence room. 

_ Rev. Luther H. Gulick, M. D., Agent of the American Bible Society 
in China and Japan was constrained to decline the invitation of this 
Association to return to his former position as Secretary of the Board,

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and the present incumbent elected to fill his place until his arrival, has 
consequently continued in office. A prolonged and serious weakness 
of the voice has prevented him from attempting the preaching attend- 
ant upon tours among the churches. 

This lack of service however has been more or less supplemented by 
the labors of the Island visiting Committees, of whose appointment 
mention was made in our last Annual Report. The traveling expenses 
of the extended touring on Hawaii by Rev. A. O. Forbes have been 
liberally met by Rev. E. Bond. 

While the Board thankfully acknowledge what has been accomplished 
through the efficient efforts of the visitirt committees, it however is 
very apparent that the Secretary of this Board should be one with 
health sufficient to visit all portions of our wide field, and with strength 
of voice to admit of continued labors among the churches. 

The Board has no commissioned Chinese laborers, but it has aided 
in Chinese evangelization by making a grant for Ho Ah Pui, on Kauai, of 
$100, the balance of his support some $250 being raised by Christian 
friends on Kauai; another grant of $100 ($75 only being drawn) to 
the foreign church at Makawao and Haiku toward the support of Sat 
Fan and one of $100 to the Young Men’s Christian Association for Sit 
Moon. 

Much thought has been given by our Board to the question whether 
it be expedient to secure the services of an American missionary speak- 
ing Chinese, to labor among the Chinese in this group. As yet we 
have come to no decision. Aid from the American Board for such a 
man can hardly be expected. Are our planters and Christian friends 
of the Chinaman ready to put their shoulders to the wheel? 


EVANGELICAL EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 


NORTH PACIFIC MISSION INSTITUTE. 

This institution has experienced its usual prosperity and now grad- 
uates its first class since its re-organization. hes 

Its president will report concerning it to this Association. 

We feel deeply the loss by fatal accident of one of the students just 
ready to go forth into the vineyard of the Lord. The widow of Kaawa 
has our tender. sympathy. 

BOARDING SCHOOLS. 

The Boarding School for boys at Hilo, the Boarding Schools for girls 
at Kawaiahao, Waialua, Makawao and Kohala, have all been in succes- 
fnl operation, there having been no change in the principals since last 


ear. ) 
The Hilo School and that at Waialua have each received a grant of 


$1000 from the American Board. 
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PUBLICATIONS, 


Of Hawaiian books there have been sold or circulated from the Book 
Depository 154 Bibles, 197 Testaments, 144 ‘Testaments and Psalms, 
473 Hymn Books, 27 Bible Dictionaries, 25 Commentaries on Matthew, 
5 Church Histories, 195 Sabbath School Song Books and 421 other 
books, making a total of 1,641. There have been received at the sales 
room during the year ending June 1, 1880, for Scriptures and other 
books, $1,077.32. 

The Board are publishing a volume of Bible History in the Mortlock 
language prepared by Mr. Logan. The Gospel of Mark in the same ~ 
language, (translated by Mr. Eogan,) has just been printed. We doubt 
not the American Bible Society will be willing to meet the expenses of 
the latter. 

The missionaries in the Gilbert Islands have sold 837 books during 
the year. Of these, 351 Testaments, for which there have been re- 
ceived $123.50 and 113 mats. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 
MARQUESAS MISSION. 


Uapou.—Rey. §. Kauwealoha, Mrs. Lois Kauwealoha.

Rev. J. Kekela arrived at the Hawaiian Islands in October last, hav- 
ing come on a visit for the sake, in part, of his health, with the appro- 
bation of his mission. He remained among us, interesting the church- 
es in his addresses, until the 16th of March, when he set out on his 
return, via San Francisco, to his family, whom he had left with Mr, 
and Mrs. Kauwealoha at Uapou. He brought us letters from our 
brethren in the Marquesas, also minutes of their general meeting held 
at Uapou in June, 1879, these being all we have received from them 
duriug the year, 

MARQUESAS BOARDING SCHOOL. 

Special attention was given at this meeting of the mission to the sub- 
ject of a Boarding School. It was decided to reopen the Boarding 
School for girls at Uapou, and to establish also a department for boys, 
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on the same island, both departments to be under the care of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kauwealoha. ‘The mission request our Board to render the 
school pecuniary aid, and to provide an additional teacher. The 
Boarding School for boys which they had desired Mr. Hapuku to open 
at Atuona at the time of the visit of Messrs. Pogue and Kauhane as 
delegates of our Board in 1874 not having proved a success, and the 
mission not advising the reopening of it, our Board have instructed 
Mr. Hapuku to transfer to Mr. Kauwealoha the balance of the grant 
for his school remaining unexpended, viz., $100, for the benefit of the 
new school. ‘The question of additional grants together with that of 
securing an additional teacher is still an open one with our Board. 

Twelve pupils have already been secured for the school, four of 
whom are from Puamau, and eight from Uapou. How many are boys 
and how many girls does not appear. 

Mr. Kekela has taken back with him on his own responsibility, a 
grown up son who has been residing in the Hawaiian Islands for a 
number of years, and whom he would be glad to have aid in the school. 
Should the young man enter with a whole heart into successful mis- 
sionary work among that degraded people, who could say him nay ? 


UAPOU. 


Mr. Kauwealoha reports that during the seventeen years of his resi- 
dence on that island, thirty-one have been received to the church. Six 
of them have died, two have been suspended, and four have been dis- 
missed to other churches, leaving nineteen members now in regular 
standing. During the past year they had contributed to our Board $20. 

The French Lieutenant-Governor of the group had visited Uapou, 
and through his influence, in part, the chiefs had voted that two day 
schools should be opened on the island, the children of six valleys to 
attend the one at Kauwealoha’s station, Hakanahi, and those of three 
valleys at the Catholic station at Hakalau. Some of the Catholic peo- 
ple had sent their children to Kauwealoha’s day school... To this the 
Catholic priest had made much opposition, The governor had in- 
structed the people that it was not for him or the priest to say whether 
the children should attend the Protestant or Catholic school, but that 
this should he left to the choice of the parents. 

All our missionaries seem to have been cheered by the efforts of the 
governor toencourage education and to suppress intemperance. Distillers 
of spirits on Uapou, had been fined $80, and liquor drinking on that 
island had been brought to anend. War does not exist there, and Ka- 
uwealoha writes that the morning light is breaking. The people are 
building wooden houses and foreign boats, and assisting the whites in 
their work, ‘They have secured clothing for their bodies, and tools for 
making roads. They are engaged in raising stock, and are desirous of 
securing the blessings of civilization, Let us rejoice in these signs of 
progress and take courage.

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PUAMAU-ON-HIVAOA. 


Mr, Kekela states that many of his people had died through strong 
drink, comparatively a few in war. Some time ago he had a school, 
but on account of the disturbed condition of the country, the people 
generally had abandoned themselves to drinking, to worldly pleasure 
and war. Catholic teachers had occasioned difficulties, and were en- 
deavoring, by means of presents, to draw away the people after them. 
Mr. Kekela reports ten members of the church asin regular standing, 
and as conducting well. A few other persons also were in attendance 
upon his meetings. He is far from being discouraged, although he has 
labored for the good of the Marquesans for more than twenty-six years. 


ATUONA-ON-HIVAOA, 


The church at this station consists of thirty-four members. Five had 
been suspended, and one had died during the year. The contributions 
amounted. to $10. Mr. Hapuku reports the majority of his people as 
bringing forth “the bad fruits of the devil,” being given over to war; 
the drinking of rum and awa, and under tabus; but he has seen such 
fruits at times when the Holy Spirit has drawn near, such softness of 
the heart, such a readiness on the part of the people to engage in good 
works with unity of purpose, as to make it a very little matter to build 
a church, to contribute regularly to foreign missions, to attend church 
and school in large numbers, such aptitude on the part of the women in 
braiding hats and making garments, and in caring for their households 
with efficiency and joy as to lead him to feel that the residence of mis- 
sionaries among them has not been in vain; and they, the missionaries, 
still continue to hold themselves in readiness with great willingness of 
heart to enter into the work of the Lord, being encouraged to look for a 

‘wider opening for usefulness in the near future, especially in view of 
the present attitude of the French governor, 

Would it be surely be wise to abandon the mission at such a time as 
this? It is true that our Board since its organization in 1863 have al- 
ready expended more than $25,000 in efforts to evangelize the Mar- 
quesans, but until we find the Hawaiian Churches unable or unwilling 
to support all our missions, shall we give over to Catholicism and pa- 
ganism those for whom we have expended so much, and care no longer 
for the lambs among the wolves? May the Lord guide us. 


“ MORNING STAR NO. 3.” 


The Morning Star sailed on her ninth voyage for Micronesia on 
the 11th of June, 1879, in command of Capt. I. Bray. Rev. E. T, 
Doane was a passenger. The vessel was absent eight months, return- 
ing to this port on the 15th of Feb. bringing up Rev. A. A. Sturges, 
Rev. D. Kanoho and wife, and Mr. Moses Kaure and wife, Mr. Kaure 
comes to assist Mr. and Mrs. Bingham in the. work of preparing a 
Christian literature for the Gilbert Islanders in their own language, and 
with the hope of being better fitted for Gospel work. 

Of Capt. Bray’s work a missionary writes, “« We are highly pleased 
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with the course of Capt. Bray as commander of the Morning Star. 
His aim in every thing seems to be to advance, in the best manner, our 
missionary work. We pray that the Lord may preserve his health and 
long continue him in command. His wife too is a helper in all good 
work.” Another missionary says, “I need not repeat my former 
praise of our Captain. Whenever he leaves the Star not only will it 
be very difficult to fill his place, but we shall suffer a personal loss.” 

Of his own work Capt. Bray says, ‘* We have sighted thirty-four 
different islands during the voyage and visited twenty-six of them once, 
and thirteen of them twice. We have entered nineteen lagoons, and 
dropped our anchor fifty-seven times. We have boated 813 miles. We 
have transferred 251 passengers from one island to another. Upon the 
whole voyage we have sailed 13,193 miles. Nothing like an accident 
has occurred during the voyage except the loss of an anchor at Ponape. 
Twice at Kusaie the vessel dragged her anchor and lay alongside the 
perpendicular coral wall for a few moments, but not even a scratch to 
the copper was received. 

To the efficiency and alacrity of the officers in their duty both at sea 
and in port I attribute the rapidity of our movements in Micronesia 
and commend them for their interest and care of the vessel at all times, 
and for their cheerfulness in receiving and executing orders. 

Finding the Morning Star’s work in Micronesia all successfully 
accomplished for another year we set sail for Honolulu from Strong’s 
Island, Jan. Sth, filled with gratitude and praises to our kind Father, 
who had led us by the right hand, prospering us in all our ways, and 
keeping us from all accident and harm.”

TAPITEUEA. 


In June of 1879, the peace of this island was disturbed by an afftay 
between the heathen and Christian party in which fifteen of the former 
and one of the latter were killed. With this exception much progress 
has been made. Of our missionaries on this island Rev. W. B. Kapu 
and Mr. H. B. Nalimu, both Hawaiians, our delegate to the Gilbert 
Islands mission, Rev. E. T. Doane, could write, “ Both seem to be 
working well. Four days in the week they have a large school, * * 
The pupils are mostly youth, yet mothers with their babes, and fathers 
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and grandfathers attend. Some of the youth are bright * * The 
work of the week is divided somewhat thus; four days to the school ; 
one, Friday, to prayer meeting, for women especially ; and Saturday 
to fishing and preparing food for the Sabbath. The Lord’s day brings 
the heaviest work I should judge; for then immense congregations often 
assemble, one and two thousand, and when the church edifice is found 
to be too small the whole body adjourns to some large native council 
house. [Mr. Nalimu says that sometimes a hundred canoes accom- 
panied them in their tours about the island. ] 

he contributions for the month come in quite Jiberally for this 
people, consisting of twine made from the cocoa nut fibre. [1052 lbs 
from Kapu’s people and 1043 from Nalimu’s.] We were impressed 
by the evidence of progress in the work. Natives near the station are 
becoming more civilized in dress and behaviour. Out lying districts 
are calling for the “ school master.” 

We sail from Tuapiteuea with the banner of the cross now in 
triumph flying there. ‘The seed of the Kingdom has been planted. 
Its roots are striking deep. Its branches yet we believe are to wave 
over all that peopte.” : 

Cheering intelligence of a much later date has been received from 
Rev. W. B. Kapu. He reports having received into the church, Oct. 
5, 1879, 168 persons on profession of faith, and 140 on the 11 of Jan. 
1880. His entire supply of books received by the Morning Star has 
been sold; and he asks for 250 Testaments, 250 Hymn Books, 150 
Reading Books, 100 Arithmetics, 50 Geographies and 100 Slates. He 
had secured the assistance of three teachers in carrying on their 
schools. 

He reports that the people of the island have burnt up seventy-nine 
muskets, a great number of spears, the burning piles resembling piles 
of firewood, also their cocoanut fibre body armor, except such as they 
had sold to foreigners. They have broken to pieces more than 300 
swords and war knives, and have forbidden foreigners to land either 
guns, swords or rum, The penalty of death is to be executed upon 
such as shall commit murder, and fines are to be imposed for stabbing 
and the violation of the Sabbath. 

The Church “ Beautiful ” having become too small, they had taken 
it down, and built a larger one on the same site, its length being now 
one hundred and twenty feet, and its width sixty feet. 


APEMAMA, 


“« We approach this island,” says Mr. Doane, “not hearing the old 
story when ‘darkness covered the people,’ ‘no good, missionary, no 
good, missionary,’ as years since they replied when asked if they would 
like such teachers. But now it is, ‘ missionary very good,’ and as the 
king said to me yesterday when speaking of the Christian teacher who 
had just left the Star, ‘He good man.’ And that teacher is a good 
man. * * ‘The first to take up the work [in Apemama] he has been 
successful as a school master. In his schools he has more than one 
hundred pupils in attendance. As yet he has no organized church 
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about him but there is material for one. Quite a number stand ready 
to be enrolled. He has three congregations on the Sabbath, the attend- 
ants numbered by hundreds. 

«[ landed here at midnight. * * It was soon noised abroad that 
the missionary had come, and the people came running together, don- 
ning their best suits on therun. They approached us with a pleasant 
smile, and shake of the hand, then seated themselves on mats near the 
beach. ‘The moon was shining at her full. The scene and the hour 
were impressive. We suggested prayer and singing. And for more 
than an hour, waiting for the incoming tide with which to return to the 
ship we sat together there ‘in heavenly places’ worshiping ‘before 
the Lord. I prized this meeting the more since it was one of the evi- 
dences of Christianity. 

MAIANA. 


This island presents a hard field for Lono, so says our delegate. 
« He has worked here for eight years, and the success has not been 
very marked. Yet the Lord has been with him. * * The congre- 
gations on the Sabbath are rather small. The day school numbers 
only some ten or fifteen pupils. The membership of the church is 
seventeen. Evidently it is the day of small things here with the 
brother. But the good work has been started, that is much. In the 
little progress made we could see a large advance in the Christian 
friends about him above that of the heathen party hanging around. 
* * We gathered a few inthe church for prayer and praise. All 
brought their Testaments to read, but the few moments we had ashore 
did not allow time for this. * * JZ doubt not for a moment the 
Lord has some of His dear ones here. 
MARAKEI, 


The ill health of Mrs. Kanoho has constrained her and her husband 
to return to these islands for a visit. The prevalence of war on this 
island led Mr. Doane to write, “* We wish he could have held on this 
_ year. We leave Kabure a native teacher in his place however. He 
seems to have a good mind, is mild mannered, and loves his work. 
Kanoho says his school has nearly been disbanded, Sometimes two, 
sometimes ten pupils come. ‘The war spirit makes the children rest- 
less, The Sabbath congregations too are small. The membership of 
the church is 218, During the past year 63 have joined, but 34 have 
been suspended. ‘There is much amid all that seems dark now to 
inspire hope.” 


TARAWA, 


« Mr. Haina is living just now amid wars and rumors of wars. He 
has suffered no personal violence, but a trader told me at times he 
thought the good man to be in no little danger. The Christian party 
feel this long continued war state. Their lands taken from them, taken 
not because they are Christians, but members of a vanquished party, 
their little property gone, they are discouraged and stand ready to hire 
out to a labor ship, leave their home, perhaps never to return. 
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The missionary has had a little success the past year. A few have 
been baptized. * * His school has been broken up, and the people 
about him are leaving so that he is likely to live in a desolate place. 
The picture of this island is a dark one; but it should not be abandon- 
ed, not at least so long as so good a man and good a woman as his wife 
are willing to work there. 


APAIANG, 


“ Just now Apaiang seems to be passing through trials greater than 
ever. The old word it is, we must pass along the line to friends, war/ 
war! The king is at war with his neighbors the people of Tarawa. It 
seems to be a strife intensified by years of hatred, He appeared pleased 
to hear from the old missionaries the Binghams and Taylors. His face 
lighted up not a little when I told him there was hope of Mr. Taylor’s 
return, I asked the king something about his religious life, but he re- 
plied, ‘ He too much fight to go to meeting now.’ Mr. Leleo’s work 
suffers. His schoo] has dwindled down to only some ten pupils, but he 
has baptized during the year as many. * * The brother, though 
feeling the times are dark, desires heroically to hold on, and work on. 
There is certainly much here to sustain any heroic soul.” 


SOUTH BUTARITARI, 


The bright hope excited, says Mr. Doane, some five years since, as I 
passed this island, of the work here of the Lord, has not culminated as 
I expected. This return visit reveals a backset to the good work. 
War and drunkenness are the order of the day here. * * Four 
years ago since the brother [Rev. J. W. Kanoa] had a flourishing 
church of 80 members. It now has only nine! 

_This retrograde movement is largely to be attributed to the conduct 
of the present king. Before his brother’s death a few months since he 
“was a good man. * * Now on the throne he has abandoned himself 
to his cups and to war. * * I was told by good authority, within 
the last month the king and the few friends about him had used up 500 
gallons of liquor. Some of this he bought from a trader, some, nearly 
half, from a captain whose vessel, the —, had been wrecked on 
the reef. 

Mr. Kanoa’s field has certainly much to try him. He has labored 
long here. * * It must not be thought the light has wholly gone 
out here, There are a few who are steadfast. 1 daily saw the face of 
one, and knew of his life as living near the Lord. 





MAKIN AND NORTH BUTARITARI. 


This station, in the absence at these islands of Rev. R. Maka has 
been cared for by Mr. Kanoa. Mr. Doane reports hearing of a better 
state of things as existing there than at South Butaritari. 


GENERAL SURVEY OF GILBERT ISLANDS MISSION. 


In reviewing the present condition of our work in the Gilbert 
Islands, our delegate writes, “ There is much in the report of the visit 
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of the Star, and your delegate to the Gilbert Islands that is rather dis- 
heartening. It is sad to hear so much of war, so much of drunkenness, 
so much of defection of those in power. But then there is much to 
cheer. Much good has been done, schools have been taught, school 
books bought, additions to the churches have been made, near 275 
joining the different ones. There has been much touring and visiting 
by the brethren among their people. On some of the islands the 
work is difficult, for the islands are large, the people numerous. 

To the work here mentioned must be added that of the gift to the 
whole people [six years-ago] in their own language, the whole of the 
New Testament with many sweet Christian hymns, and school books 
and Bible stories. 

If the our report has a dark side this will show that it has also the 
bright side. And to that we need the rather to look, for there the 
Lord is. The darker side should but quicken our zeal to work the 
harder, since there is so much evidence He is blessing the mission. 
He has not abandoned it. Let not Christians think of so doing.” 

Mr: Doane alludes to the depopulation of the group by war and the 
labor ship, and says that the brethren think the population will not now 
exceed 25,000, and he asks, “ Are we to see this island world yet 
depleted of its native people. We shall hope not. A new life is com- 
ing over this portion of the island world.”

‘ JALUIT. 

Dr. Pease, who made the usual supervisory trip among the Marshall 
Islands on the Morning Star, says of Jaluit, “« Here the work is obvi- 
ously on the decline. Six have been expelled, one only added to the 
church during the year. There has been no school, no touring among 
the islets. Kapali, the Hawaiian missionary stationed here lost his 
wife a year ago. His health is not good, and he has a family of three 
young children. In view of these facts we advised him to return 1m- 
mediately to Honolulu.” ; 

Mr. Kapali has returned to the Hawaiian Islands, and his place is 
now supplied by Rev. Jeremiah Lakomnir, a Marshall Islander, and 
lately at Mille. 

MALOELAP. 

In Maloelap, the Northern island, which in connection with Aur was 
visited last year by the Star, we founda field ready for cultivation. 
Lonkallon, the Namerik man left here last year had made no mark, 
and was returned home. We left one of the graduates of the school 
Legillin by name, of whom however we do not expect very great things. 
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The chief of the two islands above mentioned Jurtake received him 
kindly and promised to take good care of him. The church in Ebon 
had given him an outfit of $50 and some presents, so that we consider 
him well provided for during this year. 


ARNO. 


This is Rev. S. P. Kaaia’s station and the most populous of the 
Marshall Islands. 

Here the work was retrograding. In the former part of the year 
there had been some fighting, and afterwards a partial famine. There 
has been no school, only the Sabbath services in the one church and 
these thinly attended. This missionary, a good and faithful worker, 
greatly needs to be reinforced. i 


MEJURO, 


Rev. Kekuewa’s station. Apparently nothing has been done here dur- 
ing the year. There has been no school. There is neither school 
house, church building, nor church members. This missionary seems 
to have no hold on the people and to be quite discouraged, 


MILLE, 


The work here was only holding its own. The Hawaiian Mr. 
Nawaa in connection with Jeremiah had assisted in erecting a very 
fine native church, now almost completed. * * Jeremiah is a most 
valuable man, and has worked faithfully so far as we could ascertain 
during the year. 

NAMERIK. 


Namerik seems to be the bright spot in this tour. Matthew (a 
Marshall Islander) has been working faithfully here, preaching and 
teaching. During our visit five were restored to the church, and five 
admitted on profession, and thirteen children were baptized. The 
church appears to be alive, harmonious and vigorous, and now num- 
bers about seventy-five, We received a warm welcome and celebrated 
the Lerd’s supper with the brethren. 

1 ought perhaps to mention that Nierik the graduate of the school 
who went last year to assit Matthew in teaching speedily lost heart and 
embraced the first opportunity to return to Ebon. 

Matthew has come with us to study for a year before resuming his 
work on this island. 

Native teachers are to be our most efficient helpers in the time to 
come, and we must bend all our energies to the work of bringing for- 
ward such laborers, 

EBON, 


In writing of Ebon Dr. Pease says, « The Lord sent us His Spirit 
early in the year, awakening some to newness of life, making the schol- 
ars more diligent, orderly and teachable, and staying the lapse of church 
members into open sin. ‘Three or four fallen one have been restored. 
Perhaps as the resul of this slight moving of the waters a dozen new 
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members will be added to the church. We feel that this has been in 
answer to prayer. * * 

We left, [on the removal to Kusaie], the church on Ebon in the care ° 
of a native pastor, Laniing. He was the choice of the church, is a 
good man, energetic, wide awake, and a graduate of the school. 

Mr. Whitney in speaking of the Mission Press at Ebon says, we 
have printed a total during the year of 59,280 pages. Of this amount 
a large proportion was of a higher arithmetic, and quite a quantity of a 
Hymn Book. 

KUSAIE. 


By this trip of the Morning Star, Dr. Pease, with the consent of 
our Board, removed from Ebon to Kusaie to carry on there the work of 
training native teachers for the Marshall Islands. Of his removal he 
writes, “ We embarked from Ebon for Kusaie Sept. 27 with thirty-six 
natives, twenty-six of whom are scholars ‘This is a larger number 
than we had expected,.but so many were desirous of coming, that we 
felt constrained to exceed our original plans. 

Oct. 8, the king of Kusaie gave us a deed of the site we had selected, 
so that now we hold in the name of the A. B. C. F. M. all the land the 
school will probably need. : 

As soon as the location was secured, I began to clear away the for- 
est, and prepare to build. In this work and in the subsequent erection 
of my house, I received valuable assistance from Captain Bray, and es- 
pecially from Mr. Doane and the two mates of the S¢ar, Mr. Garland 
and Mr. Underwood. The Kusaieans will soon erect for us several 
additional houses to be the homes of our natives. A good bit of forest 
is cleared away, and we have begun to plant a little taro, sugar cane, 
bananas, &c. 

Our people seem contented, and considering all things have been re- 
markably free from sickness. We began some weeks since to teach 
them English, and shall soon begin the school regularly. We expect 
to give great prominence to the study of English, and perhaps by and 
by shall be able to give nearly all our instruction in that language. 
* * We very much need an assistant teacher, a lady to come down 
on the Star next year. We drsire a lady who is earnest and devoted, 
thoroughly educated, and who can sing and play the organ. She would 
find work at once, and we will do our best to give her a pleasant home 
in our family. * * 

Every thing connected with our new movement has thus far gone 
well. We all enjoy most excellent health, and the future is bright 
with promise. * * The Lord has led us, I am sure, and His ways 
are always the best ways. 
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CAROLINE ISLANDS MISSION. 


Oua-on-Ponape.—Rev E T Doane, Mr F E Rand, Mrs Carrie T Rand. One church; one 
‘training school; twelve out stations with as many churches.

Mokil.—One church. (No pastor.) i 

Lukunor.—Rey David, (partially ordained Ponape pastor) Mrs Sarah David. One church. 

Oniop-on-Lukunor.—Rey R W Logan, Mrs Mary E Logan. One church; one school. 

Satoan.—Mr Barnabas and wife, (Ponapeans.) One church. 

Ta-on-Satoan.—Rev Obadiah, (partially ordained) Mrs Obadiah, (Ponapeans), One church. 

Mor-on-Satoan.—Mr Alexander, (Ponapean.) One church. 

Kutu-on-Satoan.—One church in care of Rev Obadiah. 

Etal.—One church, no pastor. 

Namaluk.—Mr Julius, Mrs Sarah Julius, (Ponapeans,) one church. 

Losap.—Mr Solomon, Mrs Susan Solomon, (Ponapeans.) One church. 

Nama.—Mr Titus, Mrs Junia Titus, (Ponapeans.) 

Uman-in-Ruk.—Rev Moses, (a partially ordained evangelist born of Gilbert Island parents 
on Ponape,) Mrs Zipporah Moses. 


PINGELAP, 


Mr, Sturges reports that many of the promising youth of Pingelap 
who have been attending the Oua school on Ponape returned to their 
native island by the JMorning Star. He says, “these people are 
much like a flock of sheep; one starts and all must go.” 

In accordance with the wishes of the people, Thomas, a native of 
Pingelap, was ordained pastor of the church. Fifty-eight adults were 
baptized and taken into the church. The Lord’s supper was deferred 
till the next Sabbath to be administered by the new pastor. It was 
not a scene of any common occurrence that 1 then and there witnessed, 
that large stone church filled with attentive, respectably dressed people, 
probably not far from a thousand, all seated and in their right mind, 
church members all seated by themselves, as made ready for the sacra- 
ment, and constituting on third of the whole. 

Is it not to the praise of the Gospel that not one wears long locks 
now, not one on the island smokes the pipe, and probably not a youth 
that cannot read? * * Jlasked all who had ever been to Ponape to 
rise. I was surprised at the number, considerably over one hundred. 
I asked the King if there was one of his people I had ever taken 
away and not brought back, and was glad to learn that not one had 
died or strayed. * * 1 said all the good things I could to encourage ’ 
that Pingelap church, now that they were started ona new race, to 
take care of themselves more fully than ever.” 


EAST AND SOUTH PONAPE, 


Mr Sturges writes, “ Our churches are all in a cold state. Some of 
the members have gone from us. Our youth especially’ have tried us. 
Their life is an unrestrained flow of passions from infancy up and does 
not yield very readily to the marriage vows, or the restraint of church 
or school, hence the sad defection of some of our hopeful candidates 
for teachers. Some of our most helpful workers have died, two of 
them, Jacob and Joseph, who were among our first converts have lately 
gone to their rest, snd sweet will be their rest after the long and hard 
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warfare they have had with their heathen neighbors. They first be- 
came interested under my old associate Dr. Gulick, for whom they (as 
do others,) retain a lasting love, 

Services have been kept up in all our churches (thirteen in number) 
by native teachers. Ihave gone to them all afew times during the 
year, though less than formerly. Narcissas who has had the care of 
the old Kiti church has been of great service to me by going around 
much among the churches in that tribe. A few have been added and 
some restored to fellowship. The total membership is about 750. 
About 20 have bzen added during the year. 

The Rands have had charge of the Oua school, and so will them- 
selves report. | have retained only the teachers and more hopeful 
ones, having them with me parts of three or four days in the week, 
helping them to their Sabbath teachings, most of them going out 
regularly to their Sabbath congregations. I am glad to report 
most of them as doing good, and some preparing to go on to the West. 
Some very hopeful youth are in our schools, and will be ready to 
push on to the front in a year or two. It has been our main object to 
raise up and fit workers for our foreign field. 

The great work on my hands during the present year has been the 
remodeling of our stone church at Oua. The walls were lowered to 
ten feet, and a strong frame was erected on the top for an audience 
room, furnishing a basement for schools and other purposes. 

Contributions are falling off in our churches this year. They still do 
pretty well in contributions of native food for our families and our 
schools. as also in aiding us in our general work of building houses 
and getting about the island.” 


THE OUA SCHOOL. 


Mr. Rand reports the average attendance at this school for three 
terms beginning Jan. 20, 1879 at 98.

Mr. Rand writes, “If Ponape is to be headquarters where laborers for 
the Caroline group are to be prepared for their work it certainly is hig h 
time that something more be done in the line of education than has 
been done. * * Where is the lady teacher to take charge of the 
gitls? Mrs. Rand will do what she can with them, but there is an im- 
portant work, and more of it than-one with a family can do outside of 
the girls’ school. We not only say ‘come over and help us’ to any 
lady who is willing to devote herself to the Lord’s work in this part of 
the vineyard, but we would add, come quickly.” 

The Caroline Mission have invited Mr. Doane to be associated with 
Mr. Rand in carrying on the training school at Oua, and to take the 
place left vacant by the withdrawal of Mr. Sturges through failing 
health, and we rejoice in the kind Providence which fills at once the va- 
cancy with one well acquainted with the language and work. 
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NORTH PONAPE, 


Mr. Logan says, “ It has been a year of spiritual coldness at Kenan. 
Our congregations have been small; there has been little interest 
in Sunday school and our day =chool has been small. This (the 
day school) we have aimed to make partake as much as we could of the 
character of a training school. 

It was hard work to get any work upon the church or school house 
for which there was no pay. The church members also did poorly in - 
supplying us with native food. * * Worldly mindedness is the cry- 
ing evil, the great source of the low condition into which our church 
has fallen. Still we feel that there is a leaven at work and that there 
is encouragement to hold on. 

The church at Parom under the care of Rabai has been prosperous 
during the year. Rabai is a good faithful worker. 

At Auak it has been a year of coldness as well as at Kenan. Julius 
has been faithful to his work, * * He has been my right hand, 
as it were, one on whose judgment I would largely rely, and 
on whose fidelity | could depend. We expect him to doa good work in 
his new field (Namaluk Mortlock group), and as we have given to the 
Lord our best we trust that He will not let our home work suffer. 

Fully one half of our strength has been put upon the Mortlock lan- 
guage. I have worked out a vocabulary of about 1400 words. 1 have 
written out a small primer or first reading book, which has been priated 
by Mr. Rand. I have also written out a book of Bible Stories or Bible 
History, and have translated the gospel of Mark, 

Mr. Logan reports the health of Mrs. Logan as being so good that 
in addition to teaching in school several branches, and in addition to her 
household and family duties, “ she has been able to copy all the Mort- 
lock manuscript.” 


THE morTLocKs. (300 miles W. by S. from Ponape.) 


By this last voyage of the Morning Star Mr. Sturges accompanied 
by his former associate Mr. Doane made his seventh trip of supervision 
through this group. 

Sailing from Ponape on the 15th of Nov. 1879 the Morning Star 
first touched at the atoll of Lukunor, on the western extremity of which 
is the islet Oniop, where Mr. and Mrs. Logan were landed, in accord- 
ance with a vote of the Caroline Mission that they be located there for 
the whole or a part of the present year. Mr. Logan says, ‘1 am pleas- 
ed to find that [ can make myself understood by the people here at once. 
Our hope is that we can gather here quite a number of the more ad- 
vanced scholars with those who, while not far advanced ‘in 
scholarship, have established Christian character, and have mani- 
fested some aptitude for teaching, and do what we can ‘to help them 
to the knowledge necessary to fit them to be helpers to our Ponape 
teachers, both here and in the newer fields beyond. The Lord we trust 
has led us here and opens out before us a wide door. We havea good 
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native house to live in here, and think we can make ourselves very 
comfortable. The people are kind and seem very teachable.” 

Mr. Sturges says, “ Some were ready to join the church but the work 

was left over for Mr. Logan. 

At Ta, (headquarters), we found Obadiah and Obadinia, in their 
new and good house their loving people had built for them, as an in- 
ducement to return. They had been to the opposite end of the lagoon 
to start a church and school there. Both places have advanced,.and 
also Etal, where this good couple have at times gone to attend to 
church work, and look after the school, which has flourished in the. 
hands of native Mortlockers. 

At the former place, Ta, sixteen were baptized. At Kutu, twenty- 
four. At Etal, four. At Satoan, Barnabas’ station, twenty-one were 
baptized. At Mor, four. 

On the Ist of December, 1879, Julius and Sarah, Mr. Logan’s 
helpers on Ponape were landed at Namaluk, Mr, Sturges being thus 
permitted to fulfill his promise of last year to the King that he would 
bring them a very good couple. He “ found the people very glad to 
see them.” 

At Losap first manned last year, he found Solomon and Susan 
well, and the work prospering. It was not easy to believe that such 
changes had been made in one short year. * * A good amount of 
contributions was taken off, and every thing seemed hopeful. 

At Nama, (the farthest point reached last year) * the same wor- 
derful changes were found as at Losap, the broad street and neat par- 
sonage, and substantial meeting house, large contributions in shells and 
native twine and a prospering school. Titus and Junia were landed 
here to take the place of Moses and Zipporah, that these veterans 
might go on to Ruk. 

These Christians, the hoyefully converted people on these two islands, 
fifty-seven on Nama and fifty on Losap were not baptized, only ex- 
amined, all married and constituted formally into Christian communi- 
ties, being giving another year to develop in. They have given good 
evidence of a change in abandoning wicked lives, in building houses, 
and in taking care of their teachers. It was with sorrow and much 
weeping “ that the Nama people gave up Moses and Zipporah.” 


nuk. . (400 miles W. of Ponape.) 


The great and beautiful lagoon of Ruk studded with picturesque vol- 
canic and coral isles inhabited by several ihousand natives was entered 
for the first time by the Morning Star on the 5th of Dec., 1879. To- 
ward this important cluster the eyes of many friends of Micronesia 
have been turned with wistful looks for many years, and no heart has 
yearned more to plant the gospel banner there than that of the veteran 
Sturges. And God has granted him this joy as the crowning act of 
a faithful life of missionary toil from which with pain he reluctantly has 
turned away, probably never to return. Let the story of this planting 
be told largely in his own words,—“ Is it a reality or a dream that this 
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long sealed enclosure of islands is open to the light, and teachers actual- 
ly landed and made welcome? Last Saturday, Dec. 6, was the dey of 
the realization of my dreams and the day for which my prayers for 
long years have been offered. 1 

We came to anchor in the great Hogolu for Ruk] lagoon last Friday, 
Dec. 5, about 10 o’clock, went on shore to hunt up the people as they 
would not come to us, and at first seemed little inclined to let us see 
them. We found a great crowd gathered in front of a feast house, 
quite out of sight till our boat shot into a little cove. On giving them 
the Mortlock salutation, multitudes, headed by the King, rushed down 
and into the water, laid hold. of our boat and literally bore us up on to 
dry land. It was a sight and a scene for the painter rather than the 
writer. An immense Tamana tree with its huge branches spread its 
intensely green shade over a little bay and grassy slope, on which 
swarmed multitudes of rather noisy but rude natives whose thoughts 
and intents we could not know. . 

The king came forward, and on being introduced to the Captain 
took him and the missionary, and led the way up the slope and into 
the great house, and pointing to the platform on a big canoe, asked his 
guests to be seated. The crowds rushed in and largely filled up the 
house, After a few moments the king brought with his own hands a 
wooden tray filled with what looked like frosted dumplings, and placed 
it before us. I was not slow to get out my pocket knife, and appropri- 
‘ ate to myself one of these very inviting [bread fruit] dumplings. * * 
There was nothing about to excite our fears, except that I had noticed 
on landing some few of the natives holding big knives in their hands, 
not grasping them as if for use, but merely holding them after the 
Ponape fashion; so I did not dread them. Still it was a relief to have 
.the food so quickly brought, and the leaders on both sides par- 
taking of a friendly meal together, as on all these islands to partake of 
food together is to be friends. * * The crowd being called to order, 
perfect silence prevailed, and the great object of our coming was intro- 
duced. After a few words of explanation the question was put, “ Do 
you want to know and worship the true God? and do you want the 
teachers we have brought for you to stop on your island?” The king 
and the chiefs answered in the affirmative. * * 

The next morning the king and some of his chiefs came off on board. 

After an hour or two we went with Moses and the king to look for a 
suitable place for the station. The house we had held the council in 
the day before was asked for, and readily granted for the teachers to 
live in till another could be built, and they set about pattitioning off 
one end for them. 

We made arrangements for holding public services on shore the next 
day, Sabbath, These were attended by a large and_ attentive congre- 
gation. Moses made a good talk about God as the Father of all peo- 
ple and of His readiness to take the Rukites back into His family from 
which they had strayed. Mr. Doane followed him with a few re- 
marks, [then took Moses by one hand, Zipporah by the other, led 
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them out in front of the King and Queen and people, and told 
them how they were my children, that I had known them from child- 
hood, would now give them up to be their teachers, and asked who 
would be their father and mother, and care for them. There was a 
general response: “I will, L will; we q@JJ will love them and obey 
them.” God grant that their promise may be kept. * * A heartier 
or more Christian welcome could never be given than did these moth- 
‘ers and sisters on Ruk give to their new sister on landing from the 
“ Star.” [admired the manly form of the King, his keen eye and 
bright face and noticed his pleased look and readiness to help in the 
boat, and gratify every wish. In landing our teachers’ things and tak- 
ing them up the beach into the house, the King led his people, himself 
carrying burdens, and charging them to be careful. It is very helpful 
when Kings head their people in every good work, and very good to . 
the hearts of old missionaries when they see their children in such de- 
mand and brought to such glorious settlement.” 
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Let no one say that the effort to give the bread of life to the perish- 
ing is a thankless task; but cheered by all the encouragement which _ 
our Lord has afforded us during the past year, let us urge upon the 
churches of this Association the duty of going forward with this work 
till the kingdoms of this world shall have become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and of His Christ.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY 
INSTITUTE, PRESENTED JUNE 4, 1880. 





During the twelve month past, many have been the Divine mercies 
vouchsafed to this Institution, and with gratitude do we say, ‘‘Blessed 
be the name of the Lord.’’? If some sorrow or disappointment has 
come to us, we have felt it equally a privilege and a joy to say, “The 
will of the Lord be done.”’ 

The American Board has made a special grant, from the Otis Fund, 
of $500. A friend who visited the Islands two years age, Hon. Wm. 
Hyde, of Ware, Mass., has also given $500 to the Institute. And the 
Hawaiian Board has made an appropriation of $200. These have been 
the largest donations to the Institute. Mrs. Mary Rice, of Kauai, 
has twice given the money needed to furnish a student’s room. Arti- 

cles for personal use for the students have been contributed freely and 
generously by various friends. It was necessary to build a new dor- 
mitory to provide for the increased number of students. The build- 
ing, 36 by 20 feet, is divided into three apartments of equal size, and 
forms a continuation of the makai row of dormitories. The whole 
cost, with the ground graded, and the building painted and white- 
washed, was about $500. The new dormitories have been furnished 
with bedstead, washstand, chairs, table and matting. Aside from these 
expenditures, there has been no occasion for any large outlay. The 
work has been done by the students, with the help of a carpenter, for 
three weeks, to planand oversee. Thestudents have usually been able 
to find steady employment. If they have needed occasionally to be 
assisted from the treasury of the Board, the money they have received 
has been in compensation for some work done on the Institute premi- 
ses. The grounds have been put and kept in fine order, a smooth turf 
taking the place of the former unsightly weeds. Three of the students 
have Kept horses in the yard, furnished for their use by the churches 
to which they have ministered regularly every Sabbath. New en- 
trance gates have been ordered to replace the old ones which were too 
-yuch out of repair to be fit for further service. 

The course of instruction has been on the plan originally adopted. 
The Principal has prepared full commentaries on the Epistles to the 
Hebrews and to the Romans. These the students have neatly written 
from his dictation. The Committee have awarded to 8. U. Kapahi, a 
set of Jamieson, Faussett, and Browne’s Portable Commentaries, the 
prize offered for the best written manuscript. The students have thus 

_ Jearned how to explain the symbolic worship of the Old Testament, 
and studied also the philosophy of the plan of salvation as embodied 
in the facts and doctrines of the New Testament. This has been the 
first exercise every day. A Geography of the Bible, in the English lan- 
guage, has been the lesson assigned for every Friday morning. Every 
Monday morning there hasbeen a regular meeting of the _Rhetorical 
Society. The students have taken turns in filling the various offices, 
and have thus been made familiar with the management of deliber- 
ative assemblies. The regular exercises at each meeting have been a 
homily and an exposition, suitable for prayer meeting talks, and a 
debate on some question of practical importance, or some subject of 
religious interest. The study of Systematic Theology has been the 
regular work of the other mornings, using as a text book Binney’s 
Compend, but translating and reciting this in Hawaiian, with addi- 
tions and emendations. Two text books in Hawaiian have also been 
used, Rey. W. P. Alexander’s ‘ Theology by Question and Answer,” 
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and Rev. R. Forbes’ ‘Translation of the Westminster Catechism.’’ 
The students have been much interested and profited by the lessons of 
the three other teachers, who have taken part in the work of the In- 
stitute. Under Rev. M. Kuaea they have studied a Hawaiian transla- 
tion and adaptation of Alexander’s Evidences of Christianity, and the 
Manual of Church Usages, published by the Hawaiian Board. Rev. 
S. E. Bishop has continued his Expository Lectures on the Old Testa- 
ment. Rev. H. H. Parker has had for his special department, as here- 
tofore, the composition and delivery of sermons, Mr. Clarence Cooke 
had begun to give gratuitous instruction every Tuesday evening, in 
the rules and practice of Sacred Music, but this most enjoyable and 
ees part of the seminary course was eut short by his untimely 
eath. 

The assistant of Rev. H. Bingham, in his work of preparing addi- 
tional Gilbert Island literature, has been provided with rooms in the 
Tnstitute; but his wife’s health has failed, and they are to return to 
their home. The three new students, who have entered the Institute 
this year, will return to complete a three years’ course. The first 
class under the new organization of the Institute will graduate this 
year, having completed a full three years’ course. One is to go to the 
foreign missionary field. The seven others expect to go to places 
where they are needed and have been invited to engage in the 
Master’s service in the home work. Whether at home or abroad, the 
work is one, the conversion of sinners to Christ. Our hope and pray- 
er for all these young men is that .they may win many souls, and be 
greatly successful in advancing the Redeemer’s Kingdom. One stu- 
dent, only four weeks before the time of graduation, was accidentally 
but fatally injured, and died after three days of great bouily suffering, 
but with full and clear expression of triumphant faith in his Divine 
Redeemer. His death, in such a way at such a time, has cast the 
shadow of a great sorrow over many friends who knew his steadfast- 
ness in the faith, and how the Lord had already blessed him in lead- 
ing others to trust in the Savior, whose mercy he had sought and 
found, whose name he loved and honored. 

It is the special duty of each Island Association and every minister 
of the gospel, to seek out suitable candidates for the work of the 
Ministry. Let each and all make special effort to secure as many as 
twenty new students to begin next October a three years’ course of 
study. These Hawaiian Islands greatly need pastors for vacant 
churches. God has been blessing the labors of the Hawaiian Mission- 
ary in the other islands of thé North Pacific. God’s promise to His ser- 
vant is, ‘‘ My faithfulness and my mercy shall be with him: and in 
my name shall his horn be exalted. I will set his hand also in the 
sea, and his right hand in the rivers.” Let us plead in prayer the 
Divine promise, let us consecrate anew our lives to labor for Christ, 
till every island, every people shall join in the ery of triumph, ‘‘ The 
Kingdoms of the world have become the Kingdoms of our Lord and of 
His Christ.” .

EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
- 


OF THE 


BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL 
ASSOCIATION, 


The past year has been one of unusual trial to the work upon 
these Islands. Political excitements, which are always unfavor- 
able to spiritual progress, have been followed by the introduction 
of the dreaded pestilence of small-pox, which has held its grip upon 
the Island of Oahu, and especially upon the community of Hono- 
lulu, since December 1880, a period of six months. Signs of its 
abatement however now appear, and it is hoped the scourge may 
ere long disappear. But as the quarantine rendered necessary 
to prevent the spread of the disease to the other Islands of the 
group, still continues to prohibit all ordinary travel between the 
(lifferent ports of the same, the usual. Annual Meeting of the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association at Honolulu is thereby pre- 
cluded, and must be postponed another year. 

Two of our band of workers have entered into the heavenly 
rest. Mrs. Hattie K. Maunaloa, the beloved wife of Rev. §. 
Kahea Maunaloa, after a brief experience of missionary life in the 
Gilbert Islands, died at Apaiang on the 6th of February, 1881. 
She had just entered upon the work, having left her native land 
with her newly-married husband in the Morning Star on the 21st 
of June, 1880, and landed on Apaiang on the 29th of July. Six 
- brief months she labored there, and finished her course with joy. 
She was a graduate of the Waialua Female Seminary, under Miss 
M. E. Green, and gave promise of valuable service in the work to 
which she had devoted herself. We hope there may be many 
more of the daughters of Hawaii nei who will count it a privilege 
to enter upon this blessed work, either here or in the foreign field. 

On the 12th of May, 1881, Mrs. Ellen M. Bond, wife of Rev. 
Elias Bond, the veteran missionary at Kohala, rested from her 
labors, in the 64th year of her age, after a period of service of 
forty years on these Islands. Hers was a character of much 
sweetness and light, though naturally retiring and unobtrusive. 
She arrived at these Islands with her husband on the 21st of May, 
1841, and was stationed at Kohala, on the Island of Hawaii, where 
she spent the whole remaining period of her life in faithful ser- 
vice. Naturally delicate and frail in physical constitution, she 
was yet spared to see a wonderful change wrought upon these 
Islands; and though the latter years of her life were years of much 
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trial and bodily weakness, she has, through tribulation, entered 
into glory. 


HOME DEPARTMENT. 


The present Corresponding Secretary entered upon the duties 
of his office in August of last year, and has attended each of the 
five Island Associations once, made the tour of Oahu and Kauai, 
and visited the churches of a part of Maui and Hawaii. 

There has been no marked revival of religious interest in the 
churches during the past year. But the work has kept a steady 
pace, and the increased demand for Bibles and Hymn Books, 
together with the interest and activity in Sabbath School work, 
afford encouraging indications for the future. 


CHURCH BUILDINGS AND SITES. 


By the shifting of population toward the centers of labor, some 
of the church buildings are left almost without use, and it has 
already become necessary, in several instances, to move the build- 
ings, where practicable, to more favorable sites. In other instances, 
it still remains a question what is best to be done with the build- 
ings and sites. On the Island of Hawaii there are at least four 
such churches; one at Kalaoa, one at Kailua, one at Nawawa, and 
one in Hamakua. 

The old building of the Kaumakapili Church in Honolulu, an 
adobe house originally erected under the missionary ‘labors of 
Rev. L. Smith, D.D., and for many years known by his name as 
Smith’s Church, has lately been torn down with a view to the 
erection upon its site of a new edifice more in accordance with 
present needs. Nearly $14,000 have already been collected for 
that purpose. 

One new church has been built and dedicated in North Kona, 
Hawaii, under Rev. G. B. Kaonohimaka, and the church at 
Pahala Plantation in Kau has been completed and dedicated. 


NEW CHURCHES ORGANIZED. 


One new church has been organized at Paia, on East Maui, and 
they are now raising money for the erection of a church building. 
PASTORS SETTLED. 


Six pastors have been ordained and installed; all of them grad- 
uates of the ‘North Pacific Mission Institute,” viz.:

PASTORS RESIGNED. 


Four pastors have resigned their charges: Rev. 8. W. Papaula 
at Kealakekua, Rev. S. Maikaike at Kona Waena, Rev. H. 8. 
Kaaua at Hamakua West, all on the Island of Hawaii, and Rey. 
8. Kamakahiki at Haiku, Maui. The two latter of these breth- 
ren, both valuable workers, have felt obliged to resign under 
circumstances which call forth our heartfelt sympathy; the dreaded 
leprosy having invaded their homes. 


PASTORATES. 


Out of a total number of 57 Hawaiian churches, there are 19, 
or just one-third of the whole, without settled pastors. The 
remaining 88 churches are manned by 35 pastors, two churches 
being under one pastorate in several instances. Of those without 
pastors, 7 are on Hawaii, 6 on Maui, 1 on Molokai, 8 on Oahu, 
and 2 on Kauai. 

Five of these pastorless churches have stated supplies, and the 
remaining 14 are supplied from time to time by persons appointed 
by the various Island Associations, | 


SUPPORT OF PASTORS. “ 


The total amount reported as received for support of pastors 
the past year is $5,775.70 for 29 pastors and supplies; averaging 
$199.16 as compared with the average of $182.78 for 1880, $187 
for 1879, and $159 for 1878. 

This is evidence of steady progress, but many of the salaries 
are still sadly insufficient. We hope the churches will make more 
earnest effort in this direction. The cost of living is now con- 
siderably increased, and $200 should be the lowest limit of salary 
paid by any of our churches. ‘ 


PARSONAGES., 


Some advance has been made in providing parsonages for the 
churches. Many of them however, are still deficient in this 
' respect. It is hoped that the importance of this subject, as con- 

nected with the support of pastors, will be so felt by all our 


‘churches as to result in the provision of a parsonage for each’ field 
of pastoral labor. ‘ 


PROVISION FOR THE EN: GLISH-SPEAKING POPULATION. 


Of churches for the English-speaking population, there are 
nine connected with the Hawaiian Evangelical Association or 
co-operating with it. Three of these are on Hawaii, two on 


is 


Maui, two on Oahu, and two on Kauai. The Foreign Church at 
Hilo, Hawaii, has called the Rev. E. P. Baker, formerly of San 
Francisco, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
their former pastor to accept the position of Corresponding Sec- 
retary of this Board. The foreign population at Pahala, Kau, 
have secured the services of Rev. W. H. Woodwell, from 
Newburyport, Mass. The Kohala Foreign Church have secured 
Rev. George H. Smith, from San Francisco, to fill the vacancy | 
caused by the resignation of Rev. I. W. Atherton. Rev. T. H. 
Rouse still continues to labor acceptably in the Makawao Foreign 
Church. Rev. F. H. Robinson has resigned the charge of the 
church at Wailuku, leaving that position vacant for the present.. 
Rev. W. Frear, of the Fort Street Church in Honolulu, after a 
faithful and laborious pastorate of ten years, has felt it desirable 
to resign in order to seek a cooler climate. He has been Vice- 
President of this Board during the past year, and an active mem- 
ber of it during his whole residence here. His wise counsels and 
efficient services will be much missed both by this Board and the 
community of Honolulu. The people at Lihue and Koloa, on 
Kauai, are without a pastor. At Koloa there is a church organized 
formerly by Rev. D. Dole. At Lihue there is no separate 
organization, although there is material for one. It is desirable 
also that religious services should be secured for the residents in 
the neighborhood of the Kapaa and Kilauea plantations, on the 
same Island. A suitable man is needed also in the district of 
Hamakua, Hawaii. These are all important points, and we hope 
that in the course of another year we may be able to report most 
of the vacancies filled. 
The Bethel Church, Honolulu, has welcomeds back its veteran 

and well-known pastor, Rev. 8. C. Damon, from his prolonged 
absence in foreign lands, and contiuues in its usual prosperity. 


CHINESE WORK. 


The great increase of the Chinese population on these Islands 
renders this one of the most important lines of work that call for 
our consideration. Efforts have been made to obtain a suitable 
person speaking both English and Chinese, to superintend the 
work of evangelization among the 14,000 Chinese now upon these 
Islands; but without success hitherto. An individual, however, 
is now in’view, who we hope may be secured to fill this post in 
great measure. During the year the Chinese Church in Honolulu has 
been completed, ata total cost of about $12,000, and Mr. Sit Mun has 
been the acting pastor. The congregation numbers over 100. One 
Chinese colporteur and evangelist has been employed at Kohala, one 
on Oahu, and one on Kauai. At Pahala, in Kau, Hawaii, there is 
also a Christian Chinese evangelist connected with the plantation 
there who holds regular Sabbath services among the Chinese in 
that neighborhood. Our Board, however, have not yet been 
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called upon to aid in his support. It seems to be a difficult matter 
to find the right men for this work. This Board have granted 
aid to the amount of $120 for the support of Chinese colporteurs 
during the past year. Miss A. M. Payson, formerly a missionary 
of the American Board at Fu Chau, China, has been secured to 
aid in the work, and teaches a school for Chinese children in the 
basement of the Chinese Church in this city. Mr. E. Duns- 
combe’s evening school for Chinese adults, established in 1869, so 
long kept up in the vestry of the Bethel Church, still continues its 
valuable work. Mr. J. B. Atherton conducts a Chinese Sabbath 
School on Sunday afternoons, in the Chinese Church, aided by a 
number of faithful helpers. 


WORK AMONG GILBERT ISLAND LABORERS. 


The Board has aided to the amount of $50 in the support of 
Rev. J. H. Mahoe, on the Island of Kauai, with special reference 
to his labors among the Gilbert Islanders there. Also Rev. R. 
Maka, on the Island of Oahu, and Rey. D. Kanoho, on Maui, both 
returned missionaries of this Board, have received their whole 
support from our funds while laboring among the Gilbert Islanders 
on these respective Islands. a 

Rey. H. Bingham and Mrs. Clara Bingham have also, in addi- 
tion to their labors in translating and preparing books for that 
people; held regular Sabbath afternoon services with them in the, 
Kawaiahao Church, in this place. The number in attendance is 
between 40 and 50. Rev. H. Bingham, with the cordial appro- 
bation of this Board, has, during the year, accepted the position 
of ‘Inspector and Protector of South Sea Island Immigrants” 
under the Board of Immigration of the Hawaiian Government, 
with the distinct understanding that he still continues his full 
relations to the missionary work. 


NORWEGIAN WORK. 


With the introduction of immigrants from Norway to labor on 
some of the plantations, another responsibility is thrown upon us. 
On East Maui, efforts are in progress to procure an Evangelical 
Lutheran pastor for them, and they have sent through our Board 
for such a man from Norway. <A grant has been made from our 
funds of $180 to aid in getting one, an equal amount being con- 
tributed by friends in Maui. 

The influx of Portuguese laborers, which seems likely to increase, 
calls for our attention and efforts for their spiritual welfare. 


EVANGELICAL EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 
THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSION INSTITUTE. 


This important institution has been in operation as usual during 
the past year. It gave us last year six new pastors for the home 
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work, and one foreign missionary, and is now training up another 
class for similar work. For particulars, see Annual Report of the 
Principal, Rev. C. M. Hyde, D.D. 


THE HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL 


Has had a prosperous year, with a total attendance of 66. There 
has been considerable religious interest throughout the year. 
Eleven have been received into the church, and_the whole num- 
ber of church members in the school was 27. Three of the 
pupils are sons of Hawaiian missionaries. Toward the close of 
the year, one of the most promising of the students, who was 
expected to enter the North Pacific Missionary Institute the com- 
ing year, died. The school has also experienced an almost 
irreparable loss in the death, March 23d, 1881, of Mrs. Sarah M. 
Oleson, wife of the Principal, Rev. W. B. Oleson, which has 
necessitated his return to the United States, and leaves us to 
mourn the loss of his valuable labors. The Trustees of the school 
have taken steps to secure a successor at as early a date as possible. 


BOARDING SCHOOLS FOR GIRLS. 


The increased attendance at all these schools is very marked. 
We trust this is a hopeful indication of the interest of Hawaiian. 
parents in education, and of their desire for the real welfare of 
their daughters. 


THE KOHALA FEMALE SEMINARY 


Has been in operation as usual, under Miss E. M. Lyons. Total 
number of scholars during the year, 42; of whom 387 are now in 
attendance. Miss Paty assisted during the first term. In April 
of this year two assistants arrived from the United States: Miss 
Mary A. Loveland and Miss E. Small. But one daughter of a 
Hawaiian pastor is in the school at present. 


THE EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


From the report of the Principal, Miss Helen E. Carpenter, we 
extract as follows: There have been two assistant teachers dur- 
ing the year: Mrs. Smith the whole time, and Miss Alice West a 
part of the time. Miss Lily Sniffin, and some others of the older 
girls, have rendered valuable aid. There have been 72 scholars 
during the year. Of these, 68 are now in attendance. Excellent 
health the entire year, and almost perfect regularity of attend- 
ance. Fifteen of the scholars are daughters of Hawaiian pastors, 
one daughter of a Hawaiian missionary, and two sisters of a 
Hawaiian pastor. No very especial interest on religious subjects. 
The older girls have very generally attended the Foreign Church 
the past year. 

THE KAWAIAHAO FEMALE SEMINARY. 


Miss E. K. Bingham, the former Principal, was obliged by 
2 
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failure of health to resign that position, and Miss Helen S. Nor- 
ton, of Rockford, Illinois, has been secured as her successor. 

From the report of the Principal, Miss Helen 8. Norton, we 
extract as follows: 

The year ending June, 1880, closed with 44 pupils in the 
school. Seven of these did not return, and twenty new ones came 
in, making 57 the present year. ; 

There are now 52 in attendance. The health of the pupils has 
been good, and no case of serious illness has occurred during the 
year. Miss Flaxman has continued her efficient labors as assist- 
ant, and Miss A. M. Payson and Miss Emma Napoleon have also 
performed valuable service as assistant teachers. The school has 
been graded. On account of the prevalence of small-pox in the 
town, visitors have been excluded, and the girls kept wholly 
within the premises for more than three months past. The sew- 
ing department, under Miss Flaxman, has not only done the 
sewing of the school, but has taken work which has been kindly 
furnished by friends. Good attention has been given to religious 
instruction; a short Bible lesson learned each day, and weekly 
prayer meetings maintained. Nine of the pupils are church 
members, and others have expressed a desire to unite with the 
church. The school is greatly in need of enlarged and improved 
accommodations; and $4,500 ($2,500 of which are a donation from 
Miss 8S. R. Sage, of Ware, Mass., and $2,000 from Government) 
have been secured toward the erection of a new building. More 
is needed to carry out fully the desired improvements. A new 
building will be erected during the summer. Six of the pupils 
are daughters of Hawaiian missionaries, and two daughters of 
Hawaiian pastors. Five of these are members of the church. 


THE WAIALUA FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This school has continued, as in past years, under the efficient 
management of Miss Mary E. Green. It gave one graduate last 
‘year to the foreign missionary work, Mrs. Hattie K. Maunaloa. 
Five of the pupils are daughters of Hawaiian pastors. The 
general health of the school has been good. Souls have been 
‘brought into the kingdom of Christ this year. New buildings 
and better facilities for bringing the water from the spring to the 
house are much needed. 

The number of pupils at present is 62. Two of them are ready 
to go as foreign missionaries whenever the way shall open. 


CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Of the 57 Hawaiian churches connected with the Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association, 45 have contributed to our treasury this 
year. Of the 12 churches whose names do not appear in the 
Treasurer’s Report, one is on Hawaii, one on Lanai, one on 
Kauai, three are on Maui, and siz on Oahu. Doubtless most of 
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these have raised contributions for the treasury of the Board, but 
failed to hand them in before the 15th of May, which is the date 
on which the books are closed for the Annual Report. Their 
names, therefore, fail to appear for the past year. It is hoped 
that the churches will endeavor to be more prompt in sending in 
their contributions before the 15th of May. Of the Foreign 
churches in sympathy with this Assodiation, all have contributed 
to our funds except the church at Wailuku.

Of the amount of $5,200 69 contributed from the Hawaiian 
Islands, $944 11 were contributed by English-speaking churches 
and residents, and $87 50 by the Gilbert Island laborers on these 
Islands; making the actual amount from native Hawaiian churches 
and donations $4,169 08. Of this sum, $2,038 89, or nearly one- 
half of the whole amount, was contributed by two churches—that 
of North Kohala and that of Hilo—leaving as the contribution of 
the remaining 43 churches $2,180 19.

The Board have also published an edition of 2,500 copies of the 
Gilbert Island Hymn Book, revised and enlarged by Rev. H. 
Bingham; an edition of 500 copies of the Gilbert Island Bible 
Stories, No. 2, prepared by Mrs. Clara Bingham; an edition of 
2,000 copies of a Mortlock Island Primer, prepared by Rev. R. W. 
Logan; and an edition of 2,000 copies of the Marshall Islands 
Hymn Book, revised and enlarged by Rev. J. F. Whitney, and 
printed in San Francisco at our expense. 

The edition of the ‘‘ Lei Alii,” the popular Sabbath School Song 
Book prepared by Rev. L. Lyons, and published by H. M. Whit- 
ney, has been exhausted, and there is no immediate prospect of 
another edition. Mr. Lyons, however, now has the manuscript 
completed for a new Hymn and Tune Book for both Church and 
Sabbath School use. It is hoped that arrangements may be made 
soon for its publication.

From this Mission we have. no report this year. Only one letter 
has been received by the Corresponding Secretary from Rev. Z. 
Hapuku, dated October 9th, 1880. He was then teaching a 
school, with about 50 in attendance. 


IN MICRONESIA. 


“MORNING STAR.” 


On the 21st of June, 1880, the Morning Star left this port on 
her tenth annual trip, under the command of Captain I. Bray. 
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She took as a reinforcement to the Gilbert Islands Mission, 
Rev. H. J. Taylor and Mrs. Jennie R. Taylor, Rev. A. C. Walkup 
and Mrs. Venie M. Walkup, all of the United States; and Rev. S. 
K. Maunaloa and Mrs. Hattie K. Maunaloa, from these Islands. 
All of these were newly entering upon the work except Rev. Mr. 
Taylor, who had previously -been a missionary upon Apaiang, 
from 1874 to 1876. Mr. Moses Kaure and wife, who had been 
assisting Rev. H. Bingham for a year in translating, also returned 
to their native land on the Star, by permission of our Board, on 
account of the failure of her health. ; 

The Star was absent 274 days, or a little over nine months, 
arriving at Honolulu, on her return, March 22d, 1881. She 
brought as passengers, Rev. J. F. Whitney,. wife and two chil- 
dren, from Kusaie; Mr. F. E. Rand, wife and one child, from 
Ponape; and Mr. 8. P. K. Nawaa, wife and one child, from Mille. 
During the voyage hither from Ponape, Mr. and Mrs. Rand were 
called to mourn the loss of their younger child Willie, who was 
quite ill when they embarked, and died. at sea on the 10th of 
February, 1881. ‘ ‘ 

Captain Bray sums up the work of the Morning Star on this trip 
as follows: 

«<The whole distance sailed during the voyage is 15,783 miles, 
and the number of our passengers 248. The number of islands 
sighted by the Star is 48, 27 of which we stopped at; some of 
them several times. We entered 16 lagoons, anchored 43 times, 
and spent 147 hours standing off and on. We laid at anchor 79 
days, and boated 568 miles. We had 1,546 miles adverse cur- 
rents, and 989 hours calm.” 

Captain Bray has furnished a full and interesting report of the 
whole voyage. His whole-hearted sympathy with the cause, and 
sincere devotion to the work of Christ, are not only cheering and 
inspiring to the missionaries, but also contribute greatly to the 
success and prestige of the Morning Star as a missionary vessel.

Maka, Mrs. Mary Maka, Rev. D. Kanoho, Mrs, Kailinao Kanoho. 
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Messrs. Taylor, Walkup, and Maunaloa, with their wives, were 
welcomed to Apaiang by the people there with expressions of joy 
and satisfaction. It was decided to establish the Gilbert Island 
Training School at the old Mission station on Apaiang, and an 
additional piece of land was purchased for the uses of the Mission, 
at a cost of $50. Mr. Taylor reports, in a letter dated Dec¢ember 
14th, thirteen male pupils, of whom nine were married men. 
The men rejoice in. such Christian names as John, Andrew, 
Matthew, Abel, Luke, Moses, Judas, Jeremiah, Peter, Isaac, 
David, and Benjamin, while their wives have such as Maria, 
Martha, Esther, Miriam, Rebekah, and Tryphena. All the indi- 
cations seemed favorable for a year of prosperous labor. Later 
tidings, however, convey the painful intelligence of the death of 
Mrs. Hattie K. Maunaloa, whose health had been declining 
steadily from the time of their arrival, until she passed away in 
Christian hope on the 6th of February, 1881. 

At Apemama a wonderful work of grace had been achieved 
under the labors of Moses Kanoaro, the Gilbert Island Catechist. 
Captain Bray says: ‘Here was a new experience for the Gilbert 
Islands, and one we could scarcely credit. Always before, the 
natives had been stalking about the decks nearly naked, singing 
their heathen songs and asking for tobacco. Those on board now 
were asking if we had plenty of Testaments to sell. They were 
all covered with clothing, and while sitting about the decks, we 
heard them humming such hymns as ‘Majestic sweetness sits 
enthroned.’”’ <A white flag was observed to be flying on many of 
their canoes and villages, and on inquiry, they were told that it 
was to show who were on the Lord’s side. Rev. Mr. Taylor 
landed, and spent the day and the whole of the night in exam- 
ining the candidates for admission to the church. On Sunday, 
August 15th, a church was organized of 71 members that day 
baptized; the Lord’s supper was celebrated on that island for the 
first time; two deacons were chosen, one child baptized, and 31 
couples united in Christian marriage. 

At Tapiteuea a battle had been fought on the 15th September, 
1880, just two days before the arrival of the Morning Star, 
between the heathen party at the south end of the island and the © 
Christian party at the north end, in which the heathen party were 
totally defeated. This seems to have been a sequel to the fight of 
a similar nature in June of the previous year, and was brought 
on by the heathen party, who fully expected to conquer, as the 
Christian party had destroyed their Weapons of war and were 
supposed to be an easy prey. But, with nothing more. than 
hastily-prepared clubs and sticks to oppose to the guns, knives, 
and one cannon of the heathen party, they yet gained a complete 
victory. The work seems to be prospering on that island, and 
large congregations fill both Kapu’s and Nalimuw’s churches. On 
account of the partial failure of his health, Rey. Mr. Kapu has 
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lately returned to these Islands on the Storm Bird, one of the 
Government labor vessels, and is now with us here. It is hoped 
his health may become sufficiently re-established to allow of his 
return by an early opportunity. Mr. Nalimu asks permission to 
return here next year for a visit. It is thought best, however, 
that he delay his visit home till another year, or until after Mr. 
Kapu’s return. 

At Butaritari, matters appeared to be ina backward state on the 
arrival of the Morning Star, but letters lately received from Rev. 
J. W. Kanoa, dated November 25th, 26th, and December 138th, 
give the cheering intelligence of an unwonted revival on that 
island. Kanoa writes: ‘There is great news. The people have 
turned to the righteousness of the Lord. Their unbelief and 
hardness of heart for the past fourteen years have been fearful, but 
now behold their eyes are opened, and their tongues are loosed.’ 
<«¢ Hitherto the books have lain in store until they became moth- 
eaten because the.people would not buy, but now they are all 
_ gone, and they come to buy more.” And he calls for 200 Testa- 
ments, 200 Hymn Books, 200 Readers, and 200 ‘Arithmetics. 
The King and the elders have prohibited drunkenness, and quiet 
prevails. The churches and meeting houses are filled with peo- 
ple; backsliders have been reclaimed, and new converts have come 
forth. And he adds: ‘It has not been so since the beginning. 
The churches have been deserted during years past. Many years 
of labor have been spent in fruitless effort to turn the people to the 
Lord. But all things are possible with God, and now He is work- 
ing among this people.” 

From Tarawa, Maiana, and Marakei there is little to report. 
Indifference and hardness of heart prevail on those islands. Rev. 
W. N. Lono, of Maiana, asks permission co return here next year 
for a visit, and his request has been granted. 

A letter just received by the way of Fiji, from Rev. 8. K. 
Maunaloa, of Apaiang, under date of March 30th, 1881, states that 
there seemed to be quite a revival of religious interest on that 
island. The inquirers there numbered altogether about 400, and 
the Sabbath audiences maintained their full attendance. The 
Training School was having a vacation. The scholars give promise 
of becoming good soldiers of the cross. The health of the mission- 
aries was variable. During that month, the King of Apaiang had 
prohibited all buying of tobacco and goods from the traders there, 
on account of the high prices demanded by them. There were 
rumors of preparation for war between the people of Tarawa and 
some of the heathen party on Apaiang.

From the Marshall Islands there is little to report. 

From Arno, Rev. 8. P. Kaaia reports a discouraging state of © 
affairs. So also does Rev. S. W. Kekuewa from Mejuro. Ke- 
kuewa desires either to be transferred to some other field, or to be 
permitted to come home. Jaluit is without a missionary, and 
given over apparently to drunkenness and evil. At Mille there 
was a better state of affairs, but apparently not much progress. 
Schools, however, have been taught with some success by Mr. 5.4 
P. K. Nawaa and his wife. Mr. S. P. K. Nawaa and his wife 
have returned to these Islands, leaving Rev. Jeremiah Lakomunir, 
the Marshall Island pastor, there. Rev. S. P. Kaaia has suffered 
much from ill health during the past year. At Maloelap there 
Was a more encouraging state of things, and Dr. Pease ordained a 
Marshall Island pastor, Rey. Raijok. Also one at Namerik, Rev. 
Matthew. At Kusaie the Training School, under Messrs. Pease 
and Whitney, has become fairly established. There are now 
twelve students in this school. 

The wife of Rev. Likiak Sa, the Kusaian pastor, died on the 
26th of January, 1881. 

At Ebon, Dr. Pease reports matters ¢¢in a healthy condition.” 
Rev. Laniiag, the pastor of the church there, has gone to spend a 
year in the Training School at Kusaie, and Rev. Hairam, a native 
of Ebon, was chosen pastor and ordained in his place.

The work on Pingelap, Mokil, and Ponape was about as usual. 

On Ponape, Mr. Rand reports 75 scholars in the Training 
School, with an average attendance of 68. The school is divided 
into Primary, Intermediate, and Higher Departments. There — 
were 23 scholars in the Primary, 22 in the Intermediate, and 30 
in the Higher Department. They were only waiting the advent 
of a lady teacher to start a Girls’ Boarding School. Since that 
time, however, the failure of Mrs. Rand’s health has rendered 
necessary a visit to the United States, and they came up on the 
Morning Star. Mr. Doane is now left alone on Ponape, with the 
exception of Rev. R. W. Logan and wife, who were returned 
thither by the Morning Star from Oniop in the Mortlock Islands, 
where Mr. Logan had been spending a year in hard work, and 
had been attacked with hemorrhage of the lungs. His health 
was so much enfeebled that it was felt he would need to return to 
the United States the coming year. Messrs. Doane and Rand 
embarked on the Star at Ponape for the tour through the 
Mortlocks and. Ruk. As usual, the work in those groups 
was in some respects the most interesting of all. Mr. Doane 
gives a graphic and very interesting report of it, saying, ‘It 
was a grand success all along the line. We return home as 
the harvest-man bringing his sheaves with him. Have five youth 
for the Training School at Ponape, and more could have been 
taken had we desired.”? ‘‘We baptized 176 adults, organized 
three churches, ordained 12 deacons, married some 30 couples, 
and baptized four babes. We planted two new teachers, occupy- 
ing two new islands of the Ruk group. The churches are all 
doing well. The whole church membership is about 700. Enter- 
ing Ruk, we find the door open, and could have planted more 
teachers had we had them with us. By another year we shall 
hope to occupy the opening places. But the Lord has opened the 
door wider than Ruk. The Hall group, to the north of Ruk, is 
calling. Already have I been asked for help to the west of Ruk. 
I verily believe, had we fifty couple and a vessel at our command, 
we could at once set them to work in opening places.” 

The two new islands where teachers were placed this year in 
the Ruk Lagoon, were Uole and Utet. We give an extract from 
_ the account of the visit to Utet: ¢ The High Chief of the place 
to be here occupied has passed over all authority to treat with us 
to his Prime Minister, whom we name. Pita (Peter). Pita is a 
wide-awake native, looking not a little to his own interest, but 
friendly. He conducts us to the uncouth, untidy, dark, feast- 
house, littered with canoes, and the herding-place of a number of 
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families. Pita has some idea of politeness, for on introducing his 
wives to the ladies, he takes them aside, showing them how they 
are to shake hands, telling one ‘ You do so and so,’ and another 
‘You do so and so.? They come forward, finished in the art of 
hand-shaking, and are the close attendants of the ladies during 
the hours we are on shore.’”’? And in closing his report he says: 
‘«The Lord is opening new fields faster than we can meet their 
calls from Ponape; but we hope that the Mortlockers will soon 
wheel into line and double our working force and means of 
supply. It is a matter of joy that the Lord so works with our 
poor, lazy, selfish Ponapeans. He finds there ingots of gold 
where I fear we only see chaff. We hasten back to that gold 
mine to raise up for him, through another year, the forces, or 
some of them, he needs to plant on new islands, or work new 
fields in Ruk.”’

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE, 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING JULY 1, 1881. 





The work of raising up a Geena Ministry is a work closely con- 
nected with the life of the Church. Like the seed, the germ and the 
consummation of the processes of vegetable life, the ministry is both 
the beginning and the result of the processes of Christian life. There 
are seeds that never come to maturity: there are seeds that never 
develop a complete new life. We may expect similar facts in the 
schools to which young men come to be trained for pastoral or mis- 
sionary life. There have been thirteen students in the Institute since 
the beginning of the session, October 5th, 1881, viz.: Z.8. K. Paaluhi, 
S. Kaili Kuewa, P. Kauhi Malauea, J. S. Kaeha Kahalekai, Z. Kalai, 
J. K. Kawaiaea, 8. Kaiapa Kamakahukilani, 8. Kapu, D. Keawea-’ 
mahi (Rev. H. H. Parker's assistant, taking a partial course), D. 


' Kealiipio, D. Kaianui, W. Hapee Kaleo, 8S. W. Kawai. The first 


three entered the Institute last year; the last three because of various 
disabilities are no longer connected with it. All have formed one class, 
and pursued the studies assigned for the first year of a three years course. 
This was the only practicable arrangement, as almost the entire charge 
of the ‘school devolves on the Principal alone. Rev. H. H. Parker, as 
heretofore, has had charge of the students in Pastoral Theology. ‘The 
hour which he gives to them Thursday and Friday mornings is as. 
much as he can devote to this work, occupied, as his time is, so fully 
with other varied duties. His long experience as a pastor, and his 
familiarity with the Hawaiian language, give special importance to. 
his services in this department. Two hours every Thursday morning 
have been devoted to Rhetorical Exercises, a familiar exposition of 
Scripture, a debate on some topic selected by the students, and a brief: 
written homily. A very profitable exercise has been the reading of a 
hymn by one of the students every morning as part of-the opening, 
exercises. The power of expression has been greatly developed by 
this critical rendering of sacred lyrics. The studies pursued have been 
Biblical Geography, Chronology, and Antiquities, from text-books ;, 
lectures on Biblicn Introduction, with analyses of the historical 
books of the Old Testament}; lectures on the Harmony of the Gospels ;, 
and exegesis, verse by verse, of twenty-one chapters of Genesis, and. 
of those parts of the Gospels recording the first two years of our Lord’s 
ministry, and the events of the Passion Week. Every Monday even-- 
ing, for the last five months, the students and their wives have been 


carefully drilled in Vocal Music. On Tuesday evenings, if other 


engagements did not interfere, I have given a series of familiar talks 
on Physical Science, what we may learn of God from the phenomena 
of the material universe. Three hours each week have been devoted 
to the study of the English language. One division has translated. 
into English the Hawaiian version of the Book of Psalms ; another 
has read and compared the Gospel of Matthew in the Hawaiian- 
English Testament ; and a third division has taken up the elementary 
study of the English language, its sounds, and its grammatical con:- 
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struction. Only three students are in the first division, and not one 
of these knows the English language well enough to write it intelli- 
gibly or to comprehend the briefest and simplest English Commentary 
on the Bible. It is Tigre to carry on. a course of theological 
training in the English language unless the students shall have 
acquired in the public schools an adequate mastery of the English 
language. Such is any Hawaiian minister’s poverty of intellectual 
resources without such knowledge, that the most that can be done 
is toshow to the students what rich treasures of religious knowl- 
edge are open to those who will make the effort to attain all possible 
command of the English language. The students have maintained 
frequent prayer meetings at the Institute, and devoted every Sabbath 
afternoon to Sunday School and Mission work. One of them ought 
to be constantly employed as a City Missionary. The experiment 
was made, with sufficiently encouraging results for the limited time, | 
to show its practicability and its importance. 

The many favors received during the past year show how deep and 
strong is the friendly interest awakened.in the community in the 
Institute and its work. Mrs. Pogue, Mrs. Armstrong, Mrs. Johnson, 
Mrs. E. O. Hall, Miss M. A. Chamberlain, and Col. W. F. Allen have 
made valuable donations to the Library. Mrs. Armstrong has given 
some tools, and also some articles of household use, as also have Mrs. 
S. Li Austin and Miss Judd. From Judge Judd, and Messrs. W. R. 
Castle, G. P. Castle, F. Banning, C. M. Cooke, and T. G. Thrum have 
come various articles of wearing &pparel for the students. 

In common with many others, we have suffered directly and indi- 
rectly from the smaH-pox epidemic. All due precautions were sea- - 
sonably taken, yet while most of the students were absent at Waialua, 
attending the semi-annual meeting of the Oahu Association, the wife 
of one of them showed symptoms of the dreaded disease. The physi- 
cian pronounced it a mild case of varioloid. The Government officials 
thought it needful to remove the young woman to the small-pox 
hospital. Bedding and clothing were burned and the room disin- 
fected with lime and with sulphur. None of the absent students were 
allowed to enter the premises, nor were any of those that had 
remained allowed to leave the grounds until the expiration of fifteen 
days. The Government provided food for those quarantined, and 
temporary employment was found for the others. The young woman 
had but a very slight attack, and no other case occurred among the 
students. The work of the term was seriously affeeted by this loss of 
nearly one whole month’s time. The same eauses that prevented the - 
annual meeting of the Evangelical Association, prevented any large ~ 
attendance at the Annual Examination, June 10, The students. 
acquitted themselves in a very satisfactory manner. Arrangements: 
had been made to secure for each of them some vacant parish for a 
field of labor during their vacation. After a quarantine of two weeks,. 
profitably spent in reading and in reviews, they took passage on 
various inter-island steamers for their several plaees of destination.. 
The Hawaiian Board paid the expenses of the students during this, 
quarantine, and their steamer fares to their several fields of labor. 

The expenses incurred in refitting the infected room, and in furnish- 
ing the five rooms vacated by the graduates, who owned the furniture ° 
they had used, have been met out of the grant received in 1880 from » 
the American Board. A new gateway also has been built, and a new 
wash-house; three rear-rooms added;.a floor laid on the rear veranda 
of the main building. Three new book-eases have also been madce,. . 
and much of all this work has been done by the students, who have | 
also kept the grounds in good order. A grant of $500 has been made-. 
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by the American Board for this year (1881) also; but notice of it was 
not received in season to make it available for this year. It has been 
paid over, and will appear in next year’s account. 

It is known that several young men are expecting to enter the 
Institute next October. But there are now nineteen vacant churches, 
one-third ofthe whole number; there are new centres of population 
to be provided with the institutions of the Gospel, and some of the 
veteran workers in the ministry are looking for some Timothy or 
Titus to take up the work they must soon lay down. There is work 
to be done in the Gilbert and Marshall Islands, for which there is not 
yet an adequate number of trained laborers from the native population 
of those groups. In such circumstances, there is pressing need of 
earnest and prayerful diligeuce in keeping the Institute filled up to 
the limit of its accommodations. The Associations and individual 
pastors should feel their obligation to seek out and to encourage all 
young men of suitable qualifications to enter this training school. 

In view of the rere record of progress made, and the hopeful indi- 
cations of assured prosperity for the coming year, we owe to the Great 
Head of the Church not only devout thankfulness, but increased 
devotedness to the. work which He has given us to do. Whether we 
sow, or whether we reap, we do not weary ourselves in vain. The day 
of millennial glory is hastening on. Shall that glory or our blessed- 
ness be any less because of our lack of diligence or earnestness in the 
great work of human redemption ?

NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE BOARD OF THE 


HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the Evangelical Association being pre- 
cluded last year by the prevalence of the small pox, the members. 
of the Board continued to hold over to this year without change, 
according to the Uharter of the Board. 

We have to record two deaths during the past year among the 

_band of missionary workers. Mrs. E. L. Leleo died at Apaiang 
May 30, 1881, after a protracted period of weakness and disease. 
Hers was a long and faithful service in the Master's cause. 

Three days later, Jume 2d, 1881, Mrs. Jennie R. Taylor died 
also at Apaiang, of fever, leaving a sorrowing husband and three 
motherless children, the youngest a babe but a few weeks old. We 
sympathise deeply with our bereaved brother Leleo, and our twice 

_ Stricken brother Taylor. 


HOME DAPARTMENT. 


The quarantine necessitated by the small-pox last year pre- 
vented the Corresponding Secretary from commencing his touring 
among our Churches until September, when he visited Kohala and 
attended the sessions of the West Hawaii Association at West Ko-' 
hala. On his return to Honolulu, severe sickness in his family 
kept him from resuming that work until December, when he again 
set out to finish the tour of Hawaii. He then visited Kohala, Hilo 
and Puna, but was unable to accomplish more on account of the 
_ long continued period of stormy weather which ensued. Return- 
ing to Honolulu, he visted Kauai, and shortly after his return 
from there, was about to resume his work on Hawaii and Maui, 
when the most unexpected return of the Morning Star from Mi- 
cronesia on the 2nd of February, in a disabled condition, with the 
press of work connected therewith, required his presence in Ho- 
nolulu till the time for visiting the other islands “had gone 
by. . In April, however, he made another visit to Kauai, attend- | 
ing the meeting of the Kauai Association, just after having at- 
tended the meeting of the Oahu Association on this Island. 

Thus the work planned for the year has been broken in upon 
and rendered unsatisfactory, and to no one more so than to your 
Secretary himself. But he hopes during the coming year to visit 
the whole field. It should be remembered that the portion of the 
year really available for this work of visitation must be mainly 
comprised between the months of J uly and January. Between , 
January and July the work here in Honolulu, and that connected 
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- with Micronesia, will require the presence of your Secretary the 
most of the time. a . 

During the year past there have been many cheering signs of 
religious awakening among our Churches. At Waipio and in 
Hamakua, on Hawaii, in the field of Rev. J. Bicknell, there has 
been considerable interest, and much good has been done. 

At Kohala a revival has been in progress, and still continues. 
So also at Hana aud Kipahulu on Maui, and at Wailuku and La 
haina on the same island. . 

There has been a quickening of spiritual life here in Honoluln, 
and at Waialua and Waianae on this island. 

On Kauai, at Koloa, Lihue and Waimea, the Spirit of the Lord 
has been stirring among the people, and the signs are not wanting 
of a general work of grace throughout the coming year. If Pas- 
tors and Churches shall cultivate a spirit of fraternal harmony, and ; 
putting away all obstacles seek unitedly for a blessing, there is 
every reason to expect a glorious work for the salvation of souls. 

It should be mentioned here that much of the good work above 
mentioned has resulted from the revival experienced here in Ho- 
nolulu in connection with the earnest labors of Mr. M. L, Hallen- 
beck during the months of August and September of last year. 
During those meetings conducted by our brother Hallenbeck, the 
Spirit of the Lord was present in this community with great 
power, and the work grew and spread as if by an invisible yet 

- mighty influence to the distant parts of these Islands. 

As a result of this work, those who had been quickened and 
aroused to new spiritual life, went forth and carried the impulse — 
to other places. At Lahaina brother 8S. E, Bishop and others were 
instrumental in doing much good, and two of our Hawaiian breth- 
ren, J. Kalama'and D. Keaweamahi, with their wives, left their 
homes and their work and went forth as evangelists. Their efforts 
at Wailuku, Hana and Kipahulu, on Maui, and at Kohala on Ha- 
waii, were attended with a rich blessing from the Lord. Others 

also from Hamakua and Kohala on Hawaii, have been engaged in 
efforts of a similar nature on the island of Kauai, with apparent 
good results. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


The Sunday Schools have been kept up with more or less of 
prosperity in nearly all our Churches, and we are glad to know 
that much good is being done in this way. This is one of the 
most important branches of our work, and every effort should be . 
put forth to carry it forward. For particulars we refer you to the — 
Annual Report of the Sunday School Association, which will ap- 
pear in due time. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS. 


These are also important auxiliaries in the work of our Churches, 
of rightly carried on. Several of these have been organized dur- 





ing the past year. The whole number of such organizations on 
these Islands is now 838, of which 31 are Hawaiian, one Chinese, 
and one English speaking. 


CHURCH BUILDINGS. | 


One new Church has been built on Kauai at the Kilauea Planta- 
tion, largely through the efforts of Mr. E. P. Adams, one of the 
proprietors of that plantation, and Mr. R. A. Macfie, the manager 
and part owner, Aid has also been given by our Board, and by 
Mrs. L. F. Dickson of this city, who gave the lumber for the 
building. It is cheering to see owners and managers of planta- 
tions showing a Christian interest in the moral and spiritual wel- 
fare of those connected with their employ. A similar interest has 
been manifested in past years by the Haiku and Paia plantations 
on Maui, and the Kohala and Pahala plantations on Hawaii, and 
the Lihue plantation on Kauai. 

The Kaumakapili Church in this city began the erection of their 
new building last year in July, and have put up a substantial and 
handsome building of brick, with high basement underneath the 
audience room, for Sabbath School purposes and other meetings. 
The walls of the building are all up and roofed in, and they are 
now engaged in raising funds to complete the building and finish 
off the interior, 

THE CHURCHES. 


No new Churches have been organized during the year. The 
Church of Kapalilua on Hawaii has been divided into two, known 
_»as the Churches of Kaohe and of Milolii. The Churches of Ka- 

hana and Hauula on this Island, have been united under the name 
of the Church of Hauula. 


PASTORATES 


Eighteen of our Churches still remain without settled pastors, 
being cared for either by stated supplies or by licensed preachers. 


PASTORS CALLED. 


No new pastors have been settled the past year. Rev. H. Ma- 
nase has accepted a call to the Kaluaaha, Church on Molokai, and 
is now laboring there, but not yet installed. Mr. D. Keaweamahi, 
a partial course student of the Institute, has accepted a call to the 
Church at Wailuku. S 


PASTORS RESIGNED. 
Rev. R. Puuki has resigned the charge of the Church at Hana- 


lei, Kauai, and Rev. W. P. Kahale that of fhe Church at Wailuku, 
Maui. 


ORDINATIONS. 


Mr. D. K. Pa, erroneously reported as having been ordained 
‘last year, has been ordained during the past year as pastor of the 





Church of Laupahoehoe and Hakalau, Hawaii. Mr. G. W. Waiau, 
for a number of years past a licensed preacher in South Kona, Ha- 
waii, was ordained by the West Hawaii Association at its last 
meeting, and supplies for the present the five vacant Churches in 
Central and South Kona. ~ ; 


PASTORAL SUPPORT. &

We have no report whatever from the Kawaiahao and Kauma- — 
kapili Churches on Oahu. : 

This general average is less than that of last year, and it’ is to 
‘be remembered that of the whole amount of salary received by the 
pastors, quite a large portion is in some instances received from 
grants in aid by the Hawaiian Board, or from donations by friends 
outside of the amounts paid by the Churches. It may be of interest 
to observe that the averages are smallest on Hawaii, and increase 
regularly with each island till we reach Kauai, where they are 
the largest of all. Only eleven pastors report a salary of $200 or 
over, the largest being that of the pastor at Lahaina—$510, Six 
pastors report salaries of from $300 to $370, two of between $250 
and $300, and two of between $200 and $250. This leaves 23 pas- 
tors with salaries of less than $200 each. This ought not so to be. 
Some of the Churches, we are aware, complain, and perhaps with 
reason, that their pastors do not devote their time and strength to 
the pastoral work, but engage in school teaching and other busi- 
ness to the detriment of their proper work. Let the Churches, 
then, see to it that they pay a sufficient salary to support their 
pastors, so that there shall be no excuse for their seeking other 
means to eke out a living. 
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PARSONAGES. 


The Church at Waialua has completed a comfortable parsonage, 
and the Church at Wailuku is taking steps toward providing one. 
~ Besides these, twenty-four other Churches are provided with par- 
' sonages, as follows : 1 


Hawaii—Onomea, Puula, Kalapana, Helani, Kailua, Laupahoe- 
hoe. 

Maui—Honuaula, Olowalu, Waikapu, Haiku, Huelo, Kipahulu, 
Waihee, Lahaina, Kaanapali. 

Molokai—Kaluaaha. 

Oahu—Hauula, Waikane, Waialua, Ewa, Waianae. 

Kauai—Koloa, Lihue, Hanalei. 

Some of these houses, however, need to be improved. 


‘We hope this work will be urged forward until every pastorate 
is provided with a comfortable house for the pastor. A proper 
care on the part of the Churches for their pastors will strengthen 
the pastors in their work and increase the prosperity of the 

churches themselves. Men will be apt to estimate the character 
of a Church by the appearance of the church building and parson- 
age. If they be dilapidated, decayed and filthy, it will be natural ~ 
_ to judge that this is an index to the character of that Church, just 
_-as we judge the character of a man by the appearance of his dwell- 
ing. Let us not therefore disgrace the buildings connected with 
the work of the Lord, but rather honor and adorn that which is 
the Lord’s. 


NORTH PACIFIC MISSION INSTITUTE. 


Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., has continued at his post of valuable 
and faithful labor in this indispensable Institution during the past 
year. Amid many discouragements he is doing a work of rare 
value and efficiency in training up workers for the many vacancies 
yet remaining to be filled. 

The Institute has been filled to the limit of its accommodations 
for students during the past year. There were none graduated 
last year. This year three will graduate, of whom two have taken 
the full course, and one a partial course. All these are called to 
_ take charge of churches. The calls are loud for suitably prepared 

men and women of consecrated spirit to occupy the vacancies 
here at home, and to enter the mission work abroad. For particu- 
lars of the work of the Institute during the past year we refer you 
to the annual report of the Principal, Rey. Dr. Hyde.

OTHER EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. 
THE HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This school has kept on itseven way through the present year, 
Rey. W. B. Oleson, the Principal, returned from the United States 
in the early part of December, 1881, and resumed his position in 
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the school, to the great joy and satisfaction of the Trustees, the 
_ scholars, and all connected with the institution. He was murried 
on the 15th of May of the present.year to Miss Abbie J. Adams, 
of Boston. There are three assistant teachers in the school: Miss 

E. Arms, Miss Clara Shipman, and Miss — Deacon. The num- 
ber of scholars at present is 68; age of the oldest, 21 years; that 
of the youngest, 8 years; average age, 14} years. Of the whole | 
number 82 are members of the church. Seven have been admitted - 
to the church during the past year. er 


THE WAIALUA FEMALE SEMINARY, 


For so many years one of the most valuable and popular boarding 
schools for girls, was temporarily suspended on the 5th of January 
of the present year, to the great regret of all its patrons. Thi; step 
seemed to the Trustees to be rendered necessary, both by the 
resignation of the Principal at that date, and by the want of funds 
to put the buildings in a proper condition for further use. Miss 
Mary E. Green found herself obliged to relinquish the post of 
Principal on aceount of failure of health, after a most faithful and 
heroic service of eleven years. Her labors in this ‘school have 








been of the highest value to the nation and to the pupils them- _ . 
selves, and she bears with her the high esteem and grateful re- 


membrance of all. It will be difficult to fill her place. 


There were 53 pupils in attendance when the school closed. — gh 


Miss L. W. Simpson and Miss Olivia Byrne have been ‘the assist- 
ant teachers during the past year, and the late Principal speaks of 
their services in the highest terms. 


THE KAWAIAHAO FEMALE SEMINARY. 


Miss Norton has continued her labors as Principal during the 
past year. Miss Margaret J. Flaxman and Miss Emma Napoleon 
have been faithful assistants during the whole year, and Miss 
Helen Castle, Miss M. A. Chamberlain and Miss Cherrie L. Storrs 
during a part of the time. A large and comfortable wooden build- _ 
ing has been erected, adding much to the accommodation and 
comfort of the school. Additional room, however, is needed, — 
and also furniture to complete the convenience of the new addition. 
The whole number of pupils has been greater than in any previous 
year, being 83. The course of study has been systematized, so 
that this school maintains its place at the head of institutions of its — 
class on these Islands. The Principal reports as follows: «+ Schovl 
opened September 5, 1881, before the new building was quite com- 
pleted, but we have been repaid for any additional care by our. 
pleasant rooms and accommodations. 

Forty-seven of the fifty-seven pupils of the previous year re- 
turned, and thirty-six new ones have been admitted, making the 
whole number eighty-three. We again find our dormitories too 
crowded and our dining-room too strait for us. 

The general health of the school has been excellent, though 


\ 
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there have been two cases of serious illness, resulting in the re- 


moval of one little girl from the school. Another was removed 
by the advice of physicians, and four others are now absent, leav-. 
ing the whole number at the close of the year seventy-three.”’ 

‘¢ Miss Flaxman and Miss Napoleon have been most faithful in 
completing the arrangements necessary to the changes in the 
building and increase in the number of pupils. From the last of 
October until the holidays, Miss Helen Castle did very satisfactory 
work as recitation teacher, and at the holidays we were successful 


_in securing for the remainder of the year Miss M. A. Chamberlain, 


so long a teacher in these Islands, and so well known to all. 
‘“‘As Miss Emma Napoleon is soon to leave the work entirely, it 


was deemed advisable that another teacher should be employed, so 


as to become acquainted with the work before the close of the year, 
and Miss Cherrie L. Storrs, of Oakland, California, came on the 
March steamer.”’ 

‘¢ Two of the daughters of Hawaiian missionaries, Hattie Kanoa 
and Hattie Haina, left at the close of last year, and we now have 
Sarah Haina, Lulia Kanoho and Maria Kapali with us, and all 
seem to be making progress.’ 

“Though there has been no religious awakening which could 
be called a revival, there has been excellent attention to instruc- 
tion and an evident comprehension of spiritual truths by many of 
the pupils.”’ If the Trustees were furnished with sufficient funds 
they would at once carry out the plan of adding a new wing to 
the new building and removing the old buildings in front. 


THE EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This school continues to maintain its high position under the 
Principal, Miss Helen E. Carpenter. On account of a failure of 
health during a part of the past year, which obliged the Principal 
to take much needed rest for a few months, the school has been | 
for a large portion of the year under the direction of Mrs. M. L. 
Smith. Two new assistant teachers have been secured during the 
past year—Miss Maria Sheely and Miss Potter. 


Miss Carpenter, the Principal, whose health we are glad to say 


has been much benefitted by her rest, reports as follows :- 


‘<The school for the greater part of the year has been under the 
able direction of Mrs. Smith, assisted by Miss Sheeley and Miss 
Potter. No more faithful workers than these can be found. Miss 
L. Sniffin and others of the older girls are doing good service. 

The school has been very full, there having been ninety-six con- 
nected with it during the year, the average number not quite 


‘ninety. Of these, nineteen belong to Hawaiian Ministers. Since 


last September both Rachel Kekela and Kele Nueku have mar- 
ried at the Seminary to graduates of Lahainaluna. We think God’s 
Spirit has been in the school, and that many have ‘chosen the 
good part.’ ” 
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The accommodations being insufficient for the number of pupils 
plans are in progress for the erection of additional buildings by 


— the Trustees. a 


THE KOHALA FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This school keeps on the even tenor of its way, under Miss E. 
M. Lyons as Principal, assisted by Miss Loveland and Miss Small. 
The number of scholars is reported the same as last year. 


NEED OF A BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 
We yet lack a boarding school for young boys. We have board- 


ing schools for youth over twelve years of age and for girls, but . 
we have no such school for younger boys. This subject has been’ 


considered in the meeting of the Oahu Evangelical Association, 
and referred to the Hawaiian Board. It is still under considera- 
tion, but the way does not yet appear open. We should however 
keep this object well in view, in hopes of its attainment. 


WORK AMONG GILBERT ISLAND LABORERS. 


Rey. J. H. Mahoe has continued his labors among the Gilbert — : 


Islanders on Kauai as in past years, and has received $50 from 
this Board in consideration of those labors. Rev. R. Maka also 
on Oahu, and Rev. D. Kanoho on Maui, have continued their la- 


’ bors among this people as last year, and received their support 


from this Board. 


Rev. Hiram Bingham and Mrs. Bingham have continued. their 


labors here in Honolulu as in the past. Mr. Bingham has also 
visited the Gilbert Islanders on all the islands of this group, and 
is looked up to by them as to a loving father. The Sabbath con- 
gregations of Gilbert. Islanders in Honolulu, ‘and their Sabbath 
School, have been steadily kept up under the ministrations of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bingham, the latter of whom also leads the women’s 
meetings at Kawaiahao, and superintends the Bible Readers work 
of the women among the Hawaiian population of the town. 


NORWEGIAN WORK. 


The introduction of Norwegian laborers into this country having 
proved unsatisfactory, it has been deemed unadvisable to complete 
the arrangements which were initiated last year for obtaining a 
Norwegian pastor, and the money forwarded for that object has 
been returned. 


PORTUGUESE WORK. 


This class of. people is increasing among us, and is likely to 
be still more numerous in the future. Some of them are inclined 
toward our views of Christianity. We should be on the alert for 
their spiritual welfare. We of Hawaii nei must be light bearers 


for the nationalities that come to us from abroad. . 


ved 
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WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 


In accordance with the vote of the Evangelical Association in 
1880, this Board has succeeded in securing at last a man well qual- 
ified in every way to superintend our evangelical work among the 
Chinese on these islands. Mr. F. W. Damon has accepted the in- 
vitation of this Board to take up this department of work, and is 
laboring with great enthusiasm in the-cause. He has secured the 
services of Ho Ah Pui, the former colporteur on Kauai, as a 
teacher, and has already made such progress in learning the 
Chinese language as to be able to converse quite readily in it. He 
has visited all the Chinese on the islands of Oahu and Kauai, and 
has had the general supervision of the Chinese work in Honolulu 
since his entering upon the work last October. 

The Chinése Church in Honolulu has had a very good attendance 
during the year, and the afternoon Sabbath School has an average 
_attendance of one hundred. Dr. Hyde, Miss Payson, Mr. Ather- 
- ton and others have been valuable helpers in the work. Sit Moon, 
the acting pastor, resigned at the beginning of the year, in poor 
health, and is now living at Kohala, Hawaii. 

We have now but one colporteur at work outside of Honolulu, 
a young man by the name of Det Min, who takes the place of Ho 
Ah Pui on Kauai. The former colporteur at Kohala has gone to 
China for his family, and we hope he will yet come back to his 
work. The Chinese Church in Honolulu has sent for a Chinese 
pastor from China. We hopeasuitable person may be found. 

The A. B. C. F. M. has granted $1,000 toward our Chinese work 
here, in view of Mr. F. W. Damon’s labors. We estimate $2,000 
as necessary for the work we wish to do.among the Chinese the 
coming year, and our Board propose to appeal to the foreign com- 
munity of these Islands for one half of this amount. The Chinese 
Christians are generally poor, and they do their full share in 
Honolulu in supporting their own church. Our Hawaiian Churches 
also have their own work to carry on, so that we cannot feel that 
they should be called upon to contribute to this fund. . 

‘It should also be considered that the greater portion of the 
twelve or thirteen thousand Chinese now in this country have 
‘been brought here by the demands of the plantations for labor. 
We ciaim, therefore, that a responsibility rests upon the owners, 
agents and managers of our various plantations, as well as upon the 
Christian public, for the moral and spiritual welfare of these people; 
and surely no fact will more effectually tend to disprove the charges 
of semi-slavery made by many against onr plantation system of 
labor, than that of the earnest and hearty co-operation of planters 
and agents in efforts for the education and spiritual welfare of 
their laborers ; efforts which will show to all the world that they 
regard those employed by them not as mere chattels, but as hu- 
man beings possessing rational and immortal souls, and having 
the same natural rights as all others. We rejoice to believe 








that many of our planters do recognize their responsibility in this | 
matter, and we doubt not they will respond liberally to such ap- 


_ peals as may be made for aid in this important work. 


PROVISION FOR THE ENGLISH SPEAKING POPULATION. 


The Foreign Church at Hilo, Hawaii,’ continues its’ career of 
usefulness under the labors of Rev. E. P. Baker. 

Rev. G. H. Smith continues his ministrations to the Church at 
Kohala. | 

Rev. W. H. Woodwell has lately resigned his work at Pahala, 
Kau, and returned to the United States. , 

On the Island of Maui Rev. T. H. Rouse continues his valuable 
labors with the Church at Makawao, and is now taking a vacation. 

The Church at Wailuku continues vacant, having experienced 
during the past few months a sad disappointment in the sudden 
death of Rev. Mr. Cameron, of Oakland, who had accepted their 
call, and was on the eve of coming to take charge of that Church. 
A man is now in view, however, who we hope may be the right 
one for the place. 

The place left vacant by the lamented departure of Rev. Mr. 


_ Frear, of the Fort Street Church in Honolulu, has been filled by 


Rev. J. A. Cruzan, of Portland, Oregon, who was called. by that 


~ Church last fall, and who is laboring earnestly and successfully in 


that post. 

The Bethel Church, Honolulu, continues its good work as in 
past years, under Rev. 8. C. Damon, D. D. 

The foreign communities of Lihue and Koloa, on Kauai, have 
secured the services of Rev. A. Simpson, of Fairmont, Minnesota, 
who with his wife arrived and commenced his labors there in Jan- 
uary of this year.

FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


This Board has at present under its care twenty-siv Hawaiian — 
missionaries. Of these, fifteen are males and eleven females. | 


There are eleven married couples supported by the Board, and 
three single men whose wives have died in the mission field. A 
fourth, whose wife died in the foreign field, is now residing on 
this Island in feeble health, and has married again since his retnrn 


home, but still receives a part of his support from the funds of the | 


Board. 


Six of our missionaries are on the Marquesas Islands, ten on the 


Gilbert Islands, four on the Marshall Islands, and sw are at present 
in Hawaii nei to recruit their health. Three of these return to 
their fields this year in the Morning Star. 

The salary of each married couple is two hundred dollars a, year, 
and an additional allowance of ten dollars a year is made to aid 
each child at school in Hawaii nei, and each child under fifteen 
years of age remaining with its parents. We also furnish each 
year five dollars worth of medicine to each missionary.. These 
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salaries are thought to be sufficient to secure to our missionaries, 
with proper economy, a comfortable support in their various fields 
of labor, so that they may not be under the necessity of resorting 
to trading fora living. All trading for gain is forbidden to our 
missionaries, and all agency for any of the traders residing in their 


fields of labor, as the engaging in worldly business will only injure 


their influence and hinder their work as missionaries. It is very 
important that a missionary to the heathen should be devoted en- 
_ tirely to the one work of seeking to save souls, and of elevating 
his people from the darkness and degradation of heathenism to the 
light and civilization of Christianity. Whatever therefore tends 
to interfere with this great object should be carefully avoided. , 


\ 


The Morning Star left Honolulu last year on the twenty-third » 


of June, and returned most unexpectedly on the second day of 
February of this year (1882), leaking badly, having been absent 


_seven months and nine days. On account of this leak she came 


directly back from Kusaie on her return from the westward, leay- 
ing the work in the Gilbert and Marshall Islands unfinished. This 
Board, finding that the schooner Julia was about to sail for the 
Gilbert Islands under charter to return Gilbert Island laborers 
whose term of service here had expired, authorized Captain Bray 
_ of the Morning Star to charter her to visit the mission stations in 
the Gilbert and Marshall Islands and do the work which remained 
to be done there. We are now looking daily for the return of the 
Julia, as she is overdue. 

The Morning Star was favored with much better weather on 
this trip than she encountered last year, and was enabled to per- 
form her work as far west as Ruk and back to Kusaie within the 
time set. But the leak, which had been increasing steadily during 
the voyage from Ponape to Ruk and back again, had grown to 
such proportions that, after doing all that could be done at Kusaie 
to stop it, it was decided that she should come directly to Hono- 
lulu for repairs, She has been thoroughly repaired, and is now 
ready for another voyage. Captain Bray sums up the work of her 
voyage as follows : 

‘¢ We have sighted and passed islands fifty-six times, and made 
thirty-six stopping places ; entering fifteen lagoons and anchoring 
forty-six times, besides standing off and on one-hundred and fifteen 
hours. Three hundred and nineteen passengers have been enter- 
tained on board. Calms and currents, considering the region of 
our work, have been favorable, having had but 429 hours calm and 
395 miles of adverse currents, which has reduced the usual boating 
distance to 8377 miles—considerably less than ever before, ‘The 
whole number of miles sailed upon the voyage is 12,862,

Letters have been received several times from this mission dur- 
ing the year. Latest accounts report an encouraging outlook for 
the work there. A protestant French missionary from Tahiti, 
Rev. A. Sarran, had arrived there and was co-operating with our 
Hawaiian brethren in their labors. There seemed to be an awaken- 
ing among the people. The schools and churches were well at- 
tended, and the old era of bloodshed and cannibalism seem to have _- 
nearly passed away. We rejoice with the brethren there in the © 
good news.

Letters have been received from all our missionaries at the Gil- 
bert Islands. They held their General Meeting at Apaiang last 
year, and three new Gilbert Island catechists were approved: Ten 
Tibwe to labor on the island of Nonouti, Teraoi to assist Kanoaro 
on Apemama, and Ten Tekea to assist Lono on Maiana. - A Com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. Taylor, Leleo, Lono, Maunaloa and 
Capt. Bray, was appointed by the mission to investigate the pain- 
ful rumors that had been so widely spread against our missionaries 
Nalimu and Kapu, charging them with Instigating and leading 
on the battle of September, 1880, between the heathen and the 
Christian parties on Tapiteuea. That Committee visited Tapiteuea 
on the Morning Star, went ashore and visited the battle field. 
They enquired into the circumstances of the battle from people of 
both the heathen and Christian parties, and the report which they 
sent back to our Board confirmed the truth of the charges made 
against Nalimu, of leading the Christian party in the fight. They 
also say that Kapu remained in sight of the battle-field while the 
slaughter was going on, without trying to prevent it, and that 
after the fight was over both «“‘Nalimu and Kapu went down with 
the chiefs and divided the land of the conquered party, taking for 
themselves twelve immense pieces of land, six pieces each.” 
They say also at the conclusion of their report, ‘‘ We should judge 


ee pee 


that Kapu was over-persuaded by Nalimu, and went to the scene 
of slaughter against his judgment.’’? This report is signed by each 
of the five members of the Committee in his own hand-writing. 
This is a terrible charge against our missionaries, and we can 
hardly believe it possible that they could have been guilty of such 
conduct, especially as they had induced the people only a few 
months previous to destroy their arms and declare peace. We still 
cling to the hope that there may be some mistake about it. The 
Board has sent orders by the Julia for Nalimu to come back here 
in her that we may have a full investigation of the case, and as 
Mr. Taylor, Lono, and Kahea are also expected up by the same 
_ vessel, we shall have at least three members of that committee 
here, if they come. Our hearts are heavy at these charges against 
the good name of our missionaries, and it is most important that 
they shall have a chance to meet the charges in a fair investiga- 
tion before the Board. 
From only two of the Gilbert Islands do we receive cheering 
reports. At Apemama the good work still continues. The King 


of that island has put away all but one of his thirty wives, and 


has been married to that one. At Butaritari the revival still cons 
tinues, and a great change has taken place. The liberal supply of 
books taken down by the Morning Star last year has been ex- 

_ hausted, and more are needed. Our brother Kanoa is greatly re- 
joiced and encouraged. The King, by the advice of the captain 
of the British vessel of war Emerald, has passed a prohibitory law 
against intoxicating liquors and drunkenness. Peace and quiet 
prevail, and the people are seeking after instruction. 

From Maiana, Lono writes that there is some improvement in 

_ the people, but the side of Satan is still strong there. At Apaiang 
the: same old story prevails, of war and hardness of heart. 

Haina writes from Tarawa, Jan. 31, 1882, of continual fighting 
among the people of that island, and of war frem without. His 
cocoanut trees have been despoiled, his pigs and chickens stolen, 
his chests broken open and the contents rifled, and his cooking 
utensils carried off. The Board have made him an extra grant of 
$50 in consideration of his losses.

Mrs. Walkup returned 
from here to her home in the United States, and Mr. Walkup 
went back to Apaiang in the Julia. We have no late word from. 
our brethren Kaaia and Kekuewa, though we hope to hear by the . 
Julia.

From the Caroline Islands the reports are similar to those of last . 
year. Mr. Logan’s health not improving on his return from Oniop 
to Ponape last year, he and his family, by médical advice, availed 
themselves of the first opportunity to leave Ponape, and sailed 
from there for New Zealand in a trading schooner, reaching Auck- 
land after a tedious passage of 71 days. Mr. Logan’s strength was 
so much reduced on their arrival that they remained there some 
months, until his health improved sufficiently to allow him to, 
come to Honolulu by steamer on the way to the United States. 
After a short stay in Honolulu they passed on to their home in the 
States. 

Mr. Doane has been left alone during the past year on the Caro- 
line Islands. By the May steamer from San Francisco arrived 
Rev. A. A. Sturges and Rey. F. E. Rand and Mrs. Rand, on their 
return to Ponape from a recruiting visit to the Unite States, and 
with them three new missionaries, Rev. A. S. Houston and wife, 
and Miss Jennie E. Fletcher. We rejoice that this mission, which 
has been so nearly broken up, is now so strongly reinforced, and 
shall hope to hear good news from that interesting mission by next 
year. The field is ripe for the harvest, and it only remains to 
enter in and reap a rich reward of souls for the Master..

God’s good providence has given us another year of traihing in ; 
His School of Life. In the N. P. M. Institute we have had various 
‘experiences, but rejoice in the belief that God has been guiding us 
through them all. We have learned lessons of faith and hope and 
love in the duties.of the passing hour, while we have been study- — 
ing the words of Holy Writ, and entering into fuller comprehen- 
‘sion of God’s Revealed Will. i 

There have been 16 students connected with the Institute the 
past year: Paaluhi, Kaili, Kauhi, Keaweamahi, Kaeha, Kaiapa, 
Kapu, Kawaiaea, Keliipio, Kalaiwaa, Kukapu, Kanakanui, Sete- 
pano, Lutera, Honuakau. Three of these had taken previously 
two years of the course of study, one for the same length of time 
had taken part of the studies, five had been one year previously 
students in the Institute, six entered this year. The studies are 


- go arranged that, entering any year, the full course may be passed. ¥ ss 


in three years. 
But because of the misconduct of their wives two have given 
up their connection with the Institute. Another went to the hos- 


pital, having shown the incipient symptoms of that dread malady, Rte 


leprosy. In the five years of my connection with the Institute 
“there have been four cases of leprosy among the students, and 
seven violations of the Seventh Commandment of the Decalogue, 
on the part of students or their wives. If such has been the de- 
‘plorable condition of disease and immorality manifested among 
‘the select few who have been connected with the Institute, is not 
this one indication of the work that needs to be done for the physi- 
cal recuperation and moral regeneration of the Hawaiian race? In 
other lands and in other ages the Gospel has shown its marvellous 
power to revive spiritual activity in souls apparently dead to all 
interest in spiritual life and progress. Christian faith has before 
it in the regeneration of the Hawaiian race a work that demands 
fullest. consecration, and a spirit of hopefulness that will not yield 
to any discouragement because of apparent impossibilities, or 
seemingly thankless toil. . 
As in previous years, in the midst of difficulties and embarrass- 
ments, God has raised up helpers and provided means. The grant 

’ of $500 reported last year, from the A. B. C. F. M., has been used. 
this year for completing and furnishing the new laundry rooms and 
- bath rooms. Money has also been received from J. T. Water- 
house, Esq., Judge Judd, Mrs. Rice, and the Church of Kekaha,

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Clothing has been given by Mrs. ©. M. Cooke, W. F. Allen, G.P. | 
Castle, Dr. Rodgers, and F. M. Hatch. J udge Judd, Mrs. John- 
son, Rey. H. H. Parker, have made donations of books. Oppor- 
' tunities for labor with good wages have been given by Brewer & 
Co., Mr. Henry Waterhouse, and friends living in the neighborhood 
of the Institute. A half-dollar fora half-day’s work will enable a 
student to support himself and wife in comfort, though it will not 
furnish him with an elegant wardrobe or a fine library. The stu- 
dents have put a new floor on the verandah, made three new book 
cases, and done other work for the rooms and the grounds, 

The studies pursued have been of the same general character as 
heretofore. Thorough Biblical instruction has been the chief aim. 
The analytical study of the books of thé Bible has been pursued 
_ through the poetical and prophetical books of thu Old Testament, 
the Acts and the Epistles of the New Testament, completing thus 


_. the entire Scriptures, The students have written expository dis- 


courses on the Acts, passages longer or shorter being assigned to 
each one, so as to preserve the unity of thought while completing 
the study of the book consecutively. They have written full notes 
of lectures on the latter half of the Old Testament, and of the New 
Testament, and a full commentary also verse by verse of the first . 
fifteen chapters of the Apocalypse. They have now in Hawaiian 
full manuscript commentaries on Genesis, Exodus, Acts, Romans, 
Hebrews, Revelation, as well as a critical analysis and general ex- 
planation of every book in the Bible. Church History has been. 
one of the studies this year, and Church Polity has been discussed 
in connection with a critical revision of the Manual of Faith and 
Order under which the Hawaiian Churches have been organized 
and managed. , Rev. H. H. Parker has attended to the Homileti- 
cal department as heretofore, giving instruction in regard to the 
_ composition and delivery of sermons. Exercises in speaking and 
_ writing English have formed part of the daily drill three days of 
every week. Good progress has been made in. extempore speak- 
ing and debate, and the management of deliberative assemblies, in 
the weekly meetings of the Rhetorical Society every Thursday 
morning. One hour every Friday has been devoted to inspection 
of rooms and general cleaning up about the premises. ;' 

God has signally shown His readiness to bless this people, in the 
success that has attended the evangelical meetings conducted by 
Kalama and Keaweamahi. Some of the students have given ef- 
ficient aid in revival work in Honolulu and other places on Oahu, 
and at Lahaina on Maui. They have been able to do this for a 
brief time without interfering harmfully with their studies. Such 
kind of work is of value as fitting them more completely for what 
must ever be the great work of the Gospel ministry—turning sin- 
ners to righteousness, and awakening in hard or eareless hearts 
faith and hope and love towards J esus, the Saviour. Ten young 
men have already signified their intention to enter the Institute. 

Let us pray God that the brightest intellects and largest hearts may

BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 





WHEREAS, in the year 1863, an Association calling themselves 
. Par HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION, consisting of all 
of the ordained clergymen, both native and foreign, residing upon 
the different islands of the group, and of Micronesia and the Mar- 
~quesas Islands, and such laymen as had previously belonged to an 
association of the same name, of the Congregational and Presbyte- 
rian orders, was organized ; and Whereas, the object of the Asso- 
ciation was mutual counsel and assistance in the great work of 
propagating the Gospel, and to enter into common measures for 
promoting knowledge and the Christian religion by sending mission- 
aries abroad ; by establishing churches and pastors in the islands ; 
by printing and circulating bibles, tracts, and books of such kinds 
as shall in the opinion of the Association be adapted to promote its 
‘objects; and 
WHEREAS, the Association did choose aud appoint an Executive 
- Committee, to consist of not less than eighteen persons, to be 
called The Hawatian Evangelical Association, to be divided into 
three classes, the membership of each class to be determined by 
lot ; the first class to go out at the end of the first year, the second 
at the close of the second year, and the third class to go out at the 
end of the third year, the vacancy thus created being filled by per- 
sons chosen by the Association according to its rules, and each 
class thereafter chosen to serve three years, the former members 
being eligible for re-election. In case of failure to elect, the old 
members to hold over until new ones are chosen, “The Corres- 
ponding Secretary and Treasurer chosen by the Association to be © 
ex officio members of the said Board and to hold the same offices 
therein ; and | 
WuEREAS, for the efficient prosecution of its duties it becomes 
necessary for the said Board of the Evangelical Association’ to re- 
ceive and hold moneys by bequest and otherwise, and to receive 
and to execute titles to real estate and other property ; and 
WHEREAS, to be able to do this in conformity with the laws of | 
this Kingdom, the said Board requires a proper Charter as by the 


said laws provided, and Sam’l N. Castle and J. F. Pogue did, on | 

the Fourth day of February, Eighteen Hundred and Seventy- 
three, file in the office of the Minister of the Interior of this King- 
dom a petition in accordance with the provisions of the Civil Code 
of the Hawaiian Islands, praying for a Charter of Incorporation for 
the ‘« Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association” for the bur 
poses hereinbefore set forth ; now therefore, 

Know all men by these i Shebahtah that I, Edwin O. Hall, His | 
Majesty’s Minister of the Interior, pursuant to the tenor of the | 
aforesaid petition, in accordance with a resolution of the King in 
Privy Council bearing date the fourteenth day of February, 1873, 
and by virtue of the authority in me vested by the provisions of ; 
the Civil Code of the Hawaiian Islands, do hereby create H. H. Par- ; 
ker, L. Smith, S. N. Castle, E. P. Church, J. W. Smith, W. D.

Pogue and E. O. Hall, and their successors, a body corporate, by 
the name of the «‘ Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association,” 
and by that name they may sue and be sued, plead and be im- — 
pleaded, appear, prosecute and defend to final judgment and exe- 
cution, and in their corporate capacity they may take, receive, | 
have and hold lands, tenements, hereditaments, or personal - 
estate, by gift, grant, or otherwise, for the purposes of the 
Association, the yearly income of which shall not exceed Ten 
Thousand Dollars, provided that all the property aforesaid, with 
all its proceeds, be faithfully appropriated by the said Board to the 
purposes and objects of the Association as set forth in the preamble 
hereto affixed to this instrument, and not otherwise. 

The Corporation shall have Ewer to sell, convey, exchange or — 
lease any or all parts of their lands, tenements or other property 
for the benefit of their funds, and may have a common seal which 
they may alter or renew at pleasure. 

The Corporation may annually choose from among themselves 
by ballot a President, a Vice- President, a Recording Secretary, 
and such other officers as they may deem expedient, and from 
themselves or others, an Auditor and such Committees, standing 
or special, as they may think best, all of whom shall. hold their 
offices until others are chosen to succeed them, and shall have such 


powers and perform such duties as the Board may order and direct. 
In case of vacancy by death, resignation or otherwise, the vacancy 
may in like manner be filled at any legal meeting of the Board 
from members of the Association. . 

The Treasurer shall give bond, with sufficient surety in the judg- 

ment of the Board, for the faithful discharge of the duties of his 
office, when required by the Board. 
_ All deeds and contracts which the said Board may lawfully make 
and execute, signed by the President or Vice-President and the 
Treasurer, and sealed, shall be valid in law to all intents and pur- 
poses. 

The said Board shall have power to make such by-laws, rules 
and regulations for the management of their concerns as they — 
Shall deem expedient, provided the same are not repugnant to the 
laws of this Kingdom. 

All members of the Board known to be present in Honolulu 
- shall be notified of the special meetings of the Board by the Re-~ 

cording Secretary, and no business transacted at any of its meet- 
ings shall be valid without the attendance of at least five members, 
and any application to the King in Council for any amendment to 
this Charter must be approved by not less than ¢en members of the 
Board.

The Report was approved. 

The following persons were by vote chosen corresponding members 
during the present session, viz: John Kalama, J W Kalua, J W Nau- 
kana, Hon A F Judd, J Alapai, J G Hoapili, and such members of the 
General Young People’s Christian Association as were in attendance. 

The first day and part of the second were spent in reading the Church 
and Association Reports. The Annual Reports of the Treasurer, and 
Corresponding Secretary of the Hawaiian Board were read on Thurs- 
day forenoon, and approved. Elections then followed. Hon EO Hall 
by letter resigned the Treasurership, and W W Hall Esq, was unani- 
mously chosen in his place. Rev A O Forbes was re-elected Corres- 
ponding Secretary, and Messrs. J W Smith M D, 8 N Castle. L Smith 
D D, HH Parker, J Waiamau, S Waiwaiole, F W Damon, W O Smith 
and John Kalama were chosen members of the Hawaiian Board for 
three years. Hailama was also chosen in place of W H Nailipelapela 
déceased, of the first class, and in the second class B W Kawainui was 
chosen in place of Rev T Coan deceased, and J Alapai in place of Rev 
M Kuaea. permanently disabled by sickness. 

The afternoons of Thursday and Friday were devoted to the meet- 
ings of the General Sabbath School Association; and at four P. M. of 
Thursday the Association attended by invitation the Annual Tea Party 
at the parlors of Fort St. Church, provided by the Kindness of the La- 
dies of the Woman’s Board of Missions. 

At three Pp. M. on the Sabbath, a union meeting of Hawaiians and 
foreigners was held in the new Hall of the Honolulu Y M C A on Ho- 
tel St. 

Rev J W Kaapu preached the annual sermon in Hawaiian on For- 
eign Missions, at Kawaiahdo Church, on Sabbath morning June 10th, 
and Rev S P Kaaia as substitute, the annual sermon on Home Mis- 
sions, at Kaumakapili Church in the evening of the same day; both 
principal and alternate appointed last year being absent. 

Rev E P Baker failing to attend, and his alternate, Rev A Simpson 
pextng died, there was no annualsermon on Foreign Missions in Kng- 

ish. 

Rev J A Cruzan delivered a most excelent annual sermon on Home 
Missions, according to appointment, on Subbath evening, June 10th. 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


1. Resolved, That the column entitled ‘‘ Church Members in regular 
standing in the Parish, ’’ be continued in the Statistical Reports. 

2. Lesolved, That this Association agrees to attempt to raise the sum 
of five thousand dollars this coming year for the Home Department of 
the Treasury. In pursuance of the above resolution, Rey Messrs J N 
Kamoku, J Waiamau, D Keaweamahi, J N Paikuli and J B Hanaike 
were appointed a Committee to apportion the amount among the 
Island Associations. 

3. Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Association that all our 
Churches should sacredly set apart the regular monthly contributions 
for the Treasury of our Hawaiian Board. 

4, Resolved, That the Corresponding Secretary of the Hawaiian 
Board and the President of the General Sabbath School Association be 
jointly authorized to prepare beforehand aschedule of meetings for the 
Annual Association of 1884, 
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5. Resolvéd, That the first week in January, 1884, be observed as a 
week of prayer. 

6. Resolved, That the last Thursday in January, 1884, be observed 
as a day of prayer for Schools. 

7. Resolved, That the sum of $5,000 for Home Work be apportioned 
as follows:

“West “ ie papa Rites idle A te 1,250 00 
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8, Resolved, That this Association urge the Pastors and Churches 
to keep their Church buildings and Parsonages, with their fences and 
lots in good condition as is appropriate to Christian life. And if any 
Pastor lacks suitable tools for the purpose, and is unable to procure 
them himself, our Missionary Mother, Mrs. MS Rice has kindly of- 
fered to furnish such tools to a reasonable amount. 

9. Resolved, (1.) The Pastors and acting supplies of the Churches 
are hereby required to visit throughout their parishes, and ascertain 
the number of those who are living in violation of the marriage rela- 
tion, or in an immoral relation; and to note down all such, and report 
the same to their respective Island Associations. 

(2.) All such parties are to be warned and earnestly urged to forsake 
this sinful mode of life, and if they persist, to be reported to the proper 
authorities of the government. 

“The ne was reported by the Necrological Committee, and ap- 

roved: 

3 We have here no abiding place: therefore our fellow laborers have 
departed from us. 

During the past year, a number of the fathers and members of this 
Association have been called away to enter into the rest which awaits 
all God’s people. 

On the Ist of December, 1882, death removed the Rev T Coan at Hilo; 
Feb 3, 1883, Rev P W Kaawa died at Kalawao; Feb 11th, Rev Adam 
Simpson died at Lihue. Also during the past year Rev S W Papaula 
died at Honolulu, Rev S Aiwohi at Kohala, and Rev J K Kahuila at 
Kalawao. 

We are saddened by the departure of ne weg but we also re- 
joice in view of a good fight fought, of the fait kept, and of the crown 
of righteousness laid up, which the Lord, the righteous judge shall 
give in that day to all them that have loved his appearing.

TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE BOARD OF THE 


HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 


During the past year, six members of the Evangelical Associa- 
tion have been removed by death: Rev T. Coan, at Hilo, Dec. 
Ist, 1882; Rev P. W. Kaawa, at Kalawao, Feb. 3rd, 1883; Rev. A. 
Simpson, at Lihue; Feb. 11th, 1883; Rev 8S. W. Papaula, at Hono- 
lulu; Rev. S. Aiwohi, at Kohala; and Rev. J. K. Kahuila, at Ka- 
lawao. 

The first mentioned, Rev. T. Coan, was one of the venerable 
fathers of the work in Hawaii nei, and was the President of the 
Hawaiian Board from its organization in 1868 until his death. 
He continued to labor steadfastly in his work to the end, and the 
words of Paul were well fitted to him:—‘‘I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the faith.” Only 
eight of the missionary fathers remain among us now; viz: Rev. 
Messrs. Lyons, Lyman, Paris, Alexander, L. Smith and J. W. 
Smith with their wives, and Rev. Messrs. Baldwin and Bond who 
have been bereaved of their wives. And of the widows of former 
Missionaries there remain yet with us Mrs. Hitchcock, Mrs. Par- 
ker, Mrs. Emerson, Mrs. Johnson, Mrs. Cooke and Mrs. Rice. 
Nor are we to forget the venerable brethren Castle, Hall and Di- 
mond, who with their wives stillsurvive. All these have arrived 
at the age when the multiplying years increase the infirmaties of 
life. They still look upon us, their children and grandchildren in 
the work, with affectionate interest; and our thoughts turn to them 
with veneration and love, and with regret that we are deprived of 
their presence with us at these Annual Meetings. The responsi- 
bility of carrying on tlfe work of the Lord in Hawaii nei now de- 
volves upon us, and the example and teachings of the fathers ave 
for us a crown of glory and an inheritence of greater worth than 
the gold and jewels of earth. 

Let us beware that we do not despise this crown and wastefully 
squander this inheritance. 

At the close of the Annual Meeting of the Association in June, 
1882, the time and strength of your Corresponding Secretary was 
occupied in the Revival work among our Churches for a period of 
three months. 

In response to a written request, signed by more than two hun- 
dred Hawaiians here in Honolulu, and under the auspices of the 
Y. M. ©, A. of Honolulu, Mr. M. L. Hallenbeck returned to re- 
sume his work among us in May, 1882. He had become inter- 
ested in the Hawaiians during his first visit here in 1881, and 
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therefore willingly returned to labor among them, and at the close 
of the Annual Meeting of this Association, he began his labors. 

At the urgent desire and request however, of the foreign portion 
of the community, he first devoted two weeks to labor among 
them, and then commenced his work among us; and it proved a 
remarkable work. The presence of the Holy Spirit was manifest 
with power, and many souls were brought up from the darkness 
and death of sin, into the joy and light of life in Christ Jesus. 

Some seed, no doubt, fell by the wayside, and the fowls of the air 
picked it up; others sprang up quickly, but soon withered because 

they had no depth of root. But there was much good seed sown 

in fruitful soil which continues to grow and flourish to this day. . 
Much_good was also done in quickening the strength of professing 

Christians, and drawing closer the bonds of fellowship and love in 

Christ Jesus. In this work Mr. John Kalama and his wife Sarah, 

and Rey. D. Keaweamahi and his wife Lydia, also took part, and 

proved themselves able and faithful laborers for the salvation of 
souls. And afterwards Mr. and Mrs. Kalama devoted themives 
to this work for a number of months, visiting the Churches of 
Kauai, and throughout the districts of Kona, Kau and Hamakua 
on Hawaii, and their labors were blest of the Holy Spirit. The 

Churches were much revived through their efforts. We have 

reason to bless the Lord for all these benefits. 


SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


The Sabbath School work progresses steadily, and it is a matter 
of rejoicing that their Christian character and management are 
constantly improving. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS, 


The number of Young People’s Christian Associations has in- 
creased the past year, and good has resulted from their work. If 
properly conducted and kept to their true work, these Associa. 
tions will be valuable aids to the Pastors and Churches. It is for 
that purpose that they are intended. The Y. P. C. A. at Lihue, 
Kauai, have erected a building for their own use. 

The Honolulu Y. M. C. A. (foreign) have erected a handsome 
brick building, and furnished it for the use of the Association and 
the public. It is centrally located on the’ corner of Hotel and Ala- 
kea streets, and is open at all hours of the day and evening, to all 
who may wish to avail themselves of its privileges. ‘The site cost 
$4,000, and the building and improvements $14,000. The fur- 
nishing of the rooms cost $1,000. Total $19,000, all of which has 
been raised by subscribtion, so-that the building is out of debt. 


CHURCH BUILDINGS. 


One new Church building has been erected during the past year, 
at Paia, on East Maui. A number of Churches have also been re- 
paired or renovated. The Church at Wailuku, Maui, have raised 
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money to erect a bell tower on their building, and will soon have 
the work under way. 

The new Kaumakapili Church building progresses toward com- 
pletion. The basement story has been finished inside, and the 
audience room above is now being plastered. 


THE PASTORATE. 


Six Pastors have been installed during the past year, of whom 
five, Rev. S. Kaili, at Waikapu, Rev. Z. S. K. Paaluhi, at Haiku, 
Rey. G. W. Waiau, at Hookena, and Rev. D. Nuuhiwa, at Wai- 
oli, were newly ordained, and one, Rev. 8. P. Kaaia, at Kalapa- 
na, had been previously an ordained missionary for a number of 
years at the Marshall Islands. Three others have been called but 
not yet settled, Rev. S. K. Kauwe, at Paauhau, Rev. S. W. Ke- 
kuewa, at Waiohinu, and Rev. J. S. Kalana, at Hilo. Four 
Churches have been deprived of Pastors, the Haili Church, Hilo, 
by the death of Rey. T. Coan; the Kaumakapili Church, Hono- 
lulu, whose Pastor, Rev. M. Kuaea, has been permanently laid 
aside by illness, and whose dismissal was therefore approved by 
the Association, as also was the choice by the Church of Hon. H. 
Waterhouse as assistant supply for a year. He has labored dili- 
gently and effectively for the welfare of this Church, and they are 
greatly indebted to him for his earnest and disinterested efforts 
on their behalf. It is greatly to the credit of this Church that 
they have voted to continue to their former Pastor his salary till 
the close of the present year. 

The Church at Laupahoehoe, Hawaii, have dismissed their Pas- 
tor, Rev. 8S. K. Pa, and the Church at Honuaula, Maui, is vacant 
by reason of the removal of their Pastor Rev. S. K. Kauwe, to the 
Church at Paauhau. 


PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


Fifty-five Churches have reported this year a total amount of 
$9,633.58 for Pastoral Suppert, being an average of $175.15. 
Eleven Churches remain who have not reported, making the 
whole number of Hawaiian Churches sixty-six. The number of 
members reported in the above fifty-five Churches are 6,259, and 
if all had reported the total number would doubtless reach 7,000. 
In addition to these, there are many who attend the Churches and 
Sabbath Schools, who are not enrolled as Church members. Di- 
viding the sum of $9,633.58 among 6,259 Church members, the 
average contribution per member for Pastoral Support is $1.53. 

The number of Pastors and Supplies reported is thirty-nine, and 
the average support reported is $245.70. Thisshows some progress 
in the important matter of the support of Pastors by the Churches. 
It should be remembered however, that these figures include the 
returns from the two large Churches of Kawaiahao and Kaumaka 
pili, from which we had last year no report. 


Taken by Islands we find on the Isiand of Hawaii 13 Pastors 
and 18 Churches report $2,380.97. Se 

On Maui and Molokai, 14 Pastors and 19 Churches report 
$3,222.61. . 

On Oahu, 7 Pastors and 11 Churches report $3,076.00. 

On Kauai, 5 Pastors and 7 Churches report $954.00. 

Thirty-nine Pastors and fifty-five Churches report $9,633,58. 

On Hawaii, only one Church, that of North Kohala, reports more 


than $300, four Churches between $200 and $300 viz: Kekaha “ 


$228, Hilo $218.40, Helani and Kailua $206. All the rest fall be- 
low $200. 

On Maui, the Wailuku Church takes the lead with $512, and 
Lahaina comes second with $500; Haiku, Waikapu and Waihee, 
each between $300 and $340; and Hana and Kaluaaha each $250. 
All the rest fall below $200. 

On Oahu, Kawaiahao stands first with $1,000, and Kaumakapili 
second with $525. Hauula and Kahana report $322, Waialua 
$300, Kalihi and Moanalua $200, and Waimanalo $200. The rest. 
fall below $200. 
~ On Kauai, Lihue and Koloa each report $300, and the rest are 
below $200. 

The progress in the matter of Pastoral Support is slow but steady. 


PARSONAGES. 


The Parsonage of the Wailuku Church has been completed and 
is the model Parsonage of all our Hawaiian Churches. It cost 
over $700 and is neatly and completely furnished by the Church. 
We admire the wisdom ard energy of the Wailuku people. The 
house and furniture are their own, and in case of removal and 
change of Pastors, the furnished Parsonage remains. 

The Church at Kalapana also are to be commended for their new 
frame Parsonage. And the Church of Opihikao, under the same 
Pastor are also erecting a Parsonage for themselves, ‘thus furnish- 
ing an instance of one Pastor provided with two Parsonages—one 
at each end of his field. 

The Church of Paauhau is also building a neat frame Parsonage, 
emulating that of Wailuku. We commend their energy. Other 
Churches are also moving to provide dwellings for their Pastors. 
We hope soon to see all provided with suitable Parsonages. 


EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. 


THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE. 


This school has been full during the past year; the number of 
students being greater than could be accommodated on the prem- 
ises. Rev. C. M. Hyde D. D., the Principal, and. Mrs. Hyde, 
have been abundant in their labors for the students and their wives. 
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It is proposed to erect an additional building for the Institution, — 

and the Hawaiian Churches have undertaken to raise seven hun-- 

dren dollars for this purpose. For particulars with reference to 
the school, we refer you to the report of the Principal, Dr. Hyde. 


HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This school continues its usefulness and prosperity under its 
able and energetic Principal, W. B. Oleson. The assistant teachers 
during the past year have been Mrs. Abbie J. Oleson, Miss Ellen 
A, Arms, Miss Clara Shipman, Miss Deacon and Mrs. Lydia B. 
Coan; the latter at present supplying the place of Miss Deacon, 
who has lately been married. 


KAWAIAHAO GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


The school year opened Aug. 80th, 1882, and Miss Norton, the 
Principal reports as follows: 

‘Twenty-four of those present the previous year did not return; 
Six of these being Gilbert Island girls, all but one of whom have 
since returned to their native land. Thirty-nine new pupils have 
entered, making the entire number eighty-nine. The health of 
the pupils has been good, there having been only one case of seri- 
ous illness during the year. Misses Chamberlain, Flaxman and 
West have been in school during the year.’ On account of failing 
health, Miss Storrs did not return after the close of the term in 
December; and in March, Mrs. Mabel Closson assumed the duties 
of Matron, and Mrs. Fannie B. Simpson, recently of Kauai, came | 
in April to assist, devoting much of her time to the care of the 
little girls. For the past three weeks Mrs. Closson has been laid 
aside by sickness, but is improving. Those who have received 
aid from your Board are Sarah Haina, Lulia Haina Kanoho, Deb- 
orah Haina, Esther Lono and Maria Kapali. 

Religious instruction has been continued with good attention 
throughout the year, but we have not been able to rejoice in see- 
ing these girls give themselves to the Master’s service in whole- 
hearted consecration.” 


EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This Institution has been prosperous as usual. The whole num- 
ber of pupils in attendance during the year has been one hundred 
and eight, of whom sixteen were daughters of Hawaiian Minis- 
ters. Miss H. E. Carpenter, the Principal, has been laid aside by 
sickness a large portion of the time, but is somewhat better now. 
Miss Maria Sheeley and Miss S. M. Potter have been the assist- 
ants during the whole year, and Miss M. Nelson and Miss L. ‘8S. 
Cathcart during a part of the year. Miss Becky Edwards, an ad- 
vanced pupil, has also rendered valuable assistance in teaching. | 

During the year a new and commodious building has been com- 
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pleted, which will add much to the comfort and efficiency of thé 
school. Both teachers and scholars are rejoicing in this much 
needed increase of accommodations. There is room however, for 
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additional aid in furnishing the new rooms. ‘his building affords | 


a separate school room for the smaller girls, and class rooms beside; 
_ also a sewing room, a reception room for parents, a dormitory and 
teachers’ rooms. 


WAIALUA GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


' - The trustees of this Institution having decided not to re-open 
it, they were authorized to sell the personal effects of the school, 
and divide the proceeds equally between the three schools of Ka- 

_ waiahao, Makawao and Kohala. The sale realized $748.20, which 
was accordingly divided in equal portions among the three schools 
named above. : 


KOHALA GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


At the opening of the school in September, 1882, the number of 
scholars was so small that the Trustees refered the matter of its 
temporary suspension to the West Hawaii Association which met 
shortly after at Waipio. By advice of the-Association, it was de- 
cided to suspend the school temporarily, at the close of 1882. 
‘Shortly after that, the assistant teachers, Miss Loveland and Miss 
Small returned to the United States, and the Principal, Miss E. 
M. Lyons, resigned. It was with the deepest regret and most 
painful reluctance that the Trustee. yielded to the force of circum- 
stances which were beyond their control, in thus temporarily dis- 
banding the school. Miss Lyons and her assistants have done 
much faithful and patient labor, in a self-denying spirit, for along 
series of years. Miss Lyons has had the full confidence of all in 
her steadfast conscientiousness, firmness of character, and thorough 
scholarship, and our respect and esteem follow her to her Waimea 
home, where she returns to be a comfort and stay to her parents in 
their declining years. 

The Trustees are endeavoring to obtain new teachers, and we 
hope this Institution will ere long be again opened for the benefit 
of the parents on the Island of Hawaii. 


BOARDING SCHOOL FOR SMALL BOYS. 


The establishment of such a school is still under consideration, 
but the way does not yet seem to be open. It is a difficult matter 
to find the right person to take the charge of such an Institution, 
with prospect of successful management. We still hope the object 
may be accomplished. 


WORK AMONG THE GILBERT ISLANDERS 


Rev. J. H. Mahoe has continued his labors among the Gilbert 
Islanders. on the Island of Kauai, and Rey. H. Bingham and Mrs. 


- “Binghatd ‘in Honolulu and vicinity. Rev. H. Bingham has also 


had a general supervision of the welfare of these people through- 
out all the islands of this group. In addition to these labors, a 
considerable portion of his time and strength has been occupied 
in the revision and enlargement of the Gilbert Island Hymn Book, 
and in seeing it through the press. Mrs. Bingham has also had 
her full share in these labors. Last December however, by an 
unfortunate accident, her foot was badly injured, so that from that 
time to this, she has been confined to the house, and suffered 
much. 


WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 


Mr. F. W. Damon has prosecuted his labors under the auspices 
of this Board, with admirable enthusiasm and success. He has 
visited the Chinese everywhere on these islands, making himself 
thoroughly acquainted with their condition and needs, and hold- 
ing meetings among them and distributing a considerable amount 
of religious reading matter. He has given his whole time and 
strength to this work, and good fruits have rewarded his efforts. 
For particulars we refer you to his interesting and valuable report. 

The Chinese Church in Honolulu is in a flourishing condition. 
Their Church edifice is fully completed, and nearly out of debt, 
and the Sabbath congregations are well filled. There are 74mem- _ 
bers now in connection with this Church, fifteen of whom have been 
received during the past year, on profession of faith, and 18 by 
letter. A new Pastor has lately arrived from Canton, China. Mr. 
To Tsin Sam. He has been educated at Dr. Happer’s Theological 
School at Canton, and was his most valued assistant Preacher for 
a number of years, and comes with the highest testimonials. 

A Church edifice is in course of erection for the Chinese Chris- 
tains at Kohala, and their Chinese Preacher has lately returned 
from his visit to China, bringing his family with him. The Chi- 
nese Colporteur who was stationed on Kauai last year, has been 
removed to Kast Maui, and a suitable man has been found for the 
district of Hilo. : 

Mr. Alexander Balfour of Liverpool, England, has sent a most 
generous donation of $500 to our Board to aid in the Chinese work. 


ENGLISH SPEAKING CHURCHES. 


The foreign Church at Hilo, continues its excellent work under 
its valued Pastor, Rev. E. P. Baker. 

Rev. G. H. Smith has resigned the Pastorate of the Church at 
Kohala, and Rey. A. 8. Houston is at present the acting supply. 

The Church at Makawao still enjoys the ministrations of Rev. 
T. H. Rouse. 

The Church at Wailuku has been fortunate in securing, during 
the past year, the Rev. N. W. Laine as its Pastor, and he has en- 
tered upon the work there with most cheering prospects of use- 
fulness. 
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-.. The Churches in Honolulu continue as in past years under the 


care of Rev. 8S. C. Damon D.D., and Rev. J. A. Cruzan. 

The Church at Lihue and Koloa on Kauai, have met with a sad 
loss in the deah of Rey. A. Simpson, their esteemed Pastor, who 
died at Lihue, Feb. 11th, 1883, of Consumption.

Of this amount, $419.24 goes to the American Bible Society, 
leaving the total avails to our Treasury, $2,090.48. Two hundred 
copies of the Gospel Hymns, Nos. one to four inclusive, have been 


received to order, and all disposed of among our Churches, and 


one hundred more have been ordered. The little volume of Se- 
lect Gospel Hymns in Hawaiian, entitled «« Na Himeni Euanelio,” 


has sold rapidly, the first edition of one thousand copies having 


been exhausted, and a second, improved edition of two thousand 
copies has been issued. 

A fourth edition of three thousand copies of the Gilbert Island 
Hymn Book, revised and enlarged by Rev. H. Bingham, has been 
printed by our Board. 

We earnestly desire to obtain an 18 mo. edition of the Hawaiian 
Bible for convenient use in Sabbath Schools and devotional meet- 
ings. The great expense attendant upon the preparation of stere- 
otype plates for such an edition, amounting to $4,000, and the 
want of funds in hand with which to meet such an expense, have 
hitherto stood in the way, but we hope that arrangements may 
s00n be made with the American Bible Society, whereby we can 
have the edition stereotyped, and return to them the proceeds as 
sales are made here.

FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. ; 

The Morning Star left Honolulu for her twelfth voyage to the 
MicronesianjIslands June 19, 1882, and was so unusually prospered 
with favoring winds and weather that she returned to Honolulu 
on the 25th of February, 1883, having completed her work in Mi- 
cronesia in six months, and having occupied in the whole voyage, 
from the time of leaving Honolulu to the time of arrival here on 
her return, only eight months and four days. In, no previous 
year has she been so prospered. : 

She had as passengers from Honolulu, Rev. Messrs. A. A. 
Sturges, F. E. Rand and wife, and A. 8. Houston and wife, and 
Miss J. E. Fletcher, all for Ponape ; also Rev. R. Maka and Rev. 
D. Kanoho and wife for the Gilbert Islands. 

The departure of the Morning Star had been delayed to this 
late date in hopes of the arrival of the Julia, which was then con- 
siderably overdue, with news and returning missionaries from the 
Gilbert Islands. But, feeling that she could not wait longer with- 
out risk of encountering the season of calms in the Gilbert Islands, 
it was decided to delay no longer than the 19th of June. She ac- 
cordingly left on that day, and on the, very next day the long 
looked for Julia arrived, bringing Rev. H. J. Taylor with his 
thfee motherless children, Mrs. V. M. Walkup with her babe, Rev. 
W. N. Lono, wife and children, Rev. 8. K. Maunaloa, and Mr. 
H. B. Nalimu and wife, all of the Gilbert Islands mission, and 
Rey. S. P. Kaaia and wife from the Marshall Islands; also Mrs. L. 
V. Snow and Miss L. 8. Cathcart from Kusaie. ‘ 

Mr. Taylor was on his way to the United States on account of 
his children, Mrs. Snow on account of failure of health, with Miss 
Cathcart to assist her on the voyage hither; Mrs. Walkup in 
feeble health to recruit, Rev. S. P. Kaaia and wife for the same 
reason, by permission of the Hawaiian Board; Rev. 8. K. Mauna- 
loa on account of the death of his wife, Rev. W. N. Lono and wife 
on a visit by permission of the Hawaiian Board, and Mr. H. B. 
Nalimu and wife by order of the Board. On the returnof the Mor- 
ning Star in February also arrived Rev. A. 8. Houston and wife 
from Ponape, and Rey. S. W. Kekuewa and wife on a visit from the 
Marshall Islands, the latter by permission of the Hawaiian Board. 

Capt. Bray thus sums up the work of the Morning Star on this 
voyage: , 

<< Of the two hundred and twenty days of this voyeage, eighty- 
nine days were spent at anchor, and 701 miles of boating were per- 
formed. We anchored fifty times, and laid off and on 198 hours. 

On account of favoring winds we made little account of the 543 

miles of adverse currents and 431 hours of calms. The whole 
number of miles sailed was 12,229. We stopped at twenty-five 
different islands, and at some of them two-or three times.” 

The vessel is now ready for another year’s voyage, and it is 
hoped she will sail on the 18th of this month. 


MISSION TO THE MARQUESAS. 


Letters have been received from all our missionaries at the ~ 
Marquesas. They tell of steady progress of the work, under the 
government of the French authorities. The people have been set 
to road making, and for the first time such a thing as a fairly good 
road is to be seen there. The French Evangelical mission at Ta- 
hiti have proposed to our missionaries the -question of uniting — 
with them in the mission work, and our missionaries have referred 
the matter to our Board here. The Board have had the matter 
under consideration, and. have answered that it does not seem ex- 
pedient to make such a change at present. 


GILBERT ISLAND MISSION. 


Letters have been received several times during the past year 
from the brethren of the Gilbert Island mission, and there is much 
to encourage in their reports. Perhaps the greatest advance has- 
been made at Butaritari. We have good news also from Nonouti, 
Apemama, and Maiana. Kanoho has returned to his station at 
Marakei, and Maka to his station at Makin, on the northern end 
of Butaritari. Four new Gilbert-Island catechists have been sta- ~ 
tioned on different islands of the group, who with the six pre- 
viously stationed make now ten in all. The Training School “for 
the Gilbert Islands, under the care of the American missionaries, 
has been transferred to Kusaie, and Mr. Walkup has at present 
the sole care of the school. He has been left quite solitary 
the past year on account of the absence of Mrs. Walkup in the 
United States in search of health. She has been restored to good 
health and strength by her visit home, and is now with us, 
expecting to return to her husband on the Morning Star. Rev. H. 
J. Taylor, for reasons connected with his family responsibilities, 
remains in the United States, and has reluctantly been granted a 
release from his connection with the A. B. C. F. M. Our mis- 
sionary at Apiang, Mr. Leleo, has asked leave to come home with 
his motherless children next year. Rev. W. B. Kapu and Mrs. 
Mary Maka return to their stations in the Gilbert Islands by the 
Morniny Star this year. We had expected also that Rev. W. N. 
Lono and wife would return to their station this year, but a late 
attack of hemorrhage of the lungs rendered it doubtful whether 
he ought to go back at present, and at his request the Board have 
granted him a delay of another year in hopes that his health may 
be so far re-established that he may be able to return to his work 
next year. . To our regret and disappointment also, Rey. 8. K. 
Maunaloa has failed as yet to find a suitable wife to go with him. 
We appeal to the Christian parents of the Hawaiian nation not to 
refuse the calls of the work for their daughters who may be quali-- 
fied and willing to go. 

We hope to have additional laborers to send next year, but un- 
_ less the contributions of our Hawaiian Churches shall be greater 
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than they now are our resources will not permit the sending out 
- ‘of new laborers. It is a serious fact that the expenditures for our 
foreign missions during the past year have exceeded the total 
amount contributed to our treasury from all the Hawaiian 
‘churches by the amount of $1,156 84. Had it not been for the 
reserve in our general fund, from which the balance was made up, 
our foreign work would have been most seriously crippled. 

Many of the churches are now dividing up their monthly con- 
cert contributions, and reserving a large share thereof for their 
own church work, thereby depriving themselves of a large share 
of their privileges in this blessed work of missions. Let us re- 
member the words of Scripture, ‘There is that scattereth and yet 
increaseth ; and there is that withholdeth more than is meet, but 
it tendeth to poverty.” 

MARSHALL ISLAND MISSION. 


This mission is stationed on the Island of Kusaie at present, and 
from there the Marshall Island teachers and preachers are sent out 
to different islands of the group. Dr. Pease still continues his 
Training School at Kusaie. He is alone in the work there this 
year ; but Miss Cathcart is about to return there on the Morning 
Star to assist in the work. 

CAROLINE ISLAND MISSION. 


There is not much news from the work in this mission. It has 
' 4peen reinforced this year by the return of Rev. A. A. Sturges and 
Rev. F. E. Rand and wife, with the addition of Rev. A. S. Hous- 
ton and wife, and Miss J. E. Fletcher, all of whom went forward 
on this voyage of the Morning Star. Mr. Rand has begun a 
training school and Miss Fletcher a girls’ boarding and day school 
at Ponape. 

From the Mortlock Islands the reports are less encouraging than 
in past years. On the islands of the great Ruk Lagoon the work 
appears to be prospering, and the seed sown seems to be promising 
a plentiful harvest under the labors of the Ponape teachers who 
have been stationed there. One new station has been occupied 
there this year on the Island of Fefan. 

The time of the members of the First Class of the Hawaiian 
Board has now expired. Respectfully submitted.

ANNUAL REPORT 


NORTH PACIFIC MISSION INSTITUTE, 
JUNE 1, 1883. 


One marked result of the religious awakening which we have 
experienced in these Islands during the last two years, is the in- 
creased number of students in the Institute. Twelve new students 
have been enrolled since last year’s class graduated. One of these 
‘was obliged for family reasons, to leave after a short residence 
only. Others who were examined and approved by the Island 
Associations have been prevented by various obstacles from enter- 
ing the Institute. Including eight, who remained over from last 
year, there have been nineteen in all, who have been pursuing 
their studies during the year now closed. Twelve of these are 
married and have their wives with them. Three children have 
been born. The students and their families have formed thus a 
little community of forty-six. 

The health of all has been generally good. The regular habits 
necessitated by the daily routine, requiring fixed times for meals, 
class exercises, work and study, have much to do with the phys- 
ical welfare, most of the students showing marked change for the 
better in their personal appearance. But just as the year is clos- 
ing, inherited constitutional maladies have developed affections of 
the brain, lungs, and skin, requiring special medical treatment. 
Two of the students have been obliged to go to the Queen’s Hos- 
pital, where they will receive better care than can be provided for 
sick people at the Institute. 

There are sadder weaknesses of human nature, than bodily 
ailments, from which not even theological seminaries are exempt. 
Yet the influence of continued attention to the study of religious 
truth and the cultivation of devotional habits, is plainly manifest 
in the air of cheerful contentment, orderly activity and refined 
feeling, increasingly evident in the countenance and bearing of 
the students. A personal interest is felt in maintaining the good 
‘name of the school. In the fulfillment of Christian duty no pleas- 
‘ure can be taken in wounding another’s feelings, nor in the main- 
tenance of Christian truth and righteousness can any compromise 
be made with known evils. It is gratifying to see in the students 
the avowed and determined purpose to maintain individually and 
collectively a high standard of personal honor and personal piety. 

The subjoined account of expenditures will show that notwith- 
standing the largely increased number of students they have been 
able to support themselves from their own earnings, with compar- 
‘atively little help from the funds of the Board. More money than 
‘usual has been spent for outside labor, necessitated by repairs 
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needed on the adobe walls of the main building. The increase in 
the number of students has also necessitated special outlay for fur- 
nishing their rooms. 

The students, who have entered this year are E. M. Hanuna, 
8. Kaaloa, P. Kalai, C. Kaleoiki Pa, T. K. Pa, Kapa, E. Kekipi, 
G. W. Kolobabela, L. K. Nahia, M. Napeahi; those of the 
older classes are 8. L. Desha, R. D. Honuakau, S. Kaiapa, W. 
M. Kalaiwaa, S. Kapu, J. K. Kawaiaea, J. W. H. Kukapu, M. 
Lutera. 

The studies pursued have been similar to those of previous years 
with the addition of lectures on Elementary Logic and Psychology; 
and. a full written commentary on the Epistle to the Ephesians, 
verse by verse. The course of study is now arranged for four 
years, needing only such modifications as special exigencies may 
demand. A full course of lectures on Systematic Theology is 
planned for next year. Rev. H. H. Parker, has had charge 
as heretofore, of the department of Pastoral Theology and Pulpit 
Rhetoric. 

Friends have generously remembered the necessities of the stu- 
dents as in former years. Donations of clothing and books have 
been received from W. R. Castle, C. M. Cooke, Dr. C. T. Rodgers, 
Mrs. H. A. P. Carter, Mrs. J. M. Whitney, Mrs. G. P. Castle, 
Mr. T. G. Thrum. Mr. John Thomas Waterhouse has continued 
his special donation as last year. y 

Five of the students have been obliged to find temporary quar- 
ters outside. Appeal was made to the Churches for money to 
build additional dormitories. Some of the Island Associations 
took up the matter with systematic thoroughness and generous 
ardor, as appears from the subjoined account of moneys received. 
It is hoped that all will contribute, according to their ability, as 
speedily as possible, in order that the new rooms may be ready for 
occupancy at the opening of the Institute next October. The time 
for opening has been changed to the second Tuesday in October, 
for it has-been: found that many of the students wished to be at 
home, or in the parishes where they had been laboring, on the first 
Sunday in October, and the Oahu Association is hereafter to hold 
its semi-annual meeting on the first Tuesday in October. 

The students have found opportunity, as in former years, for 
Christian work in connection with the Churches, Chapels and Sun- 
day Schools of this city and vicinity. They are ready now, as 
God in His providence may open the way, to spend the coming 
four months vacation in such work as they find to do in any vacant 
parish. All who are interested in the welfare of the Hawaiian 
people must desire to see the Churches.in charge of capable, de- 
voted, and efficient pastors. | 

In closing another year of labor in the Institute, on the eve of 
departure for a long journey across ocean and continent to meet 
family friends, who have asked me to make the journey at this 
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time, I cannot close this report without special thanksgiving to 
God for the work He has given me the opportunity to do for the Ha- 
‘Waiian Churches and the Hawaiian people. I regret that I have 
not done more, and done better. The rush and push for getting 
money, and the mad pursuit of momentary pleasures, are not hope- 
- ful. features of the present condition of affairs in these Islands. 
The Hawaiian Churches will sink down and down, if they do not 
‘seek and share the continued presence, guidance, and blessing of 
the Holy Spirit. God has shown His willingness and readiness to 
bless us. Pray that all the Hawaiian ministers may be like Bar- 
nabas and and like Saul, men filled with the Holy Spirit: pray that 
_ these Churches may ever be fountains of living water, making 
these Islands bright and beautiful with the fruits of righteousness.

IN HONOLULU. 


Honolulu as a center for Christian work among the Chinese is 
becoming of more and more importance. 

Not alone upon the resident population of the town are the. 
beneficial influences of the Church and Mission work exerted, but 
upon the Chinese coming and going between the Islands, and 
especially of late upon the large numbers of newly arrived Chinese 
laborers, the majority of whom receive here almost their first 
impression of Christianity. i 

THE CHINESE CHURCH 


Of Honolulu is now firmly established, and God’s blessing 
seems to rest upon its members and upon the temporal and 
spiritual interests of this organization. Its debt has been, by 
gencrous donations from different sources, lessened to such a 


. degree that it will no longer be necessary to call upon the public 


for aid., During the past year the church has been without the 
aid of a regular pastor, but all the weekly and Sabbath services 
have been continued. Different members of the church (prom- 
inent among whom are Mr. Goo Kim and Mr. Ho Pui) have most 
faithfully and successfully carried forward the work. Our hearts 
have been cheered lately by the arrival of a-Chinese preacher, 
Mr. To Tsin Sam from Canton, China, whom the Church have 
invited to become their acting pastor; an invitation which he 
has accepted, He comes to us warmly recommended by Rev. 
Dr. Happer, of the American Presbyterian mission in Canton, in 
whose Theological Training School he studied for a number of 
years, and whose principal assistant he has been in the Canton 
Church for several years past. Already he has entered actively 
and enthusiastically upon his duties, and is giving much satisfac- 
tion. L 

During the past year, fifteen new converts have been baptized, 
being received on profession of their faith in Christ into. the 
Church; and eleven persons by letter from churches in China and 
California. 

One of those here brought to Christ has lately passed away to, 
the ‘« Better Land,” evincing, through a painful illness of many. 
weary months, a firm and unwavering faith in his Saviour. : 

Three children of Christian parents have also been baptized.

As in former years, so in this just closed, the Rev. Dr. Hyde © 
has been of the greatest service to the church, both by wise and 
judicious counsel, and by active co-operation in its work; having 

assisted. at preliminary examinations of candidates for church 
membership, and officiated at Communion seasons, and in many 
other important ways. The love and earnest prayers of the | 
Chinese Christians will follow him and his wife in their journey 
to their native land, and all will rejoice in their speedy return. 


SCHOOLS. 


The Sabbath afternoon school, for instruction in English and the 
principles of the Christian religion, has been continued through 
the year—one of the most potent influences for good exerted upon 
the Chinese. Its average attendance has been about seventy. 
Faithful and self-denying work has been done by an efficient — 
corps of teachers from our foreign churches and Sunday schools, 
who have evinced a truly missionary spirit. / 

The Superintendent would here express his warm and hearty 
appreciation of the efforts of ali those who have assisted in this 
undertaking, and would at the same time call most earnestly 
upon others to aid in this department of work. 

Miss Payson has conducted with much efficiency the Engiish 
department of the Boy’s Day School. Interesting exercises at 
midsummer and Christmas last year gave encouraging evidence 

- of the progress of her pupils. Mr. Tang Peng Sum has charge of 
the Chinese department, a most zealous and attentive instructor. 
‘More than forty boys have been connected with the school during 
the year. The careful training in both secular and religious 
knowledge which these bright boys are now receiving will fit 

them to become valuable members of society in future years. 


Anew and interesting feature of the Mission work among the 
Chinese has ‘been the starting lately of a Girl’s Day School. 
Although this has been in operation but a few months, it has 
already borne good fruits. The nine little girls composing the 
school are under the charge of Miss Hattie Pierce, who manifests 

great interest in the work. Both Chinese and half-Chinese girls 
are admitted. Some of these come from poor and wretched 
homes, where they are surrounded by much that is evil. Chinese 
instruction is given by the Chinese teacher, Miss Pierce giving 
instruction in English. : 

Evening schools for adults have been maintained through the 

- year under the ¢are of Mr. Dunscombe, Miss Payson, Miss Pierce, 
and others. Mr. Dunscombe has been engaged in this work for 
many years, and has now among his more youthful pupils the son 
of a former scholar. As in California, so here, it is found that 
- these schools exert a most beneficial and widespread influence. It

Visiting of stores, distribution of tracts, street preaching, &c., 
have already been among the means used for spreading a knowl- 
edge of the Gospel. . : 

THE WORK ON HAWAII.—KOHALA. 

The district of Kohala is now the home of the largest number 
of Chinese. The Chinese Christians here form an important 
element in the population, working on different plantations, and 
in stores and in other ways. The Chinese missionary, Mr. Kong 
Tet Yin, who has been absent for some time in China, has 
recently returned to his post, and is now once more at work 
among his countrymen. During his absence regular weekly and 
Sabbath services have been maintained by the Chinese both at — 
the Kohala Sugar Plantation and at Makapala; under the leader- — 
ship of Mr. Sit Moon, Mr. Tsin En Teng, and others. The 
foundations of a Chinese church and parsonage have already been ~ 
laid on a fine lot’ at Kaiopihi, which has been most generously 
deeded to the Hawaiian Board for this purpose. Funds have been 
willingly subscribed by the Chinese, and by their foreign. and 
Hawaiian friends, and the work of building is being pushed 
actively forward. It is hoped the church and other buildings will 
bé completed by the first of August. At that time it is proposed. 
to form a Church organization with officers, similar to that in 
Honolulu, tobe known as the ‘‘Kohala Chinese Churéh.”’ ° 

Nowhere on the Islands does there seem to be a better outlook 
for Christian work than in Kohala. God grant that this blessing 
may rest upon the efforts there being made for the Chinese. 

A flourishing Sabbath school for the Chinese is maintained here. 
under the leadership of Miss Turner and Miss Manross, with the 
kind aid of others. To this same school Mr. Dyer and Mr. George 
Paty have given valuable aid. It is fitting here to mention the 
important services of Rey. Mr. Bond, who has in times past aided, 
and still aids, so actively this work. As soon as the church is | 
completed, a full account of the same, together with a list of the. — 
subscribers, will be printed. i

A band of about thirty Christian Chinese men and women are 
now working in the Kau district—the majority on the Pahala 
Sugar Plantation. Though they have not had for along time any 
regular preacher, still they have held with most commendable 
regularity their Sabbath and weekly services. One of their num- 
ber has been of especial service in leading their meetings and in 


_ keeping them together. Though exposed to many peculiar trials 
and temptations, they have been true to their professions, and 


God’s Spirit has been working among them. © 
On the 18th of last February, the secretary of the Hawaiian 
Board, Rey. Mr. Forbes, held a Communion service here with 
them, administering the rite of baptism to six adults on profession 
of their faith in Christ, and to four children. ; 
It has been remarked that the only regular service held in the 


Church has been that of the Chinese Christians. 


HILO. 


During the year, there has been no regular Chinese colporteur 
stationed at Hilo, but efforts have been exerted in behalf of the 


Chinese by different Christian friends. It is a pleasure here to — 
make mention of the names of Mr. Terry, who with other friends 


has maintained a Chinese Sabbath school, and of Miss Emma 


Clark, who has charge of an evening school for the Chinese, and. . 


has taken much interest in Mission work, especially among the 
Chinese women. Rev. Mr. Baker and his church are fully in 
sympathy with all work for the Chinese. Hilo is a most important 
point for Christian work among the Chinese. There are prospects 
that Mr. Ho Pui will this year go to Hilo as the Chinese preacher 


and colporteur. It is much to bé hoped that this will be the case. — 
_ After Honolulu and Kohala, no point offers more encouragement 


than Hilo. 
THE WORK ON MAUI. ; 
The earnest efforts exerted by Rev. James Alexander in behalf 
of the Chinese on Maui, have been productive of much good. At 
Paia, a most tasteful and appropriate church edifice has been 
erected during the year, which is used by both the natives and 
the Chinese. Here also a small parsonage has been built for the 


Chinese missionary. For the past six months, Mr. Tohi Syah En 
from the Basel Mission Training School at Lilony, Southern 


China, has been laboring among the Chinese. His center of 
operations has been Paia, from which he has gone out to Wailuku, 
Lahaina, and neighboring districts and plantations. In January 
last, Mr. Alexander baptized five Chinese men and one woman at 
Paia, who gave good evidence of conversion to Christianity. 
Regular Sabbath services have been held at Paia, some of the 
congregation coming a number of miles to attend the same. A

Under the superintendence of Rev. Dr. Smith, the Mission _ 


work has been carried forward among the Chinese, a young col-— 
. porteur, Mr. Dat Min, having acted as missionary. At present 


there is no regular worker on this island, but, it is hoped that a 
missionary will soon be secured. d 

The work on Kauai presents certain difficulties, inasmuch as 
there is no nucleus of Christian Chinese as on the other islands. 
But seed has been sown which we should pray may yet spring up 


and bear fruit to God’s glory. 


_ During the year the superintendent, in addition to the work in 
Honolulu and study of the language, has been privileged to make 


tours of the islands of Oahu, Hawaii, Maui, and Kauai, accom-. 


panied by Mr. Ho Pui. This has afforded him an opportunity of 


visiting all the Christian stations, of preaching to many hundreds, 


even thousands of heathen Chinese, and of distributing hundreds 
of tracts and portions of the Gospels. He is strengthened in his 
belief that slowly but surely the Gospel leaven is making itself 
felt among this people. He has been encouraged by the faithful- 


ness and steadfastness of the Christian converts while surrounded _ 


by many difficulties and trials. The contributions among them 
for the support of the Gospel here and in China have been most 
encouraging. 

Important aid has been rendered to the Mission from various 


- sources during the year. : 


1. The Woman’s Board have voted $10 per month for the 
work. This amount will be of essential aid in the maintenance 
of the Girls’ School. 

2. Miss Carpenter and the girls of East Maui Seminary have 
kindly sent $10, which was used for the Girls’ School. It is 
pleasant to think that the first aid for the first Mission school for 
Chinese girls in these Islands came from Hawaiian school girls. 

3. A generous grant of books and tracts from the Chinese Tract 
Society in Shanghai has aided much in the work. 

4. Two liberal grants of Bibles, Testaments and Gospels have 
been made ‘by the Chinese branch of the American Bible Society, 
represented by Rey. Dr. Gulick, who in his new and important 
post still retains an “aloha” for the land of his birth. | 

5. J.T. Waterhouse, Esq., sent a generous “Christmas yift” 
of $250, which has greatly aided in diminishing the debt on the 
Honolulu Church. 

6. A donation of $100 from Hon. ©. R. Bishop has aided in a 
like manner, and in general Mission work. 

7. A noble donation of $500 from an esteemed friend, Alex- 
ander Balfour, Esq., of Liverpool, England, has been of great 





assistance in. carrying forward the work at Paia, Maui, and 


Kohala, Hawaii, and in connection with the Boys’ school in Hono- 


lulu, and especially of late in the purchase of. a large supply of 
valuable tracts, leaflets, and religious books of -all kinds, which 
will be of the greatest service in the work of the coming year. 
Gospel truths will, through this instrumentality, be brought to 
thousands who know not yet of Jesus as their Saviour and Re- 
_deemer. Would that many others might be stimulated by this 
bright example to more generous giving for the cause of Christ. 
- 8. Especially would the Superintendent call attention to the 
valuable aid rendered during this year as in former years by the 
_Y. M. C. A. of Honolulu, in the support of a Chinese colporteur. 
The Mission work among the Chinese has from its initiation re- 
ceived the heartiest and most sympathetic support from this 


organization. God grant that its future history may be as bright. 


as its past has been. In the time of the Heavenly «¢ Harvest 
Home,” it may be seen that the efforts of the Association in 
behalf of the Chinese have resulted in the gathering in of many 
precious sheaves. As has been said above, the list of subscribers 
for the Kohala Church will be printed later. Donations and sub- 
scriptions received by the Hawaiian Board will be noted by the 
secretary. 

3 It is superfluous to here speak of the necessity, of earnest, 
prayerful effort being made on behalf of the Chinese in our midst. 
At the present time no department of the home work calls more 
loudly for attention than this. The Mission work is daily growing 
_inimportanée. It requires increasing pecuniary aid to carry it 
forward. It needs above all else the earnest, beseeching prayers 

of Christians, that the blessing of God may rest upon it. 

In reviewing the past year, the heart overflows with gratitude 
to the Giver of all good things for the many mercies which have 
been bestowed. ‘To His name be all the glory. -

ANNUAL MEETING, JUNE, 1884. ~* 


The Association met at Kawaiahao Church, on Tuesday, June 3d, 
1884, at 10 A.M., as per adjournment of last year. The Session was 
opened with prayer by Rev. J. S. Kalana, the last Moderator. 

Rev. J. Waiamau was chosen Moderator, and Rev. E. 8. Timoteo 
Seribe, both by ballot. ' ‘

After discussion, the following resolution was adopted—This Asso- 
ciation approves of the establishing of Young People’s Christian Asso- 
ciations in all the Churches of these Islands, and we hope that defects 
in organization will be remedied at the meeting called for this even- 
ing, so thatetheir work for the good of the young shall go forward 
prosperously.’’ 

_ Overture No. 11 was then taken up—Contributions to the Home 
Fund. After discussion, the following resolution was adopted: | 

_kesolved—That this Association requests the various Island Asso- 
ciations to remind the Churches connected with them of the desirable- 
ness of contributing their share toward the fund for Home Work, and 
that the Associations explain to the Churches the nature of this fund, 
and the uses to which the money will be put.” 

Overture No. 12 was then taken up—Aid to superannuated Pastors. 
On motion of Rev. C. M. Hyde, D.D., it was resolved that the Ha- 
waiian Board be requested to devise measures for affording such aid. 

It was voted to recommend all the Churches to observe the first 
week of January, 1885, as a Week of Prayer, and the last Thursday in 
January as the day of prayer for Schools. 

Adjourned till 9 a.m. to-morrow. Prayer by Rev. J. K. Hihio. 

' Wednesday, June 4th, Association mef as per adjournment. At the 
close of the devotional exercises, the Roll was called and the Minutes 
of yesterday were read, corrected, and approved. Finished reading of 
Association and Statistical Reports. 

The Committee on Necrological Resolutions presented their Report, 
which was approved. 

Overture No. 15 was then taken up—the Observance of the Sabbath. 
After discussion, it was resolved that the Moderator and Scribe of 
this Association, together with Dr. Hyde, be a Committee to prepare 
a petition to the Legislature in favor of the continued observance of 

_the Sabbath as a day of sacred rest. 

Overture No. 16—Liquor and Opium, was then taken up, and after 
discussion, the following resolutions were adopted : 

1. That a petition in favor of Temperance be drawn up and presented 
to the Legislature. 

2. That the Hawaiian Board be requested to print a tract against 
Intemperance, for general circulation. 

3. That the Hawaiian Board be authorized to send a Temperance 
Committee to labor among all our Churches. 


4. That a Memorial against the License of Opium be prepared and 


presented to the Legislature. 
Overture No. 17—Parsonages, was referred to the Island Associations, 
Overture No. 18—Obstacles to the progress of Evangelical work, 
was then taken up. Rev. J. Bicknell presented many interesting 
facts and thoughts upon this subject, and on motion it was voted to 
request Mr. Bicknell to prepare a tract upon this subject to be circu- 
lated among the Churches,

‘the General S. S. Association, and the President of the General Y. P. 
C. Association. 


After a few minutes spent in devotional exercises, Association ad- 
journed, to meet again at Kawaiahao Church on the first Tuesday of 
June, 1885, at 10 a.M. 
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The lapse of another year calls us to record the death of two of 
the older members of this Board; the Hon. E. O. Hall, and Rey. 
M. Kuaea. For a period of twenty years Mr. Hall held the 
responsible office of Treasurer of this Association, and also, in con- 
nection with it, that of Business Agent of the American Board of 


Commissioners for Foreign Missions. During this period, mis- 


sionary funds to the amount of over $437,000 passed through 
his hands without the loss of a single cent; and his administra- 
tion of these funds was noted for its careful wisdom and strict 


economy. Feeling the advance of age, and being about to take: 


a prolonged journey abroad, Mr. Hall resigned the Treasurership 
of this: body in June of last year, and his son, W. W. Hall was 
chosen his successor. The character of Mr. E. O. Hall was one 
of spotless integrity and unswerving loyalty to the right. His 
life was heartily devoted to the missionary work until the end, 
and he entired into his reward on the 19th of September, aged 73. 

Rev. M. Kuaea was one of our leading Hawaiian pastors and 
had been fora long series of years past a member of this Board. 
He had been a pastor for twenty-four years with the exception of 
a year or two during which he occupied the position of Assistant 
Professor at Lahainaluna. He was a man of unusual ability and 
of commanding eloquence, and had been Pastor of the Kaumaka-~ 
pili Chureh in this city for the past eight years. His health, 
however, had been gradually failing for two years past, and for a 
year he had been laid aside entirely from labor. He died May 
4th, 1884. : 

Beside these, one other member of the Evangelical Association 
has died the past year; Rev. S. K. Kauwe, on the 29th of Decem- 
ber, 1883. He was one of the younger members of this Associa- 
tion, and had been pastor first at Honuaula, Maui, and then at 
Paauhau, Hamakua, Hawaii, where he remained until his death, 

During the past year, your Corresponding Secretary has. visited 


all the Island Associations twice, excepting the last meeting of 


the Oahu Association, from which he was detained by illness. 

The general state of the churches shows a steady progress even 
though there are many things which may at times seem discour- 
aging. The Hawaiian churches are now undergoing a severer 
test of. their christian character and principles than ever before; 
and so far, we have reason to rejoice that so large a proportion of 
Hawaiian christians continue faithful to the right. 


SABBATH SCHOOLS. 


The Sabbath Schools are. still kept up in all the churches, .al- 
though there is less active interest manifest than in some former 
years. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS. 


A number of these Associations are alive and active helpers in 
christian work. In some places, however, they have died out, 
and in others have been rather a hindrance than a help to the 
work of the Pastors and Churches. It is to be hoped that all the 
Young People’s Christian Associations may be led to take a higher 
stand, and to unite their influence as helpers in the good work 
not only of strengthening one another in the christian life, but 
also of reaching out the hand of help and sympathy to the needy 
and erring ones around them. 


CHURCH BUILDINGS. 


moun new church buildings have been erected during the past 
year, three of which are for Hawaiians, at Anahola, Kauai, at 
Ewa, on Oahu, and at Kaohe on Hawaii, and one for Chinese at 
Kohala, A neat chapel has also been erected at Grove Ranch on 
Maui by the exertions of the Young People’s Christian Associa- 
tion of that place, with the aid of the manager of that’ plantation, 
Mr. A. H. Smith. A number of church buildings’ have also been 
repaired or renovated. At Kawaihae, through the efforts of Mr. 
John Stupplebeen, the church building has been’ almost entirely 
renovated, and was re-dedicated on the 25th of last*month. The 
people at Puako have almost completed the renovation of their 
church building which had become badly dilapidated; and the 
people of Kawaihae-uka are raising a fund to nepair their church 
_ building, also much dilapidated. 

The church at Wailuku have during the year erected a hand- 
some bell tower on their building at a cost of over $2,000, and 
have lately received through the munificence of Mr. W. H. Bailey 
a fine tower clock from the United States, costing $1,000, which 
will soon be put in position. 

.The Kaumakapili church, Rey. J. Waiamau, Pastor, have paid 
off all indebtedness on their building thus far, and have raised 
also quite a sum toward the completion of the:two towers. The 
outside finishing and the furnishing of the main audience room 
still remain to be provided for. This church and the comniunity 
of Honolulu are greatly indebted to Mr. Henry Waterhouse, 
through whose persevering and able financial management and 
disinterested efforts these results have been attained. 

The Kawaiahao church, Rev. H. H. Parker, Pastor, has had its 
main audience room renovated with new flooring and seats 
throughout, and a large new pulpit platform. .The total amount 
reported this year for church building and repairs is $18,434 39. 
Last year the sum of $19,748 82 was Be Sot for the same 
purposes.

THE PASTORATE. 


Two Pastors have resigned during the present year; Rev. J. N. 
Kamoku of Puula church, and Rev. J. Waiamau of Helani and 
Kailua. One, Rey. J. D. Keaweamahi, has been laid aside from 
the pastorate of the Wailuku church by sickness. Three have 
been installed: Rev. J. S. Kalana over the Haili church, Hilo; 
Rey. 8. K. Kauwe over the East Hamakua Church, Hawaii, and 
Rev. J. Waiamau over the Kaumakapili church, Honolulu. Two 
have died: Rev. M. Kuaea and Rev. 8S. K. Kauwe. Four have 
received calls. The Wailuku church have called Rev. Z. 8. K. 
Paaluhi of Haiku to fill their vacant pastorate, and he will proba- 
bly accept. , 

Three students of the graduating class of the North Pacific 
Mission Institute have accepted calls; Mr. S. L. Desha to the 
pastorate of the united churches of Kona Waena and Kealakekua; 
Mr. W. M. Kalaiwaa to the church of East Hamakua, Hawaii, 
vacated by the death of Rev. S. K. Kauwe, and Mr. 8. Kaiapa to 
the church of Anahola, on Kauai. Rev. D. Puhi, on account of 
the increasing infirmities of age, has been obliged to relinquish 
the care of the church at Kaupo, on Maui, and to confine his labors 
to the church at Kipahulu. 

Thus, there now remain vacant five churches on Hawaii, five 
on Maui, three on Oahu, and one on Kauai, making fourteen 
in all. 


® PASTORAL SUPPORT, 


Fourteen out of the fifty-eight Hawaiian churches connected 
with this Association have not reported on this item. The forty- 
four churches reporting, give a total amount of $7,448 92 for the 
support of Pastors. Of this amount, the churches of the East 
Hawaii Association report $419 65, those of the West Hawaii 
Association, $1,483 75, those of the Maui Presbytery, $2,689 97, 
those of the Oahu Association, $1,944 85, and those of the Kauai 
Association, $961. The total amount $7,448 92 divided among 
the 39 pastors and acting pastors, gives a total average of $190 90 
to each, showing a slight increase on the average of last year. 
There is yet much to be done before all the churches show a due 
appreciation of their duty and their privilege in this matter. 
but there is gratifying evidence of progress. 


PARSONAGES. 


Marked progress has been made in providing parsonages for 
the churches. 

The church of Kast Hamakua, Hawaii have completed their 
parsonage at Paauhau, and it is a comfortable house with kitchen 
and cistern. The church of Kealakekua and Kona Waena have 
also finished a neat and comfortable new parsonage at Napoopoo 
the site given by J. D. Paris, Jr. On Maui, the Hana church 
have nearly completed a good parsonage; the Waihee church has 
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built a very good one, emulating that of Wailuku, and the Kaana- 

pali church have remodeled and renovated their parsonage. The 

Waikapu Church are also building a parsonage. By the gift of Mrs. 

M. S. Rice, each pastor needing and desiring ordinary tools 
for keeping the parsonages and grounds in good order, was fur- 

nished with such tools to the amount of ten dollars worth at her 

expense. The result in the improved appearance of the houses 

and grounds has been gratifying in several instances. We 

rejoice at the progress that is made in this direction. There is 

abundant reom yet for further progress. The following churches > 
are now provided with parsonages: East Hamakua, Onomea, 
Kalapana, Opihikao, Helani, and Kealakekua, on Hawaii; Wai- 
luku, Lahaina, Olowalu, Kaanapali, Waikapu, Waihee, Haiku, 
Honuaula, Huelo, and Hana, on Maui; Moanalua, Waianae, Waia- 
lua, and Hauula, on Oahu. Ewa and Waikane have parsonages, 
but they are in very poor condition. On Kauai, Lihue and Koloa 
' churches have each a good parsonage, and there is one at 
Hanalei, but not a very good one. On Molokai, the Kaluaaha 
church have a good parsonage. Thus it appears that of the fifty- 
seven churches on our roll, twenty-six have parsonages. Thirty-one 
yet remain to be provided for. . Of the twenty-six above mentioned, 
eighteen are good sized, comfortable dwellings, and are a credit 
to their churches. The remaining eight are not as comfortable 
as they should be. 


EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. . 


THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE 


Has been in successful operation during the past year. Dr. and 
Mrs. Hyde having returned from a brief visit to the United 
States during the summer vacation of last year, the school opened 

with a full number of students, but it is with much pain that we 
have to record that: within a few months past, three of them, on 
examination by competent physicians as required by the Board 
of Health of the Hawaiian Government, have been withdrawn 
from the school on account of showing symptoms of leprosy. This 
institution is indispensable to our work, both home and foreign, 
and we would urge the pastors and friends of the work to seek 
out suitable students to keep the ranks full from year to year. 
For further particulars we refer you to the Annual Report of Dr, 
Hyde, in the Appendix to this Report. 


HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This school has met with continued success during the past 
year under its faithful and efficient Principal, Rev. W. B. Oleson, 
aided by able assistants. Miss Ellen A. Arms, Miss Emma Clark 
and Miss Mary E. Hillebrand have been the assistant teachers 
during the past year. The number of students in attendance is

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58. This school ought to receive an ample support. It stands i 


the most important and vital relation to the welfare and progress 


of the Hawaiian nation. 

We have received on request, a valuable and interesting state- 
ment concerning this school, from its Principal Rev. W. B. Oleson, 
which is appended to this Report, and to which we refer you in 
hopes it may stimulate your interest in the school, and in the 
effort being made for its better financial prosperity. 


KAWAIAHAO GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


After three years of devoted and successful labor in this institu- 
tion, Miss Helen 8. Norton, the principal, was constrained, by 
failure of health, to resign in January last, and Miss M. A. Cham- 


berlain has, at the earnest request of the Trustees, consented to | 


fill the position temporarily. From the report of the acting 
principal we extract as follows: ‘‘ With regard to the school the 
past year, it has kept steadily on. At the close of the first quarter, 
Dec. 19th, 1883, the number of pupils on the roll was 99, but this 
number has diminished slightly since January. Owing to sick- 
ness and other causes, the number of pupils in the school now is 
90. The state of the dilapidated old buildings makes the need of 
better and more convenient arrangements for so large a family 
increasingly imperative. To make a start in this direction, the 
pupils of the school gave an entertainment in aid of the Building 
Fund on the 14th of April, which netted the sum of $225, and the 


efforts of the girls seemed to be pleasing to all who heard them. - 


_ The corps of teachers is the same as last year, with a few addi- 
tions, Miss Margaret Flaxman, Mrs. Fanny M. Simpson and Miss 
Alice West remaining. A valuabie addition has been made to 
the force by the arrival of Miss Margaret Brewer, of Oakland, 
Cal., who enters into her work with true missioaary zeal. The 
graduate of last year, Miss Julia Kawewehi, has returned as as- 
sistant teacher, and has done good faithful work; while in the 
position of matron we have gladly received back Mrs. Emma 
Mahelona, one of the former pupils, and a teacher in the school 
for some years before her marriage. She and her husband have 
rooms in the institution. It is a source of great encouragement 
when the educated girls can return cheerfully to help in this work. 

There has been a quiet work of grace in the school which seems 


to have been the result of a series of special meetings held last 


year in the months of November and December by the various 
ministers of the city and other friends. Several of the girls have 
eet their faith in Christ, and others seem to be in a hopeful 
state. 

We have to record with devout thankfulness.the general health- 
fulness of the school; for though there have been numerous cases 
of slight illness, only two have been dangerously ill, and both of 
these have been brought back to us,. 
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There are nine daughters of Hawaiian ministers or missionaries 
enrolled on our school list: Deborah Haina, Esther Lono, Martha 
Mahoe, Esther Kuaea, Maria Kapali, Emma Hanaike, Hannah 
- Kekuewa, and Estella and Elizabeth Waiamau. The Hawaiian 

Board have made grants in aid of some of these girls. We wait 
with great longing to see more of the pupils of this school conse- 
crating themselves to the missionary work. It has been a source 
of joy to hear that Sarah Haina and Emma Kapu, who went to 
-Microhesia last year, former pupils of this school, are doing good 
work in their fathers’ fields of labor. 
Hon. G. W. Pilipo has been chosen Trustee in place of Rev. 
M. Kuaea. 
EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This institution has enjoyed its usual prosperity during the past 
year, and stands as hitherto in the front rank of such schools on 
these islands. The total number of girls who have been connected 
with this school during the thirteen years since it was established 
‘on its present basis in 1871, has been 260, of whom 97 have been 
in attendance during the past year.. Miss Helen E. Carpenter, — 
during all these years the beloved Principal, resigned the active 
duties and responsibilities of that position in August of last year, 
on account of failure of health. She still has charge of the finan- 
cial department, however, and is able to render efficient aid in 
other ways by her valuable counsel. , 

Miss Maria Sheeley succeeds to the position of Principal, and 
the assistant teachers during the past year have been Miss Susan 
M. Potter, Miss Gertrude Humphrey, Miss Jessie Cameron, and 
one assistant pupil, Miss Anna Kauhane. ae 

One of the pupils of this institution, Miss Lucy Nawahine, a 
daughter of Rev. O. Nawahine, pastor of Waihee Church, was 
married last month to Rev. S. K. Maunaloa, a missionary of this 
Board to the Gilbert Islands. 


KOHALA GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


Efforts have been made during the past year to obtain a Princi- 
pal for this school and re-open its doors. And at one time itappeared 
as though these efforts would be successful. But disappointment 
came, and we have to lament the continued suspension of this 
much needed institution. 


WORK AMONG GILBERT ISLANDERS. 


Rev. Hiram Bingham and Mrs. Bingham have labored faith- 
. fully for the Gilbert. Islanders on the Island of Oahu, besides their 
grand and all-important work of translating and preparing books 
for that people. Mr. Bingham has devoted his time and strength 
earnestly to the work of translating the Old Testament Scriptures 
into the Gilbert Island language, with the hope of eventually giv- 
ing them the whole Bible in their own tongue. He has thus 
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translated the whole of the Psalms, and is now at work on Isaiah. 
Our Board. has adopted a Resolution recommended by their Com- 
mittee on Publications, in the following words: ‘¢That it is very 
desirable to give to the Gilbert Islanders the entire Bible in their 
own language; and that we deem it advisable that Rev. H. 
Bingham should devote his whole energies to the work of trans- 
lating the Scriptures.” 

Mrs. Bingham has labored to the utmost of her strength, limited 
as it has been by feeble health. In addition to personal labors 
among the Gilbert Islanders in and near Honolulu, she has revised 
and enlarged the Gilbert Island Arithmetic, of which an edition ~ 
of 1,000 has just been printed at San Francisco. ; 

Rev. J. H. Mahoe has labored among the Gilbert Islanders on 
the Island of Kauai, as in past years. There are perhaps a larger 
number of these people employed on that island now than on any 
other of our group. Mr. Mahoe reports between two and three 
hundred of them distributed among six plantations on that island. 
Twenty of them are church members. The most of them are 
from the Southern Gilbert Islands. He reports less sickness and 
death among them than in past years, asa large proportion of 
them have been on these islands long enough to have become 
quite well acclimated. He has madeatour among them each 
quarter. 


WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 


Mr. F. W. Damon, our Superintendent of this work, has been 
absent in China a large portion of the year, and has not yet re- 
turned. He has found an excellent wife there, a daughter of 
Rev. Dr. Happer, for many years a Missionary of the Presbyter- 
ian Board at Canton. She is familiar with the Chinese language, 
' and with the life and customs of that people, and is therefore 
admirably qualified to be of great assistance in the work here. 
We hope to see them back here in a few months. : 

The Chinese church in Honolulu has moved successfully on 
under its present pastor, Mr. To Tsin Sam, and now numbers 
over 90 members. The Chinese Sabbath School has also been 
kept up, with the aid of volunteer teachers. 

On Maui, the Chinese church at Paia has held its own under 
the care of the Colporteur, Mr. Tsi Sak En. Mr. G. E. Beckwith 
reports him as working faithfully, holding services on the Sabbath 
at Paia with an attendance of from ten to forty persons, and on 
Tuesdays at Spreckelsville with an attendance of about sixty. 
He also makes occasional tours to Huelo, Kula and Wailuku, 
looking after the Christian Chinese, and distributing books and 
tracts. This field is certainly one of the most important in the | 
Chinese work. . 

On Hawaii, there are two Chinese Colporteurs at work; one at 
Kohala and one at Hilo. At Kohala, under the active supervis- 
ion of Mr. Frank Damon, a handsome church with an adjoining 
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parsonage and schoolroom, has been erected and paid for. The 
whole was completed and the church dedicated in August of last 


year, Rey. E. Bond reports: ‘The house with its adjoining 


conference and schoolroom, anda room for any friendless sick 
Chinaman, also room for the women (all of which are under the 
same roof as the parsonage) has proved to be, as was anticipated, 
a most useful religious home to the Christian Chinese and to such 
as can be induced to associate with them in partaking of its 
privileges. Kong Tet Yin, the acting pastor of the church, has 
shown himself an able preacher of the Gospel of Jesus Christ and 
a faithful worker in his department of the Master’s vineyard. 
We hope in the good providence of God to see him ere long 


_ formally ordained to the ministerial office and serving this church 
‘as its duly installed pastor.” 2 * * ‘¢ Since the dedi- 


cation of the house in August, at which time the church was 
formally organized and its first communion season observed, at 


their request I have acted with them in the quarterly celebration 


of the Lord’s Supper. In the Sabbath School, Miss Turner and 
Miss Manross have rendered efficient aid, and a few others have 
kindly acted with them therein.” 

Miss Turner reports the whole number in attendance on the 
Sabbath School as twenty-five. Average attendance eighteen. 

At Hilo, Mr. Mo Hing is proving himself a faithful and well 
qualified worker. A Chinese Sabbath School is kept up by Mr. 
W.S. Terry, aided by a number of friends of the work. 

We have had no Chinese Colporteur on Kauai during the past 
year. 


ENGLISH-SPEAKING CHURCHES. 


The foreign churches in Hilo, and Makawao, and Fort Street 
Church, in Honolulu, continue as in former years under their re- 
spective pastors. Rev. A. S. Houston has been acting as stated 
supply for the Church at Kohala during the past year, and having 
been released from the service of the A. B. C. F. M. on account 
of the state of Mrs. Houston’s health, has accepted a call to be- © 
come the pastor. 

The Church at Wailuku is again left without a pastor; Rev. 


_N. W. Laine having resigned in January of this year, and shortly 


after returned to California. 

Rey. S. C. Damon, D.D., for so many years pastor of the Bethel 
Church in Honolulu, is at present on a visit to China. Previous 
however to his departure in February he offered his resignation to 
the Church, to take effect at the close of the year, or as soon as 
they might secure a successor. His labors in that church, as well 
as in the chaplaincy for seamen, and the editorship of the riend 
newspaper for the past forty-two years, are for him an enduring 
monument, and are a part of the history of this Hawaiian King- 
dom. 

Rey. E. B. Tuthill has been laboring during the past year 
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among the foreign residents in Hamakua, Hawaii, his field ex- 
tending from Paauilo to Kukuihaele. | ; 

On Kauai, Rev. F. Richter, a German Lutheran, is doing a good 
work among the German residents at Lihue and Koloa. 


WORK AMONG THE PORTUGUESE. 


We have not yet succeeded in finding the right person to un- 
dertake Evangelistic work among the Portuguese, but hope yet 
to find one.

The above amount would doubtless be largely increased had 
the Morning Star arrived to bring us the returns from Micronesia. 
Of the $137.05 reported as received -for Gilbert Island books, 
$80.55 goes to the. American Bible Society, leaving $56.50 prop- 
erly to our Treasury. This would make the total avails to our 
Treasury $1,634.89. 

The great influx of Kalakaua silver coin during the past year 
has so raised the price of exchange that we have had to pay al- 
ready $56.68 premium on our remittances to the United States, 
and if financial matters in this Kingdom keep on as they are go- 
ing now, there is every prospect that we may have to lose several 
hundred dollars.in this way another year. , 

During the year we have sent to the order of the Samoan Mis- 
sion 1,000 Gilbert Island Hymns Books. 

A third edition of 2,000 copies of the « Himeni Euanelio”’ has 
“been printed, and the first edition of the ‘ Himeni Euanelio 
No. 2” is now out, 8,000 copies of which have been printed. It 
consists of sixty new translations of hymns from the Moody and 
Sankey collection, prepared by Rey. L. Lyons; is got up in the 
same style, and at the same price as the No. 1. 

‘wo hundred more of the combined Gospel Hymns in English, 
with tunes, have been received and are now on sale. 

- By the Abdie Carver, lately arrived from New York,- we have 
received a greatly needed supply of 344 Hawaiian Bibles, roan 
octavo; 500 Testaments, with Psalms, and 160 Hawaiian and 
English Testaments. 
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We have also received from the American Bible Society, over-. 


land, 960 Gilbert Island Testaments, fifth edition (wrongly 
marked sixth edition), and there is now nearly due by the Amy 
Turner an invoice of 700 Mortlock Testaments. 

‘A revised and improved edition of 2,000 copies of the Gilbert 
Island Reader, and one of 1,000 copies of the Gilbert Island Arith- 
metic, are now being printed in San Francisco at the expense of 
our Board ; the fund:to the credit of Gilbert Island publications 
having been supplemented by the timely and. most generous 
donation of $1,000.00 from Mrs. E. O. Hall, the widow of our 
‘late Treasurer. 

Arrangements have been made with the American Bible So- 
ciety tv publish a stereotype edition of 4,000 copies of an 18mo, 
Hawaiian Bible, and a letter lately received from Secretary Gil- 
man states that the plates of the Old Testament were completed 
in April last as far as II. Chronicles. 


We hope to have this smalii Bible here some time during the, 


coming year. 

We have purchased trom the Assignees of Robertson & Co. the 
plates and the right to publish the ‘« Lei Alii,’”? and hope soon to 
have another edition of that popular song book ready for use. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


The Morning Star left Honolulu under command of Captain 
G. F. Garland, June 21, 1883, Capt. Bray having obtained a vaca- 
tion of a year to visit the United States. She took as passengers 
Mrs. Venie M. Walkup and her little son, and Miss Lillie S. 
Cathcart, bound for Kusaie. Also, Rev. W. B. Kapu returning 
to his work on Tapiteuea, and Mrs. Mary Maka returning to join 
her husband Rev. R. Maka, in his labors at Butaritari. Gershom 
Kanoa, a son of Rev. J. W. Kanoa, and Miss Sarah Haina, a 
daughter of Rev. G. Haina, also returned to be with their parents 
on their respective islands, and Mr. Kapu’s daughter Emma, 
with her husband also accompanied him to his field of labor. 
Besides these, the Morning Star returned the five Gilbert 
Islanders from Apemama rescued by a merchant ship and brought 
here via Japan with their boat, and also the two Gilbert Islanders 
and their boy, brought up by Rev. H. J. Taylor on his return. to 
the United States, and a Christian Gilbert Islander Zachariah 
who came here on the Julia,—making in all eighteen passengers. 

By letters since received, we learn that she had a speedy pass- 
age to the Gilbert Islands, and accomplished all her work there in 
due time ; then proceeded to the Marshall Islands: and finished 
up her work there; thence onward to Ponape, where we last 
heard from her as leaving that island about the 19th of last 
January bound for the Mortlocks and Ruk. Unless she has met 
with some unusual and unforeseen detention, she is now consids 


erably overdue, and unless she arrives in a few days, we cannot. 


avoid entertaining serious fears for her safety. 
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Under the circumstances, we of course have but few particulars 
to report. Such as we have, are gathered from letters received by 
way of Sydney, San Francisco, and Japan. 

The General Meeting of the Gilbert Island Mission was held at: 
Butaritari, commencing on the 4th of Sept. and closing on the 
7th. There were sixteen members in attendance, including Mr. 
Walkup and nine Gilbert Island Catechists together with our six 
Hawaiian Missionaries now on those islands. During the sessions, 
the King of Butaritari was present as a corresponding member. 
The books sent down by the Morning Star were distributed as 
follows: 40 Testaments, and 100 Hymn Books to the Island of 
Tapiteuea ; 120 Testaments, and 200 Hymn Books to Nanouti ; 
160 Testaments, and 300 Hymn Books to Apemama; 80 Testa- 
ments and 100 Hymn Books to Maiana; 80 Testaments, and 200 
Hymn Books to Marakei; 40 Testaments, and 100 Hymn Books ~ 
to Tarawa; 80 Testaments, and 100 Hymn Books to Apaiang 5 
200 Testaments, and 300 Hymn Books to Butaritari ; and 40 — 
Testaments, and 100 Hymn Books to Kusaie. : 

Two more students from the Kusaie Training School, Petero 
and Isaaka, were approved as Catechists and appointed to aid 
Mr. Kapu on Tapiteuea. 

The Mission voted to request the Hawaiian Board to increase 
their grants to the Gilbert Island Catechists. 

Reports of the state of the work on the different islands show 
an encouraging state of things on Tapiteuea, Apemama, Maiana, 
and Butaritari. On these islands peace prevailed, and the work 
prospered. ; 

On Nanouti. there was still some cannibalism. On Tarawa, 
Marakei, and Apaiang, there was more or less war and disturb- 
ance. 

At Kusaie, all were well. We have no further items from the 
Marshall Islands. 

At Ponape, Miss Fletcher’s school was in fair progress. 

Mrs. Rand’s health required medical aid, and the Ponape Mis- 
sion had voted to have the Morning Star, on her return from 
Buk, take her to Kusaie to see Dr. Pease, and return her again to » 
Ponape. 

MARQUESAS MISSION. 


Letters have been received during the past year from our 
Missionaries at the Marquesas. Their General Meeting was held 
last year at Puamau on the Island of Hivaoa. Two days, July 


27th and 28th, were spent in their deliberations. The most of 


the time seems to have been spent in considering how to advance 
the interests of education in that field. They also appealed to 
the French Protestant Mission at Tahiti for three more mis- 
sionaries; one to be located at Fatuhiwa, one at Tahuata, and 
one at Atuona. We have received no statistical reports from this 


field. 
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THE NEW MORNING STAR. 


The A. B. C. F. M. at Boston have decided that the time has 
come to build anew and larger Morning Star, to be furnished 
with auxiliary steam power. The present Morning Star is now 
fourteen years old, and the present is her thirteenth annual trip to 
Micronesia. Meantime the work has grown so that she is much 
too small for all that needs to be done. Besides that, there yet 
remain west of Ruk, several groups of islands stretching through 
nearly a thousand miles of longitude, to be reached with the 
Gospel. These are Hall’s Islands, Howe’s Islands, the Egoy 
Islands, Yap, and the Pelew Islands. But the utmost limit of an 
annual voyage by a mere sailing vessel seems to have been 
reached at Ruk. The American Board have therefore very 
wisely determined to meet these practical needs by building a 
vessel a little more than twice the tonnage of the present Morning 
Star, and furnishing her with auxiliary steam power. Such a 
vessel will be able to save enough time to enable her to visit the 
islands to the westward of Ruk which yet remain in heathen 
darkness. And she will also have such increased carrying capa- 
city as will be needed for the extension of the work to those 
groups. 

The new Morning Star is to be 425 tons, and is now under 
construction by a ship-building company of Bath, Maine. She is 
to be delivered at Boston in September next, and will come out in 
time to start for Micronesia next year. She is to be built and 
equipped by the Sabbath Schools; her cost being divided into 
shares of 25 cents, with no limit to the number of shares that any 
individual may choose to take. The cost is estimated at $45,000. 
Certificates are now in hand ready for subscribers in these islands, 
both Hawaiian and English-speaking. We hope the children 
and friends of the work in these islands will take a thousand or 
fifteen hundred dollars worth of stock in this noble enterprise. 

The term of the First Class of the Hawaiian Board now expires, 
and we recommend their re-election. Respectfully submitted,

NORTH PACIFIC MISSIONARY INSTITUTE, 


JUNE 1, 1883. 





It is with mingled emotions of gratification and of sorrow that 
I see the third class graduate at the close of my seventh year of 
superintendence of this training school. Five finish their pre- 
scribed course of study and pass out from under my instruction 
and oversight to assume the responsibilities of individual minis- 
terial labor: SS. L. Desha, S. Kaiapa Kamakahukilani, W. M. 
Kalaiwaa, J. K. Kawaiaea, M. Lutera. The last named has 
offered himself to the Hawaiian Board, and has been accepted as 

‘a missionary to the Gilbert Islanders. The other four have ac- 
cepted calls to parishes on Kauai, Mani, and Hawaii. The first 
named, §. L. Desha, through the generosity of John Thomas 

aterhouse, Sr., goes soon to San Francisco to spend two months 
in seeing what he can of Christian life and work in that city and 
its vicinity, before beginning his pastoral work. 

Others that I had hoped would graduate with these, have in 
the mysterious providence of God, been denied that privilege. 
For the dreadful taint of leprosy has shown itself slightiy, yet so 
certainly in three of the students, that following the unanimous 
advice of three skilful physicians, it has been deemed best that 
they should withdraw from the school. None but one who has 
had the privilege of associating for nearly four years with an 
earnest young Christian, that from the very first youthful 

conception of the-greatness of salvation by Christ has had only one 
thought and aim in life, to follow Christ closely, to serve Him 
faithfully, without once giving occasion for doubt or reproof.as to 
the sincerity of his motives and the purity of his life, can appre- 
ciate the greatness of the grief at seeing so unexpected and so 
sorrowful an ending of high hopes and glorious promise. The two 
students mentioned in last year’s report, as too unwell to continue 
their studies, have both succumbed to the diseases, which had 
then developed, and which finally ended their earthly life. 
Death has twice visited the Institute during the past year, taking 
first the infant child of one of the students, and next a beloved 
young wife, giving up the brightest and pleasantest earthly hopes. 
for an early grave. ; 

Only one new student entered, W. Kamau, this past year. The 
others that with him remain to form the nucleus of next year’s 
class are E. M. Hanuna, R. D. Honuakau, 8. Kaaloa, G. W. Ko- 
lobabela, M. Napeahi, C. Kaleoiki Pa. Nearly all these students 
are already pledged to spend their vacation with parishes now 
without any pastoral guidance. 

The chief study pursued this past year has been Systematic 
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Theology, of which I have written out in Hawaiian a compre- 
hensive compend in the form of questions and answers, arranged 
in twelve chapters. I have also written a full commentary on 
the Song of Solomon, endeavoring to bring out its spiritual signi- 
ficance, so supplanting mere superficial and sensuous thought by 
opening up an inner wealth of religious truth in things seen and 
temporal. Ihave also completed a commentary on the Apoca- 
lypse, the last eight chapters being the part written this year. I 
have given to the students also a course of lectures on the princi-. 
ples of elocution, with examples for practice. The veteran mis- 
sionary Rev. L. Lyons, of Waimea, has kindly assisted in this, 
by translating into racy Hawaiian some of the masterpieces of 
English eloquence. Special instruction has also been given in 
singing, not only in accurate knowledge of the rudiments, but in 
correct conceptions of what is the best style for the worship of 
God, and most helpful in leading souls to devout communion with 
their Divine Redeemer. ; ; 

The students have interested themselves in beginning for the 
benefit of the Institute a cabinet of Hawaiian antiquities. Ha- 
waiian Missionaries to the Gilbert Islands have given and 
promised to give such articles as will show the superiority of a 
Christian civilization over the uncouth and defective appliances 
of heathenism. Friends have generously remembered the needs 
of the students and of the Institute as in past years. While I was 
in the United States, I received fifty dollars from two friends for 
the purchase of books. Gifts of clothing: for the students and 
their families have been received from Mr. and Mrs. W. O. Smith, 
Mr. and Mrs. ©. M. Cooke, Dr. C. T. Rodgers, W. W. Hall, Mrs. 
A. F. Judd, Mrs. C. C. Coleman. Rev. E. Bond, of Kohala, has 
sent to the Institute the volumes of the Bibliotheca Sacra from 
Jan., 1851, to July, 1862, and there is thus in the Library a nearly 
complete set of that valuable periodical. In addition to the 
generous gift of Mr. J. T. Waterhouse, already noticed, | Hon, 
A. F. Judd, administrator of the estate of Hon. John Ii, has 
made a special contribution to the funds of the Institute. 

The thirteen dormitories have sufficed fur the needs of the 
fifteen students of the past year, two students occupying rooms 
away from the premises. Some of the money contributed by the 
Churches has been used for the purchase of necessary furniture, 
and the balance is on deposit until enough is secured to erect new 
buildings as planned. 

As we think of the number of churches still vacant, we recog- 
nize the importance and timeliness of the work of the N. P. M. I. 
The life of the Hawaiian nation as well as the life of the Christian 
Churches upon these islands, is involved in maintaining this 
training school for Hawaiian pastors and missionaries 1 fullest — 
efficiency year by year. Where are the young men, who will 
willingly offer themselves for the work of the Lord ? not as under 
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Deborah and Barak to defend and avenge their people ; but as: 


under Zerubbabel and Ezra, to build up the nation in security and 


prosperity by reyiving the spirit of worship and deepening the 


impress of religious truth in the hearts and lives of the people..

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REPORT OF REV. W. B. OLESON. 


HILO BOARDING SCHOOL. © 


At the annual meeting of missionaries at Honolulu in 1886, it 
was voted that the experiment of a Boarding School for Hawaiian 
boys should be tried at Hilo, under the auspices of Rev. Db. B 
Lyman, assisted by Rev. Titus Coan, the two missionaries then 
resident at Hilo. The first students, were received that year, viz. 
in Oct. 1836. During the forty-eight years that this school has 
been in operation, the number of students enrolled, not counting 
those in attendance for less than six months, has been one | 
thousand and twenty, the average length of time in the school for _ 
éach student being two years and nine months. In 1878, the in- 
struction was changed to an English basis. For over twenty-five 
years however, there was instruction in English, one teacher’s 
time being so devoted. It was elementary instruction however, 
consisting of spelling, definition, pronunciation, and reading in 
the English Testament. A four years’ course of study has always 


’ been maintained. The course in native included arithmetic, al- 


gebra, natural history, natural philosophy, geography, Bible his- 
tory, reading, spelling, and moral science. The course in English 
includes reading, spelling, geography, arithmetic, algebra, ancient 
and modern history, physiology, natural philosophy, popular 
Science. More than one-half of the total number of students have 
come from the two adjacent districts of Hilo and Puna. Only 
nine have ever been admitted from other Islands than Hawaii, 
viz., five from Maui, two from Oahu, and two from Kauai. 
There have been but three principals. Rev. D. B. Lyman organ- 
ized the school, and for thirty-eight years was its earnest and 
efficient head, giving to it its present prestige, and doing for the 
permanent advantage of the Hawaiian people in the matter of 
education what perhaps no other man has ever done. More than 
four hundred of the students who graduated during his term of 
office became teachers, and their services were eagerly sought all 
over the Islands. Many others as missionaries and ministers have 
gone forth’ from this school. The churches and schools of the 


-Jsland of Hawaii, at least, have been mainly supplied with 


pastors and teachers from Hilo Boarding School probably for more 
than forty years. Many of the leading members of every Legis- 
lature have been graduates of this school. Its record in fitting 
men for public life, and in training teachers, and in developing 
an earnest type of piety that has led many into the work of the 
ministry, has been remarkable. 

The school has a high, healthful location, just above the town 
of Hilo. The buildings, four of them comparatively new, and all 
in good repair, are as follows : Principal’s house, large dormitory 


with school-room below, and play-room above, small dormitory 
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with class-rooms below, dining-house, hospital, bath-house, and 
cook-house. There are accommodations for about ninety students. . 

Manual labor has been an essential feature of the school from 
the beginning. The work hours are in the early morning, and 
late afternoon. Each boy works three and ahalf hours each 
week-day. This has contributed to the health and physical de- 
velopment of the students in a marked degree. It has taught an 
aptitude for work, and has proved the most economical method 
ot providing the food. Thus taro, potatoes, bananas, pears, and 
sugar-cane to the value of $3,500 are annually consumed,—this 
and more being raised by the labor of the students. During the 
whole course of the school, the boys have received practical in- 
struction in masonry, carpentry, and painting, and have been. 
taught simple cookery, house-work, and gardening. Two of the 
iron out-buildings have been built mainly by the boys ;' and under 
the direction of the Principal, who has personal charge ‘of the 

Manual labor department, the students have always painted the | 
buildings, and done the cement work, including in one instance 
a bath-tub 20 feet long and 10 feet wide, of solid masonry. With 
a full complement of carpenter’s tools it is intended to make cot- 
beds for the hospital, tables and seats for the dining-house, 
ironing-tables, fences, gates, blackboards, and general repairs. 
An indoor department of tailoring is in contemplation which un- 
der charge of a matron might furnish the students with all their 
work-clothes, and bedding, at a nominal price, and teach ‘at the 
same time valuable knowledge. 

The school has always been the only really high-grade school 
for boys on the Island of Hawaii. It employs four teachers reg- 
ularly. With the prestige of its long and successful history, and 
the advantage it possesses for affording a higher English educa- 
tion for Hawaiian boys, there is every reason why it should be 
amply aided by Government,’ and why liberal contributions by 
individuals who have at heart the Christian education of native 
boys should be given toward its permanent endowment. It would 
be a disaster not easily remedied were the government to with- 
draw its aid in the present condition of the school’s resources. 
There is no reason why a miniature Hampton may not be built 
up at Hilo to the lasting advantage of the Island educational 
system, and hence we always hope for generous aid from the 
Government. There is no reason why this school should not con- 
tinue to hold intimate relations with the churches and so perma- 
nenily promote true piety ard help to strengthen the things that 
remain in the Christian life of the nation, and hence we hope for 
liberal aid from Christian people that this factor in the Christian 
activities of Hawaii nei may not disappear or in any wise lose its 
power. 

At present we receive $1,000 per year from the A. B. C. F. M., 
but itis conditional on the raising as svon as may be, ofa 
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«¢ Lyman Fund,” that shall yield alike income. We have thus 
far received $1,250 to be applied toward this fund. Aside from 
buildings and salaries, the expenses of the school are all met 
through sales of farm products, and fees from students. About 
$3,500 a year is needed for these two items, toward which the re- 
sources of the school contribute only $750 annually, the balance 
coming from Government, with the $1,000 aid temporarily from 
the A. B.C. F. M. The class of boys who have hitherto made 
up the bulk of the students, have been poor, and few are able to 
pay any higher rates than we now receive. Some boys are 
‘anxious to come in if present charges could in some measure be, 
met by means given to the Treasurer for that purpose. Thus a 
hundred dollars would enable four boys to meet the annual ex- 
pense of school charges,—boys who otherwise might be obliged to 
content themselves with what they could get at the country 
schools. 

In two years, the school will celebrate its semi-centennial, and 
it is to be hoped that then all its needs will have been so gen- 
erously provided for, as to ensure another half-century of useful- 
ness among this needy people.

TWENTY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 


BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION 





During the past year, this Board has held ten regular, and 
three special meetings. Its regular meetings are held monthly, 
on the Tuesday evening nearest before the full moon, and com- 
mence promptly at 7 P.M. All its sessions are opened and closed 
with prayer, and the business is transacted in both the English 
and Hawaiian languages. toe 

At these meetings, the correspondence from abroad is first read, 
and such parts of it as may require consideration by the Board 
are referred to the appropriate Standing Committees, or to Spec- 
‘ial Committees, as the case may require. Next in order come the 
Reports of Committees on such subjects as may have been pre- 
viously referred to them, or on such items of business as may 
have been brought before them. As a rule, nearly all the busi- 
ness of the sessions is thus put in shape and prepared in the 
Committees for the intelligent consideration and action of the 
Board. The number of active members residing in or near 
Honolulu is seventeen, and five members. constitute a working 
quorum. The average attendance at the meetings of the Board 
during the past year has been eleven members. 

Two prominent and highly valued embers of the Board have 
been removed by death the past year: Rev. William Patterson 
Alexander, and Rev. Samuel Chenery Damon, D. D. 

Mr. Alexander had been connected with the Mission of the 
American Board to these islands since the year 1832, had been a 
member of this Board from its beginning, and had spent fifty-two 
years in able and successful missionary work for the Hawaiian 
nation. His death was the result of accident rather than of 
disease, and took place at Oakland, California, Aug. 13th, 1884, 
while on a visit to his son, Mr. S, TT, Alexander, who resides 
there. He died at the goodly age of 79, beloved and lamented 
by a multitude of sorrowing friends. 

Dr. Damon died in Honolulu on the 7th day of February, 1885, 
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at the full age of 70, having spent forty-two years in abundant 
labors for the seamen and foreigners in Honolulu, and having 
also been an active and highly valued member of this Board 
from the date of its organization. He was a regular attendant on 
the meetings of the Board, and took a deep interest in its work. 

Besides these members of our Board, death has been busy 
among others who were intimately associated with the Christian 
progress of these islands. ‘Rev. David Belden Lyman died at 
Hilo, on the island of Hawaii, October 4th, 1884, at the venerable 
age of 81, having spent fifty-two years in missionary work on 
these islands. He was a faithful, godly, and successful worker, 
and his works do follow him. 

On the 2nd of January, 1885, the Rev. Solomon Kahea 
Maunaloa died at Molokai, his native home. He was yet young 
in years, having graduated from the N. P. M. Institute in 1880, 
and been ordained and sent as a missionary of this Board to the 
Gilbert Islands in that same year. His wife dying there in a few 
months after their arrival at their field of labor, he returned to 
these islands the next year, and, having married again, was ex- 
pecting to return to his mission-field when he was attacked by 
the disease. which finally terminated his life. Mr. Maunaloa was 
one of our most promising young missionaries; a true and. 
devoted Christian; a faithful, gentle, earnest spirit, and of more 
than ordinary abilities. We mourn his loss. 

Mrs. A. W. Smith, wife of Rev. Lowell Smith, D.D., died at 
Honolulu, January 31st, 1885, aged 75, after a laborious mis- 
sionary life of fifty-two years at these islands. A woman of more 
than ordinary acquirements and abilities, she was a mother in 
Israel whose loss is greatly felt by all who knew her. In addition 
to these, we note the death of Rev. George B. Rowell, formerly a 
missionary of the American Board, who died at Koloa, Kauai, on 
the 15th June, 1884. 

We have also to record two deaths of those in high station and 
influence, whose names are identified with the progress of this 
nation, and whose loss is a national bereavement. Mrs. Bernice 
Pauahi Bishop, a chiefess of high descent, and an admirable 
Christian character, died October 16th, 1884 ; and Queen Emma, 
dowager of the late Kamehameha IV., died April 25th, 1885, 
both at their residences here in Honolulu. Both of them took 
much interest in the education and the welfare of Hawaiians, and 
left bequests for these purposes which will perpetuate their 
memories to later generations. 

During the past year your Corresponding Secretary has been 


_ enabled to attend all the meetings of all the island associations, 


and thus come in contact with all the pastors and the work of the 
churches. It has been his earnest desire to visit also the churches 
themselves, but the pressure of the work here in Honolulu has 
been so great and so constant that he has been able to visit only a 
small portion of them. 
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The meetings of the associations have been well attended and 


interesting, and the work done at these meetings has been cheer- 


ing and full of promise for good. 
CHURCH AND SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


The usual church and Sunday-school work has been steadily 
kept up during the past year with gratifying success, notwith- 
standing the increasing growth of unfavorable influences frém 
abroad as well as from the natural tendency of the human heart 
_ to seek out new inventions in religion, as in other things. 

Yu P..C; A. WORK: 

The Young People’s Christian Associations, in connection with 
the churches, have, with few exceptions, suffered much from 
decline of interest, and in some cases have died out. This has 
been partly owing to the lack of any bond of unity among these 
associations, and partly to the defect in their original organiza- 
tion whereby the active management too often fell into the 
hands of those who were not professing Christians of good stand- 


ing in the churches. ‘he essential basis of Christian character, 


was thus lost sight of, and the associations in many cases soon 
lost their influence for good. During the past year, however, a 
revised Constitution has been adopted which, it is hoped, will 
remedy these defects, and a General Young People’s Association 
is called to meet this month during the sessions of the Evan- 
gelical. Association, which we hope will be the harbinger of better 
things in the future. 
CHURCH BUILDINGS. 

One new church-building has been in process of erection during 
the past year at Kealaukaiole, Kauai, in the parish of Rey. S, 
Kaiapa. 

At Mahukona, Hawaii, Rev. 8S. C. Luhiau pastor, the people 
propose to erect a small frame church. 

At Kalaupapa, on Molokai, the leper colony are engaged in an 

effort to build a frame church 45 x 20, and they should receive 
aid for that purpose. There are 154 church members reported 
_ among the lepers there and at the village of Kalawao, about two 
miles distant. There is a small frame church at Kalawao, but 
those who reside on the Kalaupapa side are too far distant to 
attend regularly in their diseased and enfeebled condition. 

The church at Ewa, on this island, Rey. 8S. P. K. Nawaa pastor, 
have this year paid off all indebtedness on their building, whose 
total cost was $3,050. 

The church at Puako, Hawaii, under the care of Rev. 8. C. 
Luhiau, finished rebuilding their house of worship by the close of 
1884, and it was re-dedicated on the 19th of February, 1885. 

At Honuaula, on Maui, repairs are being made on the church- 
building. The sum of $347.75 has already been expended in re- 
roofing, and still further repairs are tobe made. There is no

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At Waikane, on this island, Rev. J. N. Paikuli pastor, over 
| $700 have been expended in repairing the church ; and at Kapaa, 
on the island of Kauai, Rev. J. M. Kealoha pastor, about $500 
have been expended for the same purpose. ae te 
The Kaumakapili Church, in this city, Rev. J. Waiamau pastor, 
have completed one of the two towers of their new building 
during the past year, and are making efforts to raise the money - 
for the completion of the other. 
At Waialua, on this island, and at Kawaihae-uka, on Hawaii, 
funds are being raised to rebuild their churches. 
At Makaalae, oa Maui, a new church has been built.

Five Pastors have resigned during the past year: Rev. A. 8. ° 
Houston of the Kohala Foreign Church, Rev. T. H. Rouse of the . 
Makawao Foreign Church, Rev. Z. 8. K. Paaluhi, of Haiku, Rey. 
P. Keaupuni of Huelo Church and Rev. J. H. Pahio of Onomea. 
Three have accepted calls: Rev. HE. C. Oggel to the Bethel Union 
Church, Honolulu, Rev. H. S. Jordan to the Kohala Foreign 
ae and Rev. Z. S. K. Paaluhi to the Wailuku Church on

~ ‘Three new Pastors have been ordained: Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa 
as pastor of the Church of East Hamakua, Hawaii, Rev. Stephen 
L. Desha as pastor of the Church at Kealakekua and Kona Waena, 
Hawaii, and Rev. S. Kaiapa as pastor of the Church at Anahola, 
Kauai; all three graduates of the N. P. M. Instjtute last year. 

Two pastors have been installed, Rev. S. W. Kekuewa, in 
January, 1885, over the North Kohala Church, and Rev. Z. S. K. 
Paaluhi, over the Wailuku Church, Maui, in May, 1885. 

One pastor, Rev. 8. C. Damon, who resigned last year, has died. 
One, Rev. E. Helekunilfi, at his own request, has been permitted 
by the Presbytery of Maui to demit the Ministry, and four have 
been deposed by the Oahu Association, viz; A. Kaoliko, H. 
Kauaihilo, J. Manuela, and D. Kekiokalani. 

There are twenty Churches now without pastors : eleven on the 
island of Hawaii, six on Maui, two on Oahu and one on Kauai. 


PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


Forty-six Hawaiian Churches report a total of $7,610.61 contri- 
buted for pastoral support, the highest salary reported being 
$558.95, from the Church of Kaumakapili on Oahu, and the low- 
est $13.50, from the Church of Kalapana and Opihikao on Hawaii. 

These forty-six churches comprise. thirty-seven pastorates; 
two, or even three smal) churches being in a few cases united 
under one pastorate. 

The total amount therefore of $7610.61, reported as paid to 37 
pastors and stated supplies, gives a general average Of $205.69 
each. This is a slight improvement on last year, when the 
average reported was only $190.90. Still, the average is far too 
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small, The lowest salary given should not be less than $300, and. 
we hope the time will yet come when the churches will give a 
more adequate support to their ministers instead of throwing 
away hundreds of dollars on mere outward show and on ex- 
travagantly expensive Sunday School exhibitions. 

Taking the figures by islands, we find that on the island of 
Hawaii, nine pastors and three supplies have received an aggre- 
gate of $2525.91 salary; being an average of $210.48 each. 

On Maui and Molokai, eleven pastors have received an aggre- 
gate of $2146.80; being an average of $195.16 each. It should 

‘be stated however, that two of the leading churches of Maui, 
those of Wailuku and Waihee, each paying a salary of $500, 
have failed to report. Had these two churches reported, the 
amount for Maui and Molokai would have been $3146.80, and 
the average $242.06. 

On Oahu, nine pastors have received an aggregate of $1893.15; 
being an average of $210.35 each. 

On Kauai, five pastors have received an agg regate of $1044.75; 
being an average of $208.95 each. 

Taking the figures by churches, two, Kaumakapili and 
Lahaina, report a salary of between five and six hundred dollars 
paid the past year. : 

_ Ten churches report a salary of between three and four hun- 
_ dred dollars, viz.; Hilo, North Kohala, Kekaha, ‘Kealakekua 
and Kona Waena, Waiohinu, Kaluaaha, Waialua, Hauula and 
Kahana, Lihue, and Koloa. Seven churches report a salary of be- 
tween two and three hundred dollars, viz.; East Hamakua on 
Hawaii, Pukaana, Waikapu, Paia, Hana, Kalihi and Moanalua, 
and Anahola. And seven churches report a salary of between one 
and two hundred, viz.; Kaanapali, Olowalu, Halawa, Ewa, Waia- 
nae, Waimanalo and Kapaa. Of the rest,which report less than one 
hundred dollars salary, we forbear to mention the names. 

These facts show a decided and cheering progress in many of 
our churches in the matter of Pastoral support, while there are 
yet a number who fall far short. We hope to be able to report 
better things of these latter next year. 


PARSONAGES. 


On the island of Hawaii the North Kohala Church has been 
provided with a parsonage. It is aframe building, formerly used 
asa school house. ‘This has been fitted up and a kitchen added, 
at an expense altogether of over $800, The house is 32 feet by 20 
and the kitchen 12 by 12. 

The Onomea Church parsonage has been rebuilt at a cost of 
about $300 ; its dimensions are 30 feet by 14. 

On the island of Maui, the Paia parsonage has been put in good 
order, The Olowalu parsonage greatly needs repairs, and the 
Waikapu parsonage stands in an unfinished condition. 

On Oahu, the Waikane parsonage has been repaired and enlarged 
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at an expense of over $300. Its dimensions are 87 feet by 13. 
The Ewa Church are expecting to build a parsonage soon, and the 
Church at Kalihi and Moanalua have purchased a site for a parson- 
age at a cost of $145, and are preparing to build. Twenty-eight 
of our churches now have parsonages. 


EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. 


_ The North Pacific Missionary Institute has continued its useful 

work the past year under Dr. Hyde, assisted by Rev. Hl. H. Par- 
ker. Mrs. Hyde has taught the wives of the students. The 
number of students in attendance has been fourteen. We want 
more young men of education and consecrated spirit to prepare 
themselves for the work both here and abroad, which is calling 
loudly for more workers. For particulars we refer you to Dr. 
- Hyde’s Report. 
THE HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This school has been unusually prospered the past year. |The 
number of pupils in attendance is eighty, and the general health 
has been excellent. Mr. Oleson and three assistant teachers, 

Miss Emma Clark, Miss Mary E. Hillebrand, and Mr. D. Howard 
Hitchcock, have done faithful and successful work in the teaching 
and management of this institution, and we do not hesitate to say 
that we do not know of its superior in the kingdom, both as to 
the quality of the education imparted and the development of 
practical, manly Christian character. Next year will be the 
semi-centennial of this school. : 

KAWAIAHAO GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This institution has had a prosperous year under the manage- 
ment of Miss M. E. Alexander as Principal, assisted by Miss N. 
J. Malone, Miss Margaret Flaxman, Miss Margaret Brown, Miss 
Alice West, and Mrs. Emma Mahelona. The number of pupils 
is ninety. ; 

EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 

During the past year this institution has maintained its former 
popularity and success. Miss Maria Sheeley still continues at its 
head with the same assistant teachers as last year, Miss Susan M. 
Potter, Miss Gertrude Humphrey, and Miss Jessie Cameron. 
The total number of pupils in attendance during the year has been 
104. Average attendance ninety. Their health has been good 
throughout the year. Miss Carpenter continues her valuable ser- 
vices as financial manager. | 


WORK AMONG THE GILBERT ISLANDERS. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bingham have been engaged here in this city 
during the past year, as usual, in the preparation of a Christian 
literature for the Gilbert Islanders. This work has, howeyer, been 
interrupted for a season by the temporary failure of health of both 
of them. For two months of tek summer Mr. Bingham was 
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compelled to suspend his work of translating the Old Testament 
from this cause. He has, however, had sufficient strength to 
translate Isaiah and half of the Proverbs since May 10th, 1884. 
Fis throat trouble has made preaching and teaching inexpedient. 

During much of the past winter, Mrs. Bingham’s health has 
been quite poor. She has prepared for a second edition a copy of 
her second volume of Old Testament Stories, somewhat enlarged, 
and it is now in the hands of the American Tract Society in New 
York. She is also daily assisting Mr. Bingham in the work of 
translating the Scriptures, revising and comparing the translations 
with the English authorized version. She is now also engaged in 

evising and enlarging her Geography for Gilbert Islanders, the 
first edition being out of print. She teaches a small class of Gilbert 
Islanders in the Kawaiahao Church Sabbath Sehool. 

Rev. J. H. Mahoe has continued his labors among the Gilbert 
Islanders on the island of Kauai. He has made quarterly tours 
among them throughout the island. He reports the number on 
that island as about 260 adults, of whom 382 are church members, 
12 having been admitted the past year. 

Rev. W. N. Lono was stationed by the Hawaiian Board last 
year to labor among those in the neighborhood of Kekaha, on 
Kauai, and continued with them until his return to his field in 
the Gilbert Islands by the Morning Star last month. Since then 
Mr. M. Lutera, a graduate of the N. P. M. Institute, and accepted 
as a missionary of the Hawaiian Board, has been stationed there. 


WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 

Mr. F. W. Damon, our Superintendent of Chinese work, re- 
turned from China with his wife in September, 1884. 

Mrs. Damon, being at home in the Chinese language and in evan- 
gelistic work for them, her assistance is a most valuable reinforce- 
ment to the work here. She has found an interesting and im- 
portant field of labor among the Chinese women and children, 

The Chinese church in Honolulu met with a sad bereavement 
on the 4th of July last year, in the death by accidental drowning, 
of their beloved pastor, Mr. To Tsin Sam. They have been 
favored in obtaining a new pastor, Mr. Mark Wan To, who 
proves to be a faithful, earnest worker. T'welve persons have 
been received to this church on profession of faith, and five by 
letter during the year. One has been suspended. Five children 
have been baptized. Mr. J. Shaw has labored faithfully, with 
the aid of others, in the Chinese Sabbath School on Sunday after- 
moons. : 

Miss Payson has continued her zealous and efficient services in , 
the English department of the boys’ school, Mr. Damon 
speaks of her work as ‘‘second to none in importance in the 
whole range of missionary effort in behalf of the Chinese on 
these islands.”” The Chinese.department is under the charge of a 
Christian Chinese teacher, Mr. To Teng Le, who is “proving him- 
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self to be the right man in the right place.’”’ As many as fifty Chi- 
nese boys have been in the school during the year. Miss Payson ° 
also continues her evening school for Chinese. Dr. Hyde has, — 
aided at Communion Services, and otherwise. 

At Kohala, Mr. Kong Tet Yin has continued his labors 
through the year. Miss Turner, Miss Manross, and others have 
given valuable aid in the Sunday School. 

At Hilo during part of the year Mr. Mo Hing, the Chinese 
preacher, has labored most successfully. He has, however, re- 
turned. to China, and the preacher at Honolulu has taken his~ - 
place temporarily. 

Mr. W. 8. Terry, aided by other friends, has kept up the valua- 
ble Sabbath afternoon school for Chinese, and an evening school 
has been opened in the Chinese Mission House, conducted by Mr. 
J. A. Martin, and Mr. John J. Jones. ; 

On Maui, Mr. Kong, a Chinese colporteur, has been laboring at 
Paia, Makawao, and Spreckelsville, and seems to be doing well. 
Nine children have been baptized and two persons received to the 
Paia Native Church on profession of faith. 

At Kailua, on Hawaii, in connection with the work of Rev. G. 
P. Kaonohimaka, a very interesting work has grown up among 
the Chinese, aided by a Christian Chinaman living there. 

So also, in East Hamakua, on Hawaii, Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa, the 
_ pastor, holds a meeting with the Chinese at the Paauilo planta- 
tion every other Sabbath. He has baptized and admitted to the 
church one Chinaman on profession of faith, and received also 
two by letter. 

For receipts and expenditures in the Chinese work reported by 

Mr. Damon, see appendix. 


WORK AMONG THE JAPANESE. 


In February of this year, 948 Japanese were brought to these 
Islands. Among them was a young Japanese who was in course 
of training for the Ministry. 

Our Board has opened an evening school for Japanese in Hono- 
lulu, which is now kept four evenings in the week in one of the 
_ rooms of the N. P. M. Insitute, and is taught by Mr. H. M. 

Dow. By the courtesy of the Honolulu Y. M. C. A., the hall of 
‘the Y. M. C. A. building is also granted for a religious service in 
Japanese every Sunday forenoon. The young Japanese preacher, 
_ Mr. Aoki, holds this service, and Dr. and Mrs. Hyde have as- 
sisted. The average attendance is from twelve to fourteen. The 
larger portion of the Japanese are scattered upon: the other 
islands of the group, but there are perhaps about eighty in and 
around Honolulu. The prospect is that soon another company 
will arrive, and there is an important work to be done among 
them. We have not yet succeeded in finding the man to go among 
them as a Christian worker and colporteur. Nor have we suc- 
ceeded in finding such an one to labor among the Portuguese. 
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FOREIGN CHURCHES. 


The church at Hilo continues as in past years, under the car 
of Rev. E. P. Baker. So also the Fort Street Church of Hono- 
lulu under the care of Rev. J. A. Cruzan.

By invitation of the Bethel Union Church in Honolulu, Rev. 


E. C. Oggel, of the Westminster Church in Chicago, began to 
labor among them in September of last year, and on April 19th of 
the present year, they gave Mr. Oggel a unanimous call, which he 
has accepted, and is now ministering to them with much success. 
_ Rev. T. H. Rouse resigned the pastorate of the Makawao 
_ Foreign Church toward the close of last year on account of the 
state of his health. His son, Mr. Frank Rouse, a student in 
Hartford Seminary, Conn., has been supplying that church with 
much acceptance until the present time, but as he is about to re- 
turn to the United States to complete his course at the seminary, 
they are taking measures to secure another pastor. 

Rev. A. S. Houston resigned the charge of the church at 
- Kohala early in the present year, and has returned to the States. 
They have called the Rev. H. 8S. Jordan from the First Presby- 
_terian Church of Shelbyville, Illinois, and he arrived here on the 

22nd of last month, and is now at his work there. 

The church at Wailuku still remains vacant. 

Rev. E. B. Tuthill relinquished his work at Hamakua, Hawaii, 
and returned to the States last year in July, and Rev. Isaac 
Goodell from San Mateo, Cal., arrived to take his place in Sep- 
tember. . He still continues his work there. 

Rev. F. Richter continues his labors acceptably among the 
Germans at Lihue, Kauai, and is doing a valuable work. They 
have enlarged their church building during the year.

Of the six foreign churches, three have contributad to our 
treasury this year—the Fort Street and Bethel Union Churches 
in Honolulu, and the Kohala Church. Of the three which have 


‘not contributed to our treasury, the Hilo and Makawao Churches 
- have contributed largely to the Chinese work in their respective 


fields; and the Wailuku Church has been without a pastor. 

Forty-eight out of the sixty-one Hawaiian Churches have con- 
tributed to our treasury, as follows: On Hawaii 21, on Maui 10, 
on Molokai 2, on Oahu. 9, on Kauai 5—leaving on Hawaii 4 
churches that have not contributed, on Maui 6, on Oahu 2, and 
on Kauai 1. Some of these churches are united two or three in 
one pastorate. : 

The churches that have not contributed are the following : 
Hilo, Laupaboehoe, Kaohe, and South Kohala, on Hawaii ; 
Lahaina, Waikapu, Haiku, Huelo, Kaupo, and Honuaula, on 
Maui; and Waimea, on Kauai. 
~ 1t should be noted that we have one constant and generous 
Hawaiian contributor who resides in California, near Sacramento, 
where he has been a resident for many years past, Mr. Luke 
Kualawa. He alone sends us about $50 a year for the foreign 
mission work. 

Of the amount of $2,071.95 contributed from foreign churches 
and donors, $1,050 have been given by one individual in three 
separate donations. It need hardly be added that Mrs. M. 8. 
Rice is the donor whose warm interest in our work is so gener- 
ously shown.

‘he Morning Star not returning last year, we waited until the ~ 
close of the month of June, and then made arrangements by 
which Mr. A. F. Cooke agreed to take the supplies and books for 
our Gilbert Island Missionaries, and distribute them for us for the 
sum of $500, as the schooner Kaluna \.as about to proceed thither 
on business of herown. She sailed July 8th. 

Rev. R. W. Logan, wife and child, and Miss A. A. Palmer, 
Missionaries of the American Board to Micronesia, being here 
awaiting the return of the Star, and it becoming evident that 

some accident had probably happened to her, it was decided to 
charter the Jennie Walker, a schooner of 130 tons, to take them 
on their destination, and also to take the supplies for the Mission- 
aries in the Marshall and Caroline Islands. It was also provided in 
the charter party that they should bring back from Kusaie such of 
our Missionaries as might be there awaiting a conveyance to these 
Islands, and also the crew and officers. of the Morning Star, if it 
should be found that she had been wrecked. . While the vessel 

- was being prepared for the voyage, news came from San Fran- 
cisco by the mail, of the wreck of the Morning Star on Kusaie, 
but no particulars were received at that time, as the news had 
been telegraphed to San Francisco by Captain Garland from Hong 
Kong. The Jennie Walker sailed on the 16th of July with Rev. | 
R. W. Logan, wife and child, and Miss Palmer, and the 
supplies for Micronesia. 

By letters subsequently received, we learned that the Morning 
Star had finished her work for the year prosperously, and was 
just entering the harbor at Kusaie on the 22nd of February, 1884, 
on her way back to these Islands, when she was wrecked upon 
the reef there; Mr. and Mrs. Rand of Ponape, being on board 
on their way to Kusaie for medical aid. Fortunately no lives 
were lost, and nearly all the property on board was saved with 
slight damage. After waiting in vain six weeks on the island in 
hopes some vessel might come in sight, Captain Garland, with Mr. 

- Rand, Mr. Worth, and one sailor of the Star, having decked over 
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her longboat, set sail for Ponape, and being favored with pros~ 


 perous wind and weather, they arrived there safely. Irom 


thence, Captain Garland took passage to Hongkong in the Ger- 
man bark Zséelle, and finally reached San Francisco, July 26th, by 
the steamer Oceanic, via Japan.. As all the reports were sent 
directly on from there to Boston, we haye little to report from the 
Missions up to that time. 
The Jennie Walker had a prosperous voyage, landing Miss

By letters received by her, and since, by way of San Francisco, 
we learn that the training schools on. Kusaie for the Gilbert and 
Marshall Islands were in usual prosperity. Also, Miss Fletcher’s 
school at Ponape. Mr. Logan began his work in his new field at 
Ruk with good prospects of success, and calls loudly for rein- 
forcements. A field is open there for Hawaiian Missionaries. We 
want some good men and women to send on there and also to the 
Gilbert Islands. 

At Tarawa, a remarkable change is reported: This stronghold 
of Paganism and war seems at last to have yielded, and the peo- 
ple have apparently given up their opposition and are now de- 
sirous to learn the truths of the Gospel. 


On Butaritari, the work is reported as prospering, though there - 


has been some retrogression. 
On Tapiteuea, the schools are reported as full, and the people 
peaceful and teachable. 
MARQUESAS MISSION, 


We have received letters during the past year from our brethren 
at the Marquesas, Rey. J. Kekela, Rev. 8. Kauwealoha, and Rey. 
Z. Hapuku. Also, the Minutes of the General Meeting held 
February 21st, 1884. The reports for this year we have not yet 
received. There is nothing new to report from the work there. 
They are still laboring in co-operation with the Evangelical Mis- 
sionaries.from Tahiti, and their work goes on as usual. 


“MORNING STAR,’’ NO 4, . 


On the 15th of March of this year, the new Morning Star 
made her appearance off our harbor, and dropped her anchor in 
Hawaiian waters. 

She isa noble vessel of 290 tons register, 130 feet keel, 30 feet 
beam, 12 feet depth of hold, and 471 tons gross. She has auxil- 
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iary steam power, and is handsomely fitted up. Although some 


' things about her are capable of being improved, yet she isa 


great advance on any of her predecessors. 

She came out under Captain Bray, with Mr. G. F. Garland as first 
mate; Mr. F.G. Snow, engineer; and Mr.Gibson, second mate and 
assistant engineer. Mrs. Bray and daughter, and Mr. Arthur 
Logan came in her as passengers. She made the passage from 
Boston in 130 days. She was fitted out as speedily as possible, 
and provisioned for a voyage of ten months, and sailed May 2nd. 
She is to go on this year beyond Ruk about 900 miles, as far as 
Yap, to explore that part of the field and report on her return. 
We shall hope next year to have much of interest to report from 
all the fields of Micronesia. 

Rey. W. N. Lono and wife, and Mrs. Kaluahine Haina re- 
turned to the Gilbert Islands by the Star; the former going back — 


to his field of labor at Maiana, and the latter returning to her. 


family at Tarawa from a brief visit to these Islands to place her 
youngest daughter in school. We shall hope by next year to 


‘have some new Missionaries to send out. 


Our Hawaiian Sabbath Schools, both foreign and native, have 
up to date taken $823 worth of stock in this new Morning Star, 
at 25 cents a share, and it is hoped that they will enter heartily 
into co-operation with the Sabbath Schools of the United States 
in providing for her running expenses by contributiug at the rate 
of at least 10 cents per share each year for that purpose. Itis an 
interesting fact that of the above amount of stock taken in the 
Morning Star, $7.75 was taken by the Christian Chinese, and. 
$7.75 by Gilbert Islanders residing in Honolulu; while $13.70 
additional has been taken in the Marshall Islands. 

The term of the first class of the Hawaiian Board now expires, 
and we recommend to the Evangelical Association their re- 
election, with the substitution of Mr. Keliiaa in place of B. W4 
Kawainui, of Rev. James M. Alexander in place of Rev. W. F. 
Alexander, deceased, and the addition of A. F. Cooke as their 
ninth member to fill out the class. 

The Board elected Rev. E. C. Oggel, Pastor of the Bethel 
Union Church, to fill the vacancy of Rev. 8S. C. Damon, deceased, 
until the present date, and we now recommend that he be elected 
by the Association for the remainder of Dr. Damon’s unexpired

‘In presenting the following brief ‘‘Report” of work among the — 
Chinese, I desire to state that during part of the past year, I 
was absent from the Islands, returning (accompanied by my 
wife) from China, via Japan and San Francisco, to my post, last 

' September. In addition to this, circumstances of family trial 
and bereavement have prevented my giving the time and at- 
tention to certain departments of the work, which especially re- 
quired my superintendence, and which I earnestly desire to see 
advanced. 

In entering upon our duties here, both my wife and myself 
have felt cheered and strengthened by the cordial welcome which 
has been given us by both foreigners and Chinese. Mrs. Damon 
found from the first an interesting and important field opened — 
before her among the Chinese women and children, while the 

husbands and fathers are no less glad to hear one speaking to 
them in their own language. Their homes have been most 
cordially thrown open to her and abundant opportunity offorded 
for direct presentation of Christian truth. In addition, every 
Sabbath noon a class of twenty or thirty Christian women meet 
with her for religious instruction. We were permitted last Nov- _ 
ember to visit the stations of our work at Kohala and Hilo, where 
the Chinese seemed much pleased to receive us. Notwithstand- 
ing many hindrances progress has been made, and a number of 
new converts brought into the churches, for which our gratitude 
arises to Him whose work this is. Could a larger force of work- 
ers be brought into the field, abundant material would be at hand, 
upon which to work. ‘There are just at the present time, indica- 
tions which are especially encouraging, and which should inspire 
all with inereased determination to labor and pray more fervently — 
for the evangelization of the Chinese on our Islands. 
In Honouvuu, the Chinese Church is still exerting an influence 
for good. It could be wished that many of the members might 
be more actively helpful in bringing in others. Of late, however, - 
more effort has been made in this line, and with good results, 
~ The place left vacant some time since by the sudden death of the 
young preacher, Mr. To Tsin Sam, has been most providentially sup- 
plied. A call was given last autumn to Mr. Mak Wan To, for 
a number of years connected with the Basil Mission in China. 
He has proven himself to be a faithful, earnest worker. As he 
speaks both dialects, used here among the Chinese, his useful- 
ness has been greatly increased. We cannot be grateful enough 
for his valuable aid. The debt on the church property has now 


! 
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been paid off, and all the buildings are in a fairly good condition. 
During the year since last September twelve persons have been 
received on profession of faith, three of these being women. Five 
children have been baptized, while five persons have been re- 
ceived by letter. It has been found necessary to drop one name from 
the membership of the church—a cause of great sorrow to us all. 
The earnestness of the church members has been shown in this 
matter, as they desired to keep the church pure.. One of the 
members had taken a second wife, a course fully sanctioned by 
Chinese usage and standards of morality. Here came, however, 
a clash with the Christian standard, and as he persisted in his 
course, the church was obliged to act in this way. I mention 
this to show one of the difficulties which arises in the prosecu- 
tion of the work among a people where whole training previously 
has been so different from, and in many ways antagonistic to, the 
principles inculcated by Christianity. The various services of 
the church, both on the Sabbath and on week days have been re- 
gularly kept up. When the church was without a regular supply, 
different meinbers of the church were willing to take charge of the 
meetings, The attendance of late at the Sabbath morning ser- 
vice‘has been unusually large. Interesting meetings were held 
at the Chinese New Year, continuing though one week. The 
Sabbath afternoon school for instruction in English and the prin- 
ciples of the Christian religion has been steadily maintained. 
Mr. Shaw with several Christian ladies and gentlemen have been 
most unwearied and faithful in their aid. The school would un- 
doubtedly be much larger and hence exert a wider influence for 
good, if more of our foreign Christians would be willing to lend a 
helping hand. Here is an opportunity of preaching the Gospel to 
the heathen. Will not some who profess the name of Christ be 
moved to help? The Boys’ School was never in a more pros- 
perous condition than at the present time. Full fifty lads have 
come under its influence during the past year. Miss Payson 
most efficiently carries forward the English department. The 
good work which she is here doing is second to none in im- 
portance in the whole range of Missionary effort in behalf of the 
Chinese on these Islands. The Chinese department is under the 
charge of Mr. To Teng, Le, a most scholarly gentleman and 
warm hearted Christian, who came out from China with me last 
Fall. He is proving himself to be the “right man in the right 
place,” and is exerting marked influence both over his pupils and 
others. Miss Payson still faithfully continues her evening school. 
Mr. Dunscombe who for many years has successfully conducted an 
evening school for Chinese, has left for a visit to Australia. It 
is to be most earnestly hoped that he will be able to return ere 
long and resume his duties. During the period in which he has 
had charge of the school, over four hundred Chinese have come 
under his instruction. In his absence Mr. Lang, assisted by Mr. 
Dunscombe’s son, will have charge of the school. oan 
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During the year the Chinese Christians in Honolulu, with 
others on different islands, contributed between three and four 
hundred dollars for the benefit of their fellow Christians who 
have suffered by the recent persecutions in China. The school 
boys also sent a ‘Christmas. gift” for the poor children. Visits 
both to the Hospital and Prison have been made during the year; 
religious instruction given and tracts distributed to the inmates. 
For some months a colporteur has been employed for the city 


suburbs, and for country work on this Island. He has labored 


faithfully. His expenses have been mainly paid by Mr. Goo Kim 
and Mr. J. T. Waterhouse, Sr. A few months since he returned 
to China, desiring to see his family there. In addition to all his 
other efforts in behalf of his countrymen, Mr. Goo Kim has kept up 
regular religious services among the laborers on his rice plantation 
at Waikiki. 

KouanaA.—Mr. Kong Tet Yin has continued his labors through 
the year in this district. Several persons have united with the 
church by letter or profession, and eight children baptized. Owing — 
to the fact that this report has to be written sooner than I had antici- 
pated I have not had time to obtain the exact numbers from the 
country stations. Miss Tuner, Miss Manross and others have 
given valuable aid in the Sunday School. : 

‘Hin0.—During part of the yéar Mr. Mo Hing, the Chinese » 
preacher, has labored most successfully at this point. He felt 
it to be necessary to return to China a. few months since. A 
more earnest, self-sacrificing worker we have never had, and we 
should be glad to see him once more. Under his faithful and 
loving guidance a number of young men were brought together 
in an evening school. Two of his countrymen have been led to 
accept of Jesus Christ as their Saviour. During this month the 
preacher from the Honolulu Church has been aiding the work. It 
is hoped that some one may be found to go to Hilo as regular 
Missionary. Mr. Terry has proved himself a true helper. He 
has aided, with a sympathy and enthusiasm, which has endeared 
him to the hearts of the Chinese. He with other kind helpers 
have conducted a successful Sabbath’School for the Chinese. An 
evening school has recently been opened in the Mission House, 
conducted by Mr. Martin and Mr. Jones. May they have all suc- 
cess in their good undertaking! The Foreign Church of Hilo 
has been most liberal in its donation to the work. ‘ 

Mavr.—During the year a Mr. Kong, from one of the German | 
Missions in China, has been laboring at Paia, Spreckellsville and 
other points. Under a recent date Rev. James Alexander writes 
of him, ‘I like his appearance and think he is doing well.” 
Nine children have been baptized, and two persons received on 
profession. The expenses of the Mission work have been most 
generously met by the Makawao Church, with aid from the 
Hawaiian Board and the Chinese Christians. 

At Kaiiua, Hawaii, there appears to be some interest man- 
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ifested among the Chinese. A Christian Chinaman baptized, Ne 
think at Pahala, Hawali, has shown himself especially active, 
and he has been most warmly aided by the native preacher and 
the members of his church. Two Chinese have been baptized, I 
believe during the year. Mr. Alexander hopes to visit Kailua 
and look after this new beginning of work. Certainly it is most 
interesting to see how the word of God is spreading. 

My limited time prevents my going into further details. Many 
points of importance could be touched upon. There is much to 
encourage all those interested in this department of Missionary 
effort. But really the work is only just begun. The majority of 
the Chinese population on our Islands still remains heathen. 
Let us be up and doing while the day lasts. I give alist of the 
amounts which have been sent to me for use in the work, with 
the list of the expenditures. Most warmly is the generosity of 
these kind and liberal doners appreciated.

CONSTITUTION OF THE HAWATIAN EVANGEL- 
ICAL ASSOCIATION. ’ 


ArtichE I. This body shail be called THe HAWAIIAN 
EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. ‘ 

In addition to those who shall become members under the 
Constitution as revised in the year 1854, it shall consist of all the 
ordained clergymen, both native and foreign, of the Congrega- 
tional and Presbyterian orders on the various Islands of Hawaii, 
and of. Micronesia and the Marquesas Islands; together with such 
laymen as may be elected from time to time by a two-thirds vote, 
together, also, with lay delegates appointed annually by the local 
ecclesiastical bodies, as follows, viz: *siz from Hawaii; four from 
Maui and Molokai; four from Oahu; and three from Kauai and 
Niihau. 

ARTICLE Il. The Officers of this Association shall be a Mod- 
erator and Scribe, chosen by ballot at its annual meetings, and 
they shall continue in office until removed by the election of 
others. 

ARTICLE III. The duties of the Moderator shall be such as 
ordinarily devolve on the Moderator or President of deliberative 
bodies. 

Tt shall be the duty of the Scribe to record and preserve faith- 
ful minutes of all the proceedings of the Association;* and to pre- 
serve all the records, papers, documents, etc., that may be en- 
trusted to his care. 

ARTicLe IV. The object of this Association is mutual counsel 
and assistance in the great work of propagating the Gospel; 
and to enter into common measures for promoting knowledge and 
religion, and for preventing infidelity, error and immorality. 

ARTICLE V. This Association shall meet annually, at such 
time and place as it shall appoint, and a quorum of twenty mem- 
bers shall’ be necessary to the transaction of business.* 

ARTICLE VI. This Association will entertain references from — 
the local ecclesiastical bodies; and labor to promote the purity 
and unity of the churches. 

ARTICLE VIL This Association shall appoint an Executive 
Board, to be denominated, The Board of the Hawaiian Evangel- 
ical Association, which shall consist of a Corresponding Secretary 
and Treasurer, to be chosen annually by the Association, together 
with not less than eighteen members, one-third of whom shall go 
out of office annually, eligible to re-election ; they shall be divided 
into three classes, not less than six in each class; to be numbered 
first, second and third class. Those of the first class to go out of

office at the end of one year ; those of the second class at the end 
‘of two years ; and those of the third class at the end of three years. 
It shall be the duty of the Board to perform any agency re- 
quested of it by the Prudential Committee, in respect to 
former Missionaries of the American Board of Missions at these 
' Islands, and the education of their children at the Islands; and 
to take charge of Home Missions on these Hawaiian Islands; the 
education of a native Ministry and of females, who may become 
teachers and pastors’ wives; the preparation, publication and cir- 
culation of useful books and tracts; and also of Foreign Missions, 
' So far as the conduct of them from these Islands shall be found 
practicable and expedient; and shall take the charge of, and the 
disbursal of funds contributed for these objects, from whatever 
source. , 

It will be expected to make a full report of its proceedings in 
all these departments, except the first named, to the Evangelical 
Association at its annual- meeting, 

ARTICLE VIII. The Board shall organize during the annual 
meeting of this Association. It may, at its discretion, employ 
the aid of others, not members of the Board, on any of its com- 
mittees. r 

_ ARTICLE TX. This Constitution may be amended only at an 
annual meeting of the Association, by a vote of three-fourths of 
the members present. i 

ARTICLE X. All meetings and sessions of this Association 

shall be opened and closed with prayer.

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD 
OF THE . ‘ 


HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 


I. This Board, constituted and elected by the Hawaiian Evan. 
gelical Association, and responsible to it, shall be known as the 
Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Association. , . 

Il. In addition to the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, 

- elected by the Hawaiian Evangelical Association, the Officers of 
the Board shall be a President, Vice-President, Recording Sec- 
retary and Auditor, elected annually by ballot, at the first meet- 
ing of the Board subsequent, to the time when the Evangelical 
Association shall have elected the new members of the Board to 
fill the place of the retiring class. 

Ill. It shall be the duty of the President, or in his absence, 
of the Vice-President, to preside at each meeting of the Board. 
In the absence of both the President and the Vice-President, the 
meeting shall be called to order by the Recording Secretary, after 
which a presiding officer shall be chosen for the occasion. 

IV. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the corres- | 
pondence, retaining a copy of all important letters; and shall 4 
write the Annual Report of the Board in duplicate; one copy for © 
the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions in 
English; and the other for the Hawaiian Evangelical Association 
in Hawaiian; said report to be first submitted to the Board fot 
amendment and adoption at its annual meeting. : ‘ 

He shall also sustain an official relation to the various perman- 
ent Committees, and, under the direction of the Board, shall visit 
the several Islands of this group in prosecuting the various ob- 
jects of the Board. 

V. The Recording Secretary shall keep an accurate record of 
the proceedings of the Board. He shall certify the correctness of 
all accounts and demands against the Treasury; and in no case 
shall he give such certificates without a vote of the Board, autho- 
rizing the expenditure. 

He shall also give due notice of all special meetings to the 
members residing in Honolulu, and, in extreme cases, to all the 
members residing on Oahu. 

VI. The Treasurer shall take charge of all moneys paid into 
the Treasury, and give receipts for the same; shall have the cus- 
tody of all funds and notes, and other evidences of property be- 
longing: to the Board; shall keep an accurate account of all 
moneys received; the source from which derived, and, if speci- 

fied, the ‘objects for which they were given; also, an account of 
all moneys paid out, stating to whom, and for what purpose. Nor 
shall any payment be made except upon the certificate of the

Recording Secretary, in accordance with a recorded vote of the 
Board. 

He shall prepare and present an annual statement of the re- 
_ceipts and payments, and of the condition of all the financial in- 
terests of the Board; and he shall exhibit his books, accounts, 
vouchers and evidences of property, whenever required. 

VII. The Auditor shall carefully examine the books of the 
Treasurer at least once a year; and if he shall find the accounts 
correctly kept, the payments well vouched, and the evidences of 
property duly exhibited, he shall give his certificate accordingly, 
which he shall enter upon the books and reports of the Treasurer. 

VIII. The Board shall hold an annual meeting of two ses- 
sions during the annual meeting of the Hawaiian Evangelical 
Association; one to close up the labors of the year, hear and adopt 
the reports, and transact such other business as may be important 


to be done, previous to the time when the Evangelical Associa- 


tion shall hold an election to fill the place of an outgoing class. 

The other session to be held after said election, at which time 
the Board shall re-organize, and discuss and arrange the general 
plans for the coming year. ee 

Ordinarily, the following order of exercises shall be observed at 
this meeting: 

The reading and approving of minutes. 

The election by ballot of President, Vice-President, Recording 
Secretary and Auditor. 

The appointment of preachers for the coming year on Foreign 
Missions, both in English and Hawaiian; also a preacher on Home 
Evangelization, both in English and Hawaiian. 

The choosing of permanent Committees for the year: 

1Ist—On Foreign Missions, 

2nd—On Home Missions. 

3rd—On Publications. 

4th—On education of native Ministers, and of native Females. 

5th—On Appropriations from the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions. 

6th—Miscellaneous business. 

IX. Each Committee shall, in conjunction with the Corres- 
ponding Secretary, prepare all business in its department, and 
report to the Board. But in no case shall a Committee put in ex- 
ecution any plans until they have first been proposed to, and ap- 
proved by the Board, and by them re-committed to the said 
Committee, with power to act. 

Any subject, not initiated by the appropriate Committee may 
at any time be proposed, discussed and acted upon, ina meeting 
of the Board. 


X. Regular meetings of the Board shall be held on the Tuess: 


day evening nearest preceding the full moon of each month. 
The presiding officer to take the chair, and call the meeting to 
order promptly at 7 o’clock, and if but five members are present, 
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they may proceed with the business. All members of the 
Board present in Honolulu at the time of holding any regular or 
special meeting, shall be expected to attend. 

XI. The Recording Secretary, at the request of any three 
members, may at any convenient time, call a special meeting, 
stating the object of the meeting. But no such meeting shall be 
valid without the giving of due notice by the Recording Secre- 
tary, and without the attendance of a least five members. 

XII. If at any time during the year a vacancy shall occur in 
the officers of the working quorum of the Board, the Board may 
fill said vacancy by ballot at any regular meeting. 

XIII. All meetings of the Board shall be opened with prayer, 
and closed with prayer or singing. 

XIV. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a vote 
of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at any regular 
meeting, notice of the proposed alteration having been previously 
given at a regular meeting, which changes shall be subject to re- 
vision and approval by the Hawaiian Evangelical Association.

Ist, at 10 A. M., as per adjournment of last year.

A. Pali of Lahaina was chosen Moderator pro tem, and opened 
the sessions with prayer. Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa was chosen 
Seribe pro tem.

“Wednesday afternoon, and the Examination ‘and closing Rhetor- 
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ical Exercises of the North Pacific Missionary Institute on Satur- 
day forenoon and evening, were also occasions of much interest. 

The Annual Sessions of the General Sabbath School Association, 
and the General Young People’s Christian Association, were also 
held at stated times during the week, and were very successful. 

On Friday the exhibition, of the Oahu Sabbath Schools occupied 
the most of the day. 

Te Annual Sermons on Foreign Missions were delivered by 
Rev. W. C. Merritt in English, and Rev. 8, W. Kekuewa in Ha- 
waiian; and those on Home Missions by Rev. J. M. Alexander in 
English and Rev. A. Pali in Hawaiian, 

The Association adjourned on Monday noon, to meet on the first 
Tuesday in June, 1887, at 10.4. M., at Kaumakapili Church. 


TWENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION 


Presented at the Annuol Meeting, June, 1886. 


During the past year, no member of the Board has been called 
away by death. We have however to record the death of three 
whose lives have been intimately connected with the work of 
our Churches. 

Mrs. D. B. Lyman, one of the venerable Missionary mothers, 
fell asleep at Hilo, December 7th, 1886, having fulfilled eighty 
years of earthly life, and fifty-four years of earnest, consecrated 
labor for the cause of Christ among the Hawaiian people. 

Rev. D. Baldwin, the oldest of the few remaining Missionary 
fathers, entered upon his rest January 3d, 1886, at Honolulu, aged 
eighty-seven years and three months. He had spent nearly fifty- 
five years in laborious and faithful service for the spiritual good 
of the Hawaiian people. 

Rey. 8. Paulo, pastor of the Church at Halawa, Molokai, one of 
the older Hawaiian pastors, rested from his labors April 3d, 1886, 
at his post at Halawa. He had labored patiently at that place for 
the past twelve years. 

Last summer, by advice of his physician and friends, your Cor- 
responding Secretary took a trip to Puget Sound, leaving on the 
last day of June, and arriving home again on the first of October, 
after an absence of just three months, much benefited in health. 


THE CHURCHES. 


The work of the Churches has gone on as usual during the past 
year. In many of them, however, there has been little or no 
growth. A general view of the field shows a great increase of 
obstacles to the spiritual health and growth of Christian institu- 
tions in Hawaii nei. It seems as though Satan had been let loose 
to use his utmost efforts to overthrow the Christian training and 
uplifting of the past sixty years. 

In this severe testing time, the Churches are being sifted as 
never before, and the sincerity and steadfastness of Hawaiian 
Christians is being tried as by fire. There are many who stand 
fast and bravely resist the tremendous tide of temptation; and 
there are also many who fall before it., But the truth of God will 
not be overthrown, and we may rest with firm trust in the assur- 
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ances of our Lord. ‘Blessed is the man that endureth tempta- 
tion; for when he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them thatlove him.’ «But he that 
shall endure unto the end, the same shall be saved.” 

It is matter of rejoicing and thankfulness that amid the general 
demoralization of the nation, a goodly number of our Churches 
and Pastors still stand out nobly for the truth as it is in Jesus. 


CHURCH BUILDINGS. 


The Kawaiahao Church has during the past year been roofed 
over with corrugated iron, and the bell tower has been repaired 
in stone and changed to a much neater form—these repairs being 
defrayed from the bequest of $5, 000 left to the Church by Mrs, C. 
R. Sishop. 

The Kaumakapili Church has completed the second of its two 
towers, and is making arrangements for seating the main audi- 
ence room. The Church building at Hana, on the Island of Maui, 
is in process of renovation. At Kalaupapa, on the Island of Mo- 
lokai, a new Church has been erected for the use of the lepers. 
In the great fire in this city on the evening of Sunday, April 18th 
of this year, the Bethel Union Church building and its adjoining 
Sabbath School rooms were destroyed. A familiar and venerable 
landmark of Honolulu was thus removed, and many hearts were 
saddened by the loss. 

We hope and trust however that ali who love the cause of 
Christ on these Islands will be willing to assist as God shall give 


‘them opportunity and means, in replacing it by a larger and well 


appointed structure so that this important Church may ere long 
be again worshiping in a house of their own. 

At Kealaakaiole, on Kauai, a neat Church has been finished at 
a cost of a little over $1,400, and was dedicated last February. 


i THE PASTORATE. 


Five Pastors have resigned during the past year; Rev. H. S. | 
Jordan, of the Kohala Foreign Church; Rev. J. S. Kalana, of the 
Haili Church, Hilo; Rev. J. W. Kaapu, of the Hauula Church, 
Oahu; Rev. 8S. P. Kaaia, of the Kalapana Church and Rev. J. H. 
Pahio, of the Onomea Church, Hawaii. Two have accepted calls; 
Rev. Alvin Ostrom, of California, to the Kohala Foreign Church, 
and Rev. J. W. Kaapu to the Church of Hanalei, Kauai. 

No new Pastors have been ordained. One Pastor has died, 
Rev. S. Paulo, of Halawa Church, Molokai. Rev. Mr. Louns- 
berry, of California, is supplying the pulpit of the Makawao 
Church at present, 

PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


Of the fifty-six Hawaiian Churches, forty-two have reported as 


follows: 
On the Island of Hawaii, fourteen Churches report an aggre- 
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gate for pastoral support of $2,917.80; six Churches not reporting. 

On Maui and Molokai, twelve Churches report an aggregate of 
$2,537.65; seven Churches not reporting. 

On Oahu, ten Churches report an aggregate of $1,886.80; one 
Church not reporting. 

On Kauai, six Churches report an aggregate of $1,120.75. The 
total amount reported from the forty-two Churches for pastoral 
support is $8,463; fourteen Churches not reporting. The total 
average therefore for the past year is $201.50 to each Church. 

As, however, in some cases two Churches are included in one 
pastorate, we give also the figures by the number of pastors and 
stated supplies, as follows: 

On the Island of Hawaii, nine pastors and one stated supply 
received a total of $2,917.80; being an average of $291.78. 

On- Maui and Molokai, twelve pastors and one stated supply — 
received a total of $2,537.65; being an average of $195.20. — 

On Oahu, eight pastors and two stated supplies received a total 
of $1,886.80; being an average of $188.68. 

On Kauai, five pastors received a total of $1,120.75; being an 
average of $224.15. 

Summing up, we find thirty-four pastors and four stated sup- 
plies received a total of $8,463; being an average of $222.71. This 

hows still an increase on last year, whose average was $205.69. 

Taking the figures by individual pastorates, the statement is 
more favorable than that of last year; two pastorates reporting sal- 
aries of $500 and over, five pastorates a salary of between four and 
five hundred, six pastorates a salary of between three and four 
hundred, five pastorates a salary of.between two and three hun- . 
dred, and ten pastorates a salary of between one and two hundred 
dollars. They are as follows: 

Kaumakapili leads with a salary of $600, and North Kohala 
follows with a salary of $500. Of those giving between four and 
five hundred, East Hamakua gives $4386, Wailuku $426, Lahaina 
$415, Waihee $403.94, and Kona Waena and Kealakekua together 
$400. 

Of those giving between three and four hundred, Waialua gives 
$350, Kekaha, Hawaii, $305, Waiohinu $302.50, Pukaana $300, 
Hana $300 and Koloa $300. 

Between two and three hundred, Kailua and Helani together 
$231.50, Olowalu $207, Kaluaaha $262, Anahola and Koolau $200, 
and Lihue $282. 

Between one and two hundred, Hilo $167.50, Kalapana and 
Opihikao together $123.25, Waikapu $192, Halawa $142.12, Ka- 
lihi and Moanalua together $140.80, Waianae $160, Kaneohe $160, 
Waimanalo $100, Kilauea, Kauai, $165 and Kapaa $149.50. 


PARSONAGES. 


We have no progress to report this year in the furnishing of 
parsonages, There is still much to be done in this direction. 
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EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. 


The North Pacific Missionary Institute has continued its work 
as in past years, under Dr. Hyde, assisted by Rev. H. H. Parker. 
Mrs. Hyde has also taught the wives of the students. The num- 
ber in attendance has been fourteen. Dr. Hyde’s report will fur- 
nish particulars. 


THE HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This school has been in the full tide of prosperity during the 
past year. The number of pupils has been ninety, and the accom- 
modations of the buildings have been full to overflowing. A new 
puilding has been erected for a dining hall and work room. Rey. 
W. B. Oleson has continued at the head of the school, assisted by 
Miss Emma Clark, Miss Lowell, Miss E. A. Arms and Miss Ellen 
Lyman. P 

Mr. Oleson, having accepted the invitation of the Board of — 
Trustees of the Kamehameha Schools to take charge of the Boys’ 
Industrial School about to be established near Honolulu, Rev. A. 
W. Burt, from Oberlin, Ohio, has been secured to take his place 
as Principal, and has lately arrived. Mr. Townsend, late Prin- 
cipal of the Government English School at Lihue, Kauai, has also 
accepted the position of head assistant in the school. This year 
being the fiftieth since the establishment of the school, it is pro- 
posed to observe the jubilee commemoration of the school the 
latter part of the present month. Efforts to raise an endowment 
. of $10,000 to be called the ‘* Lyman Fund,’’ have been so far suc- 
cessful that only about $2,500 remain to be raised in order to - 
complete it. It is to be hoped the friends of education will en- 
able this desired consumation to be speedily attained. 


KAWAIAHAO GIRLS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This institution was never more prosperous than it has been the 
past year. A new wing of two stories has been added to the main 
building, and the grounds have been enlarged, and additional 
facilities provided for the culinary and domestic departments, 
Miss M. E. Alexander has continued at its head, assisted by Miss 
N. J. Malone, Miss Margaret Brewer, Miss S. V. Hopper, Miss 
Annie Needham, Miss Alice West and Miss Delaguna. The 
number of pupils has been ninety-six and the general health of 
the school has been very good. The average number in regular 
attendance is ninety. 


EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This institution continues its career of prosperity and usefulness, 
Miss Maria Sheeley, the Principal, left a few months since fora 
visit to California, and Miss Helen E. Carpenter, the former 
Principal, has returned with invigorated health and for the present 
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resumes that position. The assistants have been Miss Susan M. 
Potter, Miss Gertrude Humphrey, Miss Jessie Cameron, and for a 
part of the time, Miss Maria R. Forbes. The number of pupils 
has been the same as last year and their health has been excellent. 
Miss Cora Wyckoff has lately arrived from California to reinforce 
the staff of teachers. 


WORK AMONG THE GILBERT ISLANDERS. 


Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Bingham have continued their invaluable 
labors here for the Gilbert Islanders. Mr. Bingham has com- 
pleted the translation of the portion of the Old Testament from 
Job to Isaiah inclusive, and it is now being put to press for a first 
edition in this city at the expense of the American Bible Society, 
by their authorization. Mrs. Bingham has completed the revision 
and enlargement of the Gilbert Island geography, and has super- 
vised its publication here by our Board. They are still going on 
in other labors for the Gilbert Islanders. At Mr. Bingham’s re- 
quest, Mr. Te Kaure, one of the best qualified of the Gilbert Island 
teachers, and his wife, have come here on the Morning Star to 
assist Mr. Bingham in his work of translation. 

Rev. J. H. Mahoe has continued his faithful labors among the 
Gilbert Islanders on the Island of Kauai, making quarterly tours 
among them, preaching, administering the Lord’s Supper, and 
baptising. 

Mr. M. Lutera has also labored with most unusual energy and 
success among them, making his headquarters at Makaweli, and 
visiting among them, holding meetings and distributing Testa- 
ments and school books. He has proved himself a most faithful 
and valuable Christian worker. 


WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 


Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Damon have been abundant in labors for 
the Chinese on our islands. They have lately spent six weeks on 
the Island of Kauai, making a complete tour of all portions of the 
island where Chinese were to be found, visiting them from Reus? 
to house,,and holding meetings with them. 

The evangelistic work among the Chinese in all its branches, is 
under the control and direction of this Board, and arrangements 
have lately been made to systematize the work so as to facilitate 
the management of it and to relieve as far as possible, our Super- 
intendant Mr. Damon from the financial burden of its operations. 
Rev. Mr. Lechler, of the Basle Mission at Hongkong, China, is 
now daily expected to arrive here on his way to his home in 
Switzerland, and as a very large proportion of the Chinese Chris- 
tians on these islands look to him as their spiritual father, it is 
hoped he will be able to spend some time here, visiting them on 
the different islands with Mr. Damon and thus giving most im- 
portant aid to the work. 

The Chinese Church in Honolulu continues prosperous, though 
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its preacher, Mr. Mak Wan To, returned to China in the latter 
part of 1885. His place is supplied to great acceptance by Mr. To 
Teng Ue, the Chinese teacher of the boys’ school. 

The membership of this Church now numbers ninety-five; seven 
of whom have been received the past year on confession of their 
faith, and one by letter. 

Mr. J. Shaw, with the aid of volunteer helpers, has continued 
his faithful labors in the Sunday afternoon school for Chinese. 

Miss Payson’s school in English for the boys has been more 
flourishing than ever during the past year, numbering between 
fifty and sixty bright, interesting pupils. The average attendance 
is forty. The school for Chinese girls has been kept up and has a 
bright prospect of future usefulness before it. Since the first of 


- November last, it has been under the care of Mrs. Fanny A. Simp- 
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son, under whose earnest and faithful labors it has increased 
steadily in numbers and efficiency. Thirty pupils are now on the 
roli, and twenty in regular attendance. 

Mr. Laing has continued the evening school, formerly taught 
by Mr. Dunscombe, and Mr. Frazer has taught a Mission Sabbath 
School in the Chinese quarter, a portion of the year. 

On the 3d of December, 1885, a large and convenient building 
was dedicated asa Y. M. C. A. Hall for the Chinese. The occa- 
sion was one of great interest, and it is believed that it will be a 
most important adjunct to the work among the Chinese. It isa 
large frame building, two stories in height, costing altogether 
$5,120.33. Of this amount $1,000 have been contributed by the 
foreign residents in Honolulu. 

Mr. Kong Tet Yin still continues his labors with the Chinese 
Church at Kohala, aided in the Sabbath School by Mr. E. C. 
Bond, Miss Turner and Miss Manross. We congratulate the 
friends of the work on the presence of Rev. Mr. Ostrom there as 
Pastor of the English Speaking Church. He has been for some | 
years a missionary to the Chinese in Amoy, and though that dia- 
lect is entirely different from those spoken here, he will doubtless 
be able to acquire a new dialect with facility from his previous 
knowledge of the language, and we doubt not his warm Christian 
sympathy and interest will be of great value and assistance to the 
work in Kohala. 

At Hilo, Mr. Chan Wen Pen has been laboring as Chinese col- 
porteur and preacher. ; 

On East Maui, Mr. Kong Sui Kee has been stationed to labor 
among his countrymen there, and on the Island of Kauai, Mr. 
Tsang is doing good and faithful work. 

Besides these, a very interesting work has been in progress 
among the Chinese in North Kona, Hawaii, under the care of one 
of our Hawaiian pastors, Rey. G. P. Kaonohimaka, a most faith- 
ful, earnest and godly man. 

Others also of our Hawaiian Pastors are exerting an excellent 
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Christianizing influence on the Chinese with whom they come in 
contact in their fields of labor. ' 

For full and interesting particulars of the work we refer you to 
Mr. Damon’s Annual Report which is published in the appendix 
to this report. 


FOREIGN CHURCHES. 


The Church at Hilo continues under the Pastoral care of Rev. 
E. P. Baker. So also the Fort Street Church under Rev. J. A. 
Cruzan, and the Bethel Union Church under Rev. E. C. Oggel, in 
Honolulu. 

The Church at Makawao, on Maui, has been without a Pastor 
until lately, when Rev. Mr. Lounsberry, from California, accepted 
a temporary engagement to supply their pulpit. 

Rev. H. S. Jordan resigned the Pastoral care of the Church at 
Kohala last, January, and Rev. Alvin Ostrom, from California, 
has accepted a call to the position, arriving only last month. 

Rev. Isaac Goodell has relinquished the work at Paauhau and 
Honokaa, Hawaii, and is now teaching an English school at Ku- 
kuihaele in the same district. 

Rev. F. Richter continues his acceptable and valuable labors 
among the Germans at Lihue, Kauai, and Rev. J. B. Alexander 
teaches school and preaches at Kilauea, Kauai.

It should be observed here that the apparent decrease in the 
receipts from the Hawaiian Islands is mostly due to the decréase 
in the receipts from our Book Department, owing to our stock of 
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Octavo Hawaiian Bibles and Church Hymn Books running out for 
several months of last year before we could get a new supply from 
New York. Aside from the receipts of our Book Department, 
the actual receipts of our Treasury are only $97.89 less than last 
year. ; 

The great increase in our receipts from Micronesia is attribut- 
able to the fact that the contributions for the year before last from 
those islands were delayed by the wreck of the Morning Star, No. 
3, and only reached us in time to be included in the account of 
the past year.

supervising the printing of a first edition of 1,500 copies of Job to 
Isaiah inclusive in the Gilbert Island language. The American 
Bible Society agree to assume the expense of printing this first 
edition here in order to have the advantage of Mr. Bingham’s 
services in reading and correcting the proofs.

‘FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


It will be remembered that the new Morning Star, the fourth 
of that name connected with our work, left this port on the 2d of 
May last year for her first voyage to Micronesia. Having been 
fitted for a ten months voyage, it was planned and hoped that 
after finishing her work in the Gilbert, Marshall and Eastern 
Caroline Islands as far as Ruk, she should then visit for the first 
time the Caroline Islands to the west of Ruk as faras Yap. We 
rejoiced together with the brethren and sisters of the Micronesian 
Mission that at last the way seemed open for the carrying out of 
their long cherished purpose of carrying the light of the gospel to 
those far western isles. But God’s plans were otherwise. Her 
voyage was fairly prosperous as far as it went. She completed 
the work in the Gilbert Islands, and took Miss Palmer from Ku- 
saie op to Ponape to assist Miss Fletcher in the Girls’ Boarding 
School there. It had been planned that she should then proceed 
to Buk and the Mortlock Islands, and after completing the work 
there, goon westward to Yap and return, leaving the Marshall 
[sland work to be done last. But on her arrival at Ponape, the 
veteran missionary, Rev. A. A. Sturges had been afflicted with 
a stroke of paralysis, and it was thought best that she should re- 
turn direct from Ruk to Honolulu in order to bring him _ here as 
quickly as possible for medical aid. She accordingly made her 
appearance off our harbor on the 25th of October. Fortunately 
brother Sturges improved in health and strength on the voyage, 
and was able to go on to meet his wife in Oakland, California, by 
the next steamer after his arrival here. | 

It being too late for her to carry out the original plan of going 
to Yap that voyage, the Morning Star was refitted as soon as pos- 
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sible to go back and complete the work of the Marshall and the 
Eastern Caroline Islands, which yet remained to be done. At the 
request of our Board and of the Woman’s Board of Missions of 
the Pacific, Dr. C. H. Wetmore, of Hilo, and his daughter, Miss 
Lucy S. Wetmore, went as Delegates to visit the Missions and 
render any needed medical aid. The Morning Star left the 
second time on the 30th of November, and after completing the 
work in the Marshall Islands, Pingelap, Mokil, Ponape, Ruk and 
the Mortlocks, returned from Ruk to Honolulu, arriving here on 
the 28th of April.. While at Ponape, she met with an accident 
by running upon an unseen coral: rock. which caused a leak for 
the rest of the voyage. Miss L. 8. Cathcart, from Kusaie, and 
Miss A. A. Palmer from Ponape, both came up on her on account 
of failure of health. 

Captain Bray having given notice last November, of his resig- 
nation as Captain of the Morning Star, to take effect on his return 

_to Honolulu, Captain H. N. Turner of San Francisco has been 
appointed to fill his place, and the vessel is now being refitted and 
prepared to go on as far as Yap this year. Dr. E. M. Pease and 
wife are expected soon to arrive from the States on their way 
back to their work at Kusaie after a year and a half of rest and 
recruiting in the home land. With them are to go out three lady 
missionaries, Miss E. T. Crosby of Georgetown, Massachusetts, 
Miss L. E. Hemingway of Springfield, Massachusetts, and Miss 8S. 
L. Smith of Newton Center, Massachusetts, to establish a girls’ 
school for Gilbert and Marshall Island girls at Kusaie. 

The Mission work in the groups of Micronesia is reported as 
making usual progress, The Gilbert Island Training School at 
Kusaie, under Mr, and Mrs. Walkup, is preparing teachers for 
those islands. Durtng the first trip of the Morning Star, she vis- 
ited for the first time, Ocean, or Banaba, and Pleasant, or Norvaro 
Islands, situated between 400 and 600 miles west of Tapiteuea. 
The peopie there were found in dense ignorance and heathenism, 
and of a language different from that of the Gilbert Islands. One 
Gilbert Island teacher was left at Banaba. 

The Gilbert Island Mission held their general meeting at Kusaie 
last June, their sessions lasting eight days. 

Rev. J. W. Kanoa and Rev. W. B. Kapu, who have for many 
years labored successfully and faithfully in their respective fields, 
the former at Butaritari and the latter at Tapiteuea, have .felt 
constrained to relinquish the work, and our Board has accepted 

_ their resignations, though with much regret that circumstances 

seem to render it necessary. Rev. G. Haina is also in feeble 
health and feeling the weight of advancing years. 

We have endeavored during the past year to find suitable re- 
cruits to send to the Gilbert Islands, but have as yet only one 
couple ready to go. Rev. 8. P. Kaaia and wife, formerly mis. 
sionaries at the Marshali Islands, but for some time past engageq 
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in Pastoral work at Kalapana on the Island of Hawaii, are now 
awaiting the sailing of the Morning Star to go as Missionaries to 
the Gilbert Islands. Rev. Z. 8. K. Paaluhi and wife of Wailuku, 
have offered themselves for the work, but the Maui Presbytery 
has felt it essential that they should remain at their post. We 
hope there may be more ready by next year. 

At Ponape, Mr. Doane, Mr. and Mrs. Rand and Miss Fletcher 
are still working on. 

At Ruk and the Mortlock Islands, Mr. and Mrs. Logan, Mr. 
Worth and their native Ponapean helpers are doing good work, 
and the field is opening rapidly. 

As the report of our Delegate, Dr. Wetmore, will be published 
together with this, we refer you to that for particulars. 


MARQUESAS MISSION. 


Letters have been received during the year from ovr Missiona- 
ries there, who still continue their labors among that people. 
There are three of them with their wives; Rev. J. H. Kekela, 
Rev. 8. Kauwealoha and Rev. Z. Hapuku. They report their 
Churches as making steady progress, and their schools as being 
kept up with the cooperation of the French Protestant Mission 
from Tahiti. They have however failed to send us statistics of 
their work. It appears that under the French rule there, some 
semblance of law and order obtains, roads are being made, and 
the tribal wars and cannibalism are suppressed; so that there is 
comparative peace and quiet, and the way is open for the advance 
of civilization. 

The term of the first class of the Hawaiian Board now expires.

‘NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC 
MISSIONARY INSTITUTE, JUNE 2, 1886. 


There have been fourteen students in attendance during the 
year; seven of these entered this year—A. S. Kaholokai, D. 
Kahooio, C. M. Kamaka, J. Kanoho, Lilikalani Kopa, J. Niau, J. 
Samoa. Six have now been two years in the Institute—J. 
Hamauku, J. P. Inaina, Kaalouahi Kalawe, L. K. Kalawe, J. 
Kalino, 8S. Oili; and one, W.' Kamau, has been three years a 
student. 

All the students are married, and several of them have families 
of three or four children, constituting a little community of fifty- 
seven souls. Only one or two of the students have lost even so 
little as a haif day from any bodily illness; one was sick with 
fever two weeks. The health of the whole number has been excep- 
tionally good. They have all been specially prompt in attend- 
ance; every morning session opening with every student in his 
‘beat, busily at work some time before the hour of beginning the 
session. The family and social life has been one of quiet and 
orderly pleasantness. All gather together for a sunrise pray er- 
meeting every Sunday morning. In this service the children 
have their assigned part in singing some familiar children’s 
hymn. Bible school has been maintained for them in the after- 
noon at the close of Mrs. Hyde’s hour with the mothers, and the 
children have learned hymns, Bible stories, and verses, 

The studies for the year have been those for the second year of 
the four years’ course. All the students form but one class for 
recitation, but, during their connection with the school, each one 
will have taken up the various studies that constitute the general 
course as assigned. Rev. H. H. Parker, as heretofore, has met 
the students twice each week for preparation and criticism of 
sermons, 

Friends have kindly remembered the special needs of the 
students. From the estate of John li, through Hon. A. F, Judd, 
a donation of $100 has rendered timely assistance in re-furnishing 
some of the rooms ; a gift of $50 from Mrs. M. Rice has just been 
received; clothing has been given by Mrs, Dickson, Lowry, 
‘Simpson, Allen, Judd, Heustace, Bishop, and Messrs. C. R. 
Bishop, C. A. Brown, W. W. Hall ; Mrs. Dickson has also sent a 


Poke 
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sewing-machine, which has been of essential service, and kept in 
constant use. The Hawaiian Board has made a special grant of 
$250 for repairs and incidental expenses. To a greater extent. 
than usual, the students have received supplies from their own 
homes. Otherwise, in the increasing difficulty of finding snitable 
employment, they would have been obliged to ask larger assist- 
ance from the treasury of the Board. ; 

Tt is encouraging to know that in face of the decreasing num- 
bers and diminished financial ability of the Hawaiian Churches, 
there are so many young men ready to devote themselves to the 
work of the Christian ministry ; an average of six students every 
year is one student from every ten churches. The Year Book of 
our Churches in the United States reports only one theological 
student from every forty churches. 

The students are expecting to spend their vacations with: 
churches that have no pastors; one or two will labor in neighbor- 
hoods where there is no church. It is desirable that this be 
acranged with as little delay as possible. It is a form of Christian 
service that has been signally blessed in past years in many 
instances to the good of both people and preacher. Our depen- 
dence for the future prosperity and progress of the Hawaiian 
Churehes is. not on human ability or acceptability, but en the 
Divine presence and blessing. The ‘power from on high”’, with 
which the Apostles were so wondrously endued on Pentecost was 
the power to arrest the attention of thoughtless sinners, and bring: ° 
home to the hearts and consciences the life-giving truths of the 
Gospel. This “power from on high’? is the one great need of 
our Hawaiian ministers. Only through earnest prayer of all 
Christ’s disciples in the unity of faith, and hope, and love can 
this gift be bestowed. Only men of prayer can be men of power 
in turning sinners to holiness, and bringing men face to face 
with the God of forgiving and sanctifying grace.

‘ JUNE 7TH—18TH, 1887. 





The Association met at Kaumakapili Church on Tuesday, June 
7th, at 10 A. M., as per adjournment last year. Rev. A. Pali, of 
Lahaina, Moderator of last year, opened the session with prayer. 
The names of the members present were then enrolled by Rev. 
W. M. Kalaiwaa, Scribe of la:t year; after which the Association 
was organized by the choice of Rev. E. 8. Timoteo as Moderator 
and Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa as Scribe.

_ Dr. N. B. Emerson, Mrs. L. F. Dickson and Mr. A. F. Cooke, 
presented credentials as Delegates from the Fort-St. Church, and 
on motion were chosen corresponding members of the Association. 

It was also voted that the members of the General Sabbath 
School Association and of the General Young People's Christian 
Association sit as corresponding members. 

The sessions occupied five days and were pervaded throughout 
by an unusually pleasant and harmonious spirit. ; 

Tuesday and a part of Wednesday were occupied by the read- 
ing of the various Annual Reports of the Churches and Associa- 
tions. 

On Wednesday morning the Moderator appointed J. Waiamau, 
A. Pali and 8. Waiwaiole a Committee on Necrological Resolu- 
itions. Overture No. 8 was also taken up and after a full and 
earnest discussion it was voted to set apart the forenoon of Monday 
the "sth for a special devotional season with reference to a 
Spinityal awakening among the pastors and churches. 

In the afternoon the annual closing exercises of the Kawaiahao 
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Female Seminary took place at Kawaiahao Church, beginning at 
half-past one o’clock and occupying the afternoon till four o’clock. 
A large and delighted audience paid unwearied attention through- 
out the exercises, which ended with a beautiful and highly appre- 
ciated exhibition of calisthenic drill. 

On Thursday the Annual Report of the N. P. M. ‘Institute was 
read by the Principal, Dr. C. M. Hyde; after which Mr. W. W. 
Hall read his Annual Report as Treasurer, and Rev. A. O. Forbes 
his report as Corresponding Secretary of the Hawaiian Board.

On Monday, the 13th, the Association spent the forenoon ina 
very profitable and pleasant devotional meeting. The closing 
session was held in the afternoon and the Association adjourned 
to meet at Kaumakapili Church at 10 A. M. on the first Tuesday 
in June, 1888, 

The following votes and resolutions were passed during the. 
sessions of the Association: 
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Voted.—That this Association approve of the sending out of 
suitable persons to visit the churches and stir them up to an in- 
creased christian life and activity; and that we refer the matter 
to the Hawaiian Board, with the recommendation that they select 
and send out such persons. 

Voted.—That this Association earnestly exhorts all its members 
to use their best efforts to increase the circulation of our Sabbath 
School newspaper, the Karistiano, throughout all the islands of 
the group. 

Voted.—That we request the Hawaiian Board to appoint a 
Committee of three members to look after the interests of our 
people at the Leper Settlement of Kalawao and Kalaupapa; and 
also a similar Committee for the Leper Station at Kakaako. 

Voted. —That the Committee on Church and Parsonage sites be 
continued. ‘ 

Voted.—That all the reports of Committees presented at this 
meeting be copied into the Minutes, and also printed in the An- 
nual Report. 

Voted.—That E. S. Timoteo be appointed to present the thanks 
of this Association to Hon. C. R. Bishop for furnishing convey- 
ances free of charge to the members to visit and inspect the 
‘‘Kamehameha” Schoo) Buildings. — 

Dr. Hyde, for the Committee on Revision of Pastor’s Handbook, 
reported the same as completed and nearly through the Press. 
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TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 


Presented at the Annual Meeting, June, 1887. 


During the past year, from June 1886 until the present time, 
we are called to record the names of four of our ordained min- 
isters who have been numbered with the dead. 

Rev. G. Haina, a veteran missionary of this Board, was sta- 
tioned on the Island of Tarawa, Gilbert Islands, in the year 1863, 
and labored continuously there for twenty-three years until the 
year 1885. In Julyof that year he set out with his grown up son, 


' Titus, and several Micronesian natives to cross over to the Island 


of Marakei in one of the native built canoes of the group, and the 
whole party were undoubtedly lost at sea, as they have never since 
been heard from. . 

Rev. L. Lyons, the well-known writer of sacred song for Ha- 
Waiians, was released from his labors on the 6th of October, 1886, 
after a protracted period of bodily weakness and suffering. His 
fame is celebrated throughout every hamlet in the Hawaiian 
group as the writer of hymns and songs for Church and Sabbath 
School. : 

He had spent fifty-four years of active and unremitting service 
on these Islands as a Missionary of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions when he was called home to the 
heavenly mansions whose glories he had so often depicted in 
sacred song. It is worthy also of note that all these years of 


_service were passed at the one station of Waimea, on the Island 


of Hawali, without a vacation, ora visit to his home in the United 


States. His name will not be forgotten nor his labors of love 
which have left their indelible impression upon the Hawaiian 
people. : 

Rev. S. Kaaua, a faithful minister of the Gospel, who was well 
spoken of by all, departed this life, January 3d, 1887, at Honolulu. 

He was ordained pastor of the Church of Hast Hamakua, on the 
Island of Hawaii, in 1867, where he remained until about the 
year 1876, when he removed to Kohala on account of his wife’s © 
health, and partly on account of his own. Duripg the past six or 
seven years, he has been under treatment for the leprosy at 
Kakaako hospital, where he remained until his death. 

Rev. G. W. Pilipo died at Honolulu, March 25th, 1887. The 
immediate cause of death was brain fever, but he had for some 
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months been under treatment for leprosy. Mr. Pilipo was a true 
Hawaiian, of firm principle, and of unswerving devotion to the 
best welfare of his nation. His name was held in high esteem 
throughout these Islands. : 

He was ordained pastor of the Church at Kailua, Hawaii, in 
1864, where he remained till 1872, when he received a call to the 
Kaumakapili Church in Honolulu. Here he remained for several 
years, when he resigned that position and was subsequently 
elected a Representative for the district of North Kona, Hawaii, 
in the National Legislature. In this position he served his country 
for many years With distinguished success. In the midst of the 
strong temptations of public life he preserved an unblemished | 
name, and his character stood prominently forth a8 one of incor-" 
ruptible fidelity. He was one who could not be bought with 
bribes, nor swayed by the temptations of appetite or the allure- 
ments of official position. 

CHURCH BUILDINGS. 


At Milolii in South Kona, Hawaii, a neat church has been 
finished. At Kailua, Hawaii, under the guidance of Rev. G. P. 
Kaonohimaka, a house 18 by 24 feet has been erected for the use 
of the Chinese. The site was given by Hon. L. A. Thurston. 

Work is still progressing on the Kaumakapili Church in Hono- 
lulu. A chime of bells from Meneely and Sons, New York, has 
lately been placed in the towers. 

The Wainee Church, Lahaina, is in process of repair. 

The Church at Kipahulu, Maui, is also being renovated. 

THE PASTORATE. 

Four Pastors have resigned during the past year; Rev. W. 
-M. Kalaiwaa of the East Hamakua Church, Hawaii, Rev. Z. 8. 
K. Paaluhi of the Wailuku Church, Maui, Rev. J. A. Cruzan of 
the Fort Street Church, Honolulu, and Rey. E. C. Oggel of the 
Bethel Uniou Church, Honolulu. 

Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa has accepted a call to the united Churches 
of Kailua and Helani in North Kona, Hawaii. 

Rev. A. D, Bissell has accepted a call from the Wailuku Foreign 
Church, and Rey. T. L. Gulick one from the Makawao Foreign 
Church, 

One Pastor has been dismissed from the pastorate and deposed 
from the ministry, Rev. 8S. Kaiapa of Anahola, Kauai. 

No new pastors have been ordained. 

CONDITION OF THE CHURCHES. 

A general statement in the briefest terms is all we have room 
for in a Report of this nature. 

The hindrances to the development of Christian growth among 
the Churches have been steadily increasing, It would almost 
seem that the noble national motto adopted by Kamehameha IIL., 
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_ “the life of the land is perpetuated by righteousness,” had been 
discarded by the ruling authorities of the land and in its place 
Substituted the words «the life of the land is perpetuated by sin.” 
Satan has used his utmost efforts to bring about the triumph of 
evil and the overthrow of right throughout the land. The sale 
and use of intoxicating liquors and opium have swept like a deluge 
over the nation. Under all these circumstances it is no wonder 
that the spiritual growth of the churches has been greatly checked, 
and that in some places there has been a painful falling away. 
But God’s cause is not dead in Hawaii nei. There still remain a 
band of faithful servants of the Lord who have not bowed the 
knee to Baal, and we have faith to believe that if the faithful 
pastors and people shall with united heart and mind seek the 
powerful aid of the Holy Spirit, there will be witnessed again a_ 
cheering growth of spiritual life throughout the nation. 
The contributions of the churches to the Treasury of our Board, 
show a slight decrease from the Report of last year; the total 
amount this year being $328.39 less than last year. 
The total number of individual Hawaiian Churches connected 
' with this Association is 66. Of these, 25 are on the Island of 
Hawaii, 21 on the Island of Maui and Molokai, 12 on the Island 
of Oahu, and 8 on the Island of Kauai. 
_ Twenty-eight of the whole number of churches are now without 

pastors; 15 of them being on the Island of Hawaii, 8 on Maui, 2 
on Oahu, and 3 on Kauai. Of these individual churches, however, 
in quite a number of cases, two are included in one pastoral-charge. 
Counting then the number of pastoral charges, there are now 51 
in all, 16 of which are on Hawaii, 17 on Maui and Molokai, 11 on 
Oahu and 7 on Kauai. 

During the past year, the churches of Milolii and Kaohe in 
South Kona have been united under one pastorate, and on Maui, 
the Honokohau Church has been in asimilar way united with the 
Kaanapali Church. 

The total number of pastors and stated supplies now in care of 
the churches is 382, of whom 8 are on the Island of Hawaii, 11 on 
Maui and Molokai, 8 on Oahu and 5 on Kauai. 

There are also five English-speaking churches connected with 
us and our work. 


PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


Of the sixty-six individual churches (Hawaiian) forty-nine have 
reported a grand total of $8,229.05 contributed for pastoral support; 
seventeen churches failing to report. 

On the Island of Hawaii, sixteen churches report an aggregate 
of $2,328.07, nine churches not reporting. 

On Maui and Molokai, sixteen churches report an aggregate of 
$2,650.48, five churches not reporting. 

On Oahu, ten churches report an aggregate of $1,946, two 
churches not reporting. 
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On Kauai, seven churches report an aggregate of $1,304.55, one 
ehurch not reporting. 

Taking therefore the total amount of $8,229.05 reported by 
forty-nine churches, the total average to each church would be 
$167.94. These figures show a decrease from those of last ‘year 
when the total amount was $8,463, and the average to each church 
$201.50. 

' The average to each church on the Island of Hawaii this year 
is $145.50; on the Islands of Maui and Molokai, $165.65; on the 
Island of Byte $194.60; on the Island ‘of Kauai, $186.86. 

Taking however the receipts reported in each pastorate, we 
have the following: 

On the Island of Hawaii, seven pastors aid stated supplies re- 
- ceived a total of $2,328.07, being an average of $332.58. 

On Maui and Molokai, eleven pastors and stated supplies re- 
ceived a total of $2,650.43, being an average of $240.94. 

On Oahu, eight pastors and stated supplies received a total of 
$1,946, being an average of $243.25. 

On Kauai, six pastors and stated supplies received a total of 
$1,304.55, being an average of $217.42. 

Summing up we find that thirty-two pastors and stated supplies 
received a total of $8,229.05, being an average of $257.15, being 
an increase over that of last year, which was $222.71. 

PARSONAGES. 


One new parsonage has been erected the past year at Olowalu 
on the Island of Maui. The church at Waipio, Hawaii, has pur- 
chased-a house for a parsonage. 

The united churches of Kailua and Helani on Hawaii, are making 
arrangements to repair the old mission house at Kailua for use as 
‘a parsonage, and also to renovate the parsonage at Kahaluu for 
the pastor’s use when he visits the southern end of his field. 

The Ewa church on Oahu has completed its parsonage. The 
parsonage of the North Kohala church has been enlarged and 
made more comfortable. 

There are other parsonages which need additions and improve- 
meuts in order to render them suitable to the pastor’s needs. 


EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. 


The North Pacific Missionary Institute, under the care of Rev. 
C. M. Hyde, D. D., assisted by Rev. H. H. Parker, has had a 
» successful year. The number of students in attendance has been 
fifteen. Mrs. Hyde has taught the wives of the students. The 
Annual Report of Dr. Hyde, printed herewith, will give particu- 
lars. 

HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 

This school has continued successful as usual. The former 
Principal, Rev. Wm. B. Oleson, having accepted an invitation to 
take charge of the Kamehameha Industrial School for boys at 
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Honolulu, resigned his position in the Hilo Boarding School in 
July, 1886, and is succeeded by Rev. A. W. Burt, who has won 
golden opinions thus far in his management of the institution, 
His assistants in the school have been Mr. H. 8. Townsend, Miss 
E. A. Arms, Miss Ellen Lyman and Miss Cora Hitchcock. A 
commodious frame building has been erected for the manual 
training department. 


KAWAIAHAO FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This institution has been very prosperous the past year so that 
_its accommodations for pupils have proved inadequate to its needs. 
The corps of teachers has consisted of Miss M. E. Alexander,, 
principal; Miss N. J. Malone, Miss Margaret Brewer, Miss S.. V.. 
Hopper, Miss L. E. Appleton and Miss F. G. Morley, with Miss. 
Jennie Bates as pupil assistant. 

The health of the pupils has been good, and the institution is. 
very popular. The total number of girls in attendance the past 
year has been one hundred and twenty, the number now in at- 
tendance is one hundred and fourteen, and the average number 
for the year is one hundred and twelve. 

During the year, four out of the five Trustees. resigned; viz., 
Rev. ©. M. Hyde, D. D., Rev. S. E. Bishop, Hon. A. F. Judd 
and G. W. Pilipo. The Hawaiian Board filled the vacancies by 

the appointment of Mr. J. B. Atherton, Mrs. C. M.. Cooke, Mrs. 
P. C. Jones and Rev. E. S. Timoteo as Trustees, all of whom have 
accepted, so that the Board of Trustees now consists of the above 
mentioned and Mr. W. RB. Castle remaining over from. the old 
Board. 


EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This institution continues to maintain its deservedly high repu- 
tation and its popularity. Its location is one of the finest and 
most healthy to be found anywhere on these Islands. Its build- 
ings are unsurpassed for convenience of plan, excellent sanitary 
arrangements and practical adaptation to their work. Miss Helen 
E. Carpenter is still the honored and able Principal, assisted by 
the following corps of teachers: Miss Susan M. Potter; Miss — 
Jessie Cameron, Miss Cora Wyckoff and Miss Margaret F. Simp-- 
son. Miss Gertrude Humphrey has returned to California, and 
Miss Simpson takes her place. 


WORK FOR GILBERT ISLANDERS. 


Rev. H. Bingham and wife have continued their usual Jabors 
for the welfare of the Gilbert Islanders. They have worked: to 
the full limit of their strength in translating the Scriptures and. 
preparing books for that people. Mr. Bingham has been laid aside 
_ for the past few months by a return of the malady which formerly: 
so nearly ended his life while at the Gilbert Islands. . We are: 
happy to say however that he has now rallied a little and is about 
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to leave for California by advice of his physician and with the 
cordial consent of the American Board to try the effect of a change 
of climate. 

During the past year Mr. Bingham has had the pleasure of 
seeing through the press here a volume of Old Testament portions 
from Job to Isaiah inclusive, translated by him and the first edition 
of 1,500 copies printed and bound in Honolulu at the expense of 
the American Bible Society. The first copy was completed and 
presented by Mr. Bingham to the Hawaiian Board on the 22d of 
February of this year. , 

Rev. J. H. Mahoe has continued his valuable labors among the 
Gilbert Islanders on the Island of Kauai, visiting them quarterly 
and administering the ordinances of baptism and the Lord’s 
Supper. Mr. M. Lutera has also been an efficient and valuable 
helper among them. 


THE CHINESE WORK. 


Mr. and Mrs. F, W. Damon continue their faithful and efficient 
labors for the spiritual welfare of the Chinese. ; 

There are at present eighty members in the Chinese Church of 
Honolulu. Mr. To Teng Ue continues to preach to them, and Dr. 
Hyde assists at Communion seasons. _ 

Mr. To Teng Ue is highly valued both asa preacher and as 
teacher of the Boys’ Day School in Chinese. He is however about 
to return to China. 

The total number of members admitted to this church since its 
organization is 164, of whom 124 are males and 36 females. 
During the past year, nine persons have been admitted by letter 
and one on confession of faith, and eight children have been 
baptised. The church building has also been refitted,and neatiy 
painted. 

Miss Payson’s day school for Chinese in the English language 
and Mr, ‘’o Teng Ue’s school in the Chinese language have been 
regularly sustained. The Chinese Girls’ Day School has continued 
under the care of Mrs. F. M. Simpson, with an attendance of forty 
pupils. A day school for small boys has also been inaugurated 
under the care of Miss Mary Kwai Shin, a Chinese young lady 
who was formerly a pupil of Miss Mary E. Green at the Waialua 
Girls School, and afterwards entered the Kawaiahao Female 
Seminary and graduated there. 

The afternoon Sunday School for Chinese has been faithfully 
kept up by Mr. J. Shaw with the assistance of volunteer teachers, 

There are also several evening schools for teaching English to 
the adult Chinese. Miss Payson has charge of one in the base- 
ment of the Chinese Church, Another is kept up at the Chinese 
Y. M. C. A. Rooms, and still another at the Chinese Mission Rooms 
on Hotel street in the midst of the Chinese quarter of the town 
which Was swept by the great fire. In these schools Mr, Laing, 
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Mr. and Mrs. Frasher and Mrs, Hebbard have rendered excellent 
* service. 

The ‘¢Chinese Mission Rooms” above referred to is an inter- 
esting and rather unique department of the work under the care 
of an enthusiastic christian Chinese worker, Mr. Peter Lee Sam. 

The Chinese Church at Kohala continues under the,care of Mr. 

. Kong Tet Yin as preacher. Rev. Mr. Ostrom, pastor of the 
English-speaking Congregational Church, has taken much interest 
_in this work and rendered valuable assistance, as also have other 
- friends in Kohala. 
At Hilo, } Mr. Chan Uen Peu continues as Chiinése preacher and 
colporteur. The afternoon Sunday School for Chinese has also 
been kept up by Mr. John J. Jones with the assistance of volun- 
teer teachers. 

At Kailua, under the guidance of the Hawaiian pastor, Rev. G. 

P. Kaonohimaka, a small frame church, eighteen by twenty-four 
feet in size, has been erected. for the Chinese, and was dedicated 
to the worship of Jehovah on the 25th of April, 1887. Hon. 
Lorrin A. Thurston gave the site, and the cost of the building 
Was $235. . 
Ov Maui, Mr. Kong Sui Kee continues to labor as colporteur. 
At Wailuku a day school has been opened for Chinese children 
at the earnest request of the Chinese residents of that place; they 
assuming almost the entire financial support. Mrs. F. M. Simp- 
son has been in charge and the enterprise has proved quite suc- 
cessful. The schouol was opened on the 25th of February of this 
year with nine scholars, and now has fifteen. Mrs. Simpson also 
teaches an evening school for adult Chinese three ev enings of the 
week. This school also numbers fifteen. 

On Sundays she conducts a Sunday School class for the Chinese 
in which Miss Emily Sharratt has been a faithful helper. Rev. 
and Mrs. Bissell also have aided as they were able. 

On Kauai, Mr. Tsang, the Chinese colporteur, continues his 
faithful and useful labors. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS. 


Many of the Y. People’s Christian Associations of our Hawaiian 
ehurches have declined in vitality. But there are quite a number 
which still keep up the work. In Honolulu, the «* Young Men’s 
Christian Association’? (English-speaking) has, with the aid of 

- generous friends, leased the Queen Emma premises on the corner 
of Nuuanu and Beretania streets, and fitted them up for the use 
of Hawaiians and Japanese. This enterprise has proved a great 
success, providing as it does a much needed center for work 
among these classes. 

Mr. F. W. Damon and his wife have been very activein fitting 
up a room there for the Japanese, and in seeking to interest and 
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instcuct them at various times. Dr. Hyde also conducts a service 
for them there on Sundays. t 


SABBATH SCHOOL WORK. 


The work in the various Sabbath Schools has continued abant 
as usual. There is manifest improvement in many places, and © 
not a little is owing to the quite general adoption now of the In- , 
ternational Lesson Series as translated into Hawaiian and pub- © 
lished in the papers. For a number of years past this work has - 
been done by ‘¢ Father Lyons,’ and the lessons were published 
weekly in the Kuokoa newspaper. Since his death last October, — 
his mantle seems to have fallen upon his daughter, Miss Elizabeth 
W. Lyons, both in the Eranslakion of the lessons and in the prep- 
aration of hymns. 

With the beginning of the present year, a Sunday School paper 
was established under the auspices of the General Sunday School. 
Association. It is named ‘‘The Christian,’’? is edited by Rev. 
James Bicknell, and is published semi-monthly, and the lessons 
are now published in that. 


TEMPERANCE WORK. 


Under the auspices of the Women’s Christian Temperance 
‘Union of Honolulu, Miss Mary E. Green has been doing a grand 
work, visiting every town and village througout the kingdom, 
arousing an interest in the cause, and establishing temperance 
organizations among the: Hawaiians. She has labored with en- 
thusiasm and success, and already much good has resulted from 
. her efforts. 

In Honolulu, a ‘‘Blue Ribbon Society”? has been organized 
among the foreigners, and another among the Hawaiians in con- 
‘nection with the work at Queen Emma Hall. Both these organi- 
zations are prosperous and doing a good work, The ‘Blue 
Ribbon” movement is also spreading to other Islands of the group, 
a ‘*Blue Ribbon” society having been organized at Lihue and 
another at Kapaa on Kauai. 


FOREIGN CHURCHES. 


Rev. E. P. Baker continues to fill the pastorate of the Hilo 
Foreign Church, and Rev. Alvin Ostrom that of the Kohala 
Church. 

At Hamakua, Hawaii, there is no formal church organization, — 
but the foreign community there, though small, has contributed 
a large portion of the support of a minister, which has been sup- 
plemented by aid from the Hawaiian Board. Rev. C. R. Nugent 
has supplied them during the past year. 

On Maui, Rev. Mr. Lounsbury who was supplying the Makawao 
Church, has returned to California, and Rev. Thomas L. Gulick 
of Las Vegas, New Mexico, having accepted a call from the 
church, is now filling that pastorate with much acceptance. 
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The church.at Wailuku has called the Rey. A. D. Bissell, and 
he is laboring acceptably as their pastor. 

In Honolulu, a project having been formed for the union of the 
Bethel and Fort Street Churches under one organization, both the 
pastors, Rev. E. C. Oggel and Rev. J. A. Cruzan, have resigned 
in order to make the way clear, so that at present both churches 
are without. pastors. 

On Kauai, Rev. F. Richter, the German pastor and teacher at 
Lihue, has returned to Germany, and his place is supplied by 
Rev. Hans Isenberg. Rev. J. B. Alexander continues to preach 
and teach at Kilauea, Kauai, as in past years. 

It is proper that we should here mention the plan for aid to the 

work in Hawaii nei which has been proposed and earnestly urged 
by Dr. Jared K. Smith and his sister, Miss Juliette Smith, of 
-Koloa, Kauai. They, in common with us fill, have felt a deep 
sympathy with the difficulties which impede the work of our 
Hawaiian pastors and churches, and on making a visit to Boston 
_last year, and conferring with the friends of the work there, many 
of whom havea special interest in Hawaii nei, the proposition 
arose to send out more missionary workers to aid and strengthen 
the work. This proposition has been earnestly considered both in 
Boston and by our Board, and a special committee chosen by our 
Board to report upon the subject has presented an able and thor- 
oughly considered report which has been adopted and forwarded 
to Boston. The substantial points of the report were that our 
Board stand ready to co-operate in all suitable and practicable 
ways for the advancement of christian work on these Islands, and 
that we will weleome any new missionaries who may come to 
help us as fellow-workers in the Lord; that for those who thus 


come in the right spirit, there 1s abundance of work to be found ~ 


here, but that we cannot undertake to defray the expenses or 
become responsible for the support of this new work; and that 
therefore we recommend that in the carrying out of this proposi- 
tion, the American Board should resume its mission work in 
Hawaii nei to the extent of commissioning the new helpers as 
their missionaries and assuming the financial responsibility of the 
new work; and that we doubt not substantial contributions may 
be expected from our communities on these Islands. 

Since the forwarding of that report we have heard nothing 
further.

It should be remembered that since the beginning of this year, ~ 
all contributions for the Chinese Mission work are passed in to 
our Treasury and the disbursements for that work are made quar- 
terly by our Board according to the needs of the work. This 
accounts for the new item of $1,331 for Chinese Mission work. 
During past years, Rev. 8. C. Damon during his lifetime, and Mr. 
Frank Damon bore the financial burden and responsibility of this 
work, being assisted as needed by grants in aid from our Treasury. 
But with the expansion of the work, the financial burden has 
become too heavy for one man to carry, and at Mr. Frank Damon’s 
request therefore, our Board has assumed that responsibility since 
the first of January, 1887.

SECOND ANNUAL VOYAGE OF THE ‘MORNING STAR,’’ No. 4, TO ‘ 
MICRONESIA. 


The Morning Star left Honolulu, July 24th, 1886, under the 
command of Captain H. N. Turner. She took as passengers, Rev. 
S. P. Kaaia, wife and child, Hawaiian Missionaries bound for the 
Gilbert Islands; Rev. E. M. Pease, wife and two children, returning 
to their field of labor at Kusaie, after a visit to the home-land, 
Miss E. L. Hemingway of Springfield, Mass., Miss K. T. Crosby 
of Georgetown, Mass., and Miss 8. L. Smith of Newton Centre, 
Mass., all missionaries of the American Board, bound for Kusaie. 

All preparations had been made for sailing on the 23d, when on 
the morning of that day, in putting the finishing touches to the 
repairs on the upper works of the stern, it was discovered that 
_ there was dry-rot in the stern timbers. This necessitated an ex- 

amination, when it was found that to strengthen her stern so as 
to render her safe for a voyage of six to eight months, a delay of 
twenty-four hours would be necessary. The sailing was 
therefore postponed till the next day, and the necessary repairs 
were made. 

In addition to the ordinary supplies for the mission stations, 
the Morning Star took the material ready framed for a large house 
for the Kusaie Girls’ Boarding School, a small dwelling house for ° 
Rev. S. P. Kaaia, and another for Mr. J. Worth, Mr. Logan’s 
assistant at Ruk. 

The Morning Star had a prosperous voyage, meeting with no 
accident, accomplishing all the work laid out for her, and return- 
ing safely to Honolulu where she arrived April 4th, within ten. 
days of the time estimated in the original plan of the voyage. 
She was absent eight months, and during that time she visited 
the stations of the Gilbert Island, Marshail Island, Ponape, Mort- 
lock and Ruk groups, landing Rev. 8. P. Kaaia and family at the 
Utiroa station on Tapiteuea, where Mr. Nalimu formerly was; 
taking the American Missionaries all on to their General Meeting 
at Ruk and returning them again to their several stations. She 
anchored 46. times, visited 23 islands, sailed 138,846 miles, and 
boated 748 miles. Her steam power was in use altogether fifty- 
five days and five hours during the eight months’ voyage. 

On her return to Honolulu, her hull and machinery were sur- 
veyed ‘and put in thorough repair so that it is hoped no extra 
repairs will be required for Some years to come. 

Letters have been received from our missionaries at the Gilbert 
Islands, which give the usual lights and shades of the work there. 
With sorrow we record the loss at sea of one of our Hawaiian 
missionaries, Rev. G. Haina, who with his son Titus and several 
Gilbert Islanders, set sail in one of their native canoes to cross, 
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over to the Island of Marakei in July, 1886, and have never been 
heard of since. is 

Mrs. Haina, with her two daughters, has returned to Honolulu 
on the Morning Star, and the bereaved family have our sincere 
sympathy, Miss L. E. Hemingway also returned from Kusaie, 
and has gone back to the United States. 

“We have now with us, on their way to Micronesia, Dr. Lucy 
M. Ingersoll of Chicago, Ill., who goes to reinforce the mission at 
Ponape, as assistant in the Girls’ Boarding School and medical’ 
missionary; also Rev. Daniel J. Treiber and wife of Illinois, whe 
go to Ruk to be associated with Rev. R. Logan. 

We hope also to be able to send out two couples of Hawaiian 
missionaries this year to reinforce the Gilbert Island Mission. 

The Morning Star goes out this voyage under command of 
Captain George F. Garland; Captain Turner haying resigned and 
Captain Garland having been appointed in his place. 

From our missionaries at the Marquesas, we have no late re- 
ports. At last accounts they were still working on in faith and 
patience, under the French administration of government. 

The term of the first class ef the Hawaiian Board now expires, 
and it remains for the Association to fill their places.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC 
_ MISSION INSTITUTE. 





Fifteen students have been members of the N. P. M. Institute 
the past year, pursuing the studies assigned to the third year of 
the course. Only one student graduated, W. Kamau, who has 
received a call to the church at Kalapana, Puna, Hawaii. Another 
student, J. Hamauku, has been appointed by the King to the 
office of Captain of the Household Guards, and only with great 
reluctance, in obedience to what he considered an imperative call 
of duty, has severed his connection with the school. Another, J. 
Samoa, is obliged for family reasons to leave the Institute at the 
close of the present school year. But the prospects are good for 

-an entering class next year of the usual number. 

The health of the students and their families has been better 
than the average of the past years. Dr. C. T. Rodgers has rend- 
ered gratuitously whatever service was needed in the slight 
illnesses that have occasionally called for medical treatment. The 
wives of the students have been much interested in the cooking 
school, taught by Mrs. Hyde on Friday mornings. In teaching 
English to the women, she has had the assistance of Miss H. M. 
Bliss, of Chicago, who during her visit to Honolulu, kindly 

volunteered to take Mrs. Hyde’s place during her illness. Regu- 
lar instruction in singing has been given by one of the students, 
C. M. Kamakawiwoole, and for further proficiency in music [ 
have translated several hymns, with music arranged for male 
voices only. Rev. H. H. Parker has continued to give instruc- 
tion, as from the opening of the Institute, in his department of 
preparation of sermons, and pastoral work in Hawaiian Churches, 

The other studies pursued have been the completion of the 

Book of Job, an analytical and critical commentary on Chapters 
XXI and XLII, verse by verse. Full lectures have been given on 
Jewish History in the four centuries between the Old and New 
Testaments. Biblical manners and customs have been studied by 
giving out questions to be answered by studying the references 
given to the passages in the Bible in which the information is to 
be found. A brief outline of psychology has been studied, pre- 
paratory to taking up the course of systematic theology. A course 
of lectures has also béen given on the general duties of the pastoral 


/ 
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office. The introductory exercises of each morning’s session have — 


been varied to give opportunity for elocutionary drill, as in read- 
ing or reciting passages of Scripture; or for spiritual apprehension ~ 
of Scripture truth by brief commentaries, or homilies on assigned ~ 
portions. Whole epistles have been read connectedly so as to 
accustom the students to notice the logical connection of the — 
thoughts, and to appreciate the specific lessons taught by the 
several logical divisions of the book of revealed truth. A method 
of Bible study that awakened special interest, was the searching 
out the central truth taught in any given chapter. Thursday 
morning has been devoted, as heretofore, to the exercises of the 
Rhetorical Society, in which the students are trained to the man- 
agement of deliberative assemblies, as well as the preparation and 
delivery of sermons and prayer- meeting talks. 

Gifts for the students of clothing, and of articles of furniture 
for the rooms, have been received from Messrs. W. W. Hall, G. 
P. Castle, S. D. Fuller, C. A. Brown,-Mrs. E. O. Hall, F. J. 
Lowry, S. E. Bishop. Some visitors to Honolulu have been so 
interested in the work of the Institute, as to leave substantial | 
remembrances of their visit. Mrs. O. P. Wilson of Cincinnati 
giving to Mrs. Hyde $25 for the expenses of the Cooking School, 
and Mr. A. S. Borden of Philadelphia, $20 for extra expenses in 
fitting up some rooms. ; 

While extravagances and excesses characterize the present 
administration of public affairs, and some of whom better things 
have been expected, have succumbed to the pressure of evil influ- 
ences surrounding them, it isa matter of devout gratitude to 
God, that as a body, the ministers of our Hawaiian churches are 
loyal to the Master, and devoted to His great work of human — 


redemption. They clearly recognize the evils that beset our 


churches, and have invaded the circle of professed believers, and 
provoke the withdrawal of God’s Spirit. This is no time for dis- 
couragement, or for diminution of effort. The truths of the 
Bible are dear to the hearts of Hawaiians. The name of Christ 
has power to influence as has nothing else. The new life brought 
to these islands in the institution of the Christian church and 
school, and home, that was accepted so readily and trtumphed so 
speedily, still pulses through the whole social development of the 
people. Through the N. P. M. I, and similar agencies, God is 
raising up, and will send forth through every island of the group, 
and to islands remote, ministers of the Gospel, who will not only 
stand firm in defence of Christian institutions, but carry onward, 
and toa higher plane of thought and acting, the blessings of 
Christian life in souls saved, and society regenerated. In the~ 
new times that are come to this Hawaiian people, we need men 
of ability to choose and push new methods of Christian activity, 
new measures of Christian usefulness, ;

ANNUAL REPORT 


CHINESE MISSION WORK. 


JUNE, 1885.—JUNE, 1886. 





By oe We A NON: 





(‘While we work for foreign missions 
And for far-oft heathen lands ; 
Let us, with a heart as earnest, 
- Do the work within our hands.” F 
Our report this year is written in the shadow of a great disaster 
which, without a moment’s warning, came upon our city one calm 
Sabbath afternoon in April. The terrible conflagration, which 
with resistless fury swept over the most populous portion of the 
capital, has been most keenly felt by our Chinese residents. To 
hundreds and thousands of them it brought ruin, loss of home and 
property and annibilated the hopes of years, a desolation which 
in all its.magnitude can justly be appreciated only by those who 
have similarly suffered. God grant that out of this great tem- 
poral calamity may yet come a greater Spiritual blessing, and that 
those, who have been so severely tried in the fiery furnace of 
affliction, may be led to cast aside their false divinities, and wor- 
ship Him who alone is worthy. The sympathy immediately 
manifested by the Government and by private individuals of 
different nationalities and the generous and substantial aid granted 
to the sufferers have undoubtedly left an abiding impression for 
good upon the minds of many. Everywhere have we been wel- 
comed most cordially by men and women, who are learning as 
never before the instability of earthly treasures and whom we 
could point, with new emphasis and meaning, to those eternally 
enduring riches which no destroying flame has power to touch. 
Hence it may yet be seen that the Fire has burned away certain 
parriers of prejudice and opposition which otherwise might never 
have been removed. As we have gone in and out among this 
people in these sad days, standing amid the blackened ruins of 
their homes and warehouses, our thoughts have been irresistably 
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led to dwell upon the still greater spiritual destitution which pre= 
vails among them and the yet unsatisfied soul-needs of which 
this present material poverty offers but a feeble illustration. Ina 
more striking manner, than ever before, is our duty manifested, 
in reference to these thousands of unillauminated souls in our 
midst. Let us not for a brief season be satisfied with ministering 
to the bodily necessities of a few, but let us, with earnest prayer- 
ful spirit, provide means by which they shall receive the eternal 
*¢ Bread of Life.” 

In presenting this annual Report it is necessary, owing to lack 
of space, to eliminate much of interest—especially the ever vary- 
ing and often picturesque incidents which go to make up our 
daily life as missionaries. But we would like to say here that, as 
we get more and more beneath the veneer of custom’ and nation- 
ality and are led by the magic Ariadne-thread of their language to 
the real heart of the Chinese, we find it very like that of our own 
people. We are children of the same great Father and all are 
equally precious in His sight, 


The year now closing has not been marked by any remarkable - 


development in our work. At some points, especially in the 
country districts of this widely scattered field there has not been 
the spiritual progress which it would have been gratifying to 
have seen—but on the other hand we have been encouraged by 
advance at other points along the line, and by manifest evidence 
of the Divine blessing, Our-schools for boys and girls are increas- 
ing and improving and promise to be a most potent factor in our 
work for the Chinese. At the request of the Superintendent, the 
Hawaiian Board has appointed a committee, consisting of the 
Rev. Mr. Oggel, and Rev. Dr.. Hyde, to confer with him in 
reference to methods of work and financial support. ‘The 
Boaid assumes now the responsibility of the support of this mis- 
sion and it is most earnestly hoped that generous donations will 
be forthcoming to aid in carrying forward this yearly enlarging 
Mission. Owing to this new arrangement, dating from the 
beginning only of 1886, it will necessitate the presentation of two 
sets of receipts—part of the past year having been under the old 
and part under the new system. 


HONOLULU AND VICINITY. 
A SELF-SUPPORTING CHURCH. 


Though we do not think it always an evidence of the highest 
spiritual life when a mission church becomes self-supporting, still 
it is very pleasant when these two most desirable factors are 
united. Our Honolulu church is not now dependent upon out- 
side aid, and we hope there are many truly Christian men and 
women within its membership. The year has passed, on the 
whole, in harmony and peace. Our former acting pastor, Mr. 
Mak Wan To, returned to China in the fall of 1885, having been 
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a faithful and conscientious worker while here, and we shall not 
soon forget his bright, pleasant face and kind, brotherly manner. 
Since his departure, Mr. To Teng Ue, the teacher of the boys’ 
school, has been appointed to fill Mr. Mak’s place, which he has 
done with great acceptance. He attends to his school duties as 
previously, and preaches twice on the Sabbath, and is at all times 
a sympathetic, helpful friend and wise adviser to the Christians 
and others. A trained and accomplished Chinese scholar, he is at 
the same time an humble, warm-hearted Christian, one who has 
given up home and wealth, and worldly advancement for Christ’s 
sake. We feel it to be a privilege to pay this tribute here to one 
who is daily a comfort and joy to us, and a beautiful revelation of 
the possibilities which are enshrined in many a soul of that vast 
race from which he comes, and which now need only the vivify- 
ing influence of the Holy Spirit. The Gospel is preached in its 
fullness and power to the Chinese congregations which gather for 
worship in this our first church, The numbers attending from 
Sabbath to Sabbath are rather on the increase, and the church is 
always weil filled. We notice new faces continually in the 
audience. During the year seven persons have been received on 
profession of faith, and one by letter. Several of these men are 
from the district of Heung Shan, in China, from which a very 
large majority of our Chinese come on these islands, but hitherto 
scarcely any progress has been made among them in Christian 
work. Hence, itis most gratifying to feel that the way has now 
been opened, and we may hope in time, with God’s blessing, for 
a larger ingathering. One of this number is a member of one of 
our leading Chinese firms, and though nearly all his former friends 
and associates are worldly or heathen men, grace has been given 
him to confess Jesus Christ before men. Years ago our dear 
friend and brother, Mr. E. Dimond, one of the truest and most 
faithful laborers for the Chinese on these islands, gave him a 
tract, which led ultimately to his conversion. What an encour- 
agement to us all to go and do likewise. Eleven children of 
Christian parents have been baptized. Rev. Dr. Hyde has, as 
ever, showp himseif to be a warm and willing helper in our 
ehurch work. All the regular services of the church, including 
Sunday schools for adults and children, have been kept up as in 
other years. 


‘OUR NEW CHINESE Y. M. C. A. HALL. 


On December 3d. 1885, was dedicated the spacious and beauti- 
ful Hall of our Association, with appropriate services, in the 
presence of a large number of our foreign residents, Hawaiians 
and Chinese. Interesting reports of this oceasion, and descrip- 
tions of the building have already been given in full in the daily 
papers of Honolulu, This association has for years been an im- 
portant adjunct to our missionary work, and the erection of this 
commodious hall, with its large audience-room for general gather- 
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ings reading and class and lodging rooms, and accommodations 
for the poor and sick, marks an important epoch in our work for 
the Chinese. 

Since the great fire, its usefulness has been demonstrated in a 
striking degree, as it has proved a haven of refuge for many who 
were sufferers at that time. A kind providence was guiding in 
the choice of site both for this building and our church. Had 
they been in the Chinese quarter, as some of us desired, they 
would undoubtedly have been destroyed. This assoviation is 
styled in Chinese ‘* Yau Hok Kituk Ching To Ui,’’ a translation 
as nearly as possible of our ‘« Young Men’s Christian Association.” 
Its spirit and purpose may be gathered from the following extract 
from one of the addresses delivered on the evening of dedication: 
«<Idolatry, and all that is not in harmony with the teachings of 
the Gospel, is forbidden. Prayer, and reading of the Holy Scrip - 
tures form a part of every regular meeting. A very considerable 
number of the members are already members of the Church, and 
we hope and pray that all may be enrolled ere long as firm 
believers in Christianity. It is emphatically as its name indicates 
—a society of ‘learners.’ Every new member takes a step away 
from heathenism when he consents tu enter an organization of 
which not Confucius, but Jesus Christ, is the acknowledged head. 
We have striven, in the erection of this new building, to furnish 
a Christian home which shall, by its cheerful and attractive 
appearance, be itself an illustration of Christianity—the religion 
above all others of true happiness. It is hoped, and believed, that 
this will be be a center from which shall radiate influences which 
will not only bless the Chinese on these islands, but assist in the 
moral and spiritual regeneration of the vast empire in Asia, from 
which they come.’”? Every Sabbath evening regular services are 
held in the Hall at haif-past 6 o’clock, when different classes are 
instructed in the Bible. Since the fire, the evening school for 
English, under the care of Mr. Laing, has been re-opened in one 
of the rooms, and is now in a prosperous condition. Evening 
prayers are regularly held at 9 o’clock, which all living in the 
building, with the young men of the school, attend. On Friday 
evening there is a singing class. Hence it will be seen that 
abundant use is found for the new building. The entire cost of 
the new Hall is, including the furnishing, $5,120 33; of this 
amount $1,105 have been generously contributed by friends of the 
cause among our English, American and German. residents. 
About $2,000 have been subscribed by the Chinese, and the 
remaining amount will be secured by mortgage on land belonging 
to the Association near Honolulu. Most truly do the Chinese 
members appreciate the generosity manifested towards them by 
Christian friends, while those interested in Y. M. C. A. work 
all over the world cannot fail to appreciate the energy and zeal, 
and liberality manifested by these Chinese brethren in their 
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efforts to give permanence to this most interesting undertaking. 
We feel sure that the following brief extract from a cordial and 
sympathetic letter, accompanying a generous donation from George 
Williams, Esq., President of the London (England) Y. M. C. A., 
the parent organization of all similar associations in the world, 
will be read with pleasure: 


‘<I trust your Association may flourish abundantly, and that it 
may become more and more a center of Christian activity and 
spiritual power and influence. Ever rest assured of our fraternal 
sympathy and continual prayers that upon you, as upon ‘all 
kindred associations, the Holy Ghost may be poured out in in- 
creasing fullness, so that we as one large army, with Christ as our 
Captain and Leader, may be the means of stemming the tide of 
evil, and helping on that grand and glorious day when He shall 
claim His own, and when under Jesus Christ one vast harmonious 
empire shall be constituted.”

This last donation has an especially sacred significance, from 
the fact that the same mail which brought his generous gift and 
warm-hearted brotherly letter brought also the sad news of the 
death of this noble English philanthropist. One of his last acts 
was to remember our work in these ‘isles of the sea.’”’ 
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THE HOPE OF THE FUTURE. 


Our two day schools in Honolulu, one for boys and one for girls, 
are progressing in a most encouraging manner. More and more 
are we led to feel that in them we have bright promise for the 
future, and now at the present time they are of the greatest aid 
in our missionary work among the parents and relatives of the 
pupils. The numbers in attendance are increasing and the 
scholars show the good effects of the careful and conscientious 
training of their faithful teachers. Miss Paysun reports that her 
school ‘¢has numbered more during the past year than ever 
before, between fifty and sixty. The average number has been 
forty. Twenty of these are over thirteen years of age ; about the 
same number are between eight and twelve years of age.”’ It is 
hoped soon to open a Primary Department for the smaller boys, 
under another lady teacher, so that Miss Payson may have 
more time for the instruction of the older pupils. This new 
arrangement will undoubtedly tend to still further increase the 
number of those in attendance. It is an interesting fact that one 
of the former pupils of this school is now taking a very high 
stand in the Punahou Preparatory School. He has recently 
united with our Chinese Church and gives most satisfactory evi- 
dence of being a true Christian. We have reason to feel that 
there are others now at school who are receiving impressions 
which will lead them to follow this good example. Miss Payson 
has reason to feel greatly encouraged by the success of her school 
—and we doubt not that in future years many of her pupils 
will gratefully recall her earnest efforts for their spiritual and in- 
tellectual growth. Most faithful and efficient work has been done 
in the Chinese Department by Mr. To Teng Ue, to whom refer- 
ence has been made above. An exceedingly interesting organi- 
tion has been formed, among the boys during the-past year, called 
the ‘« Kituk Yau Tung Ui”’—or «+ Boys’ Christian Association.’’ 
Already there are forty-.ix names on the list of membership. 
The object of this union is to develop Christian and missionary 
principles among them and the youthfal members take a great 
interest in their Society. 

Looking back it seems but a comparatively short time since 
we gathered two or three little girls together and made so bold as 
to cali this «¢The Girls’ School.” But we believe that there was 
a loving Father watching over this humble beginning. Mrs. Simp- 
son, the lady teacher now in charge says in her report, «The 
school steadily increases in numbers. Of the thirty pupils now 
enrolled twenty are in regular attendance. They are ambitious, 
industrious and interesting children.’? There are both pure Chi- 
nese and half-Chinese girls and during the year one Japanese has 
also been in attendance. Most gratifying progress has been made, 
and no happier group of girls can be found in ail our Kingdom. 
than these with their devoted and loving teacher. Since Mrs. 
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Kinney’s departure for America, Miss Maud Kelly and Miss Ladd 
have taught with much acceptance. Mrs. Simpson has been 
teaching since the Ist of November and has exerted the best of 
influence, and the school is steadily advancing under her efficient 
care. We feel most grateful for the kind interest which has been 
taken by different friends in this schvol and the generous dona- 
_ tions which have been made towards its support. God grant that 
it may become a power for good both here and in that distant 
land of China where the light of Christianity is just beginning to 
dawn! Instruction is given in English in the forenoon and in 
the afternoon in Chinese by a competent teacher. On one day in 
the week instruction is given in sewing. Mrs. Damon meets 
with the girls on another day for a general review. We had 
feared that the fire would tend to scatter the scholars in both our 
schools—but this has not been the case, and they are now nearly 
all back in their places and at work. The Chinese are being led 
by this school to take a new interest in the education of their 
daughters and it cannot fail to exert a most potent influence in 
giving them liberal ideas on this and many other points. 

Last July our pupils enjoyed greatly a picnic in the grounds 
of Punahou College, for the use of which with conveyance in the 
large omnibuses belonging to the College, we owe our thanks to 
the Trustees. Last Christmas was a most joyful occasion for the 
young people. A large and beautiful Christmas-tree, a ‘Santa 
Claus” in Chinese dress, recitations, songs, etc., all combined to 
make an evening long to be remembered. Generous donations 
from Judge McCully, Mrs. C. M. Cooke, Mrs. Bingham and Mrs. 
_ Dimond and others are nere thankfully acknowledged. We were 
thus enabled to delight the heart of each of the boys and girls 
with some useful and appropriate present. 


OUR MISSION CHAPEL IN ASHES. 


With the opening of the new year of 1886 we were enabled to 
undertake a new line of work, one which we have long looked 
forward to with earnest anticipation. As our Church and Y. M. 
CG. A. building were somewhat removed from the Chinese quarter, 
a suitable building was leased in the heart of that locality, with a 
large and commodious room below and another sinailar one in the 
upper story. Through the kindness of the Bethel Church trustees 
a number of comfortable benches were donated, and tables and 
other furnishings were soon secured. Ina short time the lower 
room was transformed into a chapel and reading-room, where 
papers, religious and secular, were to be found. Brilliant signs in 
green and vermilion, black and gold, announced to the passers-by 
that this was a ‘‘ Mission Chapel”’ for the Chinese. Up-stairs we 
fitted up a comfortable school room. Mr. Laing removed his 
evening school here and four evenings in the week taught a 
room-full of eager students. Mr. Frasher also opened a school 
here. On the Sabbath and sometimes on week days, the chapel 
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was thrown open for preaching. Crowds would gather to hear 
the Gospel here, who could not so easily be reached in another 
part of the city. And we may hope that good seed was sown 
which some day will bear fruit. Great has been our happiuess in 
this new departure in our work, and it was far from easy to see 
the building where the work had begun so hopefully, swept away 
by the flames. Fortunately the organ and some other things were 
saved. When the town is rebuilt, we most earnestly hope that 
we may be able to inaugurate more permanent work in the same 
locality. Herewith is given a list of those who have aided in 
starting this Mission Chapel:

SABBATH-SCHOOL WORK. 


Mr. Shaw, assisted by a small but faithful corps of teachers, has 
met regularly during the past year on Sabbath afternoons at the 
Chinese church to instruct those who were desirous of becoming’ 
acquainted with the English language. Reading of the Bible in 
both English and Chinese, and singing of Gospel hymns, form a 
regular part of the exercises. About thirty pupils are now in 


attendance and a number more have come in fora longer or . 


shorter time during the year. We hope Christian friends will be 
willing to volunteer to help us this yearin this branch of our 
work, 


THE CHINESE IN KOHALA, 


The preacher, Mr. Kong Tet Yin has continued his work in 
this district as in other years. The Superintendent, owing to 
the pressure of many duties has not been able to visit Kohala dur- 
ing the past year—but by correspondence has endeavored to keep 
acquainted with the progress of the work there. 'The Christians 
in the country districts lack of necessity many of the encourage- 
ments which those in the city have. They are isolated to a large 
degree and being ignorant, many of them, of any but the Chinese 
language do not receive the stimulus from contact with Christ- 
ians of other nationalities which would be a great help to them. 
We are pleased, however, to note that the preacher reports an 
increase at the Sabbath services during the year. The Commun- 
ion services are also. quite well attended. The average being 
from 40 to 45. At the service in January 82 persons were at 
church and 58 at the Communion service. Mr. Kong reports the 
-baptism and admission into the Church of three adults (women) 
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and two children. Two adults are now on probation. Rev. Mr. 
Bond has most kindly, as in other years, officiated at the Com- 
munion. 

We are pleased to give here a brief report relative to the Sab- 
- path Sehool from Miss Charlotte Turner, who, with others, has 
been most faithful in instructing the Chinese: ‘¢The work has 
moved along as usual; the interest of those connected with the 
school seems to continue, and those who have been connected 
with the school the longest have come to read very well in the 
Bible, and stng Gospel hymns in English. The children’s class is 
very interesting, and they are gradually getting the English so.as 
to commit Bible verses, and I am now teaching them the twenty- 
third Psalm. Of course their progress is very slow, for the time 
devoted to them seems short; often the Sabbaths are rainy, and 
quite a time passes ere we meet again ; but I am not discouraged, 
and they do not seem to be. The whole number connected with 
the school is fourteen, a slight decrease since last year; the aver- 
age attendance twelve. Four years ago last February we first 
met the Chinese, and we trust all has not been in vain. © The 
Master knows what we have tried todo. Iam positive that our 
numbers would have been greater, and our progress more rapid 
had we more teachers to depend upon, so I have not urged too 
many to come, for the reason that we could not do justice toa 
large number. Some of the men assist part of the time. Mr. 
Bond and Miss Manross have faithfully and gladly helped on the 
work.” It is with great satisfaction that we are able here to note 
the presence of Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Ostram in Kohala. Mr. 
Ostram was for years a missionary in Amoy, China, and hence 
has had abundant opportunity for becoming acquainted with the 
peculiarities of the Chinese people. His knowledge of the Amoy 
dialect will enable him rapidly to acquire a further knowledge of 
either the Cantonese or Hakka. So while we congratulate the 
Kohala Foreign Church upon their new pastor, we also rejoice 
that we are to have such sympathetic and earnest friends for the 
Chinese in the Kohala district in the persons of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ostram. 

A MISSIONARY TOUR ON KAUAI. 

Only few brief words can be here given in reference to a most 
interesting and, we trast, profitable tour of six weeks among the 
Chinese on Kauai, which Mrs. Damon and myself were privileged 
to take in March and April. It wasa trip full of interesting in- 
cidents, but my limits prevent me from going into detail. 
Our journeyings covered the districts extending from the 
beautiful valley of Hanalei at one extreme to the settlements of 
Kekaha and Waimea at the other. We were most cordially wel- 
comed by the Chinese at all points, who gathered in large num- 
bers at our meetings. These were held in churches, in plantation 
««quarters’’ or the houses of the rice-growers, in the prison, by the 
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wayside, out in the moonlight with the great dome of heaven for 
‘the cathedral arch, down by the sea-shore, or in the home of 
Christian friends, wherever we could get a hearing for our mes- 
sage. We were accompanied by the good old Chinese preacher, 
Mr. Tsang, who is stationed on this island. Our arrival in a new 
place would generally be denoted by large and brilliant placards 
in Chinese characters, bearing the words ‘‘Come to Jesus,’ and 
«Trust in Jesus Christ,’ with the time and place of meeting 
below. When we gathered in the evening, addresses would be 
made by us three, sometime a hymn or two woufd be sung. 
Tracts and books were distributed to all who desired to receive 
them. ‘The field is beset with difficulties; opium-smoking, 
gambling, secret societies and other inventions of the enemy, do 
not make the hearts of these men ready for the Gospel. Heathen- 
ism has a mighty hold upon them; but our duty was to preach 
the Gospel—and what a blessed Gospel it is, and what a privilege 
it is to preach it! There are but three or four Christian Chinese 
besides the preacher on the island—a feeble light, truly, amid so 
much heathen darkness. But we believe there are others who 
are thinking of higher and better things. We love to think of 
two young men who have written us since our return of their 
study of God’s Word; of an old man in one of the valleys who 
told us of his desire to follow Christ, and of others in whose heart 
we hope the light may yet dawn. We also enjoyed extremely 
going among the Japanese, of whom there are now several hun- 
dreds on Kauai. Most eagerly and gratefully did they receive 
the tracts we had for them in their own language. An interest- 
ing service was started for them in Japanese, the first Sunday 
after our arrival at Lihue, by Mr. Fukashima, the Japanese In- 
spector for the district. Most delightful memories have we 
brought back with us of the hospitable reception given us in 
many beautiful homes, where cordial Christian friends did all in 
their power for our comfort and happiness. May God reward 
them all a thousandfold! We shall not soon forget the good, 
faithful ponies which carried us hither and thither over the 
island, or their kind-hearted owner, Mr. Rice, who placed them 
at our disposal for the ‘¢sake of the cause.’? Rey. Dr. Smith 
most kindly superintends the work on this island, and shows him- 
self a wise and helpful friend to the Chinese. The names of those 
who have, during the year, contributed to the support of the 
Chinese preacher on this island are given below. Will all our 
Christian friends ask God for His blessing to rest upon the seed 
here ? 
THE MISSION ON MAUI AND IN HILO. 


During the past year the same Chinese preacher, Mr. Kong Sui 
Kee, has continued to labor among his countrymen on Maui as in 
the previous year. There are but very few Christians now on 
the island, and these are widely scattered. Of these about ten 
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attend the service at Paia, and there are an equal number, in- 
cluding women and children at Kula, a little settlement on the 
slopes of Haleakala. During the year one adult and two children 
have been baptized. The tendency of the Chinese to change 
from one place to another is one great hindrance to our work. 
The company of those who formerly met on the Sabbath at Paia 
is greatly changed and lessened. But we may hope that the seed 
here formerly sown is bearing fruit elsewhere. The preacher 
reports visiting among his countrymen at different points. Being 
a Hakka, he does not have that access to the Puntis, which he 
would have, were he one of the latter clan. Great good will un- 
doubtedly be done this summer by Rev. Mr. Lechler’s visit in the 
country districts, and we hope most earnestly that the Christians 
will be roused to new spiritual activity, and the labors of the 
preacher rendered more fruitful. The Makawao Foreign Church 
has been most generous in its donations to the work, and George 
Beckwith, Esq., and Rev. James Alexander have very kindly 
assisted in many ways. 

A full statement’ of the work in Hilo has failed to reach us in 
time to be incorporated in this Repoyt. We would say ,here, how- 
ever, that during the past year Mr. Chan Wen Pen has acted as 
Chinese preacher and missionary for this district. The number 
of Chinese Christians residing here has decreased very much, 
many having moved away to other parts of the islands. Last 
fall the preacher, in company with Mr. W.S. Terry, made an 
interesting evangelistic tour among the Chinese as far as Laupa- 
hoehoe, of which an account was published in the Friend at that 
time. During the recent absence of Dr. Wetmore in Micronesia, 
Rev. Mr. Oleson has kindly assisted in superintending the work. 
The Sabbath school for the Chinese in the foreign church has been 
continued, Mr. Fred. Lyman and others having had charge of 
the work as in other years. The Foreign Church and the children 
of the Sunday School have generously aided in paying the salary 
of the preacher and the rent of the Mission House. 


INTERESTING STATEMENT ABOUT THE CHINESE IN KONA AND: 
KAILUA. 


We copy the following interesting extracts from a letter dated 
May 14, 1886, recently received from Rev. J. D. Paris: ‘The 
bundle of tracts, etc., for Chinamen in Kona came duly to hand, 
for which please accept my thanks. The tracts have been given 
and sent to Chinamen in North and South.-Kona. In: the two 
districts, extending some sixty miles or more, there noust be 
scattered in little clusters here and there not far from one hundred 
Celestials. All, so far as I can learn, are industrious, and far 
more honest than other nationalities. When they live within 
reach of our native churches, many of. them are found in the 
house of God, and, so far as I have seen, they are always ready to 
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contribute for support of pastors, building houses of worship, the 
cause of missions, etc. ° 
«The little company at Kailua of whom I wrote some months 
ago, at their meeting last Sabbath, at the residence of the native 
pastor, old Kaonohimaka, voted to send $10 to the Hawaiian 
Board, and at the same time they send $52, all the money paid 
iu, to purchase in part materials for building a little house for the 
worship of Jehovah. They are very desirous to have a house of 
worship of their own, and promise to help pay for it. He (the 
preacher) says there are now three members of the church, but 
they are all more or less interested in the great salvation, and are 
coming into the Gospel net.”’ 
SOME OF OUR PRESENT NEEDS. 


In order that our friends may know something of the needs of 
the work, we would like to say here that although the Hawaiian 
Board has, to a certain extent, assumed the financial responsibility 
of this mission, there will have to be of necessity a hearty co- 
operation on the part of friends to enable the Board to carry this 
out. Our Chinese Christians are most of them from the poor 
and laborifg class. Weare trying to train them to liberal giving, 
and we hope not without success. Our church in Honolulu is an 
interesting example of what we hope may yet be accomplished 
elsewhere. In addition to its contributions for church expenses, 
generous donations have been made to the work in China. We 
ean scarcely hope that the heathen, who are immensely in the 
majority, will give largely for their own evangelization ; hence 
the necessity of appealing to our Christian public for assistance in 
carrying forward this very important branch of our work. The 
Government has kindly given a grant in aid to assist in carrying 
forward the English department of one of our day schools, and 
assisted in maintaining an evening school, which has been a real 
power among the Chinese for good. We hope still further help 
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may come to us from the same source for similar purposes. But. 


this is only one item in our list, and we hence make this appeal 
to all our friends. Any contributions, large or small, sent either 


to W. W. Hall, Esq., Treasurer of the Hawaiian Board, or to the . 


Superintendent, will be most gratefully received. In evangeliz- 
ing and educating the Chinese on these islands, we are engaged 
in home and foreign work. To our islands, their spiritual and 
moral elevation is of vital importance, and, at the same time, 
good seed sown here may yet bless thousands in China. We 
would say that, besides the amounts necessary for the support of 
preachers and teachers, money will be needed during the coming 
year for the purchase of religious books and tracts for distribution. 
A Chinese colporteur or preacher is greatly needed for the island 
of Oahu, in the country districts, but cannot now be supported for 
lack of funds. As our work in the day schools increases, we feel 
more than ever the need of good boarding-schools for the boys 
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and girls. Especially necessary is it that a beginning should soon 
be made in this direction for the girls. As has been most wisely 
said: «<The strategic point to be gained* in missions is the heart 
of woman.” Educate and Christianize the future wives and 
mothers of a people and you may hope to win the husbands and 
sons. From different points in the group come word to us of 
parents who would like to place their daughters with us if we had 
a school-home for them. There are those in Honolulu’ who would 
undoubtedly be only too glad to come under such influence. From 


~ Maui, a Chinese father writes that he could gather togethe: a‘school 


of fifteen children if we could send him a suitable teacher. Most 
probably many of them would be only too happy to come toa board- 
ing school in Honolulu. Will not friends whom God has blessed 
with this world’s goods help Mrs, Damon to carry out this earnest 
desire of her heart for the elevation of the Chinese and half- 
Chinese girls in this kingdom? Great results often flow from 
small beginnings. We know of one dear old lady who has told 
Mrs. Damon that she has already set aside a small amount as a 
<cnest-egg’’ for this object, and we have in mind a friend on 
Kauai who has given twenty-five sheep from his flock for such a 
school. May their fleeces prove golden! While we have the ear of 
our friends, we would like to say that a moderately-sized magic lan- 
tern which could be used both in Honolulu and in itinerating tours 
in the country, as an aid in our missionary work, would be a most 
welcome gift. Some of the missionaries in China have found this 
an excellent way of gaining the interest of the people. Illustra- 
tions from ‘“ Pilgrim’s Progress,” illuminated texts, scenes from 
the Old and New Testaments, etc., are all good ‘object teaching.” 
A small organ is now much needed for our girls’ school, and 
should any friend have colored plates to give or loan, illustrating 
Bible history and Scripture scenes, we could find daily use for 
them in our school work. 
HONORED GUESTS. 


Before this Report. appears in print we hope to have the great 
pleasure of welcoming to our islands Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Lechler, 
ef the Basel Mission in China. Noble, faithful, successful workers 
for the Chinese, they are now permitted to take a much needed 
rest from their arduous duties, On their way home to Switzerland 
they purpose making usa visit, and with eager anticipation are 
we awaiting their coming. Probably, ere this date have they left 
China, and may He who is ruler of wind and wave bring them in 
safety to us. Scores of their spiritual children are scattered over 
the group, and they are full of joy at the thought of seeing again 
their “teachers” in this far-off land. We confidently hope great 
things from the visit of these wise and experienced friends, and 
believe, with God’s blessing, that new stimulus will be given to 
the work by them, and wise suggestions and advice will be received 
for future use. Their visit will also probably be extended to 
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Hawaii and Maui, and we feel sure they will bring a blessing 
with them. A recent writer in the Chinese Recorder says of Mr. 
Lechler: ‘The forty yefrs of Mr. Lechler’s life (in China) have 
been full of changing vicissitudes, in perils oft and trials many, 
in labors abundant and hardships without number; but success 
has crowned every effort, so that, as a retrospective view is taken, 
we can well say that he has not labored in vain, and that he is 
most fitted and able, by his past experience and toil, to give an 
answer to those who speak of missionaries as one of the ‘twin 
evils of China.’” — 


A FEW WORDS IN CLOSING. 


Mrs. Damon’s work among the women has progressed in an in- 
teresting way. Her Sabbath Bible class and house-to-house visit- 
ing are constantly bringing her more and more in contact with 
those to whom she has opportunity of speaking of the divine love 
‘manifested in Jesus Christ. In all that has been written above 
about the different phases of the mission work, she has had a 
large and important share. Her knowledge of the language and 
experience in this line of work gives her especial facilities in 
influencing the men as well as the women. Our visits to the 
Hospital and Prison, we trust, have not been in vain. Here we 
know the Master precedes us. Some peculiarly interesting cases 
have come under our notice during the past year. Lately one of 
the men at the prison asked us, with tears in his eyes, to come 
back to see them. One man, now at the Hospital, we found some 
time since nigh to death in a dark and dreary room of one of the 
secret society houses, a pitiable sight. Since he has gone to 
the Hospital, he has improved in a remarkable manner, and may 
now recover. He fairly brims over with gratitude, and is, I trust, 
learning of Him who is the «Great Physician.” Another man, 
whom we had the privilege of visiting for months, died and was 
buried with heathen rites by his friends, but I would fain hope 
his oft-repeated prayer, “ Jesus help me,” was heard above. The 
men in the Hospital ward are now committing to memory verses 
from the third chapter of John, beginning with «¢God so loved the 
world,” ete. The distribution of tracts and books, and illustrated 
sheet-tracts has been most interesting work, and we trust not in 
vain, Karly in the year we received from China 4,000 copies of 
The Sabbath Calendar, with numerous illustrations and much 
valuable reading. A very large number of these has been 
already distributed. We are also finding of much use in our 
work The Iilustrated News and The Child’s Paper, published in 
Shanghai. For these we have secured already a number of sub- 
seribers. 

We ask the earnest prayers of all Christian people for God’s 
blessing upon the mission work among the Chinese. More and 
more are we coming to realize the impotency of our own efforts 
when unaided by the power of the Holy Spirit, and, on the other 
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hand, are strengthened and cheered by the thought of the glorious 
‘results which may flow from the humblest act, reinforced by this 
supreme aid. Weare aware that, in the present history of the world, 
the Chinaman is not a very much-loved or popular person. It is 
not our province to discuss him politically, or in any other relation 
than that of religious and educational work for his spiritual, moral 
and intellectual elevation. About the necessity, the wisdom, the 
imperative duty of this there can be no question. A glorious 
opportunity is now offered the Christian Church on the Hawaiian 
Islands to share with this spiritually needy race the great blessings 
which have here been so bountifully bestowed. Most gratefully 
would we acknowledge the aid and sympathy which has come to 
us from many different sources during the past year. Few mis- 
gionaries are so favored as we in having on the right and left 
those who are ready to speak words of encouragement and cheer. 
While we would have no department of home or foreign work 
neglected (all are important), we would ask earnestly for con- 
tinued help and support in carrying forward this daily widening 
and enlarging work. - 
‘Sound the trumpet ! wake God’s people ! 
‘Walks’ not Christ amid His flock ? 
Sits He not ‘against the Treasury m 
Shall He stand without and knock— 
Knock in vain, to come and feast us ? 
Open, open, heart and hands ! - 
And as surely His best blessings 
Shall o’erflow all hearts, all lands.”

STATEMENT OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 





As has been stated, two accounts of receipts and expenditures 
are here of necessity given—the first covering the last six months 
af 1885, the second the first six months of 1886. This is owing to 
the new arrangement of the Hawaiian Board with reference to 
Chinese mission work, which has already been explained. It has 
been our effort to present a list of receipts and expenses coinciding 
as nearly as possible with the regular quarters of the year. As there 
has been no settled plan in previous years of this nature, the 
beginning now made has Feen far from easy, especially as it has 
not been possible before the presentation of this Report to confer 
personally with some of those residing at a distance, who are 
assisting in carrying forward this mission work in their respective 
districts :

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REPORT OF VISIT TO THE MISSION OF THE 
MARSHALL AND CAROEINE ISLANDS, 


Ca ra EPTMORB Mb: 


Delegate of the Hawatian Board. 


LMOST a decade has passed since your Board has sent a special 
delegate to the Micronesian Islands, and this is the first time you 
have coimmissicned a physician to go on an errand of mercy, or as you 
have termed it, ‘‘a visit of friendly counsel, medical assistance and 
cheer,” to the band of missionaries located on these small islands. 

Thank you for your kind assurance that “there is no one who 
could more acceptably convey to them our earnest wish to do what we 
can for their comfort and help in their work, nor wko would more en- 
tirely command the full confidence of our Board on a visit of this kind 
than yourself.” I hope I have not in any way disappointed your expec- 
tations, or given you, the mission, or the American Board occasion to 
regret the choice you have made in this matter. I am also thankful to 
yourselves and to the Woman’s Board for approving the suggestion made, 
that my daughter Lucy accompany me, and represent them by her 
cheering presence among those with whom she had been in correspond- 
ence the last three or four years as Secretary for the Gleaners and others 
at Hilo. 

In the early part of the voyage while looking forward to the work 
before me, my thoughts very naturally reverted to the time when Breth- 
ren Paris and Andrews planned the Micronesian Mission during the 
middle year of the current century on their voyage homeward from the 
Hawaiian Islands, via Cape Horn. I need not say the God of Missions 
evidently guided their thoughts and helped them in their plans as they 
prayerfully decided that it was ‘necessary to have a foreign mission sent 
out from the Sandwich Islands, and in part be supported by the native 
churches in order to develop their Christian life.” ‘Though the results 
have not been as great as they, the American Board, or we ourselves 
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then hoped for, the effects have certainly been very salutary both at 
home and abroad. We cannot be thankful enough for the past, and we 
must not lose sight of it as we consider the present and strive to learn 
lessons for the future. 

You will remember that on Monday, the 30th of November 1885, 
at 4 o’clock Pp, M., a number of Christian friends gathered on board the 
Star at Honolulu to see us off, and to manifest and express their interest 
in the Star, in us and in the mission work in Micronesia. After Rev. 
Hiram Bingham had commended us all in fervent prayer to an Almighty 
God, and had asked that He would direct the winds and waves to pros- 
per us on our way, and that He would fit us for wnat might devolve upon 
us during our absence, and in due time safely return us to our precious 
homes and friends, and after hasty farewells had been spoken, directions 
were given to cast off and get under way; we were soon out upon 
the wide, wide ocean, proceeding directly on our more than 3,000 
mile voyage westward. Fifteen days of delightful sailing brought us to 
Jaluit, where we learned that the Germans had taken possession of the 
Marshall Islands. They had also fined the Ebon church five hundred 
dollars for breaking their treaty law with them of 1878, by interfering 
with traders in their sale of spirituous liquors to Germans. So, as might 
makes right, the natives paid half of the required sum, and became re- 
sponsible for the balance. While these things were pending, the Ebon 
chiefs passed certain laws relative to the sale or drinking of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, from which I quote as follows: 


I. It is unlawful for any chief or native on this island to be 
drunken, or to drink any kind of intoxicating liquor. 


A fine of trom $10 to $40'was to be imposed upon any who might 
break this law. 


IV. All foreigners who are living on this island of Ebon, all cap- 
tains with their ships’ crews calling here, are hereby notified, that if any 
foreigner residing here or any captain calling here from whatever coun- 
try, shall sell, or give, or cause to be sold, ur given, any kind of intoxi- 
cating liquor to any chief or natives here, he shall be held guilty, and 
shall pay a fine of forty dollars. In refusal of payment then their re- 
spective trading stations or vessels shali be under taboo law. 

The Germans acceded to it. The day spent here much relieved 
the monotony of our voyage. We anchored December 17th, the 16th 
day of our voyage, at the Morning Star Harbor at Kusaie, in close 
proximity to what remains of the old Morning Star, which was wrecked 
here two years ago, and from which I brought away a few trifling me- 
mentos. At the mission station, we found Mrs. Walkup just getting 
up from sickness, and Miss Cathcart in great need of a change of food 
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and climate and of medical attention beyond what could be rendered 
here. Four days were spent in preparing for our trip back to the Mar- 
shall Islands: While here I had the opportunity of witnessing some of 
the “Gilbert Island Training School” exercises, from which I received a 
favorable opinion of the work being accomplished among them. I trust 
many will be fitted to go back to their island homes and be helpful there 
in the work of the Lord. I saw little of the ‘Marshall Island ‘Training 
School” work, except as I saw it on board the Star; the pupils, twenty 
in all, seemed anxious to learn, and very readily participated in the daily 
religious services; many of them are professing Christians. 

Such training schools will continue to be regarded as experiments, 
especially so while they are conducted so far away from the island homes 
of the pupils, and while the work is there being carried on by natives 
themselves with only a brief annual supervision by those who have had 
much experience in caring for the churches. They will undoubtedly do 
much good where they are;—time will determine where are their best 
localities for usefulness and success. 

While at Kusaie, we visited Lela harbor, where the Strong’s Island 
mission was commenced in 1853. More than twenty-three years have 
they been without a foreign missionary except by temporary visits. We 
were delighted to learn that they resolutely observed the Sabbath, during 
the recent visit of a German man-of-war, which took possession of the 
island on chat day, which they (the Germans), would have had xo more 
sacred than any other day. Rev. Likiak Sa is probably doing as well as 
any Kusaian would do left to himself, In some things he needs out- 
ward as well as inward help, w#zch I trust he will have in the near future; 
his present wife is certainly far less helpful to him than his former one 
was in his ministerial work. 


We reached Ebon December 31st, just in season to attend their 


New Year’s Sabbath school celebration in the finest church edifice in 
the Marshall or Caroline Islands. Mr. A. J. Capelle, an old resident 
German trader, was marshal of the day, a post, which he filled most ad- 
mirably. Rev. Hiram had an important part to fulfill in the arrange- 
ments for a procession in his part of the field, which from some untoward 
circumstances, almost proved a failure. Mr. Capelle, though much dis- 
appointed, proved equal to the emergency, and brought the affair out in 


such a Way, that it really reflected much credit upon himself. Hiram and — 


the people and I looked upon it all as a grand success. There was 
great attention paid to dress by the people ; each class wore for the most 
part a like attire, and each teacher was decorated with an elegant sash ; 
the woman’s head “leis” were also very ornamental. You will not won- 
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der that all these things strongly reminded me of gala Hawaiian holi- 
days. ‘The book of Revelations, from which they had long recitations, 
seemed to have peculiar attraction to them; this appeared the more re- 
markable to us as our vessel bore to them the first copies of their New 
Testament, just printed and sent out by Dr. Pease, Principal of their 
Training School. I had the pleasure of addressing them, about six hun- 
dred in number, at the close of their exercises ; although they had been’ 
jong in their oriental posture, they listened attentively to what I said 
through an interpreter; soon afterwards they gathered around their 
sumptuous ‘festive boards,” there to pleasantly complete the commemo- 
ration of the day. Four hundred (nearly all living on this islet), gath- 
ered on the Sabbath and engaged in their usual services for the day with 
marked decorum. 

Leaving Ebon, January 4th, 1886, we next visited Namarik, where 
we spent but a few hours with kedge anchor on the fringing coral-reef. 
About 300 persons assembled for a short service, review exercises, &c.; 
they were apparently pleased to see foreign faces, and hear their words 
of exhortation and admonition. We left Nabue, a former teacher, with 
them ; he had just spent an extra year at the Training School; his ser- 
vices are greatly needed here, and we hope he will do well. 

We next proceeded northward to Ailinglab Lab, where we spent 
only one day ; although the station has but recently been occupied, the 
work has progressed very favorably. Rev. Andrew and Loninbunlik the 
teacher, are both active men and are exerting a good influence. The 
king, Kabua, lived near the mission premises; he was not at home. 
We afterwards met him at Jaluit; without an introduction we should not 
have thought of his holding such an office, as he and most officials in 
this region show little appearance of nobility, and certainly few, if 
any, of its “external emblems.” The king hopes that the station will 
be permanently occupied, perhaps from sinister motives. 

Two delightful days were spent at Mille, “the gem of the group.” 
We regretted Rev. Jeremiah’s absence. Thomas, the teacher, was at 
home, laboring efficiently in his department, and had for three months 
been doing the pastor’s work too, with the help of others, About 175 
were present at our week-day meeting. ‘They have the finest thatched 
meeting house I ever saw; the walls are finished with much taste; the 
braiding, or mat-like ornamental work of the siding, exhibited +a great 
variety of patterns, which ‘the women that were wise-hearted had 
wrought.” 

They have had the gospel sixteen years. A little more than three 
score years ago, the mutineers of the ‘“‘Globe” here met their cruel fate, 
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among whom was the young brother of our Hilo townsman, Capt. John‘ 
Worth ; he was a mere boy, reluctantly controlled, (as others were), by 
Comstock the leader, and then had to suffer the sad consequences.— 
“Behold how changed ! to see them as I saw them, clothed and in their 
right minds, singing their gospel hymns, reading and reciting passages of 
scripture and exerting themselves to improve their minds and hearts, 
was a wonderful sight, such as the angels must desire to look into.” 
Thence, January 13th, we sailed for Jaluit, touching first at the mis- 
sion station, where we anchored the next day. Over 200 were in at- 
tendance at the meetings. What we saw here convinced us that Rev. 
Lanien, their pastor, and Laijariko, their teacher, have not been idle in 
their work. ‘The people, I think, are highly favored in having such men 
to labor among them, and they appeared to appreciate their labors. Rev. 
Jeremiah of Mille was rendering aid in their work, while he was waiting 
for an opportunity to return to his pastoral charge ; he ought not often to 
make such trips away from his home field. .... The Marshall islanders 
are “‘bold navigators,” especially, when you consider that their large ca- 
noes, sometimes called ‘“proas,” are made by fastening the breadfruit 
boards together with cocoanut cords. It will be noticed from what I 
have said that four islets in this group have four pastors, and four others 
are destitute of them, though Hiram visits Namarik from time to time, 
doing what he can for them. Seven teachers are employed in the islets 
of four different lagoons ; three of whom have just entered upon their 
work, late pupils from the “ Marshall Island Training School.” There 
are twenty-three church buildings and nearly six hundred church mem- 
bers on these islands, many of them reflecting much credit upon the la- 
borers, who have spent so much time here, and none need ever regret 
the money expended in carrying on the work upon which the beloved 
Master has placed his seal. ‘wo hundred and twenty-seven have been 
received to church-membership during the interval between the last and 
the present visit ; only twenty-nine have been suspended, and seventeen 
deaths have occurred since December, 1883. Their benevolent contri- 
butions have amounted, even “in their poverty,” to $532.30, which 
has more than sustained the laborers employed, leaving American Board 
funds free for use elsewhere. ‘I'welve hundred Sabbath school scholars 
meet pretty regularly for instruction in their 23 schools, while about half 
that number of children attend the day school in their eight school-houses. 
During the period under review and previously there has been more or 
less fighting going on in the northern islands ; the Germans have made 
such doings “taboo” among them;‘if there is in future any fighting 
chief here they promise to take him far away from his home and country. 
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While there has been a marked retrograde movement reported as 
having taken place at Arno and Majuro, it is a matter worthy of note 
that Thomas from the former, and Lajariko from the latter island, have 


_ been converted and educated in the Mission Training School, and are 


now doing effective, commendable work in Mille and Jaluit. It should 
be our prayer that the more northern islands of both the Radick and 
Ralick chains of these island groups be re-opened to the blessed influ- 
ences of the gospel of feace, which alone can permanently quell the war 
spirit and bring true comfort and joy to their hearts. 


The heavy storm, which swept over the Hawaiian Islands last No- 
vember, and sent the Star back from Hawaii to Honolulu for repairs: 
reached these islands a little later, and greatly damaged the bread-fruit, 
banana and kalo crops, thus creating a not inconsiderable temporary 
famine among the people, accompanied in some places by epidemic dis- 
eases, which will for a time partially obstruct the good work. New 
crops will soon appear and put them again into their normal condition. 


Miss Cathcart evidently exerted herself to the utmost in attending 
to the work she was unaccustomed to in these islands, where, though 
there were no particular demonstrations, she was kindly received and 
much assisted in her efforts for their good; she, herself, will report what 
she has accomplished. 

After returning to Kusaie and finishing up our work there, we pro 
ceeded to Oua, Ponape, where we landed Sabbath afternoon, and had a 
very cordial reception from the Rands and lady teachers, which was a 
little later seconded by Mr. Doane on his return from one of his preach- 
ing excursions ; he lives a life of solitude, but seems very happy and use- 
ful in his work. On Tuesday following, January 26th, we started ‘for 
Pingelap, but late in the afternoon we ran upon asmall coral shoal in 
Ponape lagoon, where we remained upwards of forty hours, I need not 
say we heartly rejoiced when we were afloat again, damaged only by a 
small leakage. The Captain was aloft at the “look-out” at the time, 
and I was on the top of the pilot-house ; neither of ls saw the reef un- 
til just before the vessel struck ; had we gone only a few feet further to 
the leeward we would have shunned it and saved much anxiety and toil. 
— Psalm cxxviiri. 

Lack of steam power sent us this way instead of by a shorter, bet- 
ter route, which our Captain was anxious to take. 

On Monday following, February 1st, in company with brethren 
Doane and Rand, we landed at Pingelap, where a multitude of children 
met us at the beach singing their deautiful song, ending with Glory, 
Glory, Hallelujah. 
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We spent two days here watching the different phases of the work ; ' 


in all of which we were much interested. The change effected here in 
less than fourteen years, by Rev. Thomas, helped by Manassa and Tepit, 
in the earlier labors, after strenuous exertions had been put forth “to 
prevent the coming of the missionary God,” is perfectly marvellous. 
Their church is almost large enough’ to seat 1,000 people, the entire pop- 
ulation of the island ; its walls are built of coral-stone laid up with mor- 
ar ; the roof is thatched, and the floors are made of bread-fruit planks ; 
there was also a long flat pavement, about five feet wide; the materials 
for it were quarried from the coral reef; some of the stones were a 
fathom and a half long, three feet wide, and four or five inches thick ; 
this pavement was about an eighth of a mile long, extending almost the 
entire length of their village of huts and houses. All these things show 
both industry and interest in the church enterprise. 
Rey. E. T. Doane took great pleasure in exhibiting both here oe 
at Mogil a beautiful banner, sent to him from Oakland, California, by 
Rev. Dr. McLean’s Mission Sabbath School for use on such occasions. 


The morning after we took leave of Pingelap, we landed at Mogil, 
where a good work was begun in 1872. It was a gloomy sight to wit- 
ness half of the church members suspended ; seventeen of them ' pro- 
fessed penitence, and were restored to church fellowship ; the king of 
the island, who was the eighteenth, failed to give satisfactory evidence 
of sorrow for the past and was put upon a longer probation. Boaz, the 
“deacon of the church, though blind is a valuable man among the one 
hundred and fifty inhabitants of the island. 

Rey. F. E. Rand had the pleasure of bringing back with him six 
couples and four boys from the two islands, who are to enter as new pu- 
pils in his Training School at Oua, Ponape. The buildings of this insti- 
tution are too contracted for carrying on successfully the work in con- 
templation. 

Five new girls came arith us to become members of the ‘“ Girl’s 
Home,” taught by Miss J. E. Fletcher and Miss A. A. Palmer. We had 
several opportunities of attending the evening exercises of the school, 
where Mr. Rand’s scholars were also assembled, and we bear testimony 
to the wholesome influences exerted upon them in these and various 
other ways. Henry and his wife are useful helpers in both schools, It 
‘was vacation while we were there, but the schools were not disbanded. 

The Girls’ school-house zeeds an addition to it. 

I deeply regretted that in my office as physician, I felt obliged, after 
much deliberation, to advise and urge Miss Palmer’s return with us to 
the islands on account of her general nervous condition, which seemed 
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to call loudly for a temporary change; she has improved much on the 
voyage, and will, I doubt not, be able to return quite invigorated and 
much better fitted for the arduous duties which always devolve upon 
persons who conduct a boarding school. This being a short voyage 
was one great reason why it was considered better for her to go now, 
rather than at a later period, especially as there was a prospect of her 
having medical attention both in coming and returning. 

Statistics show that in these ‘“‘ Eastern Caroline Islands,” there are 
723 church members and 15 church-buildings ; 5 persons have been re- 
ceived into the church by baptism, and 24 restored from among those 
who had been suspended ; 12 deaths were reported at Mogil. There 
are 475 pupils in 11 Sabbath schools; in 6 day schools there are 325 day- 

_ scholars. 

During the period of one entire generation the mission work has 
been in operation on the island of Ponape. Adverse influences still ex- 
ist here, hindering the good work, as they did at the Hawaiian Islands 
years ago. With five tribes and as many kings for 3,000 people there 
would naturally arise from such sources many antagonistic elements to 
be contended with disheartening to the laborers. Mr. Doane labors as- 
siduously for the small churches now under his supervision, helped in 
many ways by Mr. Rand. The church meetings and Sabbath schools» 
which I attended were both orderly and attentive. Brother Sturges’ 
though laid aside from his labors of thirty-three years in this field, must, 
on the whole, review it in his California home with comfort and delight, 
even though the piety just now (as I judge), is at rather a low ebb, ex- 
cept in a few localities, and even in them a fresh out-pouring of the 
Spirit is greetly needed. 

On our sixth day out from Kusaie, December 28th, bound for the 
Marshall Islands, the rotten ¢restle-trvee of our foremast gave way when 
under sail with an ordinary breeze ; our vessel was much disabled by the 
loss of the “‘top-gallant sail and royal.” This could net be remedied 
short of forty eight days from lack of suitable material for replacing it. 
Here at Ponape, ten days were required to put us in trim for our on- 
ward voyage. During this detention we had the pleasure of visiting the 
wonderful Ponape-ruins, covering several acres. Descriptions of 
them may be found in the /7zend of December, 1862, by Rev. E. W. 
Clark, and in the August number, 1857, by Rev. Dr. L. H. Gulick. They 
are well worth visiting, The steam-launch presented to the Star by HiS 
Majesty, King Kalakaua, and re-fitted by our engineers, was of much 
service to us on several pleasure excursions ; it was also very helpful in 
towing large boats loaded with wood and water, and in taking merchan- 
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dise to and from the mission stations. The natives were amazed at see- 
ing so smail a craft propelled by steam-power ; its attractions were not 
eclipsed by the larger vessel. 

We were obliged to leave for Ruk on the seventy-sixth, instead of 
the sixty-eighth day of our voyage, mentioned in your instructions and 
expectations respecting our movements in this region. At Ruk we had 
a warm welcome from the Logans. After a day’s rest we took in Revs. 
R. W. Logan, Solomon and Moses, and a little later two teachers, Ma- 
nassa and Joram, on our way to the Mortlocks ; we reached our anchor- 
age at Oniop on Sunday, February 21st, where Mr. Logan had formerly 
labored and finished translating the New Testament into the Mortlock 
language. Caleb, a teacher at Etal, does some of the work of a pastor 
here, aided by Samuel in many things. The next day we crossed this 
Lukanor lagoon and spent twenty-four hours at Lukanor station, where . 
Caleb joined us; it will require time for this church to return to its 
wonted traces, the people having largely forsaken their first love. Much 
good instruction was imparted to them ; we hope the seed sown will be 
fruitful and thus do them much good. We next sailed over to Ta in 
the Satoan lagoon. Rev. Opetaia came on board before we anchored. 
In a short time Mr. Logan called the brethren together in our cabin, and 
there inaugurated am association for the purpose of carrying on more 
effectually, successfully, and satisfactorily the great and good work at the 
Ruk lagoon, and the Mortlock and adjoining islands. Capt. Bray and 
I were invited to sit with them as corresponding members. This meet- 
ing I look upon as the crowning event of our voyage. The course pur- 
sued by one of the ministers required investigation and amendment if 
possible. Influences from outside sources had been at work, rendering 
.the party less inclined to heed advice or profit by it. Prayer had been 
daily offered for “the wisdom that is from above” to guide in all that 
was said or done. It proved a melting season, and the penitent brother 
resolved to continue his work without further complications in the trad- 
ing business. A heavy load was lifted from every heart, and all went 
forward with new hope and vigor to finish the contemplated work before 
us. We visited Ta, Satoan, Kutu and Mor in the Satoan lagoon. Ope- 
taia and Opetinia, his wife, went with us to all these stations and on to 
Etal. They have much influence at each of these islets, and we hope 
they will ever make that influence tell upon the spiritual good of those 
churches and congregations. Of these places Satoan was the one where 
the mission work seemed the least hopeful, and where there was much 
apparent lack of interest in the religious exercises, conducted while we 
were with them. At Etal we were greatly interested in the day-school 
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examination, where seven good sized maps were used ; the exercises 
showed that the pupils had been well instructed. The people have not 
out-lived the good results of Rev. Moses’ work here in past years. At 
each islet we found classes, who read well in théir Testaments and Bi- 
ble-story books, in all of which much interest was manifested. - 

Leaving the Mortlock Islands we passed on to Namaluk, where 
Joram from Pingelap is stationed as teacher ; his school was in a flour- 
ishing condition, and the churcn was doing as well as could be expected 
without a pastor. 

The following day, March 3rd, at Losap, Rey. Solomon’s home, we 
found everything just as we expected to, after having been with him 
twelve days at sea, and after having seen his helpful work among the 
Mortlock churches. A large group of chjldren at the beach, singing 
their “Morning Star Hymn” and beating time with their little fancy 
carved paddles. Everything was ‘‘as neat as a pin” at his house, in the 
church and all about it ; the flat white sand-yard in front of the church 
was the handsomest one I ever saw. His people showed that they’ had 
been both fed and edified ; all that needed to be done among them was 
simply to supplement and confirm the labors of the past and the present. 


Another day brought us to Nama, an out-station which Solomon 
visits as often as circumstances will permit. Rey. Moses lived and la- 
bored among them one year, when the “ Macedonian cry” came for him 
to take up his residence at Ruk, and there enter upon the pioneer work 
of preaching “ Christ and him crucified,” where he has at times hazarded 
his life for Jesus.” The labors of both Moses and Solomon at Nama 
are evidently redounding not a little to the glory of God in the salvation 
of men, and in the permanent establishment of Christian ordinances 
among them. It is to be regretted that the sickness of Solomon’s ex- 
cetlent wife, Susan, is keeping him away from his work for the present: 

The following Sabbath, March 7th, we spent at Ruk with Mr. and 
Mrs. Logan at their station, which they very aptly named ‘* Anapauo,” 
from a Greek word meaning a resting place—such we found it to be in 
reality to us, who had been longat sea. ‘lhe sweet milk, cream and fresh 
butter, which we partook of there, were pleasant reminders of Judge 
McCully’s valuable present of a fine cow to the Logans as they were re- 
turning from their late visit to the United States. The people gathered 
as usual in the church both in the morning and afternoon and paid very 
good attention to what was said to them, all the more to be wondered at 
when we remember that this field has only been occupied a year and a 
half. ‘The change effected in the surroundings, in the way of clearing, 
planting and building were surprising to us. Arthur Logan is a promis- 
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ing young man; he helps his parents much in various ways, while he is 
at the same time prosecuting his studies. The assistance Mr. Worth, a 
converted seaman, is rendering here is well worthy of mention; let us 
hope and pray that the grace of God may help him to hold out to the 
end in the good work in which he is engaged, and that more seamen 
may take a like stand, striving to undo the bad work of the past. 

Monday and Tuesday, the 8th and oth of March, were spent at 
Fefan and Uman.. I did not fully appreciate Manassa until I saw him 
at his home, engaged in his special work. If he has not much ability in 
speaking, he certainly has in working: He has evidently showed the 
people by his life what it is to be a Christian, and his instructions have 
not been in vain. At Uman we made a brief visit, accompanied at both 
places by Mrs. Logan and Rev. Moses. Uman was the first station in 
Ruk lagoon occupied by a missionary. Moses has done a good work | 
here, and I hope and trust he will be spared many years to continue in it. 

The 10,000 inhabitants in this large Ruk lagoon are in perishing 
need of the gospel ; new places are opening up among them for new la- 
borers. ‘Titus and David are going forth to sow the seed; others must, 
be raised up and sent forth to engage in similar self-denials and toils. 
More workmen from the United States, men of piety, energy and devo- 
tion, ought immediately to receive appointment to this needy field, —un- 
less the tidings, which ‘came to our ears at Ponape (that the Spanish 
have taken possession of these and other Caroline Islands), shall put a 
stop to Protestant labors here, or prove a hindrance to the evangelizing 
work. 

By referring to statistics it will be seen that at the “Central Caro- 
line Islands” viz.: the Ruk, the Mortlock and neighboring islands, 
there are 15 church buildings with a membership of 1,036; of whom 60 
have been added to the number the past year; in 13 Sunday schools, 
there are 1,120 scholars, and in the same number of day-schools there are 
979 pupils. I had the opportunity of seeing 176 children brought for- 
ward by their parents, and by baptism consecrated to the Lord; 110 of 
them at these islands, the others at Pingelap and Mogil. 

There are two Training Schools for the Caroline Islands, one at Po- 
nape, the other at Ruk, in which about 50 are being educated with refer- 
ence to the future needs for the spread of the gospel in this island 
world. In my opinion there should be but one Training School, in- 
stead of two, unless larger appropriations can be made in the future for 
their sustenance than has been in the past. While passing through the 
Mortlock and neighboring islands, I noticed that it was difficult to get 
pupils for the Training department to go as far away from home as Ruk

for this object. Mr. Logan brought seven couples with him from the 
Mortlock region, who wished to enter his school.

In considering the work accomplished, and being accomplished 
westward as well as eastward, it must be remembered that those, who 
bore the heat and burden of the earlier days, did much by way of prep-- 
aration for later work; if need be, they must be willing to decrease, 
while younger men increase, knowing that it is all for the glory of God. 

It was very noticeable that the people at the Mortlock Islands, and 
others in that vicinity, wear less clothing than people in the other groups, *. 
which we visited; from what I could learn there is a gradual improve-" 
ment in this line. No more nude babies are to be accepted at the bap- 
tismal font. The Mortlock-Islanders have bright eyes, and many of them 
intelligent, and interesting faces, when not besmeared with paint. The 
Ruk people have a wilder, fiercer look, and hence more difficult to be 
influenced for good. Both fields have many attractions for missionary 
laborers, 

“The azolls and lagoons of all the low coral islands early attracted 
and engrossed my attention as they do that of every visitor from abroad. 
A belt of cocoanut trees, about too feet wide, covers the outer border 
of each islet. In the center there are huge bread-fruit, and in some 
places, jack-fruit trees, showing their top-most branches above the sur- 
rounding lofty palms; the svots of the former are of peculiar growth; I 
measured one of them, which jutted out from the trunk of the tree 
seven feet above the ground, and extended out as many feet more be- 
fore it wholly disappeared in the earth beneath ; lt was about four in- 
ches thick. At Kutu I observed a mere roof-like thatched house six 
feet high, whose gable-end was closed with a single slab made from such 
a root-projection ; its breadth at base was ten feet and the width five 
feet from point downwards ; the entrance was at the other end a mere 
hole about a foot and a half wide, and two feet high. This is a charac- 
teristic house of the Mortlock Islands. 

These coral islands having an average elevation of but five feet 
above ordinary high-water mark, wonderfully sustain not only a dense 
vegetable growth, but minister to the livilihood of an abundant popula- 
tion. Cocoanut trees are a veritable “God-send ” to sucha people ; on 
many of these islands the cocoa-nut water is all that they have to drink, 
save what is distilled to them from the clouds, and it is all that they 
want. They live on bread-fruit, jack-fruit, the meat of the cocoanut, 
kalo, pandanus fruit, and in some places, bananas, arrow-root and pine- 
apples. Fish also are abundant. 
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Living largely upon a fish diet often aggravates cutaneous diseases. 
I noticed numbers of such maladies wherever I went. Added to these 
I was often called upon to prescribe for other diseases, which other na- 
tionalities had scattered among them and which are doing a sad work, 
for all of which there will be a reckoning, sadder still at the tribunal 
above. Another distressing sight was that of seeing persons traveling 
about with Elephantiasis’ Arabica (elephant-legs),—not as yet amenable 
to the healing art; a few of them, it is said, have been benefitted by 
living for a time in a cold climate. Annual epidemics of influenza visit 

_ the islands ; one of which made its appearance while I was there. Dys- 
~ ,entery and diarrhea prevailed at Kusaie, and some other places; the 
 sequela’of the hurricane, before alluded to, which swept over these isl- 
ands last November. A few cases of bilious remittent fever also re- 
ceived attention. It is not much to be wondered at that malaria should 
be developed in the vicinity of mangrove forests, growing in mud and 
water upon the fringing coral-reefs, which skirt the margin of the shores 
in so many places at the high volcanic islands; the disease, however 
yields readily to early heroic treatment. Only one case of Chinese lep- 
rosy was brought to my notice, though I heard that there was one death 
from the disease, a short time before our arrival. I judge that cases of it 
are rare in this portion of Micronesia. The volcanic islands alluded to 
are Kusaie, Ponape and Ruk; of the former two, some call one and 
some the other “ The gem of the Pacific ;” they almost alike deserve ~ 
the name. One never tires of locking at their lofty mountain-peaks, 
from 2,000 to 3,000 feet high, indented by deep ravines, and clad from 
base to tip with dense green foliage with here and there living springs 
of water. 

It has occurred to me that a young Christian physician and sur- 
geon, who has a heart for missionary work, might be profitably employed 
in going back and forth on the Morning Star. His first duty would of 
course be to attend to any persons who might need his services on the 
vessel, and to those on shore, who are in the employment of the mis- 
sions and for this receive his passage, board and washing. Money, 
which he would obtain for helpful work outside of this, and from the 
sale of medicine to traders and others, would more than clothe him and 
supply any extra wants. It would also lessen the necessity of frequent 
home returns for rest and recruiting, and at the same time quiet many 
an aching heart longing for medical attention. Z/ possible place no bar- 
rier-reef to this project. 

I am not forgetful of the new steam advantages, which have fallen 
to my lot on this voyage, which are the results of so many heart offerings 
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for her construction and running expenses by a multitude of Gleaners, 
Sabbath school children and others in America, and various parts of the 
world. ‘To them all many thanks are due for their self-denying contri- 
butions for this sacred object ; it was quite an incentive to my coming 
on this voyage, which otherwise might have proved, very tedious. 

To use a homely expression, or proverb, it would be ‘ penny-wise 
and pound-foolish” to send the vessel forth again without so modifying. 
her machinery that the anchor could be raised in a few short moments 
by steam-power, instead of leaving it, as it now is, to be lifted by the 
muscular labor of all ‘before the mast,” who are few in number; thus 
property which is too valuable and too needful to be so exposed, is 
sometimes in this way greatly jeopardized. If early lost where are the 
children, who would have the heart to build another steam-vessel for the 
mission work in the North Pacific? A word ¢o the wise ts sufficient. 

During the voyage we have anchored 31 times. We visited 25 
different mission stations, if I may reckon in the number Lela harbor 
and the Kapali station at Jaluit, which have been occupied by the 
American Board in past years. In doing this steam has been used very 
sparingly and economically. At 23 of the places enumerated I spoke 
publicly sometimes more than once, through interpreters, to congrega- 
tions numbering in all from 4,000 to 6,000, who were gathered for review 
and instruction. I endeavored chiefly to point them to “ Christ and 
him crucified,” to give them in a simple earnest way, the old, old story. 
—to urge upon them the importance of supplying themselves at once 
with the New Testament, recently printed in their language,—to learn 
and -obey bible precepts, to “put on the whole armor of God,” to 
carefully see to it that o/d things pass away and all things become new, 
and in short, that we all be daily and constantly preparing for the “ mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb,” that we, having been cleansed in the blood- 
fountain, may be gathered at last ‘‘at the King’s right hand,” and there 
hear him say to us, and the whole “Israel of God,” ‘‘Come ye blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation 
of the world.”

EXTRACT OF LETTERS RECEIVED FROM 
MICRONESIA. 


from Rev. E. T. Doane—FPonape. 


Number of churches on Ponape as now organized, 13; native 
teachers, 12; Sunday schools, 9; total number of pupils, 300; church 
members now in regular standing, 451; no new members admitted to’ 
the churches the past year; members restored to church fellowship the 
past year, 10; children baptized, 6; native day-schools, 4; number of 
pupils in same, 225. 

Schools have in places been kept up; the monthly contributions 
fairly done ; Sabbath congregations large : the Christians have grown in 
grace, becoming clearer minded as to Christian duties, stronger in pur- 
pose to live for Christ, resisting outside temptations more strongly. 

With the aid of a native boy from the Mortlocks, we have printed 
not a little: questions and portions of the Bible hymns, and we have. 
begun the printing of tracts in leaflet form to be distributed without | 
money and without price. There is here an inviting field of labor. I 
believe the Master is calling to it. 

On January 22nd, I think it was, the Star got under way from the 
Oua station, sailed down within the reef of Ponape, ran aground on a 
small flat just near the mouth of the harbor. She hung here two days, 
then with a pretty bad leak, she started fer Pinalap and Mokil. Reach- 
ing the first island, we found some things to pain us, but there was so 
much to delight, we soon lost sight of oursorrow. The teacher, Thomas, 
is a noble :nan and doing a good work. He is well spoken of. 

A heavy cyclone struck the island early in the fall, sending inland a 
heavy sea that swept off some dwellings, destroying a large amount of 
taro, the main stay of the people for food. Acres of this precious arti- 
cle were entirely ruined. It will we fear, be a famine for the people, or 
near that, the coming year. ; 

This people do well in contributions monthly, They have but little 
to give from, but they give freely. It was pleasant to see how well in 
clothing they keep themselves ; to see, too, their long stone slab coral- 
stone walk between rows of dwellings. The church is large and cool. 
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The cyclone mentioned above came near destroying it. A large school 
house separate from the church, is kept in good order. As a summary 
of the work we may say: the number of church members is 236; day 
school pupils, 75 to 100; baptized this year 5 ; restored to church fel- 
lowship 7 ; babes baptised, 56; population of the whole island, 800 to 
1,000. 

Passing westerly from this island, we reach Mokil, a gem of a coral 
island. The island is small but well provided with food. The popula- 
tion is small, not more than seventy-five or a hundred souls. We may 
say the day school is at zero, but we landed a teacher who, we trust, will 
revive it. A good man, a deacon but blind, leads the devotions of the 
people Some have wandered the past year or two, but they came back 
this year, penitently I trust. Number of church members, 36 ; restored 
this year 17 ; day school averaging 25 pupils. 


from Rev. Rk. W. Logan—Ruk. 


The Morning Star reached us February 18th, and the next day we 
sailed for Mortlock. We took along Moses, Solomon and Manassa, and 
calling at Namaluk, we took on board Joram. At Mortlock we organ- 
ized the teachers into an association or general meeting for the discus- 
sion of questions pertaining to our work. Capt. Bray and. Dr. Wet- 
more sat with us. On the whole, matters at Mortlock are more fayora- 
ble than we had expected. One great obstacle to progress at Mortlock 
is the tenacity with which the people cling to their old customs ; the red 
paint, which is an unmitigated curse, the long hair, the filthy clothing 
. and the nakedness, the kennel houses, &c. I hope by working steadily 
and patiently by means of letters to teachers, schools and churches, 
visits, &c., to secure some progress in these directions. 


Schools are in an unsatisfactory state. In some the pupils had been 
allowed to use tobacco, in others not. In many, gymnastic exercises— 
three fourths heathen dance—have taken up more time and thought than 
real study. These were the things to be exhibited when the Morning 
Star came, and were enjoyed by the spectators, but I am convinced that 
the influence on the schools is almost wholly bad. The old heathen 
dances have a very strong hold on the affections of the people, and they 
are not infrequently indulged in, sometimes with the tacit approval of 
the teacher, at other times against his protest. We hope by our gen- 


eral meeting to secure unity of action and of teaching on all these 
points,

pen, and is an important point. David and Sara, who came just now, — 
are net yet located, as it is hard to choose between the several points — 
desirous of having him. Solomon will stay with us for the present. Dr..5s 
Wetmore sees some hope that his wife may get better. Joram at Nama- 
luk is inefficient. It may be better to let him go home another year 
and drop out of the work ; or he may improve. Kelep and Julia are 
both far from strong. They will spend considerable time at Lukunor % 
the year to come. He is to have charge of Lukunor, Oniop and Etal, 
while Obediah will have charge of Ta, Satoan, Kutu and Mor, all on — 
the same lagoon. At Oniop, Mor, Losap and Nama, we appdinted 
school teachers, and I hope soon to be able to have a school teacher at Me 
each place Where they have no preacher. 5! bi ; 
We much need lumber for flooring houses for our scholars. Ten 
dollars will fit up a cottage which will do very well for two families. Weg 
cam only get floors here by htwing out of bread-fruit trees, and wthese Gs. 
are too precious to be sacrificed. “SA

The Association convened at Kaumakapili Church for its An- 
nuai Meeting on Tuesday, June 5th, at 10 a. M. Rev. J. B. 
Hanaike was chosen Moderator by regular ballot, and Rev. 8S. L. 
Desha, Scribe.

Tuesday and Wednesday were occupied in the reading of Sta- 
tistical and Island Association Reports. 

On Overture No. 8, it was voted to approve the plan of divid- 
ing the Church Deacons into three classes, one to be chosen an- 
nually. after the first election. A new section embodying this 
rule was added to Chapter X. of the Church Manual. 

A part of Thursday forenoon was given to Christian courtesies 
between the Association and Delegates from the Central Union 
and Chinese Churches. The remainder of the session was de- 
voted to the Annual Reports of the Treasurer and Secretary, 
whica were cordially approved in accordance with the recommen- 
dations of the Cominittee 

Mr. W. W. Hall was re-elected Treasurer, and Rev. A. O. 
Forbes, Corresponding Seeretary of the Hawaiian Board. 

The retiring first class of the Hawaiian Board were elected 
third class; Rev. E. G. Beckwith, D. D., and G. Beckwith filling 
the vacancies caused by the resignations of Rev. J. A. Cruzau 
and J. M. Alexander. 

In the present first class, Rev. J. Bicknell was chosen to fill the 
place of Rev. J. W. Smith, deceased. 

in the second class, J. K. Smith, M. D., was chosen to fill the 
place of Rev. E. C. Oggel, resigned. 

Revs. J. Waiamau, J. Kauhane and 8. C. Luhiau were ap- 
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pointed to drafta petition in favor of prohibition of the#li tor : 
traffic. This petition was signed by the members of the Assoeia- /) 
tion and sent to the Legislature. “\ 2 

There was a protracted and earnest discussion of Overture No. 
15, and it was / reper 

esolved, That the members of this Association pledge them- 
selves to aid the Government to the best of their ability in the en- 
deavor to stamp out leprosy. 

It was voted to observe the last Thursday of each month as a 
_ Season of humiliation and prayer on account of the dread disease. 

Voted. —That the appointment of Evangelists for evangelistic 
work be left to the Island associations. 

Revs. J. Bicknell, J. Waiamau and 8. Waiwaiole were ap- 
pointed a committee to prepare a manual of rules for family 
guidance. 

Thursday afternoon, the members of the Association, as also 
those of the 8. S, Association, the Young People’s Association, 
and the delegates from the various Blue Ribbon Temperance 
Leagues, were entertained by the W. B. M. P. L, at the Annual 
Tea Party in the parlors of the Central Union Church. 

On Friday morning, the students of the N. P. M. Institute 
Were examined in various studies pursued through the current 
year. The Rhetorical Exercises in Kawaiahao Church on Sunday 
evening, June 10th, called out an audience which nore than filled 
- the Church. 

Saturday was given to the S. 8. Exhibition in Kaumakapili 
Church, and the lawn party and procession of the Blue Ribbon 
League at Queen Emma Hail. 

The Annual Sermons in Hawaiian were preached on Sunday, 
June 3d: Rev. E. S. Timoteo preaching on Foreign Missions in 
Kawaiahao Church in the morning; and in the evening, Rev. S, 
L. Desha preaching in Kaumakapili Church on Home Missions. 

The Annual Sermons in English were preached in the Central 
Union Church, by Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., on Foreign Missions, 
on Sunday evening, June 8d; and Rey. T. L, Gulick, on Home 
Missions, on Sunday evening, June 10th. 

The Association observed the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
in Kawaiahao Church, Sunday afternoon, June 10th, Revs. J. B. 
Hanaike, 8. L. Desha, S. W. Kekuewa, and J. Kauhane, officiat- 
ing. 

‘The Association adjourned on Monday afternoon, to meet on 
the first Tuesday in June, 1889, at 10 a. M., at Kaumakapili 
Church. . 





TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
BOARD OF THE HAWAIIN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 


Presented at the Annual Meeting, June 1888. 


During the past year, one member of this Board has been 
called to his heavenly reward, viz: Rev. James W. Smith, of 
Koloa, Kauai. For forty-five years he had labered faithfully for 
the good of the Hawaiian people as a missionary of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, and he entered 
upon the eternal rest on the 380th of November, 1887, aged 77 
years, leaving to his family and to the nation the rich legacy of a 
life of single-hearted devotedness to his work and of quiet but 
earnest consecration. , 

We have also to record the death of Mrs. 8. P. Kaapu, wife of 
Rev. J. W. Kaapu, at Hanalei, Kauai, August 31, 1887, after 
more than two years of ill health; and of Mrs. Hanaloa, wife of 
Rev. J. Hanaloa, at Kalawao, Molokai, on the 4th of September, 
1887. 

It is fitting that we should also here record the death of Mrs. 
Lydia V. Snow, widow of the veteran missionary to Micronesia, 
which took place at Auburndale, Massachusetts, May 18, 1887, 
the news reaching us too late for insertion in last year’s Annual 
“Report. 

And on the 4th of September, 1887, another veteran mission- 
ary to Micronesia, Rev. A. A. Sturgis, finished his course at Oak- 
land, California, where he had been residing in feeble health for 
several years. 

We have also to record the death of the lamented Rev. R. W. 
Logan, at Ruk, in the Central Caroline Islands, on the 27th of 
December, 1887, at the age of 44 years, after a devoted and most 
successful missionary life of thirteen years. 

Finally, the record closes with the death of Rev. S. U. Kapahi, 
at Koloa, Kauai, on the 13th of May, after a long and painful 
illness, 


A QUARTER-CENTURY COMPLETED. 


It is fitting to recognize with devout thankfulness the comple- 
tion of twenty-five years of work and progress, though the illness 
and absence of the Corresponding Secretary preclude any detailed 
summary of this period of the Board’s history. Weare glad that 
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' this Board has been able to accomplish what it has achieved. We 
regret that failure and disappointment should mar to such an ex- 
tent the record of these twenty-five years, in which the grace of 
God has been so exceedingly abundant through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 


* CHURCH BUILDINGS. 


At Keauhou, in the district of North Kona, Hawaii, a small 
district chapel has been built and dedicated. 

_ The Kaumakapili Church, in Honolulu, has received a large 
and well constructed organ, which has been placed in the main 
audience room, and is worked by water power. The seating of 
the audience room has lately been completed, and it is expected 
that the new church wil] be dedicated at the Annual Meeting of 
the Hawaiian Evangelical Assuciation now in session. 


THE HAWAIIAN PASTORATE. 


One Hawaijan pastor, Rev. J. B. Hanaike, of the Lihue Church, 
Kauai, resigned his charge. He, however, has yielded to the 
urgent wish of his church that he should resume his labors with 
them for the present. Rev. S. L. Deszha, also offered his resigna- 
tion to his church at Kona Waena and Kealakekua, but his people 
have earnestly protested against it, and urged him to reconsider 

his resignation and remain with them. 

One pastor has been installed, Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa, over the 
united Churches of Kailua and Helani, on the 22d of April, 1888, 

One new pastor has been ordained, Rev. W. Kamau, called to 
the united churches of Kalapana and Opihikao, Puna, Hawaii. 

~ He was ordained at the meeting of the Association of Hawaii at - 
Kohala, March 11, 1888. 

Rev. J. Mahoe has accepted a call to take charge of the chureh 

at Koloa, Kauai, and has removed thither from Kilauea, Kauai. 


PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


On the Island of Hawaii, nineteen churches report an aggre- 
gate of $2,681.55 for pastoral support. 

Oa Maui and Molokai, sixteen churches report an aggregate of 
$2,327 90. 

On Oahu, eight churches report an aggregate of $1,766.98. 

On Kauai, six churches report an aggregate of $1,093.90. 

There are 32 pastors and stated supplies in active service. The 
average, then, received by each is $245.94, being $11.21 less than 
that of last year. 

There are four Evangelical Churches for the English speaking 
population of the Islands, and two Chinese. The number of Ha- 
waiian Churches is one less than reported last year. The Kahuku 
Church on Oahu having been united with the Hauula Church. 

The causes which in the past have operated to the decline of 
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the native churches, are still existing. It is hoped, however, that 
the limit of the retrograde movement has been reached. The 
general proneness to lean upon the arm of flesh is the bane of 
Hawaiian Christians, 

The Mormons have been unusually active during the past year 
in making proselytes. These emissaries of evik use the Hawaiian 
Bible, and adopt their teachings to it so far as it suits their pur- 
pose. It is not sufficiently known what inroads upon the mem- 
bership of the Protestant native churches are made by the Papists 
and Mormons, with whose methods of proselyting we would not 
compete, if we could. 

Amid the seeming deadness which prevails in the churches, a 
few still remain faithful to their Lord. 


PARSON AGES. 


The united churches of Kailua and Helani, on Hawaii, have 
secured a site for a new parsonage near the church at Kahalag, 
and are now engaged in erecting the house. The Koloa Church, 
Kauai, also contemplates erecting a new parsonage. 


GIFTS AND BEQUESTS.’ 


Rev. E. Bond, of Kohala, has deeded to the Hawaiian Board 
in trust, the sites of the church, school and parsonage in North 
Kohala. Mrs. C. A. Brown has given to this Board the site of 
the chapel at Maemae, Honolulu. The late N. F. Sayre, of Maka- 
wao, left his estate by will to this Board, in all, cash $6,438.86, 
and 117 acres of pasture land, leased now at annual rental of 
$300. -By vote of the Board the Treasurer has invested the 
money received from the Probate Court, aud will render hereafter 
a separate annual account of the Sayre Fund. 

While not connected in any way with this Board, the epening 
of the Kamehameha Industrial School for Boys, in accordance 
with the provisions of the will of the late Hon. Mrs. Pauahi 
Bishop, is too hopeful and praiseworty an event in the progress 
of Christian education to be passed over without a word of ap- 
proyval or rejoicing from the constituency of this Board. The 
recent announcement that Hon. C. R. Bishop will soon put up, at 
his own expense, a building for a preparatory department, to be 
under the direction of the same Board of Trustees, is another 
occasion for general rejoicing, and for fresh courage and hopeful- 
ness on the part of all interested in the welfare of the Hawaiian 
people. 

EVANGELICAL SCHOOLS. 


The North Pacific Missionary Institute has been in full and 
successful operation during the past year under Rey, Cc. M. Hyde, 
D. D., assisted by Rev. H. H. Parker. The importance of this 
institution to the work of our chufches and to our foreign mis- 
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sionary work in the Gilbert Islands cannot be over-estimated. 
The buildings, now old and dilapidated, should be replaced by 
more suitable structures, and the premises made to correspond in 
appearance with the value of the institution to the community. 
For particulars of the work done, we refer you to the annual 
report of the Principal, Dr. Hyde. 


HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This school, though not directly connected with the work of 
this Association, yet from its past history and present services to 
the nation, should enlist the sympathy and practical interest of 
all well-wishers to true education, 

It has been in successful operation during the past year under 
Rev. A. W. Burt as Principal, assisted by Mr. H. 8. Townsend, 
Miss Ellen G. Lyman, and others. 


KAWAIAHAO FEMALE SEMINARY. 


This school has had a year of unexampled prosperity under the 
same corps of teachers as last year. The buildings have been 
enlarged by the erection of a new and handsome wing, and the 
old adobe house in front, which was the original nucleus of the 
institution, has been torn down, leaving the grounds in front of 
the buildings clear for grading and beautifying. The number of 
pupils has been 129, and many have been turned away for want 
of room. ‘ 

Just as we are writing this report, however, our hearts are 
saddened by the death of Miss F. G. Morley, the beloved and 
successful teacher of music. Her labors have proved too mach 
for her delicate state of health, and after a final illness of about 
ten days, she passed away from earthly labor to the rest and the 
reward of the heavenly home on the 18th of May, 1888. 


EAST MAUI FEMALE SEMINARY. 


Vhis excellent school has had a prosperous year under the 
supervision of Miss H. EK. Carpenter, the Principal, assisted by 
the same corps of teachers as last year. There have been 81 
pupils connected with the school during the year, of Whom 75 are 
now in attendance. Two were married at Christmas, and one 
went to the Gilbert Islands last July to enter on missionary work 
there as the wife of Rev. M. Lutera. 

~Eight daughters of Hawaiian ministers are among the pupils. 

This institution has always been pre-eminent for its decided 
Christian influences and its home training; and its graduates are 
noted throughout the Kingdom for their intelligence and lady- 
like demeanor, and their capability in the domestic concerns of 
home life. This institution deserves tbe aid of all friends of the 
Hawaiian nation. 
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PRAYER UNION. 


By vote of the Board 1,000 cards in English, and 1,000 in Ha- 
waiian, have been distributed and quite generally signed by those 
willing to take as objects of special and united prayer the list of 
subjects for each day in the month published on these cards. It 
is earnestly hoped that this method of union in prayer will not 
only bring Christian people nearer to each other in these common 
supplications, but awaken new earnestness and zeal in common 


labors for the general advancement of Christ’s kingdom among 


our heterogeneous population. ’ 


WORK FOR GILBERT ISLANDERS. 


During the latter part of last year our apprehensions were 
greatly aroused concerning the health of our Brother Bingham, 
and for a while we feared that his valuable labors for the Gilbert 
Islanders were soon to end. He and Mrs. Bingham, went to 
Oakland, California, taking with them their only son, and after an 
absence of five months, returned. Bro. Bingham’s health was 
even then very feeble. But it has since improved so that he has 
peen able with great care to resume his work of translating the 
Old Testament. He has now finished the book of Leviticus, and 
we hope he may yet live to finish his cherished work of translat- 
ing the whole Word of God into the Gilbert Island language. 
Mrs. Bingham has been enabled to do her usual share of the work 
since their return. Their Bible class for Gilbert Islanders has 
been kept up each Sabbath at Kawaiahao Church. 

Rev. J. H, Mahoe has continued to labor among the Gilbert 
Islanders on the island of Kauai as in past years. 


WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 


The report of Mr. F. W. Damon, Superintendent of this work, 
will be published in connection with this, and will give particus 
lars. 

A special item of interest is the Conference of Preachers and 
Delegates, held in Honolulu in March of this year for the adup- 
tion of rules for the more systematic management of church 
affairs. An additional preacher for the Honolulu Church has 
been detained in San Francisco on account of quarantine regula- 
tions. It has been found advisable to employ two preachers in 
this important church—-one for the Hakka dialect and one for the 
Bunti, or Cantonese, It is to be regretted that some of the Hono- 
lulu Chinese have been drawn away to other church organiza- 
tions and church schools, thus dividing and weakening the 
Chinese Christian community which Mr. Damon has brought 
together by his indefatigable labors in their behalf. 


JAPANESE WORK. 


The work of evangelizing the Japanese has made commendable 
progress. Christians in Honolulu have interested themselves in 
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it, helping it in various ways. An impediment is the inability 
to communicate with the people, excepting only through inter- 
oe This difficulty, however, will be overcome in the course 
of time. 

+ Dr. Hyde holds religious services in Queen Emma Hall on 
Sabbath mornings; at 3 p. m. there is a Sabbath school, of which 
Mr. J. E. Bidwell is Superintendent; in the evening, Mrs. Hat- 
tie Coleman conducts a Bible class exercise, aud every Friday 
evening Mrs. Hyde has taught a singing school. 
__ A pleasing feature of this work is the personal support rendered 
by Mr. Taro Ando (the Japanese Consul), his family and the 
attaches of the Consulate. 

The Board has engaged Mr. T. Shimizu, a lay preacher of the 
Japanese M. E. Mission in San Francisco, to labor for six months 
as an evangelist among the laborers on the different plantatiens. 
He has made a successful toar of Hawaii, and is now traveling 
around Maui. The experises of this work are paid by the Cen- 
tral Union Church. Rev. Mr. Miyama has also been sent to 
these Islands by Bishop Fowler to engage in similar work. It ig 
to be hoped that some feasible plan of Christian co-operation may 
be devised to prosecute this important work, the evangelization 
of the Japanese laborers, those resident on these Islands number- 
ing now about 5,000 souls. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS, 


The majority of the native Associations have done very little 
practical work during the past year. Early in May the one con- 
nected with the Kaumakapili Church awoke from its slumbers 
_and launched into active Christian work, holding meetings and 
visiting from house to house. 

The foreign Associations have been abundant in labors for God 
and man. ‘The Japanese branch is following grandly in the wake 
of the older organizations, exhibiting a vigorous vitality. Dr. 
Hyde is President of this Association, and Mr. F. W. Damon 
Vice-President. Its headquarters are at Queen Emma Hall. 
The Chinese Y. M. C. A. is somewhat hampered at present by 
the debt incurred in building its hall. 


SABBATH SCHOOL WORK. 


No progress in Sabbath school work has been made, excepting 
in one or two places in the out districts of Hawaii, where the 
teachers have been stirred up to renewed efforts. 

The Committee of the General Association published a semi- 
monthly newspaper last year, in which were printed the Sabbath 
School Lessons of the International Series. The paper lived till 
the close of the year, and then succumbed for want of support. 
The lessons are now published weekly in the AKuokoa newspaper. 

Some one is greatly needed to circulate among them and incite 
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them to increased action. The schools connected with the two 
native churches in Honolulu hold quarterly examinations, in 
which the scholars manifest considerable enthusiasin. 


TEMPERANCE WORK. 


Blue Ribbon Leagues have taken their stand as forces in the 
land. These organizations nay be made, and ought to be made, 
most effective institutions for enlarged temperance work. Leagues 
have been organized in the country districts as well as in Hono- 
lulu, thus showing that temperance ideas have spread among the 
people. The changes for the better in the moral and social condi- 
tion of the two districts of Kau and Hamakua have been espe- 
cially remarkable. Many of all ages and sexes have signed the 
pledge, and the hearts of those who have the work in charge 
have been cheered and encouraged. 

The work among foreigners is under the direction of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of Honolulu (English-speak- 
ing). Meetings are held in their hall every Saturday evening, 
which have proved attractive to the-youth of both sexes, and are 
well attended. 

The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union have been ever 
active in seizing opportunities for promoting the good work. 
Miss Mary E. Green, Agent of this Society, has lately traveled 
around Oahu, engaged in organizing Blue Ribbon Leagues among 
the natives, as she had previously done on Hawaii. The 
Woman’s Board of Missions co-operate with the W. C. T. U. in 
carrying on Miss Green’s work. — 


FOREIGN CHURCHES, 


Rev. E. P. Baker has resigned the pastorate ef the Hilo For- 
‘eign Church. Noone has been found to fill the vacancy. 

Rev. Alvin Ostrom continues his earnest and valuable labors as 
pastor of the Kohala Foreign Church. 

On Maui, Rev. Thomas L. Gulick continues pastor of the 
Makawao Foreign Church, and his labors there are highly appre- 
ciated. 

Rev. A. D. Bissell has closed his labors as pastor of the Wai- 
luku Foreign Church, and they have not yet found a successor. 

In Honolulu the former Bethel Union and Fort Street Churches 
have united in one organization, which takes the name.of the 
Central Union Church of Honolulu. The new church last fall ex- 
tended a cordial and united call to Rev. E. G. Beckwith, D.’D., 
of San Francisco, which was accepted, to the great satisfaction of 
his numerous friends in this consmmunity. He was installed on 
the 20th of November, 1887, in accordance with the unanimous 
vote of a regular council called for that purpose by the Central 
Union Church, and the church is prospering under his able and 
faithful ministrations. 
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The necessity of a new and larger church building has become 
apparent, and steps are being taken to that end. 

On Kauai the Rev. Hans Isenberg continues his very accept- 
able labors as pastor of the German Lutheran Church at Lihue, 
and Rev. J. B. Alexander continues his work at Kilauea.

During the past year an edition of 1,000 copies of the revised 
and enlarged Gilbert Island Hymn Book has been published in 
San Francisco by our Board. The book was revised and prepared 
by Rev. H. Bingham, and printed and bound in San Francisco 
under his supervision. Five hundred copies were sent to Samoa 
direct from San Francisco. 

We have now in course of publication here in Honolulu an 
edition of 250 copies of the Marshall Island Primary Arithmetic ; 
also a second edition of 5,000 copies of the Mortlock Island 
Catechism, both of which were prepared and revired by our 
lamented brother Rev. R. W. Logan. It. is expected that the 
American Board will reimburse to us the expenses of these pub- 
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lications, and it is hoped they may be ready to be sent forward 
by the Morning Star this year.

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FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


Capt. Garland made to this Board, a full report of the voyage 
of the Morning Star to Micronesia during the past year; also, 
letters and reports have been received from the missionaries. 
These are the sources whence have been obtained our information 
respecting this Department. 

The Morning Star sailed from Honolulu, July 5, 1887, on her 
third annual voyage to Micronesia. She reached Ruk in 32 days. 
Leaving Rev. Daniel J. Treiber and wife, the newly appointed 
missionaries to Ruk, on that island, and Dr. Luey M. Ingersoll 
at Ponape, the Morning Star then proceeded on her usual rounds 
among the islands, carrying the missionaries and native teachers 
to the various places of meeting, and back again to their homes. 
From causes unforeseen at the time the voyage was planned, she 
was delayed a month beyond the time set. No accident hap- 
pened to her excepting the slight one of touching ground in the 
passage leading to the lagoon at Apaiang. She returned to 
Honolulu on the 18th of April last, after having been absent nine 
months and thirteen days. 

The voyage has been a prosperous one, and Capt. Garland is to 
be congratulated for its successful termination. He has gained 
the good will of the missionaries, both foreigners and natives ; 
they would be glad to see him retain command of the Morning 
Star. 

Ihe Spanish gun-boat Manila landed at Ponape, March 15th, a 
Spanish Governor, Sr. Posadillo, with some thirty soldiers, convicts 
for laborers, and six Capuchin monks. Kenan, where Mr. Doane 
had his residence, was taken possession of by the Spanish as the 
most eligible site for their headquarters. When Mr. Doane re- 
monstrated with the Governor against such arbitrary proceedings, 
he was arrested April 18th, and kepta prisoner on board ‘the 
Spavish vessel, until the next vessel, June 16th, took him to 
Manila for trial. By vote of the Mission and consent of the Gov- 
ernor, Mrs. Rand accompanied him, to testify on his behalf in 
ease he should be brought to trial, and in any case to go on to 
Boston, and lay the facts before the Secretary for proper repre- 
sentation to the authorities at Washington. 

The Governor-General at Manila, Sr. Terrero, very properly 
recognized the illegal and unwarrantable nature of the Deputy- 
Governor’s act, and treated Mr. Doane with kindness and cour- 
tesy. The U. 8. Consul, Mr, J. G. Voight, interested himself in 
the case, and Mr. Doane was sent back to Ponape, where he 
arrived September 1st. 

But before he arrived, the chiefs and people of Ponape, pro- 
voked by the wanton abuse of person and property by the Span- 
ish, and by the firing upon them of a squad of soldiers, over- 
powered and massacred the soldiers, attacked the Spanish resi- 
dence, and killed the Governor and others of his party, perhaps

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twenty in all, July 25th. The Spanish on board the transport 
hulk lying in the harbor, were not attacked however. The steam 
transport that brought Mr. Doane back, returned to Manila Sep- 
tember 8th. On October 31st, the same vessel returned with two 
other transports and 600 troops. During the intervening time, 
Mr. Doane, Mr. Rand, and the ladies in the Girl's School, were 
kept in anxious suspense as to the probable results of an impend- 
ing conflict. But the missionaries spared no pains to dissuade 
and restrain the natives from acts of violence. The temporary 
Governor, Don Juan de la Concha, issued a proclamation demand- 
ing a return of all property stolen, the surrender of three natives ~ 
charged with killlng Sr. Posadillo, and the submission anew of 
the five chiefs. ‘Che new Governor, who arrived with the troops, 
proved to be a humane and considerate man. The efforts of Mr. 
Doane aud Mr. Rand proved finally successful. All five chiefs 
presented themselves, gave up the guns and other property taken, 
and surrendered the three natives who were taken to Manila for 
trial. The U. 8. S. S. Essex, dispatched from Japan on the re- 
ceipt of the news from Ponape, found no oceasion for any official 
intervention. 

Due credit must be given to the higher Spanish authorities 
for their wise and courteous treatment of our missionaries in the 
whole affaiz. The Deputy Governor seems to have ‘brought upon 
himself swift destruction by his readiness to lend himself to the 
schemes of those who sought the ruin of the missionaries and 
their work. The hand of a merciful Providence is noticeable in 
ali these events. That Divine goodness we still trust will not 
suffer priestly arrogance or governmental oppression to bring to 
nought results of good, secured by the faithful devotion of our 
self-sacrificing missionaries. The difference between the immor- 
alities and iniquities of the Catholic priests and the patient, lov- 
ing, helpful ways of our method of missionary work have been 
noticed and approved by many of the Catholic newspapers in 
priest-ridden Spain. 

The death of the Rev. R. W. Logan, December 27, 1887, has 
seriously embarrassed the Mission. His loss will long be felt. 
Mrs. Logan returned with her children in the Morning Star, and 
has proceeded to the United States, carrying with her the sym- 
pathy of the Christian public in her bereavement. 

Rev. Alfred Snelling and wife are under appointment for Ruk, 
Miss Alice C. Little is to go to the Girls’ School on Kusaie. 

No marked progress has been made during the past year in the 
work in the Marshall group. The German occupation, while not 
demonstratively aggressive, is by no means helpful to mission 
work. Proclamation has been made that all church contributions 
are hereafter to be reported to the German Commissioner and ap- 
proved by him. 

Rev. E. M. Pease, M. D., made his usual annual tour in the 
Morning Star, visiting the various stations and holding meetings 
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with the people. His work as Principal of the Training School 
at Kusaie for teachers is supplemented by this yearly visit to the 
Marshall Islands to secure new scholars and locate those who 
have completed their studies as teachers or preachers. 

The Gilbert Island Mission held their General Meeting at 
Tapiteuea. The session lasted six days. The minutes of this 
meeting, however, have not yet been received. 

To Rev. Z. 8. K. Paaluhi was assigned the station on the 
northern part of Tapiteuea, while Rev. M. Lutera was to take 
Apaiang. It was also voted that application be made to this 
Board for funds with which to purchase two boats, one each for 
these brethren, to enable them to prosecute their missionary 
work efficiently. 

A defection has taken place among the church members in this 
mission field. Dancing and drunkenness have been revived, 
together with the war spirit. 

On the arrival of the Morning Star at Apaiang she found on 
that island a war party from Tarawa. Through the mediation of 
Mr. Walkup and the other missionaries, they agreed to return 
peaceably to their homes as soon as their canoes could be put in 
proper trim for the voyage. Unfortunately, they were still on 
Apaiang when the Morning Star left. 

At Apemama the retrogression was caused by the King. He 
became opposed to Christianity and broke up the church meet- 
ings, threatening to put the Christians to death if they persisted 
in holding them. Some fled the country in passing vessels, but 
the majority succumbed to their fears and turned back to heathen 
practices, so that of the once flourishing church on that island a 
remnant only remains. 

The two hostile tribes on Tapiteuea are menacing each other. 
Dancing and drunkenness are prevailing to a great extent, and 
these evils are said to be the precursors of war. A great falling 
away among the church members has occurred. 

Letters have been received from the two new missionaries, 
Revs. Z. 8S. K. Paaluhi and M. Lutera, in which they express 
themselves as being satisfied with their spheres of labor, in 
which they were soon busily at work. 

Since her arrival in port the Morning Star has undergone sev- 
eral important repairs in her timbers, spars and machinery. 

No letters have been received during the past year from the 
missionaries at the Marquesas, but it is supposed that they are 
doing well. 

The Corresponding Secretary, Rev. A. O. Forbes, left for the 
United States on May 17, in search of health. ~

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC MISSION- 
ARY INSTITUTE, JUNE 6, 1888. 


There have heen fourteen students during the past year. Five 
of them—J. P. Inaina, J. Kaalouahi Kalawe, L. Kaina Kalawe, 
J. Kalino, and 8. Oili—have completed a four years’ course of 
study. Six—D. Kahooio, A. S. Kaholekai, C. M. Kamakawiwo- 
ole, J. Kanoho, G. Lilikalanikopa and J. Niau—-have been 
pursuing their studies for three years. Three—J. Akela, J. M. 
Ezera and D. W. Piliola—have only recently entered. In view 
of the great need of pastors, and of the importance, just at the 
present time, of having a sufficient number of spiritual leaders 
and guides in the present crisis of political and ecclesiastical 
affairs, it has been determined that these eleven shall all grad- 
uate this year, so as to take charge at once of vacant parishes 
‘that need their services. More good can be accomplished by 
occupying at once these posts that have been long vacant than by 
keeping the students at work in the training school on the 
elementary work which must be taken up with the entering class 
during the coming year. It is expected that there will be at 
least twelve in the class to be formed in October, making in all 
fifteen students, including the three who do not graduate this 

ear. 

‘The health of the students has been uniformly good. Only one | 
death has occurred? among the forty-seven men, women and chil- 
dren connected with the school. A little babe, born in March, 
lived but afew days. The buildings of the Institute have now 
been in constant use for nearly twenty years. They were old 
when first taken, and altered to meet the special needs of the 
school, They are now so far dilapidated that a thorough renova- 
tion—or, better still, the erection of new buildings in their place 
—seemsan imperative necessity. Donations amounting to $1,500 — 
and over have been received already. It is hoped to secure at 
least $4,060 and make these needed improvements at once. 

The expenses for the year have been $578 85. Of this amount 
there was paid for work done by the students, $167 50; ltimber 
and materials, $149 55; furniture, ete., $101 25; hose, tools, 
etc., $30 55; freight, oil, ete., $40; books, stationery, etc., 
$384 203; cash to students, $388; funeral expenses, $12; medi- 
cines, $5 85. To meet these expenses there was a balance on. 
hand from last year of $8 80, and the Hawaiian Board granted 
$250 for repairs, $825 for aid to students, and there is on hand : 
now an unexpended balance of $7 95. Thanks are due to Dr. 
Rodgers for medical attendance, and for various gifts of clothing 
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received from Mr. S. D. Fuller, Mrs. S. E. Bishop, C. A. Brown, 
W. R. Castle, W. W. Hall, C. Hustace, A. Heidemann and P. C. 
Jones ; also an assortment of crockery from the Ladies’ Benevo- 
lent Union of the Central Union Church. 

The instruction given has been that assigned. to the last year of 
the four years’ course. Rev. H. H. Parker has taught, two 
hours each week, the preparation of sermons and the duties of 
the pastoral office. The other special studies have been a critical 
and practical exposition of the first book of the Psalms, having 
for its main purpose the endeavor to bring out and to impress 
the devotional thoughts of the sacred writers, and so to awaken 
and cultivate spiritual mindedness and devout sentiment by such 
study. -Church history has been studied by recitations from the 
text book, supplemented by fuller information from various 
sources. Systematic theology has been taught, first, by the collo- 
cation and examination of passages of Scripture, and then by a 
written series of questions and answers under twelve topics or 
chapters. Special attention has been given to an examination of 
the teachings and-results of Popery and Mormonism, the two 
systems of delusion and fraud now rife at the Islands. The 
usual weekly rhetorical exercises, a talk, a debate and a homily 
have been the special work on Thursday mornings, as heretofore. 
As the first or opening exercise of each day’s routine, devotional 
remarks on some selected passage of Scripture have been made 
by the students in rotation. The closing exercise of each day 
has been the recitation of the Lord’s Prayer in concert. The 
sunrise prayer meeting every Sunday morning has been a pleas- 
ant and profitable occasion of Christian conference and devout 
communings with God. The themes have been taken from con- 
secutive readings of the first Epistle to Timothy. ‘Valuable 
practical experience has been gained by the students, who have 
had eharge of devotional meetings in various districts in and 
around the city, as well as visited from house to house, in con- 
nection with such work in assigned districts. 

But no skill in reasoning nor brilliancy in oratory can make a 
successful preacher of the Gospel, apart from Christ’s promised 
gift of the Holy Spirit. Unless these young men are themselves 
made partakers of the divine life through the renewal of the 
Holy Ghost, it is vain to expect that they will impart spiritual* 
life to others. Let God’s people be importunate in their prayers 
for the gift of this Spirit of Life to these new pastors of our Ha- 
Waiian churches. God’s ambassadors do not need to come with 
the excellency of speech or of wisdom, much less with the draw- 
back of ignorance and foolishness, proclaiming the Gospel message 
of reconciliation. But they do need holiness of heart, singleness 
of purpose, and consecration of life to accredit them as sent of 
God, in unity with Him, bearing communications of . Divine 
grace to sinful men, Cc. M. HYDE.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


. OF THE 


CHINESE MISSION WORK. 


JUNE, 1887—JuN#, 1888. 


The past year in this branch of our Mission work has been 
-mnarked by developments of both an encouraging and. trying 
nature. In all lines of Christian work, and especially in mission 
fields, this is the experience of those laboring for the upbuilding 
of the Master’s Kingdom. With the joy is mingled much of 
difficulty and discipline, that through these varied experiences 
the workers may be led more entirely to lean upon the “divine 
arm of strength” and more fitted to perform their own especial 
task. It would be impossible to ignore some of the peculiar diffi- 
culties of this Mission work, both in relation to the management 
of those who have connected themselves with the Christian 
_ churches and in the presentation of the Gospel to the unevangel- 

ized. But this should in no way dampen the ardor of effort or 
lessen our faith in the wisdom and necessity of our advancing 
with this God-given work, for, to use the glorious words of one 
of the most saintly and valiant of missionary heroes, «¢Our pros- 
pects of success are as bright as the promises of God.”? We feel 
glad to express our especial gratitude to the loving care which 
has been over and about us, and the encouragement which has 
been given us through the special blessing which has rested upon 
certain departments of our work. 

AN INTERESTING AND IMPORTANT GATHERING. 


We have rejoiced this year in the fulfillment of a long-cherished 
wish in reference to a general meeting of Christian Chinese 
helpers. There were present the preachers from Hilo, Kohala, 
Maui, and Honolulu, with delegates from these different stations. 
The Rev. Mr. Ostrom, of Kohala, who is so kindly aiding our 
work in that district, was also present. During the progress of 
the meeting we were favored with visits from friends, both for- 
eign and Chinese. The session lasted during one week, with 
daily and evening meetings, concludiug with the celebration of 
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the Lord’s Supper, at which. Rev. Dr. Hyde and Rev. Mr. 
Ostrom officiated. There was full and free discussion of a long 
list of important subjects pertaining to the daily life of Christians, 
to the administration of church rule and discipline, and to the 
extension of the work among the unevangelized. Many of the 
questions were of a most difficult nature, intricate and involved, 
owing to the peculiar characteristics of heathen usage and prac- 
tice, and antagonistic to the spirit of the Gospel with which our 
converts are brought in contact here as well as in China. But it 
was most encouraging to see the hearty and earnest spirit of the 
members of the conference, and to note their high standard of 
Christian living. We trust that great good may yet result from 
this meeting, and that it may assist in tae more perfect organiza- 
tion of our work and the wider spread of (sospel truth. 


A NECESSARY STATEMENT. 


It is now thirteen years since the Chinese evangelist, Mr. Sit 
Moon, began his labors among the Chinese on these islands, at 
first under the auspices of the foreign Y. M. C. A. of this city. 
Efforts in behalf of the evangelization of the Chinese prior to this 
period had been put forth, both by the Hawaiian Board and 
Christian friends. But it is from this period that we may date 
a somewhat more organized effort in this line, which has de- 
veloped into a definitely arranged mission work, under the care 
of the Hawaiian Board, both in Honolulu and throughout the 
Group. Nor have these efforts been in vain, though the results 
might have been far larger had the resources of the Mission not 
been so limited. A church home has been ready, with fraternal 
sympathy, to welcome numbers of Christians coming from differ- 
ent denominational missions in China and elsewhere; schools 
have been established, Christian literature has been distributed, 

‘converts gathered from heathenism, and the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ proclaimed to many who might otherwise have never 
heard of a Saviour and Redeemer. The friends of the Mission 
are aware that a considerable portion of the church members 
here have been previously connected with missions in China. It 
has been a work of no little difficulty and delicacy to mould into 
a sympathetic union those who, in addition to race peculiarities, 
had also been brought up under different denominational usages. 
Every effort, however, has been made to overcome these diffical- 
ties and to prosecute an undenominational work, wheresChrist 
and His teachings should be first and foremost. During the past 
year here in Honolulu, as previously in Kohala, a number of 
those who have been connected with our Mission, and who have 
received from us their first Christian welcome to these shores 
and for years been under our care and supervision, have seen fit 
to connect themselves with a mission recently started under the 
auspices of a section of the Anglican Church Mission. Children 
who have received almost their entire training in our Mission 
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schools from earliest childhood have been transferred to a school 
similarly organized, without a wor@ of farewell or explanation. 
While we would welcome all effort which will tend to diffuse 
spiritual truth and a knowledge of Christianity among the 
Chinese or any other nationality in our midst, we feel most 
earnestly that in prosecuting such work there should be most ten- 
der and thoughtful sympathy shown for fellow-workers, espe- 
cially when they have been pioneers in a hard and difficult field, 
and careful attention paid to the rules and usages of ecclesiastical 
bodies. Most unfortunate is it, in so limited a community as 
our own, and in work for a people just emerging from the narrow 
prejudices of heathenism, when this fact is, in a greater or less 
degree, lost sight of. The above has been written in no unkind 
or sectarian spirit, but with the justifiable desire that ‘law and 
order’? may be maintained, and that the catholic spirit of Chris- 
tian brotherhood and fellowship may not be ignored.’ 


MISSIONARY TOURS. 


In addition to other regular work of the year, a long and in- 
teresting journey was taken by the Superintendent, in company 
with Miss Mary Green, last summer, through the Kohala, Hama- 
kua and Hilo districts. Miss Green’s work lay especially among 
the Hawaiians and in the cause of temperance. We were 
enabled to unite our forces and reach a large number of people of 
different nationalities. Magic lantern views, illustrating scenes 
in the Old and New Testaments, with many others of a varied 
nature, proved a great assistance in our work. Hundreds of 
Chinese gathered at our different meetings and exhibitions and 
seemed much interested. It was a long and arduous journey, 
but we have great reason to be grateful for the loving care and 
guidance of our Heavenly Father, and the kind and friendly hos- 
pitality of friends ef different nationalities, so generously shown 
us. Later in the year the Superintendent visited Kohala, Hilo 
and Maui, with special reference to the Christians living at these 
points. An interesting opportunity was also afforded him at the 
same time of accompanying the Rev. Mr. Miyama in his tour 
among his Japanese countrymen. 

OUR WORK IN HONOLULU. 


In noting the work at different points in the field, we naturally 
begin with Honolulu, where the demand for increased favilities 
for the prosecution of the lines of missionary effort already in 
hand is increasingly evident. An effort has been made this year 
to reorganize certain important branches of our Mission work, so 
as to make it more effective from a linguistic point of view. The 
two strongly marked dialects used by the Chinese—the Hakka 
and the Punéi—both so largely used in this city, in reality call for 
2a double set of teachers. Hence in the Chinese Department of 
both our Boys’ and Girls’ Schools we have arranged for two 
teachers, who give instruction in separate rooms, Mr, Kong Shui 
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Kee having charge of the Hakka department, and Mr. Ho Pui of 
the Punti. In our church, services have been held uninterrupt- 


edly during the year. For a few months after the departure of — 


our former preacher, Mr. To Ting Ue, for China, in July of last 
year, the services were conducted by Mr. Goo Kim and others. 
It may be interesting to some who met Mr. To while here and 
were impressed with his earnest Christian spirit to know that he 
is now employed in connection with the Anglo-Chinese College 
just opening in Canton, under the care of Rev. Dr. Happer. 
Since September of last year Mr. Kong Shui Kee, formerly sta- 
tioned on the {sland of Maui, has been called to be the acting 
pastor in the Honolulu Church, a position which he is filling with 
acceptance. We are now daily expecting the arrival of another 
helper from China to labor as a colleague with the above men- 
tioned preacher in church and pastoral duties, and as an evan- 
gelist in the city and suburbs. His record in China is a good one, 
where he has been called upon to give up all « for Christ’s sake.” 
He speaks the Punti dialect, so that now, since both dialects are 
represented in connection with our church work, we trust a 
wider circle will be reached than was before possible. During 
the past year nine persons have united with our church by letter, 
five on professson of faith, and three are now in probation, - Six 
children have received the rite of baptism. Of the five who 
united by profession, four were young men who have received 
their training in our schools, all the sons of Christian parents, 
members of our church. It is most pleasant and encouraging 
thus to find a new generation coming forward to strengthen the 
work. For some months past these young men have conducted 
a little prayer meeting of their own, and give promise of being 
among the most helpful of our members. At our weekly services 
Mr. King has taken as his subject «‘The Wanderings of the 
Israelites,’’ with a description of the Tabernacle, ete., illustrated 
by numerous striking colored pictures. On Savbath evenings his 
subject is «¢The Life of Christ,” illustrated with views from Pal- 
estine. Recently a Women’s Christian Association has been 
organized, with Mrs. Damon as President, which we trust will 
be productive of good both among its members and the Chinese 
women throughout the Islands. Rev. Dr. Hyde has continued 
his kind and helpful services and manifested his brotherly sym- 
pathy in connection with our church work, as in former years. 
Our little Mission Chapel in the Chinese quarter has been doing 
ity quiet, but we trust helpful, spiritual work throughout the 
year, under the care of Mr. Peter Lee Sam. Many of the Sab- 
bath services have been numerously attended. We hope, with 
the arrival of our new helper from China, that it may be possivle 
to inaugurate regular preaching services during the week. A 
most successful singing school has been conducted for some time, 
under the kind and eflicient control of Miss Millie Beckwith, 
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which is much appreciated by the Chinese. The results of her 
teaching are most evident in the excellent singing of our choir on 
the Sabbath. 

MISSIONARY EFFORT IN KOHALA. 


Our friend Rev. Mr. Ostrum, who so kindly assists in the car- 
rying forward of the work in Kohala, writes as follows: 

‘« During the year nine children have been baptized, but there 
have been no additions to the church. Numbers of the Chinese 
have returned home to China or have gone elsewhere to push 
their fortunes, and this has caused ‘a falling off in the amount 
contributed fer the support of the work, and has also been dis- 
couraging to the workers. Regular services have been main- 
tained Sabbath morning and evening, and a ‘prayer meeting on 
Wednesday evening at Kaiopihi and a Sunday afternoon service 
at Makapala. Occasional preaching services have been held at 
working camps on the plantations.”’ 

Our worthy preacher, Mr. Kong Tit Yui, has faithfully stood 
by his post in this district. It hasbeen a year of change in many 
ways. The field is a difficult one, and we would ask for the 
prayers of Christian friends that the seed here sown may yet bear 
abundant fruit. In July of 1887 a small lot of land was leased at 
Makapala, and soon after a very neat and tasteful chapel was 
erected on the same. As a large number of our Christian 
Chinese reside in the immediate vicinity and at some distance 
from Kaiopihi, where is situated the Chinese Church, this new 
building seemed most necessary. It has proved most useful to 
us, both for regular Sabbath services, and also answered nicely as 
a school-house for the recently opened school referred to in an- 
other part of this report. An interesting dedication service was 
held shortly after its completion, which was well attended. The 
building cost $600, which amount has been contributed by 
friends, as shown below. The rent of the land for two years has 
also been paid, making in all $550 expended so far :

A HOPEFUL BEGINNING IN A NEW FIELD. 

Our work. on Maui is in some respects very encouraging. The 
preacher, Mr. Tsang, formerly laboring on the Island of Kauai, 
has been transferred to this field. He has held Sabbath services 
at different times during each month at Paia, Kula and Wailuku, 
and during the week visited at other points. The character of 
the work has changed considerably of late, Formerly the Chris- 
tian families at Paia and Kula formed quite an important center 
for. missionary operations, but they have now nearly all moved 
away to other parts of the Islands or returned to China. There 
are two or three families now left at these points, with a few 
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other Chinese Christians—a marked change from the past. A 
new and extremely interesting work, however, of no little prom- 
ise, is developing at Wailuku, under the wise aud loving: care of 
Mrs. F. M. Simpson. Most earnestly and devotedly has she 
given herself to the work, and the strong hold which she has 
upon the hearts of the Chinese is a witness to the faithfulness of 
her efforts. A day, night and two Sabbath schools have been 
carried on and Sabbath services held. In addition it is now pro- 
posed to have services on alternate Sabbath evenings. Mrs. 
Simpson writes under recent date: 

«¢The work certainly never seemed more hopeful and promis- 
ing than at the present time. The Sunday service is full of in- 
terest. There are ten men whom we depend on every Sunday, 
aud we generally have more. You will not need to hesitate 
about talking to them about being Christians any longer. They 
will be glad to have you.”’ 

Mr. Tong Kau (‘¢ Ahanaliilii’’”) and his wife have done every- 
thing in their power to help on the good work. Not long since a 
grand feast was held, which drew together a large number of for- 
eigners, Chinese and Hawaiians. The object was to raise funds 
to defray the additional expense incurred by the erection of an- 
other school room. The affair was eminently successful, and re- 
flects great credit upon its originators, Mr. Ahana and _ his 
helpers. The receipts were as follows:

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In addition to the erection of the new school room, a little cot- 
tage has been put in neat order by the Chinese for Mrs. Simpson, 
and it is hoped that this building also may be enlarged in time. 
It is most interesting to see how energetically and generously the 
Chinese have gone forward with this work, meeting themselves 
nearly all the expenses of the same. Their hearts are in it. 
God grant that many souls may here be born into the glorious 
liberty of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. We trust that Mrs. Simp- 
son’s health will not suffer under the heavy burden of this im- 
portant work. May she long be spared to carry it forward! Our 
kind friends of the Makawao Foreign Charch have, as in other 
years, most generously supported the Chinese colporteur, whose 
labors, We trust, have not been in vain. He has a difficult field, 
one calling for much patience and wisdom, but the seed» sown 
may yet bear fruit, when perhaps least expected. 

WORK IN HILO AND ON KAUAI. 


In Hilo our colporteur, Mr. Chan Wen Pen, has continued his 
labors. The little band of Christians has at this point lessened, 
through removal to other parts of the Islands, until at the present 
time there are but very few left. The attendance at the Sabbath 
service has been fairly good. During the year one man, who has 
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been much interested in religious matters, has returned to China, 
and we trust he will connect himself with some one of the mis- 
sion churches there. Reference to the Sabbath school is made at 
another point in the report. On Kauai at the present time we 
have no colporteur. This is a source of much regret to us, but it 
has been impossible for us to find a suitable man for the post. 
The former preacher, Mr. Tsang, has been transferred to Maui. 
We shall greatly miss our dear friend and missionary father, 
Rey. Dr. Smith, of Koloa, in our Chinese work, as in all other 
lines of missionary effort. His warm and sympathetic interest in 


‘labors in behalf of the Chinese will not soon be forgotten. God 


° 


grant that there may yet be gathered in a precious harvest, the 
result of the spiritual seed-sowing which has been going on 
under his loving care. 

OUR MISSION SCHOOLS. 


It is always with pleasure that we come to the department of 
our school work. There is much hope and encouragement in the 
training of the young. Good work has been done during the 
past year. In Honolulu the Boys’ and. Girls’ Schools for Chinese 
and half-Chinese, under the care of Miss Payson, Miss Mary 
Kwai Ying, Miss Mary Green and the Chinese teachers, have 
prospered under the faithful care of their respective teachers. 
Three of the older girls have been placed at Kawaiahao Sem- 
inary, where they have made excellent progress. In Wailuku 
Mrs. Simpson’s school has gone forward in an encouraging and 
successful manner. A large and commodious school room has 
been erected, which greatly aids in the school work. In Kohala 
a new school has this year been opened, largely owing to the 
zealous efforts of Rev. Mr. Ostrom. His children, Master Clay- 
ton and Miss Sadie Ostrom, have, since the school was opened, 


voluntarily given their services in the English department, rid- 


ing daily several miles to the school, in all kinds of weather. It 
has truly been a labor of love, and we trust it will stimulate 
other of eur young people to personal missionary effort. Mrs, 
Asieu and Mr. Tong have had charge of the Chinese department. 
The school has been supported by an appropriation from the Ha. 
waiian Board, and by gifts from foreign and Chinese friends in 
Kohala. During the past year there have been enrolled in our 
different day schools 128 pupils—in Honolulu, 48 boys and 35 
girls; in Kohala, 14 boys and 9 girls; in Wailuku, 11 boys and 
11 girls. Two interesting little Japanese girls have also attended 
the school in Honolulu. As we look out upon many of these 
bright, happy faces from day to day and note their progress at 
the Christmas, ‘Easter and midsummer festivals, listening to 


their joyful hymns and songs, and realize that in addition to 


other knowledge they are learning of Jesus, the ‘*Good Shep- 
herd,’”’ we feel most truly grateful for the privilege and opportu- 
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nity offered us here in this branch of our work. There is, how- 
ever, room for much wider work than has yet been undertaken. 
Not a few Chinese children come under no school influence what- 
ever, while others are being brought up in a purely heathen 
atmosphere, in schools of their own, where they worship at the 
shrine of Confucius, and, though dwelling in a Christian land, 
know nothing of Christ. 

The beautiful and happy Christmas season brought joy to many 
hearts in our schools. In Kohala, Wailuku, Paia, Kula, Hilo and 
here in Honolulu. brightly lighted Christmas trees, pretty and 
useful presents, and the music of melodious carols made it a 
season never to be forgotten by the young people. Different 
kind friends, by their genereus contributions, enabled us to pro- 
duce this happy result, for which they have the heartiest thanks 
of many. We would make special mention of a generous supply 
of toys from Mr. Goo Kim. In all about $102 was contributed 
here in Honolulu, as follows:

SABBATH SCHOOLS FOR CHINESE. 


In our Sabbath schools good work ‘has been done during the 
year. In Honolulu, in addition to the Sabbath merning school 
which is conducted in Chinese, the afternoon school, conducted 
in English, has been maintained. under the kind and faithfal 
management of Mr. Jona. Shaw, assisted by a number of ladies 
and gentlemen, who have most zealously devoted themselves to 
this work. A number of the pupils have been most regular in 
their attendance, while others have attended for a short time. 
Our roll shows 190 names for the year, with an average attend- 
ance of between thirty and forty. Though we are aware that the 
larger proportion of students come attracted by the opportunities 
afforded them of studying English, still we feel grateful that we 
are thus enabled to bring to them a knowledge of Jesus Christ, 
the Saviour of the world. Recently another Sabbath schoel for 
the Chinese has been started, under very favorable auspices, at 
Makiki. Mrs. B. F. Dillingham, who initiated this new move- 
ment, is carrying it forward with the most hearty and earnest 
spirit, and her faithful efforts have produced very satisfactory re- 


sults. Mrs. Dillingham has kindly furnished us a few words in 


reference to the school: 
‘¢ February 26th, a Chinese department was added to the native 
Sabbath school already existing at Makiki. The pupils gathered 
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were from the immediate neighborhood, and, with very few ex- 
ceptions, not in the habit of attending Sabbath school or church 
in town. A number of the pupils are from Mr. Goo Kim’s rice 
fields, also from Waikiki. Twenty-one are little children, nearly 
all of them very regular in attendance, while over thirty names 
of adult men are enrolled as scholars. About twenty of these 
are present every week. A number of young ladies and gentle- 
men resident at Punahou College and others in the neighborhood 
are teachers, and evince great enthusiasm in the work. Mr, 
Goo Kim is a frequent visitor and a great help, through his 
many good words and deeds.”’ : 

The success of this school leads us to feel that could similar 

-schools be opened at Waikiki and at Palama, with perhaps an- 
other in the heart of the Chinese quarter, an influence might 
thus be exerted throughout the city and its suburbs which would 
be most productive of good. Are there not those who will volun- 
teer to help ts in this good work? Of the Sabbath school in 
Hilo, Mr. F. Atwater, the Superintendent, writes: 

‘¢Our average attendance is about ten pupils and six teachers. 
We have sometimes hud as many as nineteen Chinese present. 
Most of the teachers have been quite regular in their attendance. 
I have depended largely upon the colporteur, who has been very 
faithful, so far as I could judge. The school is making some 
little progress in singing, and they seem to enjey it. * * * 

~ Sometimes I get the colporteur to read the Chinese words in the 
lesson, and call upon any one in the school to give me the Eng- 
lish. I always let him go through a lesson in Chinese in the 

Catechism, and he enjoys it and dwells at length upon some of 
the lessons. Thus, you see, some little drops of truth are scat- 
tered among them each week, and we cannot tell what the result 
will be. Iam content to leave it alone with a higher power than 
that of human effort.” 

Miss Ellen Lyman has taken an especial interest, with others, 
in this school. In Wailuku Mrs. Simpson has, in addition to all 
her other duties, conducted a Sabbath school for adults, where 
she has had an opportunity of inculcating much Gospel truth. 
We desire to draw especial attention to this line of missionary 
effort in the Sabbath schools for the Chinese, inasmuch as quite a 
number of our young people are now engaged in it, and we feel 
that it is the way in which those who are not acyuainted with 
the Chinese language can do much good. 

AN APPEAL IN BEHALF OF OUR CHINESE Y. M. ©. A. 


A few words in reference to our Chinese Y. M. C. A. will not 
be inappropriate in this report. It is known to our friends that 
two years since a large new hall was erected by the Association, 
towards which both foreigners and Chinese contributed most 
generously. Quite a large debt, amounting in all to $2,500, still 
remained to be paid. It was hoped that this amount would be 
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secured more easily, however, than has proved to be the case. 
The great fire which followed shortly afterward and the general 
business depression have been serious obstacles’ in the way of 
securing the necessary funds. This burden has rested heavily 
upon our Association, and the good work which might otherwise 
have been accomplished has been somewhat checked. We are 
anxious to see the entire amount paid off, and to that end we are 
working at the present time. The Association is an important 
agency in our missionary work, and we would most earnestly lay’ 
the matter before our friends for their consideration, hoping that 
some will feel moved to aid us in this time of our difficulty. 
During the past year a good beginning towards securing the de- 
sired amounts has been made, some $700 being paid off on the 
debt mentioned above, leaving now $1,800 to be secured. Of 
the amount secured this year, $300 was raised by members of the 
Association. The remainder was contributed by kind friends, 
whose donations we herewith thankfully acknowledge:

OUR GRAND OPPORTUNITY AND PRIVILEGE. 


In closing our report we would make grateful mention of the 
fact that in the recent session of the Legislature a bill was passed 
prohibiting the sale ahd consumption of opium in this Kingdom. 
The fatal effects of this drug, both upon the Chinese and other 
nationalities, are so well known that every friend of humanity 
must rejoice at this check which is given to a habit which would 
have greatly increased under the continued operation of the 
license. The union of our two foreign Congregational churches 
in Honolulu and the increased interest in all lines of missionary 
eftort, which has been the result, is also a cause for thanksgiving. 
We trust that this is a promise of still larger and better things, of 
ever-strenethening bonds of Christian sympathy and union, of 
still greater liberality in advancing means for spreading abroad 
the good news of the Kingdom ef our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. 

Year by year we bring-our cause before our friends. There 
are many calls, we know, upon the time and purses of all, but 
we have here a great and important work among the Chinese, 
which we can never lose sight of. Remember this Mission work 
with earnest, beseeching prayer, often at the throne of grace, 
and particularly on the special day appointed in our circuit of 
prayer—the 17th in each month. Our needs increase year by 
year. Helpers are few and the field is a large one, and much of 
it lies almost wholly uncared for. The burden of it rests heavily 
upon the few in the work. Could we see the way open for even 
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one earnest, consecrated young man, who would set himself to the 
task of acquiring the language and entering upon the work here 
_ with us, it would be a source of the greatest comfort and joy. 
Work is waiting for lady helpers, for Chinese Bible women, for 
preachers and colporteurs. We need two good home boarding 
schools, one for boys and one for girls. Will not those whom God 
has blessed with means come to our help? ‘The opportunity is a 
great one. May we be enabled to meet it as it should be met. 
The great day of China’s awakening and regeneration seems to 
be dawning. Bands of earnest, consecrated men and women are 
entering this great missionary field to join hands with those who 
have preceded them. Our work is one with theirs. May we be 
one with them in faith, in love and devotion!

4th, 1889, at 10 a.M., as per adjournment last year. Rev. J. B. 
_ Hanaike, Moderator of last year, took the chair, and opened the 
meeting with prayer and song. The names of the members 
present were then enrolled by Rev. C. M. Kamakawiwoole, Secre- 
tary pro tem.

10. Evangelists. 

11. Work among the Lepers. 

12. Sabbath Schools, and Young People’s Associations fo 
Christian Work. 

13. The Corrupt Practices which vitiate our Christian life, and 
their Cure. 

14. The Dissemination of the Scriptures among the parishes 
and homes of the people. 

15. Necrological resolutions. 

16. Election of Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, and 
the Third Class of the Hawaiian Board. 

17. Time and Place of the next Annual Meeting of this Asso- 
ciation. 

The sessions occupied five working days, being carried from 
Friday over into Monday of the second week, and adjourning at 
noon, June 10th, to meet on the first Tuesday of June, 1890. 

The first two days were mainly occupied in reading statistical 
tables and reports, only five of the fifty-six native churches fail- 
ing to report. 

Two of the four churches of the English-speaking residents of 
the Islands were represented at the Association—the Central 
Union, Honolulu, by Hon. A. F. Judd, and the church at Hilo 
by Dr. C. H. Wetmore. . 

Thursday morning was devoted to the receiving of greetings 
from the Chinese and Japanese churches co-operating with us, 
and from visitors from abroad. 

Rev. E. G. Porter brought the greetings of the A. B. C. F. M. 
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apo the many missions visited by him in his tour round the 
world. : 

Mr, Taifi spoke for the Gilbert Islands, and Mr. Westervelt for 
the new work of the A. B. C. F. M. in the Hawaiian Islands, 

The Annual Report of the Treasurer was read Thursday fore- 
noon, and the good showing it made gave great encouragement 
to the Association. An advance of nearly six thousand over last 
year’s income was reported. 

Following this Report came that of the Principal of the N. P. 
M. Institute, which also stirred the enthusiasm of the Association 
_ by the showing of a building fund of over $7,000 raised during 
the year. 

The Annual Report of the Corresponding Secretary was read 
_ Thursday P.M. 

The tenth topic for consideration—namely, that of «Evan- 
gelists’’—called forth much interested debate and unexpected 
unanimity. The Committee in whose hands the matter was laid 
reported as follows: 

1. We will gladly welcome helpers sent by the A. B. 0. F. M 
to the native churches. 

2. The different Associations are urged to appoint from among 
the native pastors those who shall devote their whole time to 
evangelistic work, and to make provision for their support. 

3. The pastors of this Association are urged to return to their 
_ different fields and assist in this evangelistic work. 

_ 4, It is suggested that there be established ministers’ meeting's 
on the different islands, according as the field may permit. 

Thursday evening, at 4:30, the members of the Association 
attended the annual Tea given by the ladies of the Woman’s 
~ Board of Missions at the parlors of the Central Union Church. 

Friday, a.M., the Association attended the closing exercises of 
the N. P. M. Institute. 

The Committee to whom was referred for further consideration ° 
the topic touching the ‘Corrupt Practices which vitiate our 
Christian life,’’- reported seven grave evils: (1) Intoxicating 
drinks; (2) opium; (3) awa; (4) gambling; (5) violation of the 
family relation; (6) the employment of native kahunas; (7) 
idolatry. 

The following committee was appointed to take up the subject 
for further investigation and study, and to report at a future 
meeting: A. F. Judd, C. M. Hyde, J. W. Alapai, J. Waiamau, 
E. 8. Timoteo, J. Bicknell. 

The Committee requests information on these matters from 
those who are posted. 

Much interest was aroused by the overture. 


THE WORK AMONG THE LEPERS, 


After animated discussion, a committee was appointed to draw 
up a memorial to be presented to the Board of Health, with a 
view to securing free use of the Bible and of church privileges

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for all according to their inclination and previous training. This 
committee was also instructed to consider the advisability of 
establishing a home for Protestant children. C. M. Hyde, A. F. 
Judd, O. P. Emerson, E. S. Timoteo and J. Waimau were the 
committee.

The annual sermons on Foreign Missions were preached on the 
Sabbath of June 2d by Rev. A. D. Bissell in English, and by 
Rev. J. K. Iosepa in Hawaiian. 

The annual sermon in English on Home Missions was preached 
on the Sabbath of June 9th by Rev. S. E. Bishop. 

Rey. S. Paaluhi delivered the Home Mission sermon in Ha- 
waiian on the evening of June 2d. 

Monday, June 8d, was devoted to the sessions of the General 
Sabbath School Association; Saturday, June 8th, to the General 
Exhibition of the Hawaiian Sabbath Schools of Oahu. 

Meetings of the Young People’s Christian Association and of 
the Blue Ribbon League were held during the evenings of the 
week. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered Sabbath 
P.M., June 9th. 

In the evening of the same day the Jubilee Address on the 
50th Anniversary of the completion of the first edition of the 
Hawaiian Bible, May 10th, 1839, was delivered by the Hon. A. 
F. Judd, at Kawaiahao Church, to a great concourse of people.

God’s voice has spoken to us again and again this past year in 
the providences that have called away one after another of the 
members of this Board. ‘Be ye also ready: for in such an hour 
as ye think not, the Sen of Man cometh.” 

At Colorado Springs, U. S., whither he had gone with the hope 
of regaining health and strength, July 8, 1888, it pleased God to 
call away from earth’s labors our Corresponding Secretary, Rev. 
A. O. Forbes. He was a most capable man for the position he 
held, holding firmly to the truth as it is in Jesus, and beloved by 
all associated with him. At Honolulu, passed to his rest Rev. J. 
W. Kaapu, formerly pastor of the Church at Hauula, Oahu, | 
and, at the time of his death, pastor of Church at Hanalei, Kauai. 
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He, too, was seeking recovery of health and strength, but was 
obliged to succumb to increasing infirmities, and lay down his 
work with his life. At Ewa, April 10, 1889, Rev. S. P. K. 
Nawaa entered into rest. Formerly a missionary of this Board 
to the Marshall Islands, in his pastorate at Ewa, he was inde- 


_ fatigable in securing a new house of worship, more tasteful and 


commodious than the old adobe structure that so long stood as a 
land mark throughout that region. At Kusaie, August 16, 1888, 
suddenly, of blood poisoning, Mrs. Venie M. Walkup, wife of 
Rev. A. C. Walkup, missionary of the A. B. C. F. M., in charge 


of the Training School for the Gilbert Islands Mission. Our fellow 


laborers in the Gospel, these have heard the call to come up 
higher, and exchange the cares of earth for the crown of heavenly 


joy. 


We recognize God’s sovereign wisdom, goodness and power in 
these bereavements. We feel our loss, while we rejoice in the 


_ blessed hope that, for Christ’s servants, to die is gain. We would 


not be disheartened because these fellow-soldiers have fallen by 
our side; but would. have our feet shod with the preparation of 
the Gospel, swifter in the service we have to do, and would take 
unto ourselves the whole armor of God, that we too may do all 
that belongs to us to doin the good fight of faith, and lay hold 
on eternal life. May God make us faithful to the end, and give 


_us the crown of righteousness, the crown of life, in His coming 


_ glory amid the praises of angelic hosts and redeemed humanity.

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TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 
BOARD OF THE HAWAIIAN EVANGELICAL ASSOCIATION. 





During the past year three members of the Evangelical Asso- 
ciation have been removed by death: Rev. A. O. Forbes, at 
Colorado Springs, Col., July 8th, 1888; Rev. J. W. Kaapu, 
of Hanalei, Kauai, at Honolutu, December 9th, 1888; and Rev. 
L.°P. K. Nawaa, at Ewa, Oahu, April 10th, 1889. The mis- 
sionary field of Micronesia has suffered by the death of Mrs. A. 
C. Walkup, at Kusaie, August 16th, 1888. In Rev. A. O. Forbes 
this body had an able and faithful servant—one who had long 
been a missionary worker among us—and during the last eight 
years of his life our Corresponding Secretary. He was a man of 
rare ,devotion—-one who understood the Hawaiian people and 
sought their good. In him they felt they had a friend who had 
proved himself. He had labored in both English and native pas- 
torates with a large success. In both languages he had the gift 
of eloquent address, and he handled the pen of a ready writer. 
His command of vigorous, idiomatic Hawaiian was exceptional. 
He was acquainted with its legendary lore as well as with its 
written literature, and he was wont to use this knowledge to the 
advantage of his work. He labored beyond his strength, and 
seught a respite only when it was too late. 


THE SECOND QUARTER-CENTURY. 


In entering upon the second quarter-century of our work, we 
’ are profoundly impressed with the need of an aggressive policy. 
We cannot think of continuing without pushing out into the new 
fields that have already opened. -It is being made more plain to 
us every year that the fate of the Hawaiian people is closely 
related with the character of our immigrants. To make it safe 
for the Hawaiian, we must Christianize the Chinese and 
Japanese, and evangelize the unchurched foreigner and the Por- 
tuguese. 

And we must keep in mind the fact of the change of the 
method of public instruction. The Hawaiian youth are being 
largely, almost exclusively, instructed in English; there is 
prospect of their acquiring an indifference to the services con- 
ducted in the Hawaiian churches, and by the Hawaiian pastors. 
On account of a growing ignorance of the literature of their own 
mother-tongue, there is the possibility of their escaping from our 
present appliances. From present developments, we may expect 
that by the end of this quarter-century the use of the English 
language by the native population will be quite universal. We 
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must meet these contingencies by providing “things new and 
old.” Rev. O. P. Emerson, late of Peace Dale, R. I., entered 
upon the duties of the secretaryship on landing in Honolulu, 
January 28d, 1889, 


SABBATH SCHOOL WORK. 


Our Sabbath School work varies greatly in its character. 
' Where there are wise leaders, excellent work is being done. 
Hawaiians have a faculty for memorizing which helps them to 
make the text of Scripture easily their own. This is seen in the 
regular quarterly Sabbath School exhibitions, and in the Young 
People’s Societies of Christian Endeavor. The great benefit of 
these meetings is the prominence given to Scripture—a benefit 
that offsets the lack of Bible instruction in public schools ; their 
fault is perhaps in the meagerness of the instructive unfolding of 
the truth. <A certain want of fitness is sometimes observable in 
the conduct of the concert exercises. The spirit of ostentatious 
display is unduly prominent, and has been fostered by the giving 
of prizes. We should seek to make all our worship more 
spiritual, and especially so this of the Sabbath School. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATIONS AND BLUE RIBBON 
LEAGUES. 


The Young People’s Christian Associations and Blue Ribbon 
_Leagues we regard as valuable adjuncts to the church work. 
We believe them to be achieving a great good in the Islands. In 
them and in the Sabbath Schools the native youth are being kept 
under the care of the churches, and those who are at work in 
them are the active workers of the churches. This work has 
“gone on, in some places, for years, and with apparently no dimin- 
ution of interest. In many churches it has the care of the after- 
noon or evening service. Perhaps there is sometimes manifest 
in the meetings of these societies a disposition to set the pastor a 
little too much to one side. But pastors who love their young 
people, and are earnest for their good, will never be slighted in 
this way. 

PASTORS. 


. Eight pastors have been installed during the past year, seven 
of whom were ordained and installed ; two on account of old age 
have retired from the active pastorate, and one has retired tem- 
porarily ; three have changed fields, and one has returned from a 
judgeship to the ministry. There are fourteen vacant parishes. 

On Hawaii, Rev. Stephen L. Desha has gone from the parish at 

Central Kona to that at Hilo; Rev. 8S. Kaili, from Waikapu 
(Maui) to Waipio; Rev. J. S. Kalana has returned to the 
ministry, and is at Onomea; C. M. Kamaka has been ordained 
and installed at Paauhau, Northern Hamakua; and J. Kalino, at 
Waimea. 
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On Maui, J. P. Inaina has been ordained and installed at 
Huelo, and A. S. Kaholokai at Honuala. Rev. D. Puhi, the 
aged and infirm pastor of Kipahulu is to be retired. This pas- 
torate, with that of Kaupo and Wailuku, have yet to be occupied. 
The last-named parish, in the third largest town of the group, is 
one of great importance. 

On Molokai, Rev. J. Hanaloa, after faithful service among th e 
lepers rendered for many years as pastor of the Siloam Church, ° 
has found a colleague in Rev. 8. Waiwaiole, and J. Kaaloahi has 
been settled in the pastorate of Halawa. 

On Oahu, there has been but one settlement in the regular pas- 
torate—that of S. Kapu, who was ordained and installed at 
Hauula. There are three unoccupied parishes—that of Ewa, 
made vacant by the death of Rev. S. P. K. Nawaa; that of Wai- 
manalo and that cf Kaneohe, which latter parish is being minis- 
tered to by Mr. Manuel. 

On Kauai, four new men have entered the field, two of whom ~ 
have been ordained and installed—J. Niau at Lihue, and S. K. 
Oiliat Anahola. L. Kopa and J. Kanoho are licentiates—one 
laboring at Waimea and the other at Hanalei. A very hopeful 
work is being done at EHleele; it is at present but a Sabbath 
School. It is very gratifying te note the interest taken in the 
native work by some of the white residents of this island, who — 
have formed a Pastors’ Aid Society. 


CHURCH BUILDINGS. 


The most notable of the church buildings erected during the 
past year is that of the church built for English-speaking residents 
at Paia, Maui—a structure of most approved pattern and of beau- 
tiful finish. It was dedicated March 10th, 1889. Rev. T. L. 

Gulick is pastor. 
' The church for English-speaking residents at Hilo, Hawaii, 
Rev. IE. P. Baker, pastor, has greatly improved and beautified its 
chapel. The congregations at Mauna Hoano, at Waipio, and at 
Opihikao, Hawaii, have each repaired their meeting houses. 

On Oahu the people at Makua, Waianae, Rev. J. Kekahuna, 
pastor, have rebuilt their meeting-house. In Honolulu the Ka- 
waiahao Church, Rey. H. H. Parker, pastor, has repaired three 
of. its long-standing chapels. Kaumakapili Church, Rev. J. 
Waiamau, pastor, is making strenuous endeavors to clear itself 
from its burden of debt, and is meeting with a measure of success. 
An appeal to the churches for assistance is receiving generous 
response, 


PARSONAGES., 


Four parsonages have been built. Three of them are models— — 
one at Koloa, Kauai; one at Hilo, Hawaii; one at Kahaluu, and 
another at Waipio, on the same island. 


: 
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PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


_ Fifty native churches have reported this year a total amount of 

$9,556.94, contributed for pastoral support, against forty-nine 
churches last year, reporting an aggregate of $7,870.33. Forty 
pastors and stated supplies have been in the field against thirty- 
two last year. 

The average salary of each pastor has been $236.40 against an 
average of $246.04 the year before. 

The contributions on Hawaii for the support of thirteen pastors 
amounted to $38,821.55—an average of $298.96 for each pastor. 
Maui and Molokai gave $2,394.89 to thirteen pastors—an average 
of $184.22 each. Oahu gave $1,920.50 to eight pastors—an aver- 
age of $240.06 each. Kauai gave $1,420 to six pastors—an aver- 
age of $236.66 each. The higher average of salary on Hawaii is 
due to the frequent bringing of two or more parishes under the 
charge of one pastor. 


BOARDING SCHOOLS. 


We have had three Boarding Schools for Hawaiians in operation 
during the past year. Miss Helen Pepoon, the Principal of 
_Kawaiahao Seminary, reports a prosperous’ year; the present 
number of the school is one hundred and twenty-eight. ‘+The 
majority of the girls” are reported as «+ interested in their studies,” » 
and as making ‘suitable progress.’’? There has been manifested 
‘during the year a very hopeful religious interest. The social 
part of the school-life has not been neglected ; society meetings 
and musicals have had their place. Just as the school year is 
closing, the school has been made to mourn the death of one of 
its pupils. This is the only death which has occurred at the 
‘school during the year. One other pupil died while absent ; 
otherwise the general health of the scholars has been good. The 
buildings are reported in a good state of repair. Kawaiahao 
Seminary is without endowment; it is therefore dependent for 
‘its support on patrons and friends. The charge of fifty dollars, 
‘tuition and board, is made by the year for each scholar; not an 
exorbitant charge for the well-to-do, but a heavy one for the poor 
pastor. The tuition of fifty-one scholars has been borne by their 
parents and guardians, leaving seventy-seven whose tuition has 
been borne by ‘‘various societies and Sunday schools,” and by 
other friends of the school. There is a call here for a more stable 
endowment. 
EAST MAUI SEMINARY. 

There have been seventy-six girls in the East Maui Seminary 
during the past year, eleven of them daughters of Hawaiian 
pastors. The school being endowed, and the parents of those who 
have attended, many of them being poor, there has been a large 
call for aid, and aid has come. The tuition (which is fifty dollars) 
of all but nine has been paid either by parents or by friends of the 
school. An endeavor is being made to provide scholarships for 
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the needy; forty-four have been provided for in this way during 
the past year. The expense of passage to and from the steamer 
to the school, which has been an item of large account in the past 
is now provided for, and «all parents can be helped in getting 
their children to and frem the steamers.’ A balance is on hand 
for repairing which is to be done. A generous offer of help have 
lately come to this school from Hon. H. P. Baldwin. The praise 
of this school is on the lips of all who know it. Its best en- 
dorsement is its pupils. Its closing exercises occurred June 27th. 


HILO BOARDING SCHOOL. . 


The Hilo Boarding School is the only boys’ boarding school 
under our fostering care. It is well located; it is in competent 
hands; it is in good running order, its industrial appointments 
being quite complete; it is favorably known; it has a history 
back of it, and there is no reason why it should not prosper had it 
only the funds. It charges but twenty-five dollars tuition for the 
year, taking from the boys a certain amount of daily work for the 
partial discharge of their obligations. It would seem to be un- 
wise to raise the tuition. It can hardly be lessened, for the 
income is not sufficient for its needs. It has had between thirty 
and forty scholars during the past year. It isa small school, but 
as such it is a very important one. 

Mr. Burt, the Principal, has offered his resignation, and it has 
been accepted, to take effect at the end of the next school year. 


THE CHINESE MISSION. 


By the kindness of the Superintendent of the Chinese Mission, 
we are permitted to report that work as follows: 

‘¢Our Chinese Church in Honolulu, on the 8th of June of this 
year, completes the first ten years of its history. Nearly two 
- hundred persons have been connected with it during this time. 
A heavy debt incurred in the establishment of our Chinese Y. M, 
C. A. Hall has been met by our friends. The day and evening 
schools have been well attended. Four new Sabbath schools have 
been opened in different parts of the city and of its suburbs, 
Increased interest has been manifested in this and in other lines 
of work. At Wailuku, on Maui, a good work has been carried 
on under the charge of Mrs. Simpson. 

«“ Rev. Mr. Ostrom, pastor of the church for English-speaking 
residents at Kohala, Hawaii, has faithfully aided the work there. 
Miss Ostrom, who has joined the mission force in Kohala, is 
studying the language, and is engaged in holding a successful 
school. 

‘¢A new Chinese colporteur begins work in Hilo this month. 
An Evangelist is now laboring on Kauai. Other Chinese teachers 
and preachers have given good assistance during the past year.’* 

Full details of this branch of the work will be found in the 
report of the superintendent in charge. Its importance can. 
hardly be ever-estimated. The superintendent’s resources are 
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entirely inadequate ; he ought to be enabled to put more workers 
into the field. With his parish of twenty-two thousand Chinese, 
he makes a most righteous and large claim upon us. 


JAPANESE WORK. 


The Japanese work, under the auspices of the Methodist 
- Church, is one with which we co-operate. It is but shortly ago 
that it had a most remarkable beginning. It has, during the 
past year, had as remarkable a development. To-day it is repre- 
sented by two church organizations, a Young Men’s Christian 
_ Association, a Temperance Society, a Mutual Aid Society, an 
Evening School, a Lyceum and classes for study, five Sabbath 
schools and preaching stations. This work has been carried on 
from Honolulu as acenter. Rev. K. Miyama is pastor of the 
Japanese Church there; Mr. Mitani is his assistant. Mr. Harris, 
the Superintendent of the Mission, resides in San Francisco. 
From Honolulu the work has reached out into all the larger 
islaitds of the group. From the district of Paauilo, Hawaii, there 
comes the report of developments of great interest, over one hun- 
_dred persons being enlisted in the support of religious services. 
~The church at Kohala has been kindly helped by the Rev. Mr. 
Ostrom, pastor of the church for English-speaking residents. 
During the past year he has conducted in his own house a morn- 
ing Sabbath school, with a roll of fifty names. They have there 
“a Japanese Y. M. C. A. with a roll of twenty-five names. The 
evangelist, Mr. Ukai, has been holding meetings and working 
among the Japanese laborers of Maui and Hawaii, and Mr. M. 
Takista has been on an evangelistic tour through Kauai. The 
‘development of the temperance work among the Japanese has 
been something phenomenal. This feature of good comes to be 
all the more conspicuous when we consider the fact of a Buddhist 
organization among us, which éncourages drinking habits. Rev. 
Mr. Miyama expresses great satisfaction at the progress of the 
work, and he gratefully acknowledges the important and gener- 
ous assistance he has received from his friends of the Central 
Union Church. 
THE PORTUGUESE. 

The work among the Portuguese is represented by but an 
evening school.and a small Sabbath school of some thirty mem- 
bers. Otherwise we have no constant mission among them—no 
colporteurs, no preachers, no superintendent, and yet they stand 
third in the population of the group, and have the franchise, and 
are mostly very ignorant, and are increasing rapidly among us 
and settling themselves down. There are those among them who 
are asking for our help. It is time that larger things were under- 
taken. 
POLYNESIAN IMMIGRANTS. 

The special agencies employed among our Polynesian immi- 
grants have not been added to during the past year. Rev. J. H. 
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Mahoe has done work among the Gilbert Islanders on Kauai, and 
Mrs. H. Bingham has taught a Sabbath school class of Gilbert 
Islanders in Kawaiahao Church. These Islanders from the south- 
ward have, some of them, come to us already Christianized. 
Some are learning the Hawaiian language, and are attending 
the native churches. 

CHURCHES FOR ENGLISH-SPEAKING RESIDENTS. 


Our churches for English-speaking residents have done a great 
work this year, not only among their own people, but also in the 
help they have proffered to every needy portion of the field. 
Their pastors and members have been busy in seasen and out of 
season. ‘Their donations have been generous. What they have 
undertaken to do is the warrant of the continuance of our work. 
The influence they have exerted on the Hawaiian people through 
their membership and their offerings has been great. 

Let the Hawaiians be constantly held to the fact that these, 
their Christian brethren of the English-speaking churches, are 
their truest friends and helpers; that they stand ready to con- 
tribute generously of their wealth to every needy portion of the 
work, and every basely-fostered prejudice will die. Here are 
benefits worth the having, that challenge our largest generosities. 


COMMITTEE ON HAWAIIAN HOME EVANGELIZATION. 


It was during the past year that the Committee on Ha yaiian 
Home Evangelization was formed, and it, in consultation with 
the Home Board in Boston, has achieved the beginning of a new 
missionary enterprise, or the reviving of an old one. The pur- 
pose is to strengthen the native churches ; to re-evangelize them 
and’ quicken them in their work. It has been thought wise to 
bring new missionaries into the field. The first one, Rev. W. D. 
Westervelt, late of Denver, Colorado, has been found, and has 
been graciously received by the people. Others are being sought, 
and will be welcomed when they come. It is thought that it 
would be best to have one missionary on each of the four larger 
islands,

x PUBLICATION DEPARTMENT. 


One of the most successful issues of the Publication Department 
has been that of an 18mo edition of a thousand Hawaiian Bibles. 
~The work has been done by the Bible Society of New York. 
This society generously bore one-half of the cost of the issue. 
The cost, therefore, to us of these bibles is such that they can be 
sold at the reduced price of one, dollara volume. An edition of 
_ten hundred and fifty Hawaiian Hymn Books has also been pub- 
lished in New York.’ One thousand Gospel Hymns in Hawaiian 
were printed in Oakland, California. We have had printed in 
our city five thousand Historical Question Books in Mortlock. 
Also, five thousand Hymn Books and two hundred and fifty 
Arithmetics in the Marshall Island dialect, These were printed 
at the expense of the American Board. 

The great undertaking of translating the entire Bible into the 
Gilbert Island tongue is being pressed by Rev. Mr. Bingham with 
untiring constancy. The advance this year is fron. Numbers to 
2nd Kings inclusive. Mr. Bingham is being assisted by Mr. M. 
Kaure, a Gilbert Islander.

MICRONESIAN FIELD. 


By the arrival of the Morning Star, March 6th, we have un- 
expectedly early news from the Micronesian field. Captain 
Garland reports a quick voyage. With favorable weather and 
abundant provision, the comfort of the passengers was happily 
secured; and, barring the striking of a rock in making out from 
Losap in the early morning, when the glare of the rising sun was 
on the waters and in the captain’s eyes, and scraping coral in the 
swift tide of Ebon channel, and the loss of a few sails ina squall, 

the voyage passed without mishap. 

__ The Morning Star brought up six missionaries of the American 
Board from the field, leaving the force there quite depleted. Mr. 
Rand has gone from Ponape, and from his school work there, to 
seek needed rest in the States; Mr. Walkup was obliged to leave 
Kusaie, and the charge of the Gilbert work and training school, 

to take home his three motherless children ; Miss Fletcher left in 
broken health; Mrs. Cole came to put her children in school ; 
and Mr. and Mrs. Treiber, on account of the latter’s health, have 
left Ruk and the Micronesian mission, and are not to return. 

Mr. Doane, now a veteran of nearly seventy years, is at his post 
on Ponape, where Miss Palmer and Miss Dr. Ingersoll have the 

charge of a school for Caroline Islanders. Dr. and Mrs. Pease, 
assisted by Miss Crosby, continue at Kusaie in charge of the 
Marshall work and training school. Miss Smith and Miss.Little, 
at the same station, are in charge of the boarding school for 
Kusaiean, Marshall and Gilbert Island girls. It is suggestive to 

know that in their instruction they have to master and use three 
languages. 

Mr. Snelling is at present the only ordained missionary at Ruk. 
Though the withdrawals are large, and the number of those that 
remain are few, the Micronesian mission continues to develop, 
and in some places very hopefully. Under the lead of Mr. 
Snelling, assisted by Mr. Worth, the people of Ruk are proving 
responsive. Mrs. Snelling is expected to go to join her husband 
by the return of the Morning Star, and, with her, it is hoped that 
Mrs. Logan may come. Should the latter be added to the mis- 
sionary force there, and begin work again in her old field, the 
work there will be well in hand, and we shall expect to see this 
important and latest mission of Micronesia open up the largest 
work yet begun there. 

The statistics of Father Doane’s work on Ponape show progress. 
The late unpleasantnesses experienced with the Spanish have 
been adjusted, and the treatment of the missionaries is courteous, 
We have word from the Home Board that a Rev. John J. Forbes 
is coming out to be Mr. Doane’s helper in the care of his many 
scattered stations. 
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The trip among the Marshall Islands was achieved by Dr. Pease 
early in the fall of the year, and during good weather. The 
Doctor reports his satisfaction at this voyage—one which when 
doue later in the season, and in the stormier winter months, as 
previously, was wont to prove very exhausting. Of the work 
there he says: ‘It was never before so encouraging as now. 
The churches are all apparently stronger, and, except when in- 
terfered with by foreigners, have made a healthy gain in mem- 
bership. The only fact that we mourn over is the fewness of the 
native helpers.’”’ © 

The least promising outlook is found in the Gilbert Islands. 
By the departure of Rev. Mr. Walkup, this mission is left with- 
out a leader, and its training school on Kusaie is disbanded. It 
is hoped, however, that some of the students have gone back 
with a purpese to evangelize their countrymen, and so good may 
come even of this seeming set-back in the work. Before leaving 
his field, Mr. Walkup visited it and made a final disposition of 
his available workers among the islands. The only ordained 
missionaries now in the Gilbert group are native Hawaiians, of 
which there are six in the service; two others resident there, 
and formerly wissionaries, have become traders. 

The missionaries write in good spirits, and are seemingly hope- 
ful in their work. But it is evident that they have come upon 
the perilous days of foreign intervention. The trader and the 
man-of-war’s-man are there. Things point toward a German 
protectorate to be established over the Gilbert as well as the 
Marshall Islands. The Germans are on the ground in force. 
Their presence complicates. the operations of our mission. An 
injunction has been laid upon all unlicensed trade, the license 
_ being fixed at $250. This is an inconvenience to our good Cap- 

-tain. Trying exactions have also been made with regard to 
entering and clearing from port. The German protectorate in- 
volves the possibility of new missions entering the field. Inde- 
pendently of this protectorate, the Romish Mission has already 
taken a station on one of the Gilbert Islands, and it is thought 
that the Rhenish Mission may in time enter the Marshall Islands. 

No report has been received this year from the missionaries at 
the Marquesas Islands, 

The Morning Star, which came into port much in need of 
repairs, has been put into seaworthy condition, though it is 
thought that before long another boat may be needed to take her 
place. The expected time of departure for the mission field is in 
the early part of August.

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A SUGGESTIVE HISTORICAL FACT. 


, 


_ The old proverb, “Man proposes; God disposes,” is one very 
patent to those who study the course of History and watch the 
unfolding of that infinite plan in which, through the instrumen- 
tality of hnman agencies, the larger thought and more benefi- 
cent intention of the Divine Mind, are accomplished.——A striking 
instance of this may be found in following the links in the chain 
of events, which led to the introduction of Christianity inte our 
own Islands. That one of these, and a very important one, though 
ind rect, should have been the great heathen empire of China 
itself, is a fact calculated to surprise the majority of those, whose 
attention may not hitherto have been attracted to this subject.—— 
Trade in furs with China, “that great mart for peltries,” was one 
of the most potent agencies during the early part of this century 
in developing commerce between America and Asia. The de- 
mand for this most useful article in the great empire was on a 
large scale and the wilds of the western coast of the Pacific pro- 
duced a beunt ful supply. Vessels were fitted out by capitalists 
to engage in this trade, and the quiet waters of the Pacific were 
furrowed py the keels of these fore-runners of the great steam- 
ships of the present day. Rev. Dr. Speer in his most interesting 
and valnable work, entitled “China and the United States,” makes 
special mention of this trade in connection with the dawn of a 
new day on our own Islands. “The history of the Sandwich Is- 
lands is peculiarly connected with this commerce. The fur 
ships were accustomed to time their departure from the Atlantic 
ports so as to reach the north-west coast in the spring. They 
traded during the summer up and down it with the Indians. In 
the fall.they went down to the Sandwich Islands, and there re- 
fitted and lxid in fresh provisions; dried, cleaned and preserved 
their furs; and purchased sandal-wood, sharks fins and tortoise 
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shells for the China trade. The second spring they returned 
north for a further supply of furs, in the fall touched at the Is- 
lands again to put them in erder and thence sailed away for 
China. An exchange of their cargo for tea, silk and porcelain 
was soon effected there, and they joyfully hastened upon the. 
wings of the monsoon towards their Atlantic homes. The name 
given by the Chinese to the Sandwich Islands was Tan Hiang 
Shan, the “Sandal Wood Islands.” This name they bear com- 
monly in the Chinese language till this day, though the sandal 
wood has long ago been cut off, so that now only a trace of it 
can be found here and there on the mountains. It 1s wondeful 
to trace out the chain of influences as they affected the people of 
these and other Islands. Tho trade in sandal wood enriched a 
few of the prominent chiefs, Kamehameha, an ainbitious chief 
of the island of Hawaii, was furnishad by it with a part of the 
means necessary to prosecute his determination to make himself 
master, first of the large island on which he lived, then of the 
whole group. He compelied his people to search for the precious 
fragrant wood, hew and clean it and carry it dewn the mountain 
sides upon their backs, He traded it for vessels, guns, ammun- 
ition and stores. He succeeded in conquering the whole of the 
islands. This removed some of the greatest obstacles to the 
future efforts of the missionaries of the Gospel. Through the 
tractable native Hawaiians who were employed as seamen en the 
ships engaged in this same trade, the attention of American 
Christians was turned to those interesting people. The presence 
of two of them, Obookiah and Hopu, at New Haven, helped to 
kindle the missionary impulses which created the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, in June, 1810, and 
led ene of its first missionary companies, in 1819, to undertake 


_ the conversion of the Hawaiian nation to Christ. Thus the com- 


’ merce whose end was to clothe with costly furs the wealthy in- 
habitants of the empire of China was appointed by the Provi- 
dence, which wisely and mercifully manages the world, to be a 
means to surround it with a rich belt of celestial blessings to our 
race.” 

We hope that this extract will prove as interesting and sug- 
gestive to others as it has to us, so wonderfully manifesting the 
presence of a higher power moving in the affairs of nian, 

Through the years which have intervened since those early 
days, Christian influences have transformed and moulded this 
land into the Christian Kingdom which it is to-day. We are 
privileged to live in a day when new and wonderful developments 
are taking place in that vast heathen empire, over which so long 
the night of heathenism has hovered. With no uncertain sound 
comes the appeal to us as Christians to aid in the inspiring work 
of the evangilization of the Chinese. se 

A work of great importarce is laid upon us in our ocean home 
midway between the east and the west. That great “Rock,” 
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against which the glowing and consecrated heart of the dauntless 
and saintly Xavier beat in impassioned and vain entreaty cen- 
turies ago. has at last opened and a living stream has issued which 
is finding its wey to all parts of the earth. To-duy we see here 
on our shores, in town and country, it our rice and sugar districts, 
in our homes and streets, thousands of representatives from this 
land. The desire for gain has brought them hither and here 
their labor has brought gain to others as well. Humanly speak- 
ing it is alla matter of trade, of labor, of money getting. But is 
_there not a meaning greater and grander than all this? May 
We not if we wisely use our opportunity, be the means in the hands 
of God, of untold blessing to the Chinese, not only in their re- 
lations to our land but also to that great empire from which they 
come? Are we meeting as a Christian people, as we should, this 
important issue? It is a problem of no little difficulty, but of the 
greatest importance. Itis one which no Christian, who yearng 
for the speedy coming of the Redcemer’s Kingdom in the 
_ hearts of his fellowmen, can ignore. Across the ocean on either 
_ side of us, from our land itself, from the souls within us, come 
voices cf entreaty to be faithful to the work so plainly set pefore 
us. It would be unchristlike, we would be unworthy to be 
ranked as followers <f Him, who first taught the principles of 
universal brotherhood in fulness and power, if we should allow 
- ourselvs, through any spirit of narrow race prejudice to be de- 
verted for an instant from the most brotherly and energetic efforts 
for the moral and spiritual elevation of the Chinese. Something 
is being done, but the men and means, are inadequate for the work 
which should be here carried on. As we look into the crowded 
- hold of a ship returning to China and realize how many there are 
who have not in this Christian land been led to Christ, or listen 
to the clash of gongs and cymbals ot some heathen funeral, we 
feel a mighty longing rising within us for more help! Out of onr 
abundance, out of the gifts so lavishly showered down upon us, 
_ let as give to these dwellers in our land. Then shall our sugar 
and rice plantations mark an onward and upward point in the 
spiritual history of a race, as did the fur-bearing ships of other 
days. 
TEN YEARS OF CHURCH HISTORY. 


A decade has nearly passed away since the first Chinese church 
on the Hawaiian Islands was organized in Honolulu, on June 
8th 1879, at the Lyceum. For ten years this Christian church 
has borne testimony to thousands, of the power and truth of the 
religion of Jesus Christ. Its history during these years prove the 
wisdom of those Christian friends, who gave ther fraternal sym- 
pathy and support in its initation. Grateful are we for the mer- 
cies and blessings which have been shown it by the great Head 
of the Church. It has-been a home ever-open in welcome to 
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Christian Chinese coming from other lands; into its fold have been 
received on profession of their faith in the Saviour, those who 
have rejoiced to leave the traditions and superstitions of their 
race to enter upon a better way; here Christian parents have 
brought their little ones to receive the rite of baptism. It has 
been a light amid much darkness, a herald of the good news of a 
Redeemer for all mankind, a prophecy cf that larger and fuller 
day of blessing, when the millions of Chins shall acknowledge 
the righteous sovereignty of the King of Kings. We wish there 
might be larger results to show from these ten years of church 
life, greater spiritual heigbts attained by individual members, 
larger numbers gathered in from heathenism. It is an humble 
record which we have to present, but we rejoice in what hag been 
accomplished and feel strengthened to go forward. Our Chris- 
tian people have on the whole witnessed a good profession, and 
among them there are those of noble and heroic mould. There 
have been connected with the church since its beginning 184 
persons, (144 men and 40 women). Of these about seventy first 
professed their faith here in Honolulu, and from them have come 
some of our most earnest and active members. The others bave 
been cordially welcomed from Mission churches in China (princi- 
pally those of the German and American Presbyterian Missions) 
and California. They have not only added te our members but 
have brought new elements of strength into our work aad 
enlarged the horizon of the church's sympathy and fraternal love. 
Fifty-five children have been baptized and from this number we 
have lost scarcely any by death. Of the adult members of the 
church ten have been called away by death and we humbly trust 
to enter into the joys of the Heavenly Life. Forty-seven have 
returned to China. The present number in connection with the 
‘church is eighty-nine men and women. 

During the past year four members have been admitted on pro- 
fession of their faith and nine by letter, while twelve children 
have been brought by their parents for Christian baptism. There 
are now five adults on probation, who hope to unite with us at 
our approaching communion season in July. Services have been 
held during the year alternately in the Hakka and Punti dialects, 
which have been well attended. We feel encouraged in the work 
of tho church, There are some new faces regularly seen in 
our meetings, and we trust this number may be increased. We 
miss, however, others long with us, now returned to China. 
But we trust the good seed sown here will bear fruit in that land - 
beyond the sea, Our two preachers, Mr. Ng and Mr. Kong, have 
both been faithful and efficient workers. We regret extremely how- 
ever that the health of the latter 1s so poor, that for the present, 
it will be necessary for him to lay aside all active work. Grate- 
fully would we note the continuance of the sympathetic and help- 
ful aid of Rev. Dr. Hyde, who since the organization of the 
church has been its true and unwavering friend. An interesting 
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morning sabbath school is carried on in connection with the 
church for children, numbering about fifty, and there are classes 
also for adults. A Bible class for women is held at the close of 


the morning service on the Sabbath. Our other services have 
been continued as in former years. 


A BURDEN LIFTED. 


More and more are the methods of Christian work being trans- 
planted from England and America to different Mission fields. 
_ One of the great agencies for good, and one peculiarly 
~ adapted to meet the needs of many, is the Y. M. C. Assoc- 
iation. There is, without doubt, a great future for this work in 
China, The enthusiasm which at the present time is being 
manifested in Japan, owing to the visit of Mr. Wishard, in this 
line of work, will, we trust, soon spread to the greater neighbor- 
ing empire. As is known to many, there has been for some 
years an Association of this nature here among our Chinese 
friends. For some time past the work of the Association has 
been hindered not.a little by the heavy debt resting upon the 
hall, which was erected several years since. Itisa great joy to 
us to be now able to announce that this burden has been lifted 
and that the building is now free from debt. Most generously 
have friends come to our assistance, and have cheered our hearts 
_ and strengthened our hands by their liberal donations, as will be 

seen from the statement herewith given. As one of the most 
liberal of the donors wrote, accompanying his gift: ‘Christian 
work among the Chinese I feel to be a very important work, that 
we should all be ready to assist in.” 

It is to be hoped that the good work which this Assoc- 
iation has been able to accomplish in the past will be greatly 
enlarged in the future. It is now proposed to initiate more de- 
finite and helpful work among the poor and sick Chinese of the 
city. Every Sunday evening a well attended Bible class is held 
in the hall for study of the Bible. Our regular monthly business 
meetings have been, of late, especially marked by good atten- 
dance. The social gatherings, also held monthly, have been full 
of interest and attracted not a few beth of the members and 
their friends. The Association hopes, if possible, to begin e’er 
- long to take steps to secure the land on which the Hall stands,

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A BRIGHT POINT ON MAUI. 


We had occasion last year to speak of the good work being 
carried on by Mrs. Simpson, onr faithful worker in Wailaku. 
We would again refer with special gratitude te the good influence 
which she has exerted there. -Amid-many difficulties and often ~ 
almost prostrated by ill health she has nobly stood by her work, 
until rest and change became imperatively necessary. Most ear- 
nestly do we hope and pray that she may be fully restored to 
health and enabled to resume her important and helpful work. 
Miss May Green, from our girls schvol in Honolulu, is for the 
time being most kindly filling her place. Mrs. Simpson has been 
unremiting in her efforts in day, night and Sabbath schools, in 
work for her pupils and for all others as opportunity has offered, 
Tho “lady-teacher” 1s welcomed in many Chinese and Hawaiian 
homes, where her friendship and sympathy are truly valued. 
About twenty pupils have been connected with the day school 
and we know, from personal observation, they bave received 
a great deal of valuable instruction, which cannot fail to in- 
fluence for good the lives of these bright Chinese and part 
Chinese children in the future, 

The Sabbath services and a singing class on Wednesday evening 
have been greatly assisted by one of our CLristian Chinese, 
who though busily occupied with other work, still finds time for 
this labor of love. A most interesting young Chinese, Wong 
Tuck, the first fruits of Mrs. Simpson’s labors in this field was 
baptized recently in Honolulu just before leaving for China, at 
his own request. His hearty determination to follow Jesus is 
most encovraging. We hope his example will be followed by 
others, who now manifest an interest in religious matters During 
a recent visit to Maui we were struck with the spirit of several of 
‘the young men, who have been connected with our evening and 
Sabbath schoo!s and felt that much good seed had been sown. 
The pecuniary needs of the work have been mainly met with 
hearty liberality by the Chinese themselves. We feel also much 
indebted to the Makawao Foreign churh, which, as in other 
years, has come forward to aid in the work among the Chinese. 

Recently a class for Chinese has been opened in connec- 
tion with the Sabbath school of this Church at Paia, under the 
charge of Mrs. Colville, which now numbers about twelve per- 
sons and for which we wish all success. 


OTHER WORK ON THE ISLANDS. 


Our Chinese, colporteur, Mr. Chow Chung Chan, has been 
laboring for several months on the Island of Kauai. He has 
visited now nearly all the points on the Island, spending several 
wecks at Waimea, where for some time past a small number of 
Chinese have been attending the native church, among whom he 
reports. several Christians, Though he meets with difficulties, 
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’ he writes in a cheerful spirit and is not daunted in his work, re- 
alizing that it is a time of seed sowing. The interest which 
different Christian friends on the Islands manifest in the work 
18 most encouraging. Dr. J. R. Smith, though occupied with 
much other work, writes of his desire to have a Sabbath school 
class established for the Chinese. In Hilo there has been no 
Chinese colporteur for some months past but by the time this 
report appears in print we hope to have one at work there. Mr. 
Ng Hin Kee from our church in Honolulu has been appointed to 
that post for the present while a Mr. Wong, a most interesting 
and scholarly young man, who has recently come to us from the 
- American Presbyterian Mission in Canton, will take his place 
here. Thanks to the earnest efforts of Miss Ellen Lyman, Mr. 
Austin and others the Sabbath school for Chinese hus been con- 
tinued in Hilo. The numbers are small, but we trust that 
they may increase after the arrival of the new preacher. From 
Kailua, Hawaii, comes a lengthy report from the aged Hawaiian 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Kaonohimaka, about the work among the Chinese 
_ there, which testifles abundantly to this dear brother’s Christian 
zeal and sympathy. Difficulties seem to have arisen among the 
little band there, and he pleads e+rnestly for a helper. whe un- 
derstands Chinese. We hope to send one of our Christian 
workers, Just as soon as it is possible to spare him, from the 
_field where he is now. 


OUR WORK AND WORKERS IN KOHALA. 


Greatly do we feel indebted to Rey. Mr. Ostrom, formerly mis, 
sionary in Amoy, China, now pestor of the Foreign Union church- 
Kohala, for the helpful care of the work which he has taken 
during the past year, at this important station. Most gratefully 
too would we acknowledge the kind providence, which has, this 
past year, brought to us our valued helper in the Chinese Mission 
cause, Miss Mary Ostrom, from Minnesote, U.S. A. In addition 
‘to her many other and varied duties, she has for some months 
past applied herself diligently to the study of tbe Chinese lan- 
guage in the Hakha dialect, a knowledge of which will be of the 
‘greatest serviee to her in ber future labors. We feel sure our 
friends will be much interested in Mr. Ostrom’s report. ‘The 
work itself has been a great comfort and help to me. There are 
many pleasant and helpful features of the work, chief among 
which is the large number of families scattered among these hills 
and gulches. It is far from easy to make impression among 
great companies of men, gathered together in the plantation 
quarters, though our duty to them can never be overlooked. 
But when the tired laborer can leave the toiis of the day, and 
slip away to his rude cabin and his wife and children, there is 
something to awaken thankfulness. The Word dropped in the 
home by the faithful visitor of the day, will ,be repeated at night 
and the thought of a Heavenly Father’s love and care will be 
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more readily received, for do not the sweet influences of the hum- 
blest home afford the best evidence of that love and care? 
Another pleasant and hopeful feature of this work is the chil- 
dren growing up in these families. They can easily be led to the 
church and the school and taught the Saviour’s love. It 1s plea- 
sant to think how well we are furnished for doing this work. 
How good God has been to this district! He has given us a 
faithful Chinese preacher, Mr. Kong Tet Yin. Though not con- 
stituted such by human agencies he is a real and true pastor of 
his people and proves himseif a wise councillor and pradent 
manager. He ministers faithfully te a well organized church, 
with an efficient band of deacons, besides frequentiy visiting the 
surrounding plantations at night, during the week. Visit'ng the 
quarters of the men, he talks with them and, when he can draw 
them together, addresses them in reference to their eternal in- 
terests and commends to them the Gospel of Christ. We have 
also a well organized day school with thirty-six scholars enrolled. 
Miss Mary Ostrom, an earnest Christian worker 1s principal of 
this school and Mr. Ten Yong and Mrs. Aseu are teachers in the 
Chinese language. Miss Ostrom teaches two Sabbath schools 
each Sunday and holds an occasions] prayer meeting with the 
women after the afternoon service at Makapala. In addition to 
teaching during the weex, she has also done a great deal of 
family visiting. These means and agencies have been constantly 
and faithfully at work during the year aud it seems dishearten- 
ing that we cannot repor$ greater results. But we have at least 
testified for Christ, Let it be remembered that our population is 
changing, that many have returned to China, that the vacant 
places are often filied by those of other nationalities and that the 
seed thus sown may produce its fruit in other lands. The Lord 
of the harvest knows and will take care of that. But we are 
prone to despond over means and methods and too often forget 
that the work is Gods. ‘Ye are @od’s building.” ‘Ye are God’s 
husbandry.” What we need above all is the out-pouring of the 
spirit here. Allis vain and lifeless without that blessing. If the 
lack of results for which we mourn shall lead us and the friends 
of our work to unite with us and cry mightily unto Ged for the 
help we need, then our seemingless fruitless labors will be the 
precursor as the blessing for which we work and pray.” 


SABBATH SCHOOL WORK AMONG THE CHINESE. 


Of late our work in this line has received fresh impetus. To 
the present school +t the Chinese Church, which has been carried 
on for years, several others have been added, at different points 
in the city, which have brought not only a larger number of 
pupils under this good influence, but have greatly increased our 
teaching force and interested new friends in the work. Mr, 
Shaw and his faithful corps of teachers have continued on 
at the Chinese Church. Since the beginning of 1889, the num- 
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ber of different pupils on the roll has been 89—with an average 
attendance of between thirty and forty. The Makihi Sunday 
school for Hawaiians and Chinese under the care of Mrs. Dil- 
lingham and Prof, Alexander, assisted by friends from Oahu cel- 
lege and the neighborhood is in a flourishing condition. Some 
time since Mrs. Dillingham reported seventy-six Chinese as 
having been connected with the school, and since then others 
have attended. <A most kindly spirit has prevailed among the 
different nationalities here gathered. This has resulted in gen- 
erous gifts from all for the improvement of the building and the 
grounds about, so that now our place of meeting presents a very 
different appearance from what it did a few months ago. So teo 
of the work we would speak hopefully. As Mrs, Dillingham 
says: “We trust a little light has been kindled in one of the 
dark corners, and that some time it may illuminate other dark 
places. With strong hearts we look forward to the time when 
years, not months, in this work will have larger, grander results 
to tell.” Mrs. McCully and a few kind helpers are carrying for- 
ward a good work at.the Chinese Mission Room in Hotel street 
with an average attendance of about ten in number. Mrs. 
McCully says: ‘There is always a prayer at the opening of the 
school, either by the Chinese pastor, or Peter, a Christian bro- 
ther. We then read for half an horr in the primer, beyond which 
the men have not yet advanced. We close with general exer- 
_cises—reading the Catechism in Chinese and English, repeating 
the Lords prayer in both languages. This is where we are at 
present. The work is not easy, but when we remember that we 
are doing this prosaic work for. Jesus, the weariness goes out of 
it and it becomes joy, not duty.” At Palama another school has 
been carried on by Mr. Terry and Mr. Lyman, with aid from some 
of the boys from the Kamehymeha School, who have shown them- 
selves most helpful and kind. Up in Nuuanw Valley Mrs. Jor- 
dan and other friends have opened a school at the native 
‘church on Wylie street. These latter schools have been small 
in number but some have come under their influence who might 
not otherwise have known of the Saviour and His love. Most 
heartily do we say; “God bless these schools, teachers, and pupils 
and may their number increase!” It is an effort which we believe 
the great Lord of the Harvest will not fail to reward with His 
smile and blessing. 
A MISSION FIELD IN OUR HOMES. 


It has been left to our day, to see a section of a foreign mis- 
sionary field transplanted to Christian lands and the heathen ad- 
mitted to the privacy of our family life and homes. Yet just this 
we are secing to-day in this Christian land where we live. Look- 
ing over the group we see scores of homes where those who 
serve with us, our “hewers of wood and drawers of water,’ the 
men in the kitchen, the waiters at our tables, the helper to whom 
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master and mistress turn; are mainly Chinese. They may not 
always give unqualified satisfaction, they have their faults as well 
as others, who have had better opportunities, but we feel quite 
sure that, should they be suddenly “spirited away” and we see their 
faces no more, or find none like them, that there would be dire 
lament in the land. It is often our privilege to see what plea- 
sant relations exist between master and mistress and servant. 
We wish we could see these still further extended. Let us in- 
augurate more mission-work in owr homes! In the daily living, 
let the servant know that you serve the great Master. Here our 
Christian ladies have a noble field,—one where already good in- 
fluences have been exerted, whose extent cannot be measured 
here below. When the family gather for morning or evening 
prayers see if the man who has been working, perhaps faithfully 
for years with you, would not be willing to come in and sit with 
you. We know of more than one home where this has been 
tried with happy results, and where the house-hold machin- 
ery has been in no way ‘impaired in its working. There 
are many ways you can illustrate the religion you profess. 
Don’t let us forget Africa, Micronesia, or India, or China across 
the sea, but do let us remember the immortal soul, on the other side 
of the wall! If you have found the means you have used of but 
little avail, try in some leisure moment a point in which this in-_ 
dividual is usually vulnerable,—the study of English. Let your 
more sceptical friend’s warning about the evils of this course of 
higher education not dissuade you; don’t let it trouble you that 
your. oriental student has no more lofty motive than the de- 
sire to advance his own interests (a singularly human failing to. 
which most of us seem prone to yield at times) but just take it as 
a good means to a good end, namely, the winning the respect, con- 
_ fidence and friendship of your pupil. Let it bea “stepping stone 

to higher things,” to the telling, through the printed page or 
spoken word, of that Saviour, who left His Heavenly home to 
bear earth’s scorn and the pain of the “bitter cross,” that teacher 
with pupil might have the joy of the Eternal Life. 

Should any one desire at any time aid in work of this or a 
more extended nature among the Chinese, the Superintendant 
would feel it to be a privilege to be communicated with, and will: 
do all in-his power to essist. There are now books and papers of 
various kinds which can be procured at reasonable rates, and. 
there are others, in the form of tracts and leaflets which will be 
gladly sent to any one applying for them. In this connection 
we would like especially to speak of an excellent little monthly | 
magazine, “The Chinese Hvangelist” published in New York city, in’ 
English and Chinese, full of interesting notes of Chinese Mission 
work, and items of news, which are of value to both classes 
of readers. We would strongly recommend this excellent 
publication and wish that it might have extensive circulation

THE WORSHIP OF FALSE GODS. 


In a former report we spoke briefly in reference to the various 
heathen temples in our city, where the different deities of the 
Chinese Pantheon are worshipped. A number of our friends 
have expressed their surprise on hearing of this fact. That bit 
of orientalism in our midst, called “China-town,” is full of sur- 
prises, some interesting, some depressing, to the explorer, It 
would be well if our Christian people knew more of it. Recently 
there was a great stirring among the above mentioned objects of 
worship. For the first time there was inaugurated in our town a 
“Tq Tsiu,” as it was called by the Chinese, a kind of idolatrous 
and historical exibition, the promoters of and participants in 
which are supposed to accumulate no little merit by their gifts 
and aid. The different gods from the different temples, the God 
of War, the Queen of Heaven, the God of Medicine ete., were all 
brought to the temple of the Goddess of Mercy on King street, 
where they presided over the festivities for some days, Prayers 
were said in long monotonous chants by hired performers. The 
place was hung round with various pictures representative of the 
“olden times” of China, which attracted a throng of sight seers. 
Some two thousand dollars were subscribed for this heathenish. 
féte all over the islands, principally from the poorer and labor- 
ing class. The names of the donors were written on brilliant ver- 
milion paper and pasted on the entrance wall. We are told the 
list was burned at midnight, thus being wafted to the presence of 
“The Pearly Emperor, Supreme Ruler, where their generosity will 
purchase favor and merit for them. The object of this demons- 
tration was stated by some to supplicate for rain after the long 
season of drought which prevailed over the islands. Should not 
this establishing of another heathenism on a soil reclaimed from 
the idolatrous practices of the early Hawaiians, lead our Chris- 
tian church to be more active in giving the benefits of Christianity 
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to the thousands in our midst, who have been reared under the 
sway of such superstitious beliefs? While we should ever work 
in a spirit ef charity and brotherly love, we should labor, with 
earnest and vigorous measures, to replace the false by the true, to 
let in on the confused twilight of this ancient faith the pure, 
white light ot Christianity. 

FORCES AT WORK. 


It is difficult to tabulate results of Missionary effort. The 
unseen is more than the seen; the seed is sown in many a little 
nook the result of which will never be known until the time of 
the great harvesting; it is here a little and there a little, as 
opportunity may offer, often in weakness, sometimes with doubt, 
and with trembling faith, but not in vain, if done “in His Name!” 
As this may be said of work elsewhere, so it is true in these early 
days of work among the Chinese in our Islands. Our staff of 
workers is limited in number and the means at our disposal far 
from large and we see how much more could be done, with an in- 
crease of both, but we feel grateful for the opportunities which 
are now offered ug. From our “Daily Record’ we gather a few 
tems. Our good brother, Mr. Peter Lee Sam, comes to tell us of 
the work at the little Mossion Chapel in the heart of China-town, 
go situated that it will arrest the attention of the passers by on 
that busy throughfare. Faithfally has this friend stood by the 
profession made some years @go, and, as opportunity offers, share 
with others the good news of the Kingdom. In his quaint little 
statement he says: “During the year 754 Chinese people have 
visited our Gospel Branch on Hotel street, not including the at- 
tendance on Sundays. I should say this would be a great and 
interesting sowing ef the good and valuable seed of Jesus Christ. 
Though we do not know of many believing and being converted, 
still we may yet see the beautiful sprouts shoot up and stretch 
their excellent branches and bear admirable fruits. The Chinese 
people well know this room. They come and have little talks or 
reasonings about the doctrines of Jesus Christ and Confucius.” 
God grant that the arguments of this good brother may be con- 
vineing to his hearers and be blessed from above! Regular evan- 
gelistic services are also held here every Sabbath, sometimes the 
room being well filled with listeners, many of whom, for the first 
time hear of the Saviour who gave His life as a ransom for the 
world. In the Prison regular services have been held and we 
cannot but hope with good results. Here we know the Saviour 
precedes us, and as we enter throngh the stone portal which 
guards the entrance, we can in spirit read over it, what should 
ever be an inspiration to every Christian worker, “J was in prison 
and ye came unto me,’ This year our work has been especially 
encouraging. Nowhere do we meet with a heartier and more 
cordial welcome, or secure a more respectful hearing. Nor is 
this all. As the time of some has expired, they have sought us 
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out and made us feel that the words of sympathy spoken to them 
‘fn bonds” have not been forgotten. One, who has given good 
evidence of his change of heart, is hoping soon to unite with our 
church in Honolulu,. All who have been brought in contact with 
him have been struck by his humble, earnest spirit and his desire 
to lead others to a knowledge of Christ. Two Chinese who were 
sentenced to be hung for murder, and who were instructed in the 
principles of our religion, were baptized before their execution at 
the prison. Forsome months past an especially interesting class of 
bright and intelligent young Chinese has gathered every Thurs- 
day evening at the home of the Superintendant, for friendly 
social intercourse, discussion of the topics of the day in this and 
other lands, study of ancient and modern history, and general im- 
provement. These have been gathered from all ranks and con- 
ditions, but have met on a most friendly and brotherly footing. 

We feel sure that could our readers have witnessed one of these 
gatherings and listened to the bright and animated discussion 
they would have felt here were representations of a race, worthy 
of our best and most earnest efforts. The little company have 
taken the somewhat high sounding title of “The Anglo-Chinese 
Literary Society,” but we trust we may be able to live up to it. 
Another organization of our young men is doing good work in a 
musical way. During the year in connection with the church a 
“Choral Union” with good membership has been formed and 
under the instruction of an excellent and well-trained teacher, meet 
for regular practice. Already they show quite creditable results 
of their training and we trust that there will continue to be im- 
provement. Already there is talix among the young fellows of 
starting a “Band” not in Chinese, but foreign style. Heartily do 
we welcome all these indications of upward growth and develop- 
ment and rejoice in all that will elevate, refine and ennoble these 
young men in our midst. Effort has been made so far as possible 
to distribute good reading matter, both in town and country. It 
is our hope to enlarge our work in this line and we will gratefully 
receive any donations which will enable us to do so. The Mis- 
sion presses of China are producing a large and varied assort- 
ment of fine reading of different kinds. Quite a large number of 
copies of the “Chinese Illustrated News” and Child’s Paper, filled 
with the best of religious, scientific and literary matter are now 
subscribed for by the Chinese, and many copies have been dis- 
tributed gratuitously. Mr. Theo, Davies, with this characeristic 
kindness, has sent us a generous supply of illustrated Chinese — 
papers, connected with the Childrens Scripture Union, and we 
find them of much service in our work. It is our wish to per- 
severe in giving to all the Chinese on these Islands, either by 
spoken or printed or written word a knowledge of Jesus Christ, 
and His religion, to give them correct and proper views of their 
moral and spiritual obligations, to elevate and help them in all 
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good and right ways. Will not our friends help us in realizing, 
so far as possible, this desire? Lately a “Scripture Union’ has” 
been started among our Chinese Christians. More and more are 
we impressed with the necessity of careful and prayerful study 
of God's revealed Word, and we trust that this means will be 
blessed here as it has been in other lands. A number of evening 
schools for the Chinese are scattcred through the city, which are 
an important agency for good. While they are not directly under 
the care of the Mission, we feel a great interest in them and wish 
them all success. They are taught principally by ladies, who 
receive remuneration from their pupils for the four on five evenings 
instruction, which they give during the week. The kind and 
helpful instruction of the teacher, contact with refining and cul- 
tivating influences, and occupation of time which otherwise 
might be wasted, cannot fail to result in benefit to the young men 
and boys, thus employed. Almost, without exception, the teach- 
ers speak with euthusiasm of the aptness and diligence of their 
pupils and of their gentlemanly and courteous behaviour. The 
night school, formerly taught by Mr. Dunscombe, has beon for 
several years under the faithful care of Mr. Robert Laing. It is 
situated on Hotel street in our little Mission Chapel. Many of 
the boys who attend are from the poorer class and have bat 
little time for study, and the attendance is often irregular. But 
we hope that, in addition to a knowledge of the rudiments of Eng- 
lish, they acquire something more, and that a memory of the 
prayer, offered and the hymn sung at close of school and the 
teacher’s cheery friendly words will linger withthem. Mr. Laing 
reports that during the past year 102 pupils have been connected 
with the schooi for a longer or shorter period. The highest 
number for any month being twenty, the lowest ten. 

One very hopeful feature in our work and one which it is 
always a pleasure to report is to be found in our Day Schools for 
Boys and Girls. At the Chinese church Miss Payson and Miss 
Mary Kwai Shin have carried forward their schools with good 
attendance. Sixty or more bright lads have been connected 
with the schools. A few have returned to China, and others 
passed out into different lines of work. The Girls School has 
been prosperous during the past year. This branch of our work 
is peculiarly interesting as it is valuable “object teaching” for 
our Chinese friends in the important, but by them sadly neg- 
lected, department of female education. There have beeu con- 
nected with the school during the past year some fifty girls, of 
them twenty-eight were pure Chinese, eighteen part Chinese, and 
four Japanese. The school has been under the efficient care of 
Miss May Green, assisted by Miss Kwai Shin. Of late, during 
Miss Green’s temporary absence on Maui, both Mrs. Sherman and 
Miss Parke have lent their kindly aid. Besides the regular 
work in the school-room, Miss Green has visited in different 
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homes, giving instruction to the girls who could not be induced 
to venture out to ovr school, having thus twelve interesting “out 
pupils.” Five of the school girls have recently returned to 
China. ‘Two of our four older girls, now at Kawaiahao Semin- 
ary, have recently united with the church and of them their 
_ teachers give excellent reports. Another, whose sadly crippled 
body enshrines a loving heart, who came to us from San Fran- 
cisco some years since, from the kind care of Christian friends 
there, is hoping to profess her faith in the Lord Jesus, at our 
approaching communion at the Chinese church, next July. Still 
another, the first of our girls to marry, is now living at Kaneohe 
and sends to us for the Gospel story to read with her husband, 


THE POWER THAT CONQUERS. 


In closing our report of work among the Chinese for the past 
year, it is fitting to make mention of the creased interest which 
has been manifested by Christian friends in the department of 
our Home field’ The claims which this people have upon our 
Christian sympathies, the responsibilities which we have towards 
them, in tieir spiritually destitute state, and the importance of 
this work, are coming to be more clearly recognized. The gen- 
erous gifts which have been sent for the carrying forward of the 
work, the cordial and hearty assistance given in different lines of 
missionary effort and the helpful words of sympathy spoken, are 
herewith most gratefully acknowledged. May this interest now 
manifested be an earnest and promise of stiil greater in the 
future! The work here as in that vast field, across the sea, from 
which our Chinese friends come to us, is, as 1t were, but in its. 
beginning. Here and there a few have come. under the influence 
ot the blessed Gospel of Jesus Christ, but the mass still cling to 
old forms and systems of belief and action. We need to bring 
the heart of our Christianity more vitally in contact with those, 
whose opportunities for spiritual advancement have been incom- 
parably less than ours. We need more and more to work in 
that spirit of brotherly love, which is the most potent of influences, 
the enemy of narrow and unchristian prejudice, the power which 
wins and holds the hearts of men, in this grandest of conqnests! 
The noble and generous response, which our Foreign residents 
have recently made to the call from the greviously stricken and 
suffering thousands in the famine-dlstricts of North China, 1s a 
grand tribute to the sympathy and friendliness which here 
exist for those in need and trouble, irrespective of nationality. 
The combined gifts of Foreign and Chinese friends, amounting to 
several thousands of dollars, will bring food and nourishment to 
many in that distant region, and awaken their gratitude to those 
who, in these “isles of the sea,” have lent a helping hand.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NORTH PACIFIC MIS- 
SIONARY INSTITUTE, JUNE 4, 1889. 


In the history of the Institute for the past year we rejoice in 
the gracious Providence that brought into this Training School 
just about the same number of new scholars as was the number of 
graduates a year ago—exactly enough to occupy all the available 
rooms. Eleven graduated; ten entered. These ten new students 
are: J. B. Haleole, W. W. Higgins, M. Kuikahi, D. Kamanao 
Meheula, D. W. Kawahamae, M. ©. Kealoha, E. K. Lilikalani, 
D. Maiapuni Kualii, Louis M. Mitchell, G. W. Nakaa. Of these 
new students one is a native of the Gilbert Islands, another of 
Mauritius. This may indicate the opening wider of the privileges 
of this school in the near future to the diverse races of the Pacific. 
Of the three who remained in the school at the close of last year— 
J. Akela, Lonoikahaupu, J. M. Ezera, D. M. Piliola—the first 
has now completed the course of study, and begins at Kipahulu, 
Maui, his work as a minister of the gospel of the grace of God. 

The health of all fourteen students and their families (for six 
of them are married) has been uniformly good. In all their in- 
terecourse with each other, and with their teacher, their depart- 
ment has been eminently satisfactory. The development of intel- 
lectual ability, of logical comprehension of divine truth, and of 

‘ardent enthusiasm in testifying to the Saviour’s forgiving and 
satisfying love, has not been so marked as in some former classes, 
but there has been faithful attention to the prescribed studies and 
personal devotedness to the special work of the school. 

The cultivation of spiritual life, of personal piety, of individual 
consecration, has been sought not only in the regular sun-rise 
prayer-meeting, held every Sunday morning; but it has been 
kept constantly in mind in the preliminary devotional exercises 
of each daily session of the school. Questions involving a need- 
ful self-examination, and prompting to a continuously renewed 
personal consecration, have been taken up and earnestly, prayer- 
fully discussed by each student: ‘* What benefits have FE received 
from the Lord Jesus Christ??? ‘What is the power from on 
high which was promised to Christ’s disciples; and have I re- 
ceived this special gift??? ‘What is consecration to Christ ; and 
have I humbly, lovingly, joyfully made a full surrender of myself 
and my all to Christ ?’? Such questions have been the assigned 
themes of devotional thought and remark at the opening of the 
daily session. Other preliminary exercises have been the reading 
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of hymns, with special attention to the expression of varying 
_ religious thought and feeling, and the recitation of selected pas- 
sages of Scripture. A singing class, conducted by one of the 
students, has been maintained one evening, and occasionally two 
evenings, each week. Two books of Gospel Hymns, in Hawaiian, 
have been sung through in consecutive order as part of the open- 
ing exercises. A neighborhood prayer-meeting has been held in 
_ the recitation-room every Sunday afternoon, conducted by one of 
the students. Others have held such meetings in other localities 
and in the public charitable institutions. All have been engaged 
_ in Sunday School work. 

The programme for the daily work of the students has been the 
Same as in former years. The mornings have been occupied in 
study. Such opportunities for manual labor as could be secured 
for the afternoons have sufficed tu procure the needed means of 
subsistence, food, fuel and light. Every Thursday morning is 

_devoted to rhetorical exercises. Kev. H. H. Parker has given 
instruction, as in previous years, two hours each week, in the 
composition of sermons and the duties of the pastoral office. A 
half-hour every Friday morning has sufficed to secure proper 
sanitary care of buildings and grounds, which have thus been 
kept scrupulously clean, though special circumstances, this year, 
have interfered with plans for giving a more attractive appear- 
ance to the premises. | 

The studies have been those assigned for the first year of the 
prescribed course, mainly general preparation for Bible study, 
with synoptical studies of all the books of the Old Testament. 
In this line the endeavor has been by personal investigation of 
the Sacred Scriptures to acquire a good general idea of the con- 
tents and scope of the inspired volume. In studying Biblical 
geography, the same method of personal investigation has been 
pursued. After drawing sketch-maps of the countries, the names 
have been found in the Bible, and the localities studied in con- 
nection with the historical incidents mentioned. The elementary 
principles of Hawaiian grammar, and the fundamental rules of 
pulpit elocution have been studied in simllar fashion, with illus- 
tration examples of principles and rules sought in the language of 
the Bible itself. The principles and rules governing Parlia- 
mentary proceedings have ulso been written out and then put in 
practice in the various forms of ecclesiastical meetings, so that 
the students might acquire a practical knowledge of the proper 
methods of conducting the proceedings of deliberative assemblies 
in their own church and association meetings. A brief theological 
eatechism has also been studied, so as to get a general, systematic 
idea of the great truths of the Bible in regard to the nature and 
relations of God and man, as these truths are compendiously and 
philosophically stated in the Confession of Faith adopted by the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Churches. 
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The expenditures for the management of the school and the 
students have been made as economical as possible, in view of the 
depletion of the treasury of the Hawaiian Board in the early part 
of the year. Yet, through the special kindness of friends, there 
has been no cutting down of the work of the school, or of the 
comforts of the students. Various friends have contributed 
articles of clothing to supply deficiencies in the wardrobe of the 
students, even more generously than in former years. For such 
gifts, special thanks are tendered to Mrs. C. H. Judd, C. 
Hustace, J. A. Hopper, W. W. Hall, H. M. Whitney, C. M. 
Cooke, A. O. Forbes, 8S. E. Bishop, W. A. Bowen, T. H. Hobron. 
In addition to many articles of clothing, Mrs. Forbes has also 
given crockery and matting; and, most prized of all, from the 
library of her husband, the late Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board, has made a large donation of theological and other books 
for the use of the students and of the Micronesian missionaries. 

Hon. Samuel M. Damon has given one hundred dollars, which 
were spent, as suggested by him, for the purchase of clothing and 
furniture for the students who graduated last year—a most ac- 
ceptable and serviceable gift. Hon. C. R. Bishop also gavea 
New Year’s present of one hundred dollars, which has been used 
for supplying various personal needs of the students and for their 
better equipment for their special work. The Hawaiian Board 
made a special grant of $100 towards the expense of a new fence, 
but the grading of the side-walk has not yet been completed by 
the Road Supervisor, and the money has consequently not been 
expended. Mr. Edward Clifford, the English portrait painter, 
gave ten dollars for the use of the school, which has been spent 
in framing photographs of the different classes. 

Three hundred and fifty dollars have been received from the 
- Treasurer. This, with a small balance of $7.95 reported last year, 
has been expended as follows: Furniture, $66.85; labor, $114; 
lumber, etc., $64.20; tools, $32.45; books, $315; miscellaneous, 
$30.25; cash advances, $10; medicine, $3.75—making a total 
expenditure of $352.50, and leaving a balance of $5.45. Over 
$8,000 have been subscribed for new buildings, and it is hoped to 
raise at least $10,000. 

The eleven students that graduated last year are all at work in 
different localities. Six of them have been regularly ordained 
and installed as pastors, and are all doing good work for the 
Master. But we need to remember that it is only through per- 
sonal faith in the Lord Jesus Christ as the divine sacrifice for sin, 
and personal love for the Lord Jesus as our righteousness, that 
the divine redemption of the world, now only a prayer and a 
prophecy, can become an actual fact and a blessedness enjoyed. 
What good thing else is there that can satisfy and uplift thy 
soul? Thankful for all the prosperity that has come to this 
country in the large gains that have accrued to its chief industry, 
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yet feeling the increased responsibility that increasing wealth 
brings to its possessors, we may well pray that all Christian 
_ people in the islands shall so use their powers and their posses- 
sions as to Secure and communicate that true and lasting good 
which money cannot buy nor mere labor achieve, a new life, a 
fuller life, eternal lite in Jesus Christ, our Saviour and our Lord.

TRANSLATION OF THE ADDRESS 


OF 


“EON. A. KJUDD, 


On the Jubilee of the Hawaiian Bible, delivered before the 
Hawaiian Evangelical Association, at Kawaiahao 
Church, Sunday evening, June 9, 1889. 





CHRISTIAN FRIENDS :—We are assembled this evening to call 
to remembrance the completion of fifty years since the Holy 
Scriptures were published in the Hawaiian language in this 
Archipelago. 

Jehovah spoke thus to the Children of Israel: ‘And ye shall 
hallow the fiftieth year: it shall be a jubilee unto you; and ye 
shall return every man unto his possessien, and ye shall return 
every man unto his family.” 

We, the descendants of Israel according to the faith, obey this 
command by the assembling of ourselves together in this historic 
edifice to celebrate the jubilee of the Bible—<« the leaves of the 
tree which are for the healing of the nations.” Searcely anyone 
would dare to deny that the Bible is what has healed the Ha- 
waiian people. But, in order to our encouragement, it is well 
that we should take a rapid glance at the condition of Hawaii 
before the Gospel came hither and compare it with the present. 

On the 19th January, 1778, the ships of Captain Cook touched 
at Niihau, and that was the opening of these islands to the 
‘Knowledge of the outside world. From that time vessels from 
foreign countries occasionally visited these islands; but darkness 
still brooded over the land, and there still continued idojiatry, the 
taboos of the priests, wars, famines and death. In the year of 
Our Lord, 1809, some Hawaiian youths (Obookaiah and Hopu)y 
went to America. The captain of their ship took them to New 
Haven, Conn., to be educated ; and afterwards, in 1816, a school 
was established in Cornwall, Conn., for the education of youths 
from heathen lands. There, among Indians, Tahitians, and 
scholars from other places, were some Hawaiian boys (Obookaiah, — 
Hopu, Honolii)—nine of them in all. These all embraced the 
Christian faith, and Obookaiah was very anxious that messengers 
be sent to take to Hawaii the Word of God. He intended him- 
self to come back, but he was cut down by the angel of death 
before he had completed his education, 
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But the voice of God came to Messrs. Bingham, Thurston and 
Whitney and others, and in the year 1819 they and their wives 
sailed from Boston on the small two-masted vessel named ‘the 
Thaddeus. On this vessel came Thomas Hopu, John Honolii, 
and George Kaumualii, also called Humehume, the sun of Kau- 
mualii, King of Kauai. They reached Hawaii on the 30th 
March, 1820. When the boat which they had sent to a landing 
on the Kohala coast, Mahukona or Honoipu, returned to the 
vessel, these were the tidings given to the missionaries on the 
vessel: ‘¢ Kamehameha is dead ; his son Liholiho is King. ‘The 
tabus are at an end; the idels are burned; the temples are de- 
stroyed.”’ In this the hand ef God was seen. He thus prepared 
a way for the introduction of His Word among the Hawaiian 
people. The vessel sailed to Kailua, and the chiefs went on 
board to see the missionaries and their wives—the «< ‘long necks” 
as they were called. This was the dress of Liholiho when he 
went to see white women for the first time: A malo, a green silk 
handkerchief over his shoulders, a gold watch-chain about his 
neck, and a feather wreath on his head—no clothing. 

After much discussion, and with a good deal of hesitation, 
Liholiho consented that the teachers could stay in the Kingdom 
one year. Mr. Bingham was stationed at Honolulu, Mr. Whitney 
at Waimea, Kauai, and Mr. Thurston at Kailua, Hawaii, where 
the King and chiefs resided; and the King placed John Ti and 
Kahuhu with Mr. Thurston to be taught reading, and said that if 
it did them no harm; he also would learn the « palapala.” There 
was no writing in Hawaiian in these days—no bocks or news- 
papers. Liholiho asked that his name be written. The mis- 
Sionary wrote it, ‘Li-ho-li-ho.” Liholiho looked at it long and 
steady, and then said: “This does not look like me, nor any 
other man.”’ 

Liholiho submitted himself to be instructed, but did not alto- 
gether turn to God. He told Mr. Bingham that at the end of 
five years he would become a Christian, but, before this time 
had elapsed, he went to-England with Kamamalu and others and 
died there. But, before he went, Keopuolani, his mother, was 
eonverted. This Queen, the widow of Kamehameha I. and the 
mother of Liholiho and Kauikeaouli, who was the first born 
among the chiefs into the new birth of Jesus Christ, died in the 
Lord on the 16th of September, 1823. That year the missionaries 
began to preach in the Hawaiian tongue. Before this their 
addresses had been interpreted by Hopu, Honolii and others. 
Immediately the missionaries arrived here, they began to con- 
verse with the people in the Hawaiian language, and upon them 
fell the honor of first writing the mother tongue of Hawaii with 
pen and ink upon paper. To reduce the language to writing was 
their first work, in order that the Word of God might thus reach 
the hearts of the Hawaiian people to the saving of their souls. 
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Within only three years from the time when Messrs. Bingham, 
Thurston and Whitney touched their feet on Hawaiian shores, 
Liholiho and Kauikeaouli had learned to read and write, and also 
twelve other chiefs and twelve chiefesses. This was quick work. 
That year (1823) the King ordered the observance of the Christian 
Sabbath. This year also Messrs. Richards and Bishop arrived 
here, and as soon as they had sufficiently mastered the Hawaiian 
they too engaged in translating the Bible. 

T have said that Liholiho went to England in the year 1823. 
He left the Kingdom in charge of Kaahumanu and Kalaimoku, as 
Kauikeaouli was quite young. In this we again see the hand of 
God guiding the Hawaiian ship-of-state. For, under the leader- 
ship of these strong, wise and well-disposed chiefs the Hawaiian 
people made rapid progress in education. 

In 1822, on the 7th of January, the first words in Hawaiian 
were printed—spelling lessons—the ‘*B-a, Ba,’? and Liholiho 
‘¢ pulled” the first sheet from the printing press. Schools were 
established, and the missionaries devoted themselves to instruct- 
ing the people. Mr. Bingham translated a leaflet of twelve 
pages of the Gospel of Luke, and it was printed in Honolulu 
in 1827. He then translated and printed in 1828 the Sermon of 
Jesus on the Mount, and 25,000 copies of this were published. 
In that same year Messrs. Bingham and Thurston finished the 
translation of the Gospel of Matthew entire. In 1829 Mr. Richards 
translated Mark, and Mr. Thurston John, and these three Gospels 
were published in Rochester, New York—10,000 copies each. 
That year (1829) Mr. Bingham finished the translation of Luke, 
Mr. Richards the Acts, and these books were published in Hono- 
lulu—10,000 copies each. These portions of the Bible were dis- 
tributed broadcast among the Hawaiians, and many souls drank 
the water of life from these little fountains. 

. Let no one suppose this to be an easy task. Not every one who 
understood Hawaiian and English could translate the Bible. For 
the New Testament was translated into Hawaiian from the lan- 
guage in which it was written by Matthew, Mark, Luke, John 
and Paul—the Greek language; and with this ancient and 
rich language these missionaries were familiar. These fathers of 
ours were not lazy men; they felt that ‘ All Scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in righteousness; that the man of 
God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good work,” 
and, therefore, they made great efforts in this great work of 
translating the Bible. 

In the year 1828 a new reinforcement of missionaries arrived. 
On this vessel, the Parthian, with Dr. and Mrs. Judd, came 
Messrs, Clark, Andrews and Green, and as soon as these three 
last named became acquainted with the Hawaiian language they 
assisted in the translation of the Bible. In the year 1831 Romans 
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was translated by Messrs. Thurston and Bishop; 1 Corinthians by 
Mr. Richards; 2 Corinthians by Mr. Thurston 3; Galatians, Ephe- 
sians and Phillipians by Messrs. Thurston and Bishop, and all 
these books were published in Honolulu—10,000 copies of each. 
During this year (1831) the missionaries devoted their energies 
to the completion of the translation of the New Testament, and 
Mr. Bingham finished his part—the translation of 1 Thessalonians, 
Colossians and Hebrews ; James was done by Messrs. Richards 
and Andrews; Peter by Mr. Richards; the three Epistles of John, 
Jude and Revelation also by Messrs. Richards and Andrews, and 
all these were printed and bound in the « Printing Office and 
Bindery” at Kawaiahao, Honolulu. In 1832 Mr. Bingham 
finished the translation of 2 Thessalonians, and 1 and 2 Timothy, 
Titus and Philemon, and these were printed in Honolulu—10,000 
copies each. 

In May, 1832, the New Testament was completed. Mr. 
Richards translated one-third, Mr. Bingham one-third, Mr. 
Thurston one-fourth, and Messrs. Bishop and Andrews the re- 
maining one-twelfth. ‘On the 17th May, 1832, a large reinforce- 
ment of missionaries arrived at Honolulu from America—Messrs. 
Alexander, Armstrong, Emerson, Forbes, Hitchcock, Lyons, 
Spaulding, Dr. Chapin, and their respective wives. During those 
days there was lying ill in Manoa Valley the Queen mother of 
the truth, Kaahumanu; Mr. Bingham hastened to have printed 
and bound in one volume the entire New Testament, the trans- 
lation of which was just completed, and placed his first copy in 
Kaahumanu’s hands. She took this precious gift in her trembling 
hands and read enough in it to satisfy herself that it was all there, 
then carefully wrapped it in a handkerchief and called it «+ good,” 
and placed it on her breast as if she had received the last Testa- 
ment of her Lord Jesus Christ. During her last days she had 
read to her from it many passages like this: ««In my Father’s 
house are many mansions. ‘I go to prepare a place for you,” 
ste., and her breath left the body while she was saying the lines 
of a favorite hymn. 

Before the completion of the New Testament, some of the 
Fathers had begun translating parts of the Old Testament. In 
1836 Messrs. Thurston and Bishop had finished Genesis, Mr. 
Richards Hxodus, Mr. Bingham Leviticus; and Numbers and 
Deuteronomy were completed by Messrs. Thurston and Bishop ; 
ind Joshua by Mr. Richards. Mr. Richards had previously, in 
1835, done Judges and Ruth; Mr. Thurston, 1 Samuel; and Mr. 
Bishop, 2 Samuel. 

Mr. Bingham began on the Psalms in 1831, and had finished 
he first seventy-five in 1839 ; during these same eight years Mr. 
Richards had translated the rest of the Psalms from the 76th to 
60th inclusive. We must remember that Messrs. Thurston and 
3ishop were at work at Kailua, Hawaii, Mr. Bingham at Hono- 
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lulu, and Mr. Richards in Lahaina; and these all had their own 
mission work to do—preaching on Sundays, caring for their 
church members, looking after their churches, teaching school, 
and what time they had left they gave to this great task, the 
translation of the Bible. Messrs. Bingham and Clark translated 
1 Kings, and it was first published in 1838; and in that year was 
published 2 Jcings, translated by Mr. Green, as also 1 Chronicles, 
translated by Mr. Bishop. 

Mr. Green had the honor of translating 2 Chronicles, Ee- 
clesiastes, and the Song of Solomon, and these books were first 
printed at Lahaina in 1836. Mr. Green also translated Daniel, 
which was published in Honolulu in 1889. In that same year 
was published Job and zra, translated by Mr. Thurston. Mr. 
Dibble translated one book, Nehemiah, printed in Honolulu in 
1835. That same year, at Lahainaluna, was first published 
Esther, previously translated by Mr. Richards. The Proverbs of 
Solomon were translated by Mr. Andrews, and they were pub- 
lished at Lahainaluna in 1836. Mr. Richards translated Jsaiah, 
Jeremiah and Lamentations ; these were all printed at Lahaina- 
luna in 1886 and 18388. 

In the year 18389 a great work was done, for in that year the 
remaining books of the Bible were translated, Mr. Bingham 
doing Hzekiel, Mr. Thurston completing Hosea, Joel, Amos, 
Obadiah, Jonah, Micah, Nahem and Habbakuk, and Mr. Bishop 
Haga, Zephaniah, Zachariah and Malachi ; and all these books 
were printed in Honolulu—10,000 copies each, as was their 
custom. 

So we see that these eight missionaries translated the Bible 
into Hawaiian—Messrs. Bingham, Thurston, Richards, Bishop, 
Andrews, Clark, Green, Dibble. It was the learning, patience, 
fidelity and the love of these eight missionaries that lead them 
to translate from the original Hebrew the Old Testament, and 
and from the original Greek the New Testament into the 
Hawaiian language. In fifteen years the work was done, and on 
the 28th March, 1839, the last verse was translated, and on the 
10th May, A. D. 1839, the whole Bible was completely printed 
and bound in one volume. 

You were blessed, indeed, -O Hawaii, when you, on the 10th 
May, fifty years ago, received this great gift! Its value to you 
was greater than ships of war, an army of soldiers, or millions 
of gold. You received the Word of Jehovah, the true God, and 
the revelation of His beloved Son Our Redeemer. Therefore, let 
us observe this Jubilee, for fifty years the Light has shone 
upon the fields, the mountains and shores of Hawaii. In that 
year of Grace, 1839, there was a great revival of religion among 
the Hawaiians, and 10,725 persons were admitted to the Church 
in Hawaii during that year. Among these are the parents of 
some of you, my Hawaiian friends. We believe that they are 
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now standing before the Throne of the Lamb of God—for «the 
number of them was ten thousand and thousands of thousands”’ 
—‘‘and they have washed their robes, and made them white in 
the blood of the Lamb.” ««Therefore are they before the Throne 
of God, and serve Him day and night in His temple.”’ 

They who furnish a people with the Bible, which is the bread 
and the water of life, are more to be honored than those who 
found a kingdom. The Hawaiian people received the Bible 
before it did a Constitution, and before it received the recognition 
of its civil rights, or a legislature, or the right to own land. And 
it was the Bible that softened the hearts of the chiefs and led 
them to be willing to grant these great privileges to the people ; 
and the Bible also prepared the hearts and minds of the people to 
accept these great privileges, which they had never enjoyed 
before. 

Look at China and Japan. There are to-day consular courts 
within the domains of these great empires who try cases where 
foreigners are involved. The reason is that the great Christian 
-hations of the earth do not trust these nations, as they are 
heathen, and the principles inculcated by the Bible, of love, 
regards for the rights of others and security of life and property 
have not fully penetrated them. 

But Hawaii readily adopted these good ideas which the Bible 
spread among the people, and the Great Nations admitted 
Hawaii as a member of its Christian family, and made treaties 
with it. The reason why Hawaii has remained independent for 
these many years is because they adopt the principles taught by 
Jesus Christ in the Bible. 

There can be no more useful thing done than to supply every 
Hawaiian house with a Bible—from Hawaii to Niihau. ‘You, 
pastors of churches, should make this your first duty in your 
parishes. Stir up the people, parents and children, all, to supply 
themselves with the Bible. Better let the Hawaiian be without 
his calabash and his meat dish, his holding of land, his bed, or 
his right to vote, rather than be without his Bible. 

_ If the Hawaiian children cannot be taught the Bible in the 
public schools, teach it to them in the home, in the Sunday school 
and in the church. If a church has no pastor, let the people 
assemble themselves together, and let one who can do so read the 
Bible to the people without comment. Let the Word of God 
speak to you. . The Bible ean be bought now for one dollar. This 
is the price of but two paiai, four drinks, one silk handkerchief ! 
What a gift this would be for birthday presents and on other 
oceasions. 

_ The Bible has more power to move the hearts of men than any 
other book that has been made. Why? Because it is the Word 
of God, and all other books are man’s work. This book has been 
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the subject of attack by many learned men. They have sought in 
every way to overturn it, but still its power and influence in- 
creases. 

In the dark ages—when the power of Rome was great—this © 
Book was read in great fear. There were few Bibles in those 
days, and the fortunate few who possessed it went into caverns 
and secret places to find the Water of Life from the fountain. 

At the present day the Bible has been translated into the 
majority of the different languages of the Earth—over 300 in 
number. : 

The British and Foreign Bible Society publish three million 
Bibles every year; and this Society receives from sales of Bibles 
annually $525,000, and there is devoted to it for the free distri- 
bution of the Bible $600,000 annually. 

The American Bible Society, which paid for the Hawaiian 
Bible, has an annual income of $700,000, and sells and distributes 
over one million copies of the Scriptures every year. 

If four million Bibles are thus annually published and dis- 
tributed, how can it be said that the Bible has lost its power ? 

Among the majority of the enlightened nations of the world the 
Bible is allowed to be read without hindrance, and the countries 
where the power of the Roman Church is still great are beginning 
to let the Bible be sold and read among the people. It will not 
be very long ere the light of the Word of God will dispel the 
darkness in Austria, Spain and Turkey, and will break the chains 
that bind the souls of men. 

Hawaii has adopted the ideas of the Bible—the seeds cf truth 
that have been sown here; the natives have been clothed ; the 
malo and pa’u has passed away ; the wooden house has supplanted 
the grass hut; the lawless power of the chiefs and priests has 
‘gone; the tabus are broken. Hawaii has steamers, railroads, 
artesian wells, the electric light, the telephone, schools and 
churches. If the Hawaiians should wish to overthrow the new 
state of things and revert back to the condition of olden times, 
they cannot do so, ‘Therefore, rise O Hawaii, and hear the words 
of Jehovah, who said: “Thou shalt have no other gods before 
me.” Heisa ‘jealous God,” and is angry with those who still 
believe in the Aumakua, the Unihipili, Pele and Kamapuaa! 
Dismiss entirely your faith in the old superstitions and come 
altogether intu the full character of a Christian nation. 

The old days have passed away forever; they never ean return 
again. Forget the things that are behind, and reach forward to 
those that are before, ‘For ye are not come unto the mount that 
might be touched, and that burned with fire, nor unto blackness 
and darkness and tempest;’’ “But ye are come unto Mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem, and to an innumerable company of angels, and to the general

assembly and church of the first born, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the judge of all, and to the spirits of just 
men made perfect ; and to Jesus the Mediator of the new coven- 
ant and to the blood of sprinkling that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel.”? «See that ye refuse not Him that spake.”’ 

Wherefore, we receiving a kingdom which cannot be moved, 
let us have grace whereby we may serve God acceptably, with 
reverence and godly fear.

Notr.—These distances are not the shortest distance from island to island, but the 
sailing distance from anchorage to anchorage, which may be from the sonth side of one 
island around to the north side of the other. The best day’s sailing of the Morning Star 
on her last vovage was 162 milés ;' with her steam power auxiliary, 190. From Honoiula to 
Kusaie or Tapiteuea is'about itliree weeks’ sailing ; from Ruk to Honolulu, five weeks, To 
visit all the stations ordinarily requires over 10,800 miles of sailing in a ten months’ voyage, 
Favorable winds and currents shottened it last year to eight months. The Star steamed 
‘1,166 hours, using 161 tons of coal in these 49 days—about one-fifth of the time ; dropped 
anchor 41 different times; at anchor 83 days out of 236. ;

The Session occupies six working days, being carried from 
Friday over into Tuesday of the second week and adjourning that 
day, June 10th, to meet on the first Tuesday of June (2nd) 1891. 

The first day was occupied in reading Reports, five of the 
fifty-four Native Churches failing of representation. 

On Wednesday E. G. Beckwith Pastor, and J. 5S. Emerson 
Delegate, brought to the Association the greetings of the Central 
Union Church of Honolulu, and during the entire session this 
was the only Church for English speaking residents represented. 

Rev. M. Kaure spoke for the Gilbert Island Mission. 

One of the events of the day was the reading by its Chairman, 
A. F. Judd, of the Report of the Committee appointed last sess- 
ion ‘to further investigate and study and to report at a future 
meeting”? upon ‘¢the Corrupt Practices which vitiate our Chris- 
tian life’? The Committee had collected a mass of information 
through circulars sent out to the pastors and leading men of the 
Churches, 

The report was received most seriously, and the subject it 
handled was discussed for hours during the session. The Haw- 
aiian Board was asked to print the paper for distribution. 

The presence of J. H. Mahoe together with Revs. M. Lutera 
and Z. 8. K. Paaluhi, missionary to the Gilbert Islands, brought 
the subject of Foreign Missions into unusual prominence. 

On Wednesday afternoon the Association adjourned to netand 
the closing exercises of Kawaiahao Seminary at Kawaiahao 
Church: 

Thursday forenoon and a part of the afternoon was devoted to 
the reading of the Annual Reports of the Secretary and Treasurer. 
It was shown that during the past year the Board had received 
more money and laid out more than in any other year of its his- 
tory. 

The selection of the Third Class of iis Hawaiian Board, was, 
on motion, referred to a Special Committee who reported later 
the names that were chosen. 
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The Corresponding Secertary and the Treasurer were elected 
for another year. 

By some inadvertance the Report of the Principal of the N. P. 
M. Institute, who was absent in the States, was not read, but the 
achievement of the new $10,000 building in which numbers of 
the members of the Association found lodgement, witnessed to the 
labors which had been performed in addition to the usual school 
work. 

Thursday evening at 4:30 the members of the Association were 
entertained by the ladies of the Woman’s Board of Missions at 
the parlors of the Central Union Church. 

In view of the evils which scandalize the Church and corrupt 
their membership, a committee, consisting of Revs. Bicknell, 
Emerson and Timoteo, was appointed to take up the matter of 
drafting certain possible regulatious looking toward disciplin. 

On the invitation of Rev. L. Smith the Association took a 
recess Monday forenoon and went on an excursion to Pearl City 
by rail. : 

Rev. 8S. L. Desha read the following obituary report. God in his 
sovereign mercy having released these our brethren from their 
labors and taken them to himself, gives us cause to thank him for . 
their life work. 

Rev. J. Hanaloa was a patient, tireless worker among our 
needy leper brethren and a preacher of the Gospel of the Cross to 
them till a respite was given him and he entered into the joy of 
his Lord. 

Rev. E. T. Doane was a beloved brother and fellow worker. 
He labored with great hardihood and zeal and success as a mis- 
sionary among the Micronesians, till worn out with his work he 
came to us to die. 

Rev. J. J. Forbes, a new recruit in the field was called into it 
for but a brief service. 

Mrs. W. P. Alexander, Mrs. J. S. Emerson and Mrs. H. R. 
Hitchcock, were missionary mothers to us. They labored long 
and patiently for this people, as helpers to their husbands and 
then as widowed among us, till departing, they have left with 
us the legacy of their work. 

Rev. J. P. Kaonohimaka was a faithful worker in the vineyard 
of the Lord. He bore well his part till, called to his rest, he has 
Jeft us the legacy of his remarkable labors and noble devotion, an 
example for us and for our children to follow. 
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Rev. 8S. W. H. Makaike also entered into rest. 

The Annual Sermons on Foreign Missions were preached on 
the Sabbath of June 1st, by Rev. E. G. Beckwith in English, and 
by Rev. 8. Kamau in Native. 

The Annual Sermons on Home Missions were preached Sabbath 
evening June 8th by Rev. W. D. Westervelt in English, and by 
Rev. J. Kekahuna in Native. | 

Monday June 2nd was devoted to the session of the General 
Sabbath School Association ; Saturday, June 7th to the General 

Exhibition of the Native Sabbath Schools of Oahu, 

. Meetings of the Young People’s Societies of Christian En- 
deavor, and of the Blue Ribbon Leagues were held evenings dur- 
ing the week. 

On vote of the Kauai Association G. L. Kopa was ordained at 
3 p.m. on the Sabbath of June 8th, after which service the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was administered. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUA L. REPORT 


OF THE 


Board of the Hwatian Erangeical Association, 


JUNE, 1890. 


THERE are five names among those of the brotherhood of this 
Association which have been starred during the past year; three 
are on the roll of the Hawaiian ministry, and two belong to the 
Micronesian field. 

Rev. John Hanaloa, pastor to the lepers since 1877, died among 
his people at Kalawao, Jan. 21, 1890. He was a man of a quiet 
spirit, who made himself exceptionally useful during a long life. 
First as a teacher, and then asa clerk, and finally as a pastor, 
he was always diligent and helpful and trusted and beloved. His 
service to the lepers was most disinterested, and in merit was 
second to none. 

Rev. J. P. Kaonohimaka, for many years pastor of the church 
in Kekaha, Hawaii, died among his people Nov. 26, 1889, at a 
ripe age. He wasa man of great energy and influence, a pattern 
to the younger brethren of devotion and piety. 

Rev. 8. W. H. Makaike died , 1890. 

Rev. J. J. Forbes, missionary to the Ponapeans, died on the 
island of Kusaie Oct. 27, 1889, shortly after arriving at his field of 
labor, but not before he had endeared himself to his brethren. 
Rev. E. T. Doane, missionary to Micronesia, died in Honolulu, 
May 15, 1890, at the ripe age of seventy, after thirty-six years of 
most fruitful service. He was for many years the loved and 
honored father of the Ponapean mission. 

We record the death of three missionary mothers of the Ha- 
waiians in this year’s report. Two names are brought over from 
a previous year, as by some inadvertence they were not entered 
earlier. Mrs. M. A. Alexander died June 29, 1888, in the 
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seventy-ninth year of her age. She was for fifty-three years the 
companion and helper of Rev. W. P. Alexander, She was the 
“mother of nine children, and at her golden wedding the grand- 
mother of twenty-nine grandchildren. She lived fifty-seven years 
on missionary ground, leaving the field but once for a visit home. 

Mrs. U. 8S. N. Emerson died Nov. 24, 1888, ih the eighty-third 
year of her age. For thirty-six years she was the companion and 
helper of Rev. J. S. Emerson, whom she outlived twenty-one 
years. She was the mother of eight children. She lived on 
missionary ground for fifty-seven years, and was a busy worker 
to the last evening of her life. 

Mrs. R. H. Hitchcock died April 10, 1890. She was for twenty- 
four years the companion and helper of Rev. H. R. Hitchcock, 
whom she outlived thirty-five years. She was the mother of four 
children, and lived on missionary ground very nearly three score 
years. In praising these mothers who have gone from us, we 
must say of each what we say of one, that they were endowed 
with rare graces which have been made manifest in the eyes of 
their children now these many years'with a growing brightness ; 
that they were incessant in their toil for the Hawaiian people, 
and for all who came within the reach of their thoughtful min- 
istry, and that their memories are held in reverent loving remem- 
brance by all who knew them. 


THE PAST YEAR 

has been one of such politital agitation as to awaken the spirit of 
discord in some of the churches. This is, perhaps, more especially 
noticeable in the churches on the islands of Maui and Oahu. 
There has been perceptibly a relaxing of general interest. A certain 
spirit of antagonism has been bred, race prejudices fostered, and 
the undertow of the heathen spirit quickened. But while it is true 
that offenses have come, and some have fallen, the process has 
probably been one of wholesome purging to the churches as a 
whole. The chaff has been winnowed from the wheat. The 
days have abounded with profitable lessons, such, doubtless, as 
the people have needed. Misconceptions have been planted in 
the minds of some, but the minds of others have been weeded of 
them. The very extravagances of these days have been their own 
revelation and exposure. We think it is perceptible that the tide 
has ceased to ebb. We think we see the shimmer of a refluent 
wave. ’ 
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Among those who have profited by the experiences of these 
days are 
THE PASTORS. 


Many of them have passed through heart searching. experiences. 
They have come to see more clearly, and to identify the forces of 
evil which are at work. Attention has been drawn that way. 
They have been making a study of the situation in all its critical- 
ness, and for the most part they have spoken out in unmistakable 
terms. They have been seriously alarmed for the cause, and are 
possessed, some of them, with the thought of the need of resolute 
action. ‘This is great gain. 

Seven pastors have been installed during the past year, four of 
whom were ordained and installed; four retired pastors and two 
licentiates have been brought again into the field, and one pastor 
has retired from it. There are nine vacant parishes. On Hawaii 
Rev. S. L. Desha has been installed at Hilo (Sept. 8, 1889); Rev. 
J. S. Kalana has left Onomea, and Rev. J. N. Kamoku has been 
called, and has entered upon work there; D. R. Honuakau has 
accepted a call to Milolii. During the summer vacation this 
church was supplied by a student from the Institute, as was also 
the church at Napoopoo. 

On Maui, J. Akela was ordained and installed at Kipahulu 
(Dee. 1, 1889); Rev. P. Keaupuni was installed at Wailuku (Feb. 
PoRe SOO). 

On Molokai, Rev. S. Waiwaiole was installed pastor to the 
lepers at Kalaupapa (Dec. 21, 1889). J. Kaalouahi was ordained 
and installed at Halawa (May 12, 1890), and G. W. Kolobabela 
pastor at Pelekunu and Wailau (May 4, 1890). 

On Oahu, J. M. Ezera has supplied at Ewa. 

On Kauai, J. Kanoho has been ordained and installed at Hana- 
lei. During the absence of Rev. J. H. Mahoe from Koloa Rev. D. 
Kapali has supplied there, and Rey. J. K. Kawaiaea has been at 
work for ashort time at Hanapepe. 

There has been no such general advance in 


CHURCH WORK 


during the past year as we had hoped for. Individual churches 
h re and there have been quickened into greater activity. A few 
pvstorless churches have been supplied with pastors, and so have 
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come into a healthier life. There are pastors who have done 
most commendable work in leading their people into lines of use- 
ful action ; but for the most part there is crying need of more 
thoughtful, studied, energetic leadership. House to house visita- 
tion has been neglected in too many parishes. Pastors have been 
remiss in this duty. In past years the necessity of seeking an 
adequate support has diverted the attention of some; but now on. 
all the islands of the group, with the exception of Hawaii, the 
Pastors’ Aid Society has sprung up to meet the need. The hands 
of the pastors are mostly free, if they will they may give more 
time to the organization and the development of the work. 

There is a very common fault noticeable in the conduct of the 
Sabbath services; it consists in a lack of promptness and order 
and continuity. The service is not brought up to the hour, or it 
is not conducted with sufficient care of details, or it is too easily 
dropped and made to give way to hindering circumstances. 

The lack of leadership is especially noticeable in 


THE SABBATH SCHOOL WORK. 


Too many of our schools are without a capable head. It is very 
rare to find teachers, or even superintendents, who have prepared 
themselves. astors are not as engaged as they should be in the 
successful conduct of their schools. Their sense of responsibility 
for them is too light. And so our schools are not doing what they 
should. Moreover, what activity we do find in them is often 
‘misdirected. The purpose of a quarter’s drill very commonly is 
not the implanting of scripture truth, bat the making ready of 
some engaging exhibit. 

The leading local organization for the support of church work 
is the 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S SOCIETY OF CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


This, together with the Blue Ribbon League, where that League 
still holds out, is the pastors’ main stay. Its conduct is mostly in 
the hands of the active members of the church. 

Wethink it might be well for the pastors to start junior branches 
of this organization, such as they might take directly under 
their control, and at all times hold the entire organization to the 
performance of such practical work as may open along the various 
lines of church activity, 
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The most notable 
CHURCH BUILDING 


erected during the past year is that at Waialua, Oahu. it isa 
small but tasteful and convenient building, the best, we think, of 
its size on the islands; when fully furnished it will have cost 
about $5,200. 

A fund has been raised for the lateral enlargement of the leper 
church building at Kalaupapa, Molokai. Mr. R. W. Myers has 
kindly taken charge of the work, and it is now completed. The 
eost is within $1000. 

The wooden meeting house at Waimea, Kauai, which has been 

partially remodeled, renovated and reseated, makes an attractive 
place of worship. 
_ The meeting house at Napoopoo has been repaired. A long 
standing fund is in hand for the repairing of the meeting-house 
at Kalapana, but as yet it is not large enough. The Puna houses 
of worship have waited long, some of them, for repairs, and have 
mostly been touched only by the destroying hand of time. The 
one at Puula is greatly in need of repairs. About $600 are 
needed for the work. The Haili Church, Hilo, has modernized 
its pulpit and platform, greatly to the comfort of its pastor. 

The parish at Hanapepe, Kauai, has secured a parsonage situ- 
ated by the side of its meeting-house, which is soon to be ready 

. for occupancy. 

The church people of Milolii, Hawaii, are building a cool 
thatched cottage for the accommodation of their pastor-elect. It 
is hoped that he will occupy it sometime in June. 

The statistical table this year is not trustworthy as indicating 
the exact amount contributed by the churches for 


PASTORAL SUPPORT, 


As all the pastors but those on Hawaii receive outside aid, and in 
the reports made by the different pastors a clear distinction is not 
always drawn between what the church gave and what the 
Pastors Aid Society gave. On Hawaii, where there is no 
Pastors Aid Society, twenty churches gave their thirteen pastors 
$3,382.60, an average of $260.20 apiece. 


THE ADVANCE IN - EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Is very manifest. Itis the work which commands the future, 
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and it is hopeful to note that there is an increase in the number 
of school children of native parentage throughout the group: an 
increase of over five hundred is reported by the President of the 
Board of Education. This increase lays an added obligation on 
us in the further equipment of our schools. Those on Hawaii are 
Specially in need. Other schools are advancing the standard of 
their training, we must ours. We must hold the advanced posi. 
tion we have already taken. We must be practical and make our 
work bear fruit in character. We must see that our training is 
Biblical, is Christian, and is adapted to the needs of the Hawaiian 
people, who must become a working people if they are to continue 
to enjoy their freedom and escape besetting ills. We have great 
hope for the Industrial School for boys and girls now being started 
on the island of Kauai. 

~ We now have three Girls’ Boarding Schools, one more than last 
year, and one for boys. 

Miss Helen A. Pepoon, Principal of 
KAWAIAHAO SEMINARY 


Reports, ‘As we look back over this past school year we believe it 
to have been a very successful one. Although there is not quite so 
large a number (125) enrolled as was last year, the work has been 
much more satisfactory. But eight of our girls have added their 
names to the large majority (48) among the older ones already 
belonging to the church, We have reason to believe that there 
have been sound conversions in the school, and that many are 
learning more and more, day by day, what it means to be 
earnest working Christians. During the year we have had ten 
ministers’ daughters in school,—five of these girls are daughters 
of those who have been, or are missionaries to Micronesia. About 
one third of the pupils (48) are entirely supported by their 
parents or relations. 

«¢ The remainder are supported by friends. A very much needed 
cottage for the sick has been built and furnished during the past 
year. This isa gift from friends. One teacher, Miss Frear, has 
left during the past year, and one, Miss Helen Hoppin, has been 
added to the corps.”’ 

One hundred and seven pupils have been in attendance at the 


EAST MAUI GIRLS’ SEMINARY 
During the past year, a larger number than ever before. This 
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increase is due in great measure to the liberality of the friends 
of the school. Thirteen daughters of pastors have been in 
attendance, and sixteen other pupils were recommended by pas- 
tors. The health of the school has been excellent. Scarcely an 
interruption to the work has occured on account of sickness 
during the entire year. The Sabbath services of the Makawao 
Church at which. the school attends, have been under the wise 
charge of Rev. T. L. Gulick. Since the first of the year seven mem- 
pers of the school have joined this Church. The school has had 
the misfortune to lose the services of Miss Simpson and Miss 
Wykoff, but their places have been taken by Miss McLennan, 
Miss Irene Stiles and Miss Gertrude Stiles, all from Oberlin. 


THE KOHALA GIRLS’ SEMINARY 


Was re-opened October 21st, 1889, with 11 scholars, Miss Hen- 
rietta F. Whittier, as Principal, assisted by Miss Mary L. Gorten 
and Miss Jennie F. Bates. Miss Whittier writes, May 19, 1890, 
«¢ We now number twenty-two girls. Everything looks favorable 
for many more girls next year, the girls have all been well and 
happy, obedient and faithful in their work. ‘The teachers have 
been patient and kind and have worked hard to make the school a 
success. ‘Two have given good evidence of becoming Christians, 
and have united with the church; others are thoughtful. The 
repairs and improvements on our buildings which are to be made 
_ this summer will make the buildings more convenient for a larger 
school. There are many bright girls in Kohala who should be in 
this school, but their parents are too poor to pay. Weare in hopes 
of having girls enough to make the school self-supporting soon, 
My aim is to have as good a school as others of the kind on the 
Tslands.”’ 

Mr. E. GC. Bond writes: ‘The end of this week I hope will see 
the out-building that was talked of when the school first opened, 
finished. The carpenter will then proceed with the addition to 
the main building that was recently voted by the Board.’? In 
that it has been commited to its care, the Hawaiian Board is 
peculiarly responsible for this school. 

OF THE HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL, 
Principal Burt writes: ‘ A review of last year’s work shows little 
to distinguish it from the year previous either in teachers, num- 
ber of pupils, character of work or results attained. Mrs. Burt, 
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Miss Lyman and myself have constituted the teaching force. 
Quite a number of the older boys failed to return at the begin- 
ning of the school year, three of them entering Kamehameha 
School. Their places, however, were filled with new and younger 
boys. 

The number of pupils is now thirty-two; several have fallen 
by the way during the year. 

Owing to the increased appropriation of the Mission Children’s 
Society (from $250 to $500), the income of the school will be just 
about sufficent to meet the current expenses for the year. Iam 
convinced that not only the success, but the very existence of the 
school, requires the active interest of all who believe that the wel- 
fare of Hawaiian youth demands its continuance. Mr. and Mrs. 
Terry are planning for the next year’s work. A Sewing Depart- 
ment will be reinstituted, Mr. Terry will also organize a Black- 
smith’s Department, where he will teach horse shoeing, etc., etc. 
Educational, Industrial and Mechanical instruction will be con- 
tinued. We have tidings that there are recruits proposing to 
enter the new classes of 1890-91. 

By far the most important special work for the natives done 
this year is the erection of the new building for 


THE THEOLOGICAL INSTITUTE. 


At last the school has a house for which grateful thanks are due 
those who helped the achievement with their funds, and especi- 
ally to Dr. Hyde who has been so indefatigable and successful 
in raising them, as also in planning the work. 

And now that we have the buildings, let it be said that we 
need the right men in them, men of consecration and power who 
can be brought with benefit into the native pastorate. No one 
feels this more than the Principal himself, and the Board has 
thought it wise to urge the appointment of another helper. The 
Principal has been commissioned at the suggestion of the Secre- 
tary of the Home Board to go to the States in search of an assist- 
ant. Together with this has been coupled the commission to 
seek workers for the broad field. The matter of securing a Portu- 
guese worker has been left in his hands. Let us follow with our 
prayers every step taken on this important mission. 


THE WORK AMONG THE LEPERS 
At Molokai has gone on with commendable activity during the 
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past year under the lead of pastor Waiwaiole. No steps have as 
yet been taken to establish a Protestant school for leper children. 
Bibles and Hymn books and Scripture rolls have been freely 
distributed. While the colony at Kalaupapa and Kalawao are 
being cared for, that at Kalihi is not being neglected. Pastor 
Waiamau is the chairman of a committee put in charge of that 
work, and meetings are held there each Sabbath. 
The following report of the work of 


THE CHINESE MISSION 


By Superintendent Damon speaks for itself : 

‘‘During the past year eleven persons have united with the 
Chinese Church in Horolulu, nine on profession of faith and two 
by letter. Two young men have also been baptized by Mr. 
Westervelt in Wailuku of whom he writes, «‘ They appear to be 
living conscientious Christian lives.” In Honolulu, Wailuku and 
Kohala, twenty infants, children of Christian parents, have re- 
ceived the rite of baptism. One new acting-pastor, Mr. Wong, 
is doing faithful work in connection with our Honolulu church. 
Our force of Chinese workers has been still further increased by 
the return to us from China of Mr. To Shau Yan; who promises 
to do excellent work. Our different Sabbath-Schools and other 
lines of missionary effort have been continued as in other years. 
A new impulse has been given to our school-work of late—and 
the out-look is most encouraging for this very important branch 
of our mission. 

Spacious and commodious new school rooms have been secured, 
the staff of teachers increased and the schools reorganized and 
graded. Over one hundred pupils, boys and girls, have been 
connected with these schools during the year. Others have been 
taught in their homes, while still others, not attending the day- 
schools have been brought under the influence of. our Sunday 
School work. The need of pressing with energy the work among 
the Chinese children who are increasing around us, is becoming 
more and more evident. A good homelike boarding-school for 
boys would be a power for good. A noble gift has been received 
from a generous hearted friend to aid in securing another for- 
eign helper or helpers for the Chinese Mission. It is most ear- 
nestly to be hoped that a young man may soon be found to enter 
upon the work here.. In Hilo and Kohala and Wailuku our 
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Chinese helpers still continue their labors. Miss Ostrom bravely 
stands by her part in Kohala, with a school of thirty-six pupils. 
Mrs. Simpson continues her faithful labors in Wailuku, with 
encouraging results, Rev. Mr. Westervelt has given most 
protherly help in many ways since removing to Wailuku. Two 
Chinese Evangelists have made a missionary tour on the Island 
of Kauai and are now laboring among their countrymen on Oahu. 

Through the kindness of Mr. Fisher we are enabled to incor- 
porate the following report on 


THE JAPANESE WORK. 


Having been assigned to the supervision of that portion of the 
work amonz the Japanese on the Sandwich Islands under the 
care of the Methodist Episcopal Charch, I take pleasure in con- 
tributing to your report such exhibit of the mission as can be 
made midway of the ecclesiastical year. 

Stations have been established under pastoral charge as follows: 

Honolulu, T. Hasegawa ; Koloa, Kauai, T. Sonnemato; Paia, 
Maui, I Takatori ; Paauhau, Hawaii, M. Mitani; Ewa, Oahu, S. 
Kobayakawa. — Each pastor includes in his regular appointments 
as many plantations as time will permit him to serve, and at this 
writing they are ministering to fourteen different congregations, 
averaging from twenty to thirty regular attendants. Sunday 

chools and prayer meetings are sustained where possible, and 
special attention is everywhere given to instruction in the Word. 
The pastors are Japanese young men who have just begun their 
ministry, and their labors are characterized by great devotion, 
and are attended with good success. TI have recently baptized 
twelve on Maui; five on Kauai ; five on Oahu ; and have yet to 
visit our newly begun work on Hawaii. Societies are formed 
where practicable, the sacraments are administered, benevolent 
collections are taken, and it is sought to train the members in an 
orderly church life. 

There are in Honolulu a flourishing Y. M. C. A. and a Temper- 
ance Order that are doing excellent work. The pastor in this 
city holds regular daily service in the Japanese Hospital which, 
under its present management, is practically a christian institu- 
tion. Service is also held at the Immigration Depot on the arri- 
val of each new importation, and Christian literature is distributed. 

The work is capable of almost indefinite expansion. There are 
now about thirteen thousand Japanese on these Islands and the 
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\ 
number is constantly increasing. They are scattered in camps 


composed of from sixty to one thousand adults, four fifths being 
men. y 
The situation peculiarly invites evangelisms. The newly 
arrived are for the most part wholly ignorant of the gospe}, and 
what they know of it they must learn either from christian men 
assigned to the task of instruction, or from profane men who 
despise its precepts and revile its sacred names. These heathen 
peasants come to us also innocent of some of the most destructive 
sins of civilization, and are here exposed to new and powerful 
temptations. Even our holy sabbath, except as devoted to sacred 
assembly, becomes to them an oecasion of stumbling. <A frequent 
and regularly recurring rest day is new to them, and they are ata 
loss what to do with it. Games of chance to which they are 
unaccustomed at home are employed for amusement, and thus 
some among them become inveterate gamblers, and agents of a 
dreadful demoralization. The drink habit is also more serious 
in its effects here than in Japan, and it is a faet demanding the 
attention of Christian inhabitants of these Islands, that a marked 
tendency to moral deterioration obtains among these foreigners 
brought here as adjuncts of our prosperity. We owe it to them, 
and to their country, to which many of them will return with 
whatever of good or evil they may have acquired here, and to 
our Lord Christ, that we ply them with His word and sur- 
round them with gospel influences. 

I desire to gratefully acknowldege the frequent courtesies, and 
the material aid afforded the mission by the Central Union 
Church in Honolulu and Christians throughout the Islands.

past year. Besides his central field in Hilo, he has six preach- 
ing out-stations. The Board has voted him a helper, who is at 
works. Coming from the Congregational fold, Mr. Okabe still 
works in it, and is under the direction of the Hawaiian Board. 
A remarkable success has attended this mission from the first. 
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This very success has aroused opposition from the Budhist and 
pagan elements among the Japanese, and the work is by no 
means easy. 
Your Secretary had hoped by this time to report the organiza- 
tion of a 
PORTUGUESE MISSION 


in these Islands. The funds have been voted and the men have 
been sought who should enter the field, but as yet no one has 
been found. The Sabbath School under the charge of Mr. Dil- 
lingham has been continued during the past year albeit with an 
insufficient corps of teachers. In one of our larger centers there 
is quite a company who stand ready to welcome among them 
a religious teacher. 


THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE BOARD, 
As the figures in the treasurer’s report will show, was never better. 
Indeed our friends have been more ready to give than we have 
been able wisely to spend. This readiness to give argues a deep 
seated feeling of the need of advancing the work. If we are to 
continue to hold the ground we must do more than we are doing ; 
and if we would do more work, we must have the new workmen. 
The fewness of the workmen now in the field who are able to 
stand by and help our native brethren in their peculiar duties 
Javs a burden obligation on the brethren of

Their influence is already felt throughout the group. We could 
not go on without them, and yet there are those who ought to do 
more. Lately a most promising work has been conducted in this 
city by Mr. 8. M. Sayford of Mass, and the Central Union Church 
and its pastor was as usual at the front. 


THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 
Appointed at the meeting of the Board held May 14, 1889, to con- 
sider “the expediency and right of keeping separate funds, and 
reporting balances of same from year to year,’”’ have examined 
this matter, and report as follows : 

Whereas, the Hawaiian Board is the agent of the Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association in the management and care of various 
forms of evangelistic work often the province of different soci- 
eties and Boards in other lands, as for instance, of Foreign Mis- 
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sionary Societies, Home Missionary Societies, Bible Societies, 
Tract Societies and Education Societies; ~ 

And whereas, the patrons of the Board are often specially in- 
terested, some of them in one branch of the work and others in 
another, and wish, accordingly, to make special donations ; 

Therefore be it resolved, 

Ist—That it is expedient that the separate accounts be kept by 
the Treasurer as heretofore, except that Micronesian and Mar- 
quesan accounts be merged in ‘ Foreign Mission aecounts,” and 
that new accounts be opened for the Portuguese work on these 
islands, and for the Gilbert Islands’ Permanent Bible Fund. 

2d—That whenever the fund for any specific work is not suf- 
ficient to meet the expenses of the same, the needed amount shall 
be taken from the ‘¢+General Fund” by the Treasurer to balance 
that account, and be charged to the «¢ General Fund.’” 

3d—That whenever the balance to the credit of the Generat 
Fund shall not be sufficient to liquidate the indebtedness of any 
specific fund, it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to notify the 
Board at once of the deficiency in the General Fund, that the 
Board may appeal to the churches and other patrons for further 
donations either for that specific work or for the General Fund, 
such appeal to be made in whatever way the corresponding 
Secretary and Treasurer may deem best. 

4th—That in case such appeal fail to meet the need, it may be 
lawful for the Board to authorize the treasurer by special vote to 
borrow the needed amount from such specific fund, as, upon 
recommendation of the respective committee, and in the judg- 
ment of the Board, may be deemed to be in excess of all proba- 
ble needs of the near future, such amount to be restored to its 
own fund so soon as circumstances may admit. 

5th—That the friends and patrons of the Board be eneouraged 
to make the mass of their donations to the General Fund, thus 
enabling the Board with less embarrasment to prosecute evange- 
listic work according as the highest prosperity of Christ’s king- 
dom may seem to demand. 

6th—That all donations from whatever source which are not 
clearly designated by the donors be put to the credit of the Gen- 
eral Fund. 

7th—That a copy of these resolutions be incorporated in the 
next annual report of this Board to the Hawaiian Evangelical 
Association, 
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PUBLICATION DEPARTMENT. 





Tip most interesting fact reported by the Publication Com- 
mittee during the past year was that of the completion of the 
translation of the Gilbert Island Bible (April 11, 1890) by the 
Rev. H. Bingham. The occasion was celebrated by a gathering 
at the house of Mr. and Mrs. Bingham. The Hawaiian Board 
was present in body, and also a large number of invited guests. 
Three manuscript copies of the Bible were completed. The first 
copy was presented to Mr. Kaure in trust for the Gilbert Island 
Mission. A second copy was presented to the Board, and a third 
copy was kept by Mr. Bingham to be passed through the press. 
It is expected that this Bible is to be electrotyped, and a first 
edition of fifteen hundred is to be issued. 

The most popular publication of the year is the Sabbath School 
Scholars’ Manual, prepared by Dr. Hyde, of which one thousand 
were issued. 

A wall-text roll has been issued in an edition of one thousand ; 
also Mr. Moody’s sermon on ‘¢ The Blood”? has been translated 
into Native, and an issue of two thousand has been made. For 
these latter two publications there has as yet been little call. It 
is hoped that the pastors may find them helpful in their parish 
work. 

During the past year the department has increased its stock of 
Bibles, the collection now comprising those of ten languages. 
Five hundred copies of the Lei Alii Hymn Book have been printed 
and received, also five hundred Hawaiian Testaments, and one 
hundred Gospel Hymns Consolidated. An edition of Kusaiean 
Hymns has ‘been published, Mr. P. C. Jones kindly bearing the 
expense. 

A stock of over three and a half tons of Gilbert Island cocoanut 
cording, which has long been on hand, has at last been disposed 
of at a profit. Several new bookshelves have been added to the 
furniture of the book room, one of which is supplied with Japanese 
publications.

FOREIGN DEPARTMENT, 





The past year has been one of change and of interruption in 
the work of the Micronesian field. Two missionaries have died 
and seven have left the field, while only three have entered it. 

The Ruk mission has gained two, Mrs. Logan and Mrs. Snell- 
ing; Ponape has lost two, Rev. E. T. Doane and Rev. J. J. 
Forbes by death, and gained Mrs. L. M. Cole. Kusaie and the 
schools there have lost Miss Crosby and Dr. Ingersoll. 

The Gilbert Islands have temporarily lost Rev’s. M. Lutera and 
Z. 8. K. Paaluhi and their wives. Thus the Ruk field is the only 
one at all adequately equipped with laborers. But with the Mort- 
locks to the southeast and the Multitudinous Islands to the west- 
ward it would seem as if the force, there is hardly adequate. 

Ponape is without a preacher. One frail woman and her com- 
panion are holding the girls’ school. The training school was left in 
the hands of Mr. Henry Nanape, a Ponapean. 

Since the departure of Miss Crosby, Dr. and Mr. Pease have 
been without a helper in their training school, and Miss Smith 
and Miss Little with depleted health have the whole care of the 
Gilbert, Marshall, and Kusaiean girls’ school situated at Kusaie. 

Our plans for work have been greatly broken in upon by unfore- 
seen events. First came the delay in the sailing of the Star, she 
. being held back to receive on board the late outgoing missiona- 
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ries. Then came the immediate, merciful return to Honolulu 
with sick from the Kusaiean field, thus preventing the general 
meeting of the Gilbert Islands’ Mission, and abreviating the work 
all around; and finally the sudden breaking out of the measels 
among a portion of the passengers of the Morning Star, and the 
consequent wise quarantine, prevented Messrs. Walkup and 
Mahoe from a thorough investigation of the work in the Gilbert 
Group, and sent the Star westward before her time and not as 
usual eastward into the Marshall Group. There was derangement 
of plans and disappointment on every hand. 

Not w little of this trial rested on Captain Garland, whom we 
feel is to be commended for his promptness in action and readi- 
ness in meeting difficult emergencies. He has simply tried to do 
his duty and obey orders. As to the outlook, it is not wholly dis- 
couraging. In Ruk, the work is re-covering, and is on the 
advance. Amid the Morttocks it is not so hopeful. With a fifty 
ton schooner and Capt. Worth to run it, and one more missionary, 
the prospect would be bright. 

At Ponape, the work is in iminent danger, and must have a 
leader at once. The foreign influence there is very hurtful, the 
Spanish occupation is a serious menace to the mission, and yet 
there are bright spots even in this sadly bereaved field. 

Of the Marshall Island work we cannot speak, Dr. Pease having 
been prevented this year from taking his annual tour of in- 
spection through the group. 

Of the Gilbert Island work certain things can be said with 
much positiveness. First, the training school on Kusaie must be 
revived and new teachers be made ready for work. Again, there 
is need of an innmediate Hawaiian reinforcement, and again, the 
missionaries on the field should be held to the obligation of sus- 
taining the school work. Success lies in that line and cannot be 
found off it. 

This is proven in the last year’s work. Where the schools have 
been closed, the other work has been carried on with indifferent 
success. 

Lono with his three teachers and his one hundred and sixty 
pupils has successfully held the field.  Lutera with his eight 
schools and five teachers, and two hundred and sixty-seven pupils 
has made a most hopeful advance. While on Butaritari, Makin, 
Marakei and Tapiteuea, where schools have been neglected and 
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teaching considered a secondary affair, where missionaries have 
declared their work to be ‘‘to preach and to have the general 
oversight of members,’’ the tide has turned backward. 

From the States comes the report of reinforcements, eleven mis- 
sionaries for Mecronesia: three for the Ruk Mission, four for 
Ponape, three for Kusaie, and one for the work to be done in the 
Gilbert Islands. The Ruk Mission is to have its Capt. Worth and 
the fifty ton schooner; the training schools on Ponape and 
Kusaie are to be remanned, and the Gilbert Islanders are to have 
their missionary evangelist Walkup. 

From the Marquesas, we have nothing as yet to report. The 
repairs on the Star this year have not been so heavy as they were 
last year; the time of sailing will probably be soon after the fifth 
of July.

Tur unanticipated departure of the Principal to the United 
States three weeks before the close of the school year, leaving 
much work uncompleted that had been projected and pushed 
with a view to completion at that time, makes it impossible to 
prepare a complete report of the work of the year. The bills for 
work and materials could not be rendered while the work was 
not completed, and the full financial report must be deferred till 
another year. Much yet remains to be done, to grade and 
beautify the grounds, and also to rearrange and add buildings in 
the yard in the rear of the new building. The contractor 
finished his work, according to agreement, during the last of 
January. A month was needed to prepare the building for 
occupancy, and a month more to tear down the old buildings 
then vacated. Another month was devoted to grading the 
-ground in front near the building, and in building a new front 
fence with stone base and stone curbing for the sidewalk. The 
total cost of the new building was $9039.75 of which the con- 
tractor’s bill was $8,365, plan $100, contracts $10, Government 
fee $5, moving off old buildings $78, mason work $75, materi- 
als for foundation $116.50, grading $188.25, superintendent 
$102. large additional expenses have been incurred in laying 
a new system of water pipes for house service and irrigation 
with reel and hose for use in case of fire, in tearing down the 
old adobe buildings, and in grading the grounds, and in refur- 
nishing the rooms. Much more remains to be done. The old 
premises did well for the generation past: for a generation to 
come the present buildings will not only afford a home for the 
students, but prove, it is hoped, no unimportant factor in elvat-_ 
ing the tastes and so ennobling the life of the Hawaiian people 
generally. There is undeniably no special sanctity in personal 
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uncleanness, though some people may fancy such style of living. 
Much has been said and done about Christian home life, as 
being the one crying need of the Hawaiian people. The style 
and surroundings of the new buildings of the North Pacific Mis- 
Sionary Institute will be helpful in many ways in giving a 
distaste for low, sensual pleasures, when the whole environment 
is suggestive and prevocative of refined tastes and joys that 
uplift as well as delight the soul. Other forms of faith based 
on sordid notions of human life may advocate and exemplify 
asceticism and squalor. But the gospel of the grace of God, as 
it has come to us, is a gospel of beauty and delight, as well as of 
synpathy with affliction and suffering. 

Thanks are due, but words are too poor to express the gratitude 
felt to the generous donors whose liberality has made it so easy 
to carry on the enterprise undertaken, so onerous in itself as to 
have been otherwise an impossibility, taken in connection with 
all the other duties devolving upon the Principal, if it had been 
necessary to solicit donations of small amounts. While all gifts. 
_ would have been welcome, only large gifts could have made the 
_ undertaking successful. 1t is the hearty and generous sympathy 
shown by all who have centributed to this work, that has made ita 
labor -of love, hopeful and exhilarating, not of weariness, 
anxious and fearful. The record of donors is not a long one, 

but it is one bright with pleasant memories and hopes re- 
_ alized beyond ali anticipation. Rev. E. Bond $1000, Hon. J. W. 
Scovill $500, Hon. H. P. Baldwin $2000, Hon. George Wilcox 
$1000, Hon, A. S. Wilcox $1000, Hon. C. R. Bishop $1000, 
Hon, 8. N. Castle $1000, Lima Kokua $50, Miss Lizzie Lyons 
$5, C. M. Cooke $300, Hon. J. B. Atherton $100, Dr. C. H. 
Wetmore $100, Miss Ella G. Thrum $5, G. P. Castle $150, Mrs. 
M. E. Rice $600, G. E. Beckwith $50, Hon. W. H. Rice $48, 
P. C. Jones $250, Mrs. P. C. Jones $50, Messrs. Gay and Robin- 
son $100, Mrs. De La Vergne $25, Dr. J. M. Whitney $5, Hon. 
B. F. Dillingham $100, Hon. T. H. Davis $100, East Maui 
Female Seminary $10, J. T. Waterhouse and wife $50, Hon. L. 

These 
donations with a special grant of $100 from the Hawaiian Board 
last year towards a new fence, but not expended then, makes a 
grand total of $9,894. Sales of old lumber have brought in $102. 
It is evident that more than $10,000, as originally contemplated 
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will be necessary to complete the work, but surely such experi- 
ences as these vonchsafed during the past two years, justify the 
hope that whatever money is needed, will be forthcoming. 
If it is the Lord’s work, there is money enough in His treasury 
to carry it on to completion. / 

Ww. W. Hall has generously contributed various articles - of 
furniture, more than sufficient to furnish one suite of rooms. 
The students have shown commendable interest and effort them- 
selves to furnish and adorn their separate rooms. A new set of 
Bible Wall Maps is a prominent feature of the new Recitation 
Hall. Other such appliances and conveniences will be added 
from time to time. Friends have also helped the students as in 
former years by personal gifts of clothing, or articles for their 
rooms, Mrs. C. A. Brown, G. P Castle, Capt. Hobron, C. M. 
Cooke, 8. E. Bishop, E. C. Damon, W. R. Castle and Mr. 8. D. 
Fuller. Hon. S. M. Damon made his usual annual donation of 
one hundred dollars, which was appropriated this year to provid- 
ing suitable sleeping accommodations for pastors and delegates at - 
the Anniversary Meeting in June. 

One student only entered the ministry last year, J. Akela, who 
had completed a four years’ course and is now pastor at Kipahulu, 
Maui. Two new students, Kimo Davida and Joela Samoa have 
entered this year, making the whole nnmber fourteen. Six 
‘have already made application for admission next year. 

The general course of study has been that for the second year, 
and notwithstanding the inconveniences of carrying on the 
recitations in a room at some distance, the social room of Kawai- 
ahao Church, kindly granted for this use, and in spite of the 
discomfort of studying while moving from one building to another, 
good progress has been made. Spiritual life has been deepened, old 
superstitious notions removed, new light imparted, and desires 
after usefulness and holiness roused and strengthened. 

In this critical period, the Hawaiian churches and pastors 
look more and more to their theological seminary for influences 
that shall avail to stem the flood of iniquity and lawlessness that 
threatens to overwhelm the nation. It is heavenly influences 
only that can avail, and they are available only through human 
agency. The Divine Power that raised Lazarus bade his friends 
roll away the stone and loosen the grave clothes, the same 
power that brought Christian life to this Hawaiian nation in such 
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wondrous fashion a generation ago, stands ready to give new life, ° 
higher life, if Christian friends will but have faith in God’s in- 
finite love, and confidently, persistently obey that love’s behests.

ABSTRACT OF THE MINUTES 


OF THE 


Mawalian kvangelical Assoclation, 


JUNE 2D-9TH, 1891. 





The Association met at Kaumakapili Church on Tuesday, 
June 2d, 1891, at 10 a. m., as per adjournment. Rev. J. K. 
Iosepa, Moderator of last year, took the chair and opened the 
meeting with singing, reading of scripture and prayer. The 
members present were then enrolled by Rev. J. K. Hihio, the 
Scribe of last year. The following members were in attendance :

The session occupied six working days, being carried from 
Friday of the first week over into Tuesday of the second week 
and adjourning at noon that day to meet on the Ist Tuesday 
in June, 1892. The first day was occupied in reading Reports. 
One interesting feature of this day was the reading of reports 
from churches of other nationalities than the native, such as 
English, German, Chinese and Japanese. To these by another 
year we hope to add the Portuguese. Reports failed from 
only four native parishes. > 

On Wednesday the greetings of the various foreign churches 
and missions were received. Rev. E. G. Beckwith, D.D., and 
Hon. H. Waterhouse spoke for the Central Union, Rev. T. L. 
Gulick for the Church at Paia, Maui, Mr. Shau Yan for the 
Chinese, Revs. Fisher and Okabe for the Japanese, and Revs. 
Soares and Baptist for the Portuguese. A message from Hon. 
H. R. Hitchcock was brought by Rev. Mr. Desha. It con- 
tained the last tender, strong words of one about to diein the 
hope of a blessed immortality, and to them the Association 
sent fitting reply, too late though to be delivered on earth. 

Revs. Hyde, Timoteo and Kealoha were appointed to draw 
up fitting resolutions in memory of deceased members. 

The Association granted the request of Rev. W. M. Kalaiwaa 
_that he be permitted to go among the churches and collect 
funds for the repairing of the church building at Kailua, 
Hawaii. In the p. m., (Wednesday), the Association ad- 
journed to attend the closing exercises of Kawaiahao Seminary, 
held at Kawaiahao Church. 

Thursday a. m., was devoted to the reading of the Reports of 
the Corresponding Secretary and the Treasurer of the Hawaiian 
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Board. The showing of the treasurer’s report was a financial 
exhibit even more favorable than that of the previous year. 

The Association has never received nor disbursed so large a 
sum in any previous year. 

Thursday evening at 4:30 the members of the Association 
attended the annual tea given by the ladies of the Woman’s 
Board of Missions in the parlors of the Central Union Church. 

The selection of the 3d Class of the Hawaiian Board was re- 
ferred to a Special Committee who reported later the names 
that were chosen. Revs. Emerson, Timoteo and [osepa were the 
committee. ; 

Friday a. m., the Association attended the examination of 
the students of the N. P. M. Institute. 

In the p. m., (Friday), the following necrological resolutions 
were read by Rev. E. S. Timoteo. 

During the past year seven of our fellow laborers have died ; 
two were Hawaiian Pastors, two were missionary fathers, two 
were returned foreign missionaries, and one was a missionary 
mother. 

Rev. J. H. Mahoe died at his post at Koloa. Kauai, not long 
after he had served the Hawaiian Board as its delegate to the 
Gilbert Islands. It was there while engaged in mission work 
that he received a wound that for a time disabled him and 
brought him back to his native land to finish his work here. 

Rev. J. N. Paikuli died while at work in his parish at 
Waikane, Oahu. He was a brave Christian minister. He 
began his ministry at Waialua, Oahu. He was for 13 years 
pastor at Waikane and was a member of the Hawaiian Board. 

Rey. L. Swith, one of the last of the missionary fathers, was 
the founder and long the pastor of Kaumakapili Church. 
When forced by age to give up his pastorate, he did not céase 
to have watchful care over his people till he rested from his 
labors. He was a patient worker for the Hawaiians. He 
loved them and died in their service with this love still in his 
heart. 

Rev. W. P. Kahale was one of the leaders in the Hawaiian 
ministry. He was a man of nobility of nature and of superior 
training. From 1869 till 1882, he was pastor of the church at

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Wailuku, Maui. By his death the Maui Presbytery loses a 
wise counsellor and friend. 

Rev. G. Leleo was for many years a resident of this city and 
formerly a missionary in the Gilbert Islands till afflicted with 
blindness. He was a faithful servant of the Lord Jesus in the 
work of preaching the Gospel to the Heathen and in all his 
service with us. 

Rev. L. H. Gulick was a beloved brother and leader while 
among us. He was faithful and untiring in his care of the 
churches (as Secretary of the Hawaiian Board). There was a 
light in his face and an eloquence in his speech and he had a 
readiness of invention that bore fruit till the allotted tale of his 
years was well nigh filled. 

Mrs. Lois Johnson was a mother among us. She did a faith- 
ful life-work among the people of her husband’s charge, and 
tarried for her departure till old age. 

Rev. Mr. Hyde gave notice of an addition to By-Law VIII. 
of the Hawaiian Board, by which a Financial Committee was 
_ added to the Standing Committees of the Board ; and of Article 
IX. defining the composition and duties of said committee. 
(See minutes, Nov. 5, 1889 of the Hawaiian Board.) 

Rev. James Bicknell read the report of the committee ap- 
pointed last year to formulate rules touching Church Disci- 
pline. It comprised seven articles, and was entered in the 
minutes of the Association. 

In response to an appeal made by the Corresponding Secre- 
tary, in behalf of the Hawaiian Board, for a general contribu- 
tion for the building of a Portuguese Chapel in Hilo, the Associa- 
tion passed a unanimous vote that such a contribution be taken 
up in the churches in the month of July. 

On Monday afternoon the Association adjourned to visit the 
Kamehameha Schools. 

At 10 o’clock on Tuesday, the Association adjourned in a 
body to visit the Palace and be received by Her Majesty the 
Queen. In view of this occasion, the following resolution was 
passed. 

To Liliuokalani, Queen of the Hawaiian Islands, the Hawaiian 
Evangelical Association sendeth greeting: 
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For you we wish every good, and to you, in all your righteous 
rule, we pledge our willing support, praying ever for the in- 
dependence af the throne. Long live the Queen. 

It was voted that the sympathies of the Association be ex- 
tended to the lepers, and that the Secretary, in connection 
with two native pastors, be delegated to proffer them in person. 

Hon. H. Waterhouse was chosen a life member (Hoamau) of 
the Association. 

The Annual sermon on Foreign Missions in native, was 
preached at Kawaiahao, Sabbath a m., May 31st, by Rey. S. 
Kapu, and that in English, at the Central Union Church, by 
Rev. O. P. Emerson, Sabbath evening, June 7th. 

The sermon on Home Missions in native, was preached by 
Rev. J. K. Hihio, Sabbath evening of May 31st at Kaumakapili, 
and that in English by Rev. C. M. Hyde, D. D., on the same 
evening in the Central Union Church. 

The commencement exercises of the N. P. M. Institute 
occurred at Kawainhao, Sabbath evening, June 7th, four 
students making addresses. 

The Lord’s Supper was administered at Kaumakapili on the 
afternoon of the Sabbath of the 7th of June at four o’clock. 

Two or three innovations were introduced at this session. 
One was the putting the arrangement of the half-hour devo- 
tional meetings into the hands of the Committee on Religious 
Meetings, and not leaving these meetings, as hitherto, in the 
charge of the Moderator only. Anothor was the election for 
the following year of the Committee on Business and Overtures. 
Revs. C. M. Hyde and ES. Timoteo are on the Committee. 
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‘THE ROLL OF THE DEPARTED. 


During the past year we have lost five from the brotherhood 
of this Association ; two were in charge of churches and three 
were living in retirement from the active cares of the field; one 
was a missionary father to the Hawaiians, two had been mis- 
sionaries to the Gilbert Islanders, two, Revs. Smith and Pai- 
kuli, were members of the Hawaiian Board, and all were men 
of notable influence and rare piety. 

Rev. J. H. Mahoe, for twelve years a missionary to the Gil- 
bert Islanders, and, subsequently, for more than twenty years an 
Hawaiian pastor, died at his post in Koloa, Kauai, January 23, 
1591. He was a man of marked purity, of nature and of pur- 
pose, and, both in the home and foreign field, was revered and 
honored as a wise counselor and a painstaking minister. 
Wounded, in the midst of his missionary labors, by the bullet 
of a savage, he bore in his body, for many years, the marks of 
Jesus. Though a sufferer and left in depleted health, he was full 
of zeal and good works tothe last. In the year 1889 he honor- 

ably represented this Board as its delegate to the Gilbert Islands 
mission. 

With the name of Mahoe must ever be associated that of 
Rev. G. Leleo, who died at Honolulu, March 11, 1891. He was 
for sixteen years, till afflicted with blindness, a missionary to 
the Gilbert Islanders, laboring, as did Mahoe, both at Tarawa 
and Apaiang. He was also, for a time, at Nonouti. He was a 
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faithful, capable, self-sacrificing minister of the Gospel to the’ 


heathen. 

Rey. W. P. Kahale, teacher, legislator, judge and, finally, min- 
ister of the Gospel, died at Wailuku, March 9, 1891, after a long 
and useful life. Always upholding the cause of righteousness, 
he was for many years a leader of the people and a valued friend 
and counselor of his brethren. 

Rev. J. N. Paikuli, pastor at Waikane, Oahu, died at his 
work, March 19, 1891; a man of intense nature, remarkable for 
his patriotism and loyalty to conviction. He loved the truth 
and preached it with power. 

Rev. Lowell Smith, D. D., died in Honolulu, May 8, 1891, one 
of the beloved fathers of the American mission to the Hawaiian 
people; a zealous missionary who, for nearly sixty years, de- 
voted his entire energies to the care of his people. In his min- 
istry he sought both the bodily and spiritual well-being of the 
natives. He was a builder of churches and an organizer of 
schools, and was, for more than thirty years, sole pastor of the 
large Kaumakapili Church at Honolulu. Retiring from the ac- 
tive charge of this field in 1869, he still stood toward it for over 
a score of years in the relation of a watchful, spiritual father, 
and not to the native people only was he a man of God, but to 
us all. 

The name of one other honored brother must be added to this 
roll of the departed, that of Rev. Luther Halsey Gulick, M. D., 
D. D., who died at Springfield, Mass., U.S. A., April 8, 1891. 
For seven years, from 1863 till 1870, he was closely identified 
with this Board, as its Corresponding Secretary. In that ca- 
pacity he served our mission most ably and faithfully. He was 
one of the founders of the Micronesian mission, being situated 
for eight years at Ponape,and engaged in reducing the language 
to writing, in translating scripture, and in preaching the Gos- 
pel. The last great work of his life was done as Agent of the 
American Bible Society, first in Japan and China, and, later, in 
China and Siam. 

From among our missionary mothers we have lost two during 
the past year; Mrs. Julia M. Damon, wife of Rev. 8. C. Damon, 


died in Cheyenne, while en rowte east, June 19, 1890. She was 
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with her husband, for more than forty years, the center of an 
active parish and home life in this city, in connection with the 
late Bethel Union Church; “a woman full of good works ”— 
“siven up, In heart, thought and act, to service.” 

Mrs. Lois 8. H. Johnson, wife of Rev. Edward Johnson, died 
in Honolulu, January 17, 1891 ; for forty-two years an active mis- 
sionary, continuing at the place of her early settlement at 
Waioli, Kauai, many years after her husband’s death, proving 
herself a mother mot only to her family but also to all ake came 
under her influence. 


RECOVERY AND ADVANCE. 


The past year may be characterized as one of recovery and 
advance. 

With the ecole of the late political heat there has, very gen+ 
erally, come a better spirit into the native churches. The’ de- 
cline of interest which marked the previous year has become a 
spur to redoubled effort. Watchful pastors have pushed for 
better things and have led their helpers sometimes along new 
lines of action. There has been much employment, by the best 
pastors, of their lay helpers. Women, as well as men and 
youth, have been enlisted in the work. Bible readers have been 
sent out, district meetings have been revived, and, in this city, 
street-corner evangelistic meetings have been held by students 
of the Institute, and there has been much house to .house visi- 
tation. Our city missionary, the Rev. James Bicknell, with his 
trained body of helpers, has done an important work. Thus, in 
certain parishes throughout the group, the work has gone on 
hopefully, resulting in a very marked increase in church atten- 
dance, in spiritual awakening and in additions to the roll of 
church membership. 

But these happy experiences have been markedly local, and 
very nearly entirely in fields in charge of capable and faithful - 
men. Where those of inferior training and ability, and of doubt- 
ful standing, are in possession, the work is in a state of sad de- 
cline. Such regions are the darkest of the land. They are fur- 
‘ther out of reach and less responsive to touch than if pastorless. 

The saddest feature of our work to-day is the inefficiency and 
indifference of some of our pastors. The fact challenges atten- 
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tion. From the frequent thought we have given it, we conclude 
that in our Hawaiian work there is not a more important de- 
partment than that concerned with the securing and training of 
proper candidates for the ministry. 

The most marked advance of the past year has been in the 
line of education and in the planting of a new and important 
mission. Our boarding schools are now all well equipped and 
prosperous, and, at last, we have begun parish work among the 
Portuguese. ¢ 

Though these are very hopeful facts, we have reason to be 
anxious for our other missions. There is in them a lack of 
workers. In truth, in this respect, all our missions are needy. 
We stand with gaping ranks, a skirmish line—a forlorn hope— 
in the forefront. of battle. The crying need of the bour is for 
men who will fall into line and stand shoulder to shoulder 
with us in the work. 

PASTORS AND PASTORLESS FIELDS. 





There are at present ten needy, pastorless fields in the group. 
There are four on Hawaii and two each on Mani, Oahu and 
Kauai. For the supply of these parishes there are now in the 
ministry but one or two available men, and, perhaps, three or 
four in the Institute ready for ordination. There have been but 
few changes during the past year. 

On Kauai, by the death of Rev. J. H. Mahoe, the parish at 
Koloa is left vacant. No permanent occupant has yet been 
found for the field at Hanapepe. 

On Oahu, by the death of Rev. J.N. Paikuli, the entire region 
from Waikane to Waimanalo is vacant. All the parishes on 
Maui are occupied, save those of Kipahulu and Keanae; 
Kaupo is now being acceptably supplied by J. K. Kawaiaea. 

On Hawaii there are still four or five long standing vacan- 
cies. Karly in the year Rev. J. N. Kamoku felt obliged to 
abandon the nearly extinct parish of Onomea, and to remove to 
Hilo. He is now doing goed work in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the Hilo Boarding School, while holding an occasional 
service at Hakalau. 

For several months during the latter half of last year, the 
entire parish of Middle and Western Hamakua was left without 


ee a

any one in charge. The result has been a weakening of the 
work there. 

In the Konas, too, the work has gone haltingly, and but for 
the faithfulness of a few sturdy brethren and the influence of 
the missionary family residing there, it would have come to a 
practical standstill. The field has still three vacant parishes. 
Than this, there is not, outside of this city, a more-populous nor 
a more important region for work among natives. 

The parish at Kapaliuka, Kau, is still vacant. 

During last summer seven students from the Institute labored - 
on Hawaii, two on Maui and one on Kauai. 

We have to report the following ordinations: At the Central 
Union Church, July 20, 1890, Jiro Okabe, as pastor to the Jap- 
anese at Hilo; at Waiawa, Ewa, April 26, 1891, J. M. Hera, 
as pastor; at Haili Church, Hilo, May 17, 1891, L. K. Kalawe, 
as pastor of the church at Puula, Puna; at Kaumakapili, June 
8, 1890, G. L. Kopa, as pastor to the congregation (and lately 
formed church) at Waimea, Kauai; at Kawaiahao Church, July 
6, 1890, M. Kaure, as a missionary to the Gilbert Islanders, set- 
tled at Apaiang, August 1890, as pastor; at Tarawa, Gilbert 
- Islands, November 2, 1890, Ten Teraoe, as pastor. There has 
been but one dismissal, that of Rev. J. Akela, from the pastor- 
ate at Kipahulu, Maui. 

PASTORAL SUPPORT. 


The record of the past year shows that our native churches 
are becoming less and less capable of independent pastoral 
support. Only about one-fourth of them are self-supporting, 
and of the dependant three-fourths, probably, barely a majority 
are equal to the payment of more than half the salary of the 
pastor. In view of these facts, it will be seen that the es- 
tablishment of the Pastors’ Aid Societies, one on each of the 
islands, was a necessity. Much credit is due to the lay 
brethren who inaugurated and who have supported this work. 
Apace with this decrease in the power of support, there has 
kept up an increase in the cost of living, and but for the 
coming of this timely aid, it would have gone hard with the 
Hawaiian pastor. At present his average pay is not higher 
than that of the average hand worker. It cannot decrease, it 
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must rather increase. But if there is to be increase, or even 
maintenance of present rates of support, there must be concentra- 
tion in the parish system. 

The native pastor must be a more active man, he must take 
more upon him and care for a larger field than he has in the 
past. . 

_ MEETING HOUSES AND PARSONAGES. 

The most notable building erected during the past year is 
the Portuguese chapel of this city. 

It is a neat wooden structure 24x48 ft., and has an 18 ft. 
prayer and school room partitioned off at the rear. Its cost 
was about $1700. 

On the premises there is also a parsonage occupied by the 
pastor and his family. 

These buildings are situated on land owned by the Hawaiian 
Board. 

The commodious and tasteful meeting-house at Waialua was 
dedicated Dec. 7, 1890. 

The old stone and mortar meeting house which was built in 
1841, during the pastorate of Rev. J. 8. Emerson, and which 
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stood for fifty years, has been taken down (1891). The old - | 


church lot is now used as a burial ground, and the new church 
lot right beside it, has been surrounded by a stone wall. Be- 
sides these improvements the indefatigable Waialua pastor has 
remodeled the parsonage. 

The following meeting houses have been repaired: on Hawaii, 
that of the Haili Church, Hilo, repainted roof and inside; that 
of Waipio, Kohanaike and Helani, repainted. The church at 
Kohala has built a new district meeting house, and the united 
church of Kalapana and Opihikao in Puna, has rebuilt the 
district meeting house of Kamaili. The Hilo Foreign Church 


has built a very pretty structure for Sabbath school and prayer 


meeting purposes. 


Nearly enough money has been subscribed for the repair of 


the long dilapidated meeting house of Puula, Puna. 


A chapel for the use of their laborers has been built by the 


sugar company carrying on operations at Honomu, Hilo. One 


has also been built by the Hon. J. B. Atherton at Honouliuli,’ 
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Ewa, for the same purpose. Hon. H. P. Baldwin has furnished 
lumber and means for the repair of the church at Huelo, Maui. 

The parsonages at Eastern Hamakua, Hawaii, at Hana, 
Maui, and at Hwa, Oahu have been renovated, and steps are 
being taken to enlarge the parsonage at Waianae, Oahu. 


CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE CHURCHES. 


_ The total contributions of the native churches to the trea- 
sury of the Hawaiian Board during the past year amounted

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On the different islands the gifts of the native churches were 
as follows: Hawaii $956, Maui $458, Molokai $164, Oahu $424, 
Kauai $413. - ~ 

The contributions of the native churches to the treasury of 
the Board do not by a large figure cover the amount of their 
benevolences. Over $2,000 have been given by them during 
the past year te needy sister churches for the repair“of church 
buildings, and the rearing of new structures. The gifts of the 
foreign churches, by way of collections made at Sabbath Ser- 
vices, are but a very small part, not a tithe of all that has been 

‘eontributed so liberally by these brethren to the work in our 


hands. 
PARISH WORK AMONG THE YOUNG, 


The Sabbath Schools are the chief rallying points of this 
work. In some of the churches there have been commendable 
efforts put forth to provide pictorial helps. The work of supply- | 
ing the weekly lesson—helps which, for many years since 
the death of her father, have been so faithfully prepared by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Lyons—has been taken up by Rev. Dr. Hyde. 
Dr. Hyde has also prepared a Sabbath School Manual which 
has been published for two years. 

One feature of the Sabbath School work is perhaps question- 
able. It is the abnormal authority placed in the hands of the 
General Sabbath School Superintendents. By this power they 
gather conventions, hold mass-meetings for young and old, and 
sometimes use them for other purposes than a proper training in 
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spiritual things. We suggest as a corrective of the abuse, that 
pastors rather than laymen be appointed to these positions. 

There are centers where the Young People’s Christian As- 
sociations are still active, but mostly the working of these or- 
ganizations is only spasmodic. : 
OUR EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


- So far as the native Hawaiians are concerned our educational 
work has been pressed forward in all its branches with com- 
mendable zeal and skill. Indeed there has been positive ad- 
vance during the past year. While the Kawaiahao and Kast 
Maui seminaries have held their high place, the Hilo Boys’ 
Boarding School and the Kohala Seminary have been brought 
up to a new and unexpected efficiency. All this educational 
work, together with that being done in the Kamehameha 
Schools and by our friends of the Kauai Boarding School, is 
bringing forth fruit in the religious life of the rising generation 
of natives. And yet, it may well be asked if as large a propor- 
tion as might be expected of our educated native boys and girls 
are becoming practical Christian workers? As a means to this 
end, we are inclined to place, as is now being everywhere done, a 
larger emphasis on the element of industrial training. The rising 
generation, if it is to be saved, and if itis to save others, must be 
a generation of workers. It is in keeping with this thought that. 
an Industrial Home has been started in this city, and the popu- 
larity which that home has won, and the large suecess of its 
work, is an indication of a general desire for remunerative em- 
ployment, as cherished by our educated young Hawaiian 
women. 

While our native schools have gone on thus nobly, our schools 
among the Chinese have not lagged. In Kohala andin Wailuku, 
as well as in Honolulu, this work of education has been faith- 
fully and successfully performed. We have also begun school 
work among the Portuguese. Starting with an evening school, 
we have at length achieved a day school. 

The opportunity for this kind of work among this prolific 
people is practically without limit. It may be well for us to in- 
quire if it is not time that our boarding schools were being used, 
in part, for the education of this people. 
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KAWAIAHAO SEMINARY. 


The number of pupils in attendance during the past year has 
been 126; 12 are daughters of ministers, of whom four are 
daughters of former Gilbert Islands missionaries. Thirty-eight 
girls are supported by their parents or relatives, or by them- 
selves. All in the highest room, with two exceptions, are pro- 
fessing Christians; and, although no new names have been ad- 
ded to the roll of the church during the past year, it is felt that 
there has been spiritual growth. Forty-three are now church 
members. Ps 

A concert, given by the school in April, in behalf of the 
Library Fund, netted the handsome sum of $400. The benevo- 
lent contributions of the school amounted to $200. 

Two former pupils of this school, Miss Huima Kane and Miss 
Alice H. Lewis, have been added to the teaching force. The 
principal and three of her associates are to leave at the close of 
this school year. The new faculty, with Miss Pope as principal, 
is being formed. There will be a dressmaking department asso- 
ciated with the school during,the coming year, which, it is 
hoped, will very greatly add to the usefulness of the school. 


EAST MAUI SEMINARY. 


Though, earlier in the year, the work of the school was some- 
what retarded by sickness, the year ends in favorable circum- 
stances. One hundred and ten pupils have been in attendance; 
14 are ministers’ daughters. Various repairs will be completed 
by the end of the present term, so that another year will open 
with increased facilities. Miss Hannah Munden and Miss 
Maggie Nape, former pupils of the school, have assisted, the 
one in the house-keeping department, which was formerly in 
charge of Miss Anderson, and the other in the teaching. Miss 
“Hammond has been added to the corps of teachers. Several of 
the oider pupils who were in attendance last year are now at 
the Industrial Home. Others have left to engage in useful 
work. 

KOHALA SEMINARY. 

The past school year, like the one previous, has been marked 

by asteady growth. There are now 51 pupilsin the school. The 
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applications for the coming year are numerous, but the school 
cannot well be enlarged; indeed, it has been thought advis- 
able, for the proper accommodation of those now in attendance, 
to enlarge the dormitory by adding an upper story to the kit- 


chen, and this change has been voted by the trustees, and also. 


that of the putting up of a lavatory. The late repairs and addi- 
tions to the building have added much to the comfort and con- 
venience of the teachers and pupils. Grateful thanks are due 
to those who have helped this school. 

Its location is exceptionally pleasant and healthful. The 
grounds are large and are furnished with a never failing supply 
of pure spring water. Five pupils have united with the church, 
and others are striving to be Christians. 

Seven ministers’ daughters are in attendance. Thirty-five 
are supported by their parents or relatives. 

The health of the school is exceptionally good. The teach- 
ing is Christian, touching on morals, manners, sewing, cooking, 
washing, ironing, and all departments of housework. Miss 
Florence E. Campbell has been added to the corps of teachers, 
which now numbers four. mt 

THE HILO BOYS’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This has been a notable year for the Hilo Boys’ Boarding 
School. 

When, at the beginning of the school year, Mr. and Mrs. 
Terry took charge, the prospect for them was dismal indeed. 
Of the scholars, there was but a renmmant, mostly of small boys, 
left. The treasury was depleted and the lands untilled, and 
without food-supplies. The situation was difficult indeed. But 
the principal, with characteristic energy, made a move for a 
larger endowment fund. An appeal was made, by the trustees, 
to the public, and now the endowment is realized ; $20,000 
more have been added to the ee $10,000, making a whole 
of $30,000, of which the Hon. C. R. Bishop is the liberal donor 
of $12,000. Meanwhile, the eee have been going on 
and the size of the school has very nearly doubled, there being 
now 50 in attendance, with the prospect of more for the new 
year; and, for this increase of pupils, the land has been —_ 
ready with an abundant supply of growing food. 
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Mrs. Terry and Miss Lyman take the class-room work. Mr. 
Terry has classes in carpentry, wood-turning, blacksmithing, 
horse-shoeing and knife work, and the work in the field is led 
by Rev. J. N. Kamoku. : 

Singing is taught by Mr. Lord, who has also revived the 
band belonging to the school. The legislature has voted an ap- 
propriation for permanent improvements on buildings and 
grounds. There has been but little sickness and no deaths 
during the past year. 

The school worships with the Haili Church, and is under the 
pastoral care of Rey. S. L. Desha. 


THE THEOLOGICAL INSTITUTE. 

The new and commodious building of the North Pacific Mis- 
sionary Institute has been full of students during the past year. 
Indeed, it is questionable if all that are there should have been 
there. It may not be harmful for the churches to have many 
avail themselves of the.training of this school. Indeed, it is a 
question if a class of lay workers might not be profitably drilled 
there. But when we consider the needs of the ministry, we 
feel that greater care should be taken in the recommendation 
of men for training. We should very much like to see our en- 
ergetic principal helped to a generally higher grade of men. 
Such men will not easily come into student relations with those 
entirely without academic training, such as are many of those 
at present under instruction. 

It is also our opinion that candidates for the ministry should 
have some knowledge of English, and we urge, as a very im- 
portant part of the training, that the students be instructed 
partly in. English. But, if this is to be done, Dr. Hyde must 
have assistance. 

THE CHINESE MISSION. 

On the 26th of July, 1890, F. W. Damon, the superintendent 
of the Chinese mission, left for the States in search of health, 
leaving the charge of the work in the hands of Mrs. Damon. 

On the 21st of April, 1891, Mrs. Damon followed her husband 
to the States, leaving the charge of the work in the hands of the 
Secretary, under the supervision of the Home Committee. 
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It had been our expectation, before this time, to find a man 
for this needy field, but, so far, our search has been without 
result. 

The work, in its several departments, has gone on as usual. 
Miss Green has had charge of the school. She is associated 
with two other teachers in the English department. There are, 
besides these, two teachers of Chinese and a teacher of an 
evening school for the study of English. The whole number 
of scholars now in the English department is 123. 

The school work in Kohala has gone steadily on, under the 
efficient care of Miss Mary Ostrom, who has recently gone for 
a short stay in Minneapolis, U.S. A., but is expeeted back at 
the commencement of the school year. 

The pastoral care of the Kohala Church continues in the 
hands of Mr. Kong Tet Yin. Mrs. Simpson still conducts the 
mission at Wailuku, Maui. 

During Mr. Westervelt’s stay on the ground, she had assist- 
ance from him each week in the meetings. Some special in- 
terest has been manifested at these meetings. Mrs. Simpson 
has associated with her, a Chinese teacher and a Chinese 
evangelist. 

The pastoral charge of the church of this city remains in the 
hands of Mr. Wong. Mr. To Shu Yin, in charge of the book 
department, is proving himself a valuable assistant. 

The Chinese evening school, on Hotel street, which was lately 
kept by Mr. 8. E. Hughes, is now under the charge of Mr. 
Frank Enders. He reports an attendance of 14. 


The following creditable report, made by Mr. To Shu Yin, the . 


Chinese assistant, is inserted for a fuller showing of the work 
done in this city. 
REPORT OF THE CITY WORK, BY THE CHINESE ASSISTANT. 


“Regular services have been maintained in the church at 
Honolulu during the year, by the preacher My. Wong Sue 
Kying, who has been a faithful and efficient worker. He at- 
tends to bis church duties as follows: Preaching, Sunday 
morning and evening; Prayer Meeting, Wednesday evening. 
The Gospel is preached in its fullness and power to the Chinese 
congregations which gather for worship in our church. The 
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members attending from Sabbath to Sabbath are rather on the 
increase, we notice new faces continually in the congregation. 
During the past year three persons have united with this church 
by letter, five on profession of their faith, three of these being 
women, and ten children received the rite of baptism. 

Rey. Dr. Hyde has most kindly officiated at the communion 
services of the year. There are at present 103 members in the 
Chinese Church of Honolulu. The salary of the pastor and the 
expenses of the church are met by the Chinese Christians, with 
some aid from the Hawaiian Board. There have been regular 
contributions (about sixty dollars) for the support and care of 
several patients during the year. Three members of the church 
have been removed by death. The attendance, of late, at the 
Sabbath morning service has been usually from seventy to 
eighty. The morning Sunday School, for instruction in Chi- 
nese and English, and in the principles of the Christian religion, 
has been steadily maintained. A Bible Class for women:is 
held at the close of the morning service. 

Visits have been made to the Hospital and Prison at least 
twice each month during the year; also to the city suburbs, to 
the banana or rice plantations and other points. Many good 
tracts have been distributed. We were cordially welcomed by 
the Chinese at all points. We hope that the seed which has 
_ been sown will spring up soon and bear fruit many fold. . 

The general helper, Mr. To Shu Yin, takes charge of all the 
religious papers and tracts. Hfforts have been made, so far as 
possible, to distribute good reading matter, both in town and 
country ; we hope to enlarge our work in this line. We are 
also finding it of much use in our work to secure subscribers to 
religious periodicals. 

The mission presses of Shanghai are producing a large assort- 
ment of fine reading of different kinds, and we distribute quite 
a large number of copies of their ‘“‘Chinese Illustrated News,” 
and ‘‘Child’s Paper,” filled with the best religious, scientific 
and literary matter. For these we have secured, already, a 
number of subscribers. Tracts and books were distributed to 
all who desired to receive them. The tracts have béen given, 
and occasionally sent to different parts of the Islands. The 
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distribution of tracts and books and illustrated matter has been 
an interesting work. We have had much to encourage us in 
this way of spreading the truth, as well as in preaching. 

The litttle Mission Chapel on Hotel street, in the Chinese 
quarter, which was in charge of Mr. To Shu Yin, is occasionally 
open all day. There are books, papers, tracts and leaflets of 
various kinds for all who come to read. Sometimes they come 
and have little talks about the doctrines of Jesus Christ and 
Confucius. In this way we have opportunities to expiain the 
“doctrine” to those who, perhaps, never before heard of the 
name of Jesus. In this chapel Mr. Enders has an evening 
school, for teaching English to a class of Chinese, averaging 
about fourteen. 

Mr. J. Shaw, with several Christian ladies and gentlemen, 
has been most unwearied in maintaining the Sunday School, 
during the past year, on Sabbath afternoons. Reading of the 
Bible, in both English and Chinese, and singing of Gospel 
hymns form a regular part of the exercises. The scholars. are 


somewhat irregular in attendance, coming in for a longer or ~ 


shorter time during the year. We most gratefully note the con- 
tinuance of the sympathetic and helpful aid of the teachers. 

Another Sabbath School is at Makiki. Mrs. B. F. Dilling- 
ham is carrying it forward with the most*hearty and ear- 
nest spirit, and her faithful efforts have produced very satis- 
factory results. The pupils gathered are from the immediate 
neighborhood. Many are little children, nearly all of them 
very regular in attendence. A number of young ladies and gen- 
tlemen connected with Punahou College, and others in the 
neighborhood, are teachers, and evince great enthusiasm in the 
work. We would refer with gratitude to the good infivende 
which they have exercised there. 

It is with great pleasure that we refer to the work of the day 
schools in Honolulu. During the year about one hundred and 
twenty-three pupils have been enrolled on the register. Both de- 
partments of study, Chinese and English, have been well main- 
tained. Miss Mary Green, as principal, has been assisted by 
Mrs. Mary Chang and Miss Nellie Waterhouse. The present 
number of the school is 90 (boys and girls). The Chinese de- 
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partment is under the charge of Chinese teachers, Mr. Ho Pui 
and Mr. Kong Hyuk Syong. English is taught in the morning, 
from 9 to 12; Chinese from 1 till 4 p.m. Quite a number of 
the scholars in the day schools are from heathen homes, and 
these also attend the Chinese Sabbath school on Sunday morn- 
ings. At this Sunday school the principal instruction is given 
in the truths of the Christian religion. It is a prominent fea- 
ture of the school work, and we trust that in these young hearts 
is being sown seed that will yet bear abundant harvest. 

Last July our pupils enjoyed, greatly, a picnic at Hwa, being 
conveyed there in the cars of the Oahu Railway, for which we 
owe our thanks to the trustees. 

Last Christmas was a most joyful occasion for the young 
people. A large and beautiful Christmas trec,a “Santa Claus,” 
recitations, songs, etc., all combined to make an evening long 
to be remembered. Different kind friends, by their generous 
contributions, enabled us to delight the heart of each of the 
boys and girls with some useful and appropriate present, for 
which they have the heartiest thanks of many. 

We regret extremely, however, the failing health of Mr. 
Damon, who went away to New York for his health in last July, 
when he had to lay aside all active work. Most earnestly do 

we hope and pray that he may be fully restored to health, and 
~ enabled to resume his important work.” 

THE JAPANESE MISSION. 


On the Sabbath of the 20th of July, 1890, Jiro Okabe, of Hilo, 
who, for over a year, had successfuly conducted the Japanese 
pission there, was ordained, by council, at the Central Union 
Church of.this city. Just six months after, on the Sabbath of 
the 18th of January, 1891, the first Japanese church of Hilo was 
formed, with Rev. Mr. Okabe as pastor. The Japanese brethren, 
to the number of 72, whom Mr. Okabe had gathered‘and placed 
under the ministerial care of Rev. E. P. Baker, of the Foreign 
Church, were withdrawn from that fellowship afid formed into 
this new body. Since that date the developmeut has gone 
steadily on. ; 

One of the interesting features of this work is the Mutual Aid 
Society, which is an indispensable adjunct of the church ; com- 
posed, as it is, almost entirely of poor Japanese laborers. 
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Mr. Okabe has removed from his old quarters to a house on 
the outskirts of the town. He has of late been quite alone in 
his work, one helper having died and another having returned 
to Japan. The Hawaiian Board have invited two new helpers 
from abroad to enter the field with him, and, in time, they may 
be expected to do so. Mr. Okabe has also two Christian field- 
hands, whom he is now training for the work. One of these has 
been found to, be an educated man, trained in the classical 
schools of Japan and acquainted with English. The Hawaiian 
Board has voted to employ him as soon as he is released from 
his plantation contract. 

The above report tonches the work done on the island of 
Hawaii, under the control of the Hawaiian Board. Below, we 
present a brief statement of the work done on the other islands 
of the group, and carried on under the superintendence of Rey. 
A. N. Fisher, of the Methodist Episcopal Church of the United 
States. The statement is from Mr. Fisher’s report published in 
The Friend of June, 1891. 

“Our ministerial force. is made up, mainly, of young men whe 
temporarily turn aside from an educational course. And so it 
has come about that ne part of the work under my care is now 
served by a pastor who was in charge one year ago. We have 
three pastors on Kanai; two on Maui, and two pastors and one 
Bible-reader on Oahu. More than one-half of these have been 
with us less than two months. 

But,.is spite of freqaent changes in the pastorate, there has 
been notable advance. A new chapel has been built at Ewa, 
on Oahu, and another at. Koloa, on Kauai, and at Paia, on Maui, 
the chapel has been doubled in seating capacity, and otherwise 
improved, the expenditure on the three islands amounting in 
total, to about one thousand four hundred dollars... Four new 
preaching places have been established. I have baptized fifty- 
five adults, and about seventy-five candidates for membership 
have been ensolled. 

Kach pastor serves at several different points and maintains 
evening schools where possible. Generous use is made of Christ- 
ian literature. 

_ The situation demands energetic evangelism. There are now 
about 16,000 Japanese on these islands, and 3,000 more are ex-. 
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pected. In no other Christian country are there so many 
heathen so closely aggregated. Itis possible that they may 
remain here but a few years. Ours is a gracious opportunity to 
prosecute foreign missionary work of special intrinsic and © 
strategic importance while we are “keepers at home.” 

The situation favors evangelism. These peasants are less ex- 
posed than at home to the influence of the priests ; they are less 
affected by the sentiment, prevalent in their own country, that 
it is unpatriotic to be Christian; and they are not antagonized 
by the prejudice of old people loyal to their ancestral faith ; 
while they are of necessity more or less favorably affected by 
the institutions of Christianity, as contrasted with those of 
heathenism. 

- The existing assignment of workers is as follows: Honolulu, 
1, Sunemato; Ewa, P. G. Kaburagi; Koloa, 8. Shiba; Kealia ; 
H. Murakani; Hanapepe, 8. Suda; Paia, J. Hirota ; Spreckels- 
ville, N. Otsuka, Mr. T. Sunemoto; Bible reader, resident at 
Honolulu.” 

THE PORTUGUESE MISSION. 


On the Sabbath of the 28th of September, 1890, at 11, a. m., 
the first meeting of the Portuguese mission was held in the 
Armory, corner of Beretania and Punchbowl streets. Rev. E. 
N. Pires, of Jacksonville, Ils., who had come out with two lay 
brethren to inaugurate the mission, leading the service. Some 
fifty Portuguese were present. These meetings in the Armory 
were continued till the end of the year. 

Meanwhile, the present chapel having been built, the meet- 
ings were moved into it- It was on the 28th of December that 
the chapel was dedicated and occupied, Rev. Mr. Pires again 
preaching in Portuguese. Since that time regular services 

have been held in the chapel under the leadership of Mr. A. V. » 
Soares. 

In November, 1890, after having spent six weeks of labor 
among the Portuguese of this city, Mr. Pires visited the island 
of Hawaii and established a mission center in the town of Hilo. 

The work in Hilo was put in charge of Mr. R. K. Baptist, and 
has grown beyond expectation, and a call has been made for a 
Portuguese chapel to be built. 
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For this purpose some $1,815 have already been subscribed 
and about one thousand dollars more are needed. With these 
two active centers taken and held so well, we feel that the out- 
look of this mission is hopeful. 

Our Portuguese mission was originally but a Sabbath school 
in this city, in charge of Mr. B. F. Dillingham, who still con- 
tinues superintendent. Mr. Dillingham has maintained, for 
some time, an evening school for Porttiguese youth in Emma 
Hall. The matter of merging this school with one now held at 
the Portuguese mission is being considered. The evening school 
at the Portuguese mission was started by a number of gentle- 
men giving one evening in the week each to assist Mr. and Mrs. 
Soares. By their aid it has flourished and reached a good effi- 


ciency; but steps should forthwith be taken to secure a per- 


manent teacher. 

Besides this evening school, there has been opened a day 
school for little ones, under the care of Mrs. Soares. 

It is by the favor of the Women’s Board that Mrs. Soares is 
enabled to leave her family cares and engage in this work, they 
having provided her with a nurse for her little ones. 

This work among the Portuguese was not begun a day too 
soon, and needs to be pressed with vigor forthwith. Than it 
we have not a more important mission. 

PUBLICATION DEPARTMENT. 


Our only publication of the past year has been that of the 
Sabbath School Manual, prepared by Dr. Hyde. There is a 
yearly demand for at least two thousand. 

The most important invoice has been of Portuguese Bibles, 
testaments and portions, hymn books and tracts. 

We have also received 470 Gilbert Islands new testaments 
and 150 nonpareil English Bibles, for use in schools. Fifteen 
hundred Mortlock hymn books were bound and forwarded on 
the last trip of the Morning Star. Our Japanese book-case has 
been replenished by a supply of 10,000 tract leaflets just re- 
ceived. They were selected and forwarded by the kindness of 
Mr. Ban. 

By the kindness of Mr. T. H. Davies the W.C.T. U. were 
enabled to print 20,000 beautifully illustrated temperance tracts, 
in Hawaiian ; they are in the hands of the Union for distribution. 
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‘Rev. H. Bingham is expecting, soon, to go to the States to put 
his Gilbert Islands Bible through the press. It may be looked 
for in 1893. A revised copy of the Gilbert Islands hymn book 
and one of the Bible Stories have gone to press for reprinting. 
Editions of the Arithmetic, the Leader and the Primary 
Geography are also to be printed, to supply an unprecedented 
demand for books now coming from the Giblert Islands. A 
small supply of cording, received by the last trip of the Morn- 
ing Star, is now on sale at the book rooms.

On the 12th of July, 1890, the Morning Star sailed from this 
port for Micronesia, with ten missionaries, eight whites and two 
Gilbert Islanders; one for Ruk, four for Ponape, two for Ku- 
saie, and three for the Gilbert Islands. 

On the 18th of October, the schooner R. W. Logan arrived 
from San Francisco under the charge of Captain Worth, en 
route for Ruk. She sailed on the dist of that month, going by 
way of Kusaie, and was reported, later, as arriving there. 

Toward the last of the year the rumor came of an outbreak 
at Ponape. Finally news reached us of the departure of our 

missionaries from the island, and of the shelling and burning 
of the mission houses at Oua, Ponape, by the Spanish. So 
we know that the work there is, for the present, at an end. 
The mission school is removed to Kusaie. Our courageous 
missionary teachers took ‘this step only when forced to. 

The scene of their operations is now on the eastern side of 
Kusaie. That little island has now become a busy center for 
education, there being, at present, four schools there. 

Seventeen Ponapean girls are with the Misses Palmer and 
Fletcher. More than twice that number of Gilbert and 
Marshall and Kusaiean girls must be with the Misses 
Smith, Little and Hoppin. 

Dr. Pease, assisted by Mrs. Forbes, has his training school of 
Marshall Islanders, and Mr. Channon his school of Gilbert Is- 
land boys. 

The latest news from the Morning Star informed us that Dr. 
Pease had completed the circuit of all but two of his Marshall 
Islands stations. 

- The news that has reached us from Ruk is hopeful. Mrs. 
Logan is occupying the Trieber house with her girls’ school, and 
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Mr. and Mrs. Snelling with their boys’ school are not far away. 
Mr. Snelling has cempleted a very commodious church building. 
Mr. Walkup reports a three months’ tour of the Gilbert 
Islands, in which he was accompanied by Miss Smith, who 
went to gather together her girls who were home on a visit. 

Of the ninety days during which Mr. Walkup had the Star 
at his disposal, he reports sixty-seven as spent upon the water 
and only twenty-four spent on land. That is, it took not quite 
three-fourths of the time for him simply to make his connec- 
tions. Truly, our present missionary ship has but a very few 
“ sheep-power ” of steam. 

Mr. Walkup visited all the islands but Apemama, Kuria and 
Aranuka. Reports from Makin, Marakei and Maiana are not 
wholly encouraging. At the latter two places there had been 
much drinking and heathenism. At the other islands visited 
the work locked hopeful. ‘At Butaritari there had been a turn- 
ing from sin and indifference. and a revival was in progress 
when Mr. Walkup landed. At Banaba and Pleasant Island, 
and at Nonuti and Tapiteuea, there were many ready to be 
brought into the church. 

But the strength of the good work was seen at Mores. The 
fields were “ white to harvest.” In the mission village, meetings 
_were held twice a day during Mr. Walkup’s stay, and there 
were hundreds of inquirers. 

Here Rev. Moses Kaure was installed at Apaiang and was 
pledged $300, as support, from his people. 

Such was the people’s eagerness for knowledge that, even in 
this brief tour, all the stock of books was exhausted. 

When last heard from, Mr. Walkup had reached San Fran- 
cisco, gone there to secure a steam launch. 

We await with anxious interest to hear of possible adjustments 
of the Ponapean troubles, such as may permit our missionaries 
to re-establish themselves there. The needs of the fallow Gilbert 
Islands fields too, are so imperative—and the requisite seems to 
be strong steam power. Here is a necessity which, if it were 
only adequately felt, might quickly be met. It may be said 
that the one thing lacking in all Micronesia, for the prosecution 
of the work, is strong steam power. 
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From the Marquesas we have received letters from Revs. 
Kauwealoha and Hapuku. Two of the five leading schools of 
the land are in the hands of the missionaries and their friends. 
Government aid is meager and ours is asked. The brethren 
there are looking to the French Protestant Missionary Society 
for aid in the supply of Tahitian preachers. 

The Morning Star may be expected some time after the 
middle of June, and will then have to go through a long and 
expensive course of repairs, or be abandoned.

NotTe.—The Morning Star arrived on the 18th of Juve 
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At the opening of the Institute, October 6, 1890, six new stu- 
dents were admitted, making the whole number on the register 
this year, nineteen. To those in attendance the previous year, 
Kimo Davida, J. M. Ezera, J. B. Haleole, W. Higgins, D. 
W. Kawahamae, M. C. Kealoha, D. Maiaupuni Kuali, M. Kui- 
kahi, D. Kamanao Meheula, Louis M. Mitchell, G. W. Nakaa, 
D. M. Piliola, Ioela Samoa, were added J. Ah You, D. Kaai, 
Tsaia K. Kaauwai, 8S. W. Kawaiaea, J. Nua, D. Punua Mahi- 
hila.. The death of several Hawaiian pastors has left vacan- 
cies that ought speedily to be filled. Where are the young men 
' of piety, ability and enthusiasm ready to devote themselves to 
the service of God and humanity in the work of the Gospel 
ministry ? 

There has been an unusual amount of sickness the past year 
among the students and their families, owing mostly to the de- 
velopment of chronic ailments. Several of our physicians have 
at different times kindly aided in alleviating the different mal- 
adies. One student died of quick consumption, D. M. Piliola, 
a young man of intelligent piety, loving spirit and persistent 
energy. One student is still at the hospital, suffering from 
chronic rheumatism. Several have been more or less seriously 
affected by that world-wide epidemic, la grippe ; but no perma- 
nent infirmity seems to have resulted. 

The better advantages afforded by the new buildings com- 
pleted last year have been highly appreciated by the students. 
The large number of new students and of new rooms to be fur- 
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nished has involved much more than ordinary outlay, toward 


which expenses the Hon. C. R. Bishop has generously given 
$200. Considerable money has been expended in the neces- 


_ sary grading of the grounds, and there is still more of that 


a 


kind of work to be done. It will need at least a thousand dol- 
lars more to put the ground in proper order, and to put up the 


necessary buildings in the rear for washing, cooking, etc. 


Hitherto, in the good providence of God, when the money 
needed could be spent to the best advantage, the money came. 
There is every encouragement to believe and hope that when- 
ever the occasion demands the expenditure, the money needed 


will be forthcoming. 


The course of study for the past year has followed the lines 
laid down in the curriculum as printed, arranged for the third 
year, except that systematic theology has been substituted for 
Moral Philosophy, and Evidences of Christianity. Theology 
has been studied topically and practically. Conversations on 


the different lines of generally accepted religious truth, led up, 


naturally to a logical and comprehensive arrangement of the 
system of revealed truth. Hach particular topic was then 
studied separately, guided by those general questions, with a 
sufficient body of scripture texts to bring out the teaching of 
God’s Word of authoritative truth. Asa closing exercise each 
student was assigned a special topic, on which he himself pre- 
pared ten questions that would give the general outline of the 
scripture teaching in regard to that topic. The last two of 
these ten questions were to be personal in their nature, designed 
to bring out the practical application of these various Bible * 
truths to each student’s own spiritual life and growth. It has 
been interesting to follow the varying shades of opinion as for- 
mulated in pursuing this method of study and the attitude of 
different minds under this constant personal use and application 
of scripture truths. - 

Rev. H. H. Parker has conducted the studies in his depart- 
ment of homiletical and pastoral theology. For the benefit of 


the wives of the students, Miss H. E. Carpenter, for many years 
_ principal of Makawao Seminary, has spent an hour or two each 


afternoon in reading, with them, the Gospels in English, and 
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enforcing their practical teachings on the different topies thus 
prescribed. 

One pleasing developement of practical or applied Christian- 
ity has been the readiness and success with which some of the 
students have taken up the work of street preaching. This 
meeting, face to face, a crowd of men indifferent to religion or 
to its claims, has worked favorably and directly on the character 
of the students themselves. It has led them to see, more 
clearly, the certainty and the scope of the fundamental truths 
of the Gospel of salvation, and the available methods of its ap- 
plication to the needs of men. As their own souls have thus 
opened wider to the incoming of Gospel light, the lingering de-. 
lusions of the old days of spiritual darkness have been driven 
most completely out of the realm of possible beliefs and scien- 
tific certainties. For some weeks lately several students have 
been making an afternoon visitation from house to house, with 
Bible reading, tract distribution and personal exhortation, in 
connection with committees appointed by the two churches in 
the city. 

The spirit of God is evidently working after his own wise 
methods in these dealings with individual souls. Here and 
there one and another has received the blessing of full faith in 
-Christ’s free forgiveness of sin, and enjoyment of the peace of 
God in fuller consecration to a life of loving, trustful, cheerful 
obedience. The day is approaching. we may surely hope, when 
such a Pentecostal effusion of the spirit as once blessed the in- 
fant Church in the City of David will bless these weak Ha- 
waiian churches, and baptize ministers and people with power 
from on high. For this Institute and its students, at the very 
center of the nation’s life, we ask the united prayers of all.God’s 
people in these islands. We ask all friends everywhere, who 
have any personal interest in Hawaii nei, to pray the Father 
that the Holy Ghost may come upon us in such Pentecostal 
fullness, and that this blessing may not long be withheld from 
our Hawaiian ministers and all our evangelical churches.
